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CONSTITUTION 



OF THE 



AMERICAN FEDERATION OF LABOR 



PREAMBLE. 

WHEREAS* A struggle is gbing on in all 
the nations of the civilized world, between 
the oppressors and the oppressed of all coun> 
tries, a struggle between the Capitalist and 
the Laborer, which grows in intensity from 
year to year, and will work disastrous results 
to the toiling millions if they are not com- 
bined for mutual protection and benefit. 

It therefore behooves the Representatives 
of the Trades and Labor Unions of Amer- 
ica. «** convention assembled, to adopt such 
m«.. ures and disseminate such principles 
among the mechanics and laborers of our 
country as will permanently unite them to 
secure the recognition of the rights to which 
they are justly entitled. 

We therefore declare ourselves in favor of 
the fo mation of a thorough Federation, em- 
bracing every Trade and Labor organization 
in America, organized under the trade imion 
system of organization. 



CONSTrrUTION. 

Articlb I. — Namk. 

This association shall be known as "Thk 
American Federation op <Labor/' and shall 
consist of such Trade and Labor Unions as 
shall conform to its rules and regulations. 

Article II. — Objects. 

Section i. The objects of this Federation 
shall be the encouragement and formation of 
local trade and Labor Unions, and the closer 
federation of such societies through the or- 
ganization of Central Trade and Labor Unions 
in every city, and the further combination of 
such bodies into State, Territorial or Pro- 
vincial organizations, to secure legislation 
in the interest of the working masses. 

Sec. 2. The establishment of National and 
International Trade Unions, based upon a 
strict recognition of the autonomy of each 
trade, and the promotion and advancement 
of such bodies. 

Sec. 3. An American Federation of all 
National and International Trade Unions, to 
aid and assist each other; and, furthermore, 
to secure National Legislation in the interest 
of the working people, and influence public 
opinion, by peaceful and legal methods, in 
favor of Organized Labor. 

Sec. 4. To aid and encourage the labor 
press of America. 



Article III. — Convention. 

Section i. The Convention of the Federa- 
tion shall meet annually at 10 A. M., on the 
second Monday in December, at such place 
as the delegates have selected at the preceding 
convention. 

Sec. 2. At the opening of the Convention, 
the President shall take the chair and call the 
Convention to order, and preside until his 
successor is elected. 

Sec. 3. The following committees, consist- 
ing of five members each, shall be appointed 
by the President: ist. Credentials; 2d, Rules 
and Order of Business; 3d, Report of Presi- 
dent; 4th, Report of Secretary; 5th, Resolu- 
tions; 6th, Constitution; 7th, Organization; 
8th, Labels and Boycotts; 9th, Grievances. 

Sec. 4. The Executive Council shall have 
the power to appoint from the delegates elect 
to the Convention three delegates, who shall 
compose a Committee on Finance, and this 
committee shall meet at the place for holding 
the Convention, three days prior to the con- 
vention, and they shall audit the accounts of 
the Federation for the preceding twelve 
months. The expenses of said committee shall 
be paid out of the funds of the Federation. 

Article IV. — Representation. 

Section i. The basis of representation in 
the Convention shall be: From National or 
International Unions, for less than four 
thousand members, oni delegate; four thous- 
and or more, two delegates; eight thousand 
or more, three delegates; sixteen thousand or 
more, four delegates; thirty-two thousand or 
more, five delegates, and so on; and from 
each Local or District Trade organization or 
federated body, not connected with, or hav- 
ing a National or International head, affiliated 
with this Federation, one delegate. The Dele- 
gate shall be elected at least two weeks pre- 
vious to thd Annual Convention of the A. F. 
of L.. and the names of such delegates shall 
be forwarded to the Secretary of this body 
immediately after their election. 

Sec. 2. Questions may be decided by divi- 
sion or a snow of hands, but if a call of the 
roll is demanded by one-tenth of the dele- 
gates present, each delegate shall cast one vote 
for every hundred members, or major frac- 
tion thereof, he represents; but no City or 
State Federation shall be allowed more than 
one vote. The Secretary shall prepare for 
use of the Convention printed poll lists, con- 
taining the number of votes the delegates 
from National and International Unions arc 
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entitled to, iMMed upon the last reports made 
to the oflBce of the Federation. 

Sec. 3. No organization which has se- 
ceaed or has been suspended or expelled from 
any National or International organization 
connected with the Federation, shall be al- 
lowed a representation or recognition in this 
Federation. 

Sec. 4. No organization shall be entitled 
to representation unless such organization has 
applied for and obtained a certificate of affilia- 
tion at least one month prior to the Conven- 
tion, from the President of the Federation. 

Sec. 5. No Central Labor Union or City 
or State Federation of Labor, or any other 
central body of delegates, shall admit to their 
councils delegates from any local organization 
that owes its allegiance to any other body. 
National or International, not connected with 
this Federation, or hostile to any affiliated 
organization, or that has been suspended or 
expelled by a National or International or- 

Snization of their trade, under penalty of 
ing denied represKntntion in general conven- 
tions of this Federation. 

AftTicut V. — Officers. 

Section i. The Officers of the Federation 
shall consist of a President, two Vice Presi- 
dents, a Secretary, and a Treasurer, to be 
elected by the Convention, who shall consti- 
tute an Executive Council. 

Sec. 2. Should a vacancy in any office oc- 
cur between the annual meetings of the Con- 
vention, such vacancy shall be filled by the 
President of the Federation, by and with the 
consent of the Executive Council. When a 
vacancy occurs in the office of President, the 
Vice President shall succeed in their respec- 
tive order. 

Sec. 3. The President and Secretary shall 
be members of the 8ucce2ding Convention in 
case they are not delegates, but without vote. 

Sec. 4. All elective officers shall be mem- 
bers of a local organization connected with 
the American Federation of Labor. 

Articls VI. — DuTiss OF Offickrs. 

Section i. It shall be the duty of the 
President to preside at all general Conven- 
tions; to take general supervision of the Feder- 
ation throughout its jurisdiction; to publish 
a quarterly circular on February 28, May 31st, 
August 2i8t, and November 30th, of each 
year; to sign all official documents; to travel, 
with the consent of the Executive Council, 
whenever required, in the interest of the 
Federation; to submit to the Secretary, at the 
end of each month, an itemized account of all 
moneys, traveling and incidental, expended by 
him in the interest of the Federation; and at 
the end of his term of office he shall report 
his acts and doings to the annual Convention 
of the Federation. The President, if not a 
delegate, shall have the casting vote in case 
of a tie, but shall not vote at other times. He 
shall be reauired to devote all his time to the 
interests of the Federation; and he shall re- 
ceive for his services such sum as the annual 
conventions may determine, payable weekly. 

Sec. 3. The duties of the Secretary shall 
be to take chargie of all books, papers and 
effects of the general office; to conduct the 
correspondence pertaining to his office; to fur- 



nish the elective officers with the necessary sta- 
tionery; to convene and act as secretary of 
the annual convention; to keep all letters, 
documents, accounts, etc., in such manner as 
the annual convention may direct; to re- 
ceive and collect all moneys due the Federa- 
tion, and pay them to the Treasurer, taking 
his receipt therefor; provided, that he may 
retain in his hands a sum not exceeding $250, 
for current expenses, which money shall only 
be paid out on the approval of the President; 
to submit to the Finance Committee, for their 
inspection, vouchers for all moneys expended; 
to close all accounts of the Federation on 
October 31st of each year, and all moneys re- 
ceived or disbursed after said date shall not 
be reported in the general balance account of 
the ensuing convention; to publish a financial 
report in the quarterly circular, and send ten 
copies to each affiliated body, and such addi- 
tional number of copies as ma^r be ordered 
and paid for by any organization connected 
with the Federation. His office shall be lo- 
cated in the same office with that of the 
President. He shall give a bond of $1,000 
for the faithful performance of his duties, and 
for his services he shall receive such sum as 
the annual conventions may determine, pay- 
able weekly. 

Sec. 3. The Treasurer shall receive and 
take charge of all moneys, property and se- 
curity of the Federation delivered to him by 
the Secretary. He shall deposit all moneys 
belonging to the Federation in bank, in his 
name as Treasurer of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, and before any moneys, thus 
deposited, can be drawn, each check sluill be 
signed by him as Treasurer. He shall pay, 
through the Secretary, all warrants regularly 
drawn on him, signed by the President and 
countersigned by the Secretary, as required 
by this Constitution, and none others. He 
shalt^ submit to the annual convention a com- 
plete statement of all receipts and disburse- 
ments during his term of office, and at the ex- 
piration of his term of office he shall deliver 
up to his successor all moneys, securities, books 
and papers of the Federation under his con- 
trol, and for the faithful performance of his 
duties he shall give a bond in the sum of 
$1,000. The annual salary of the Treasurer 
shall be $100. 

Sec. 4. All books and financial accounts 
shall, at all times, be open to the inspection 
of the President and Executive Council. 

Articls VII. — ExEcuTivK Council. 

Section i. The Officers shall be an Execu- 
tive Council with power to watch legislative 
measures directly affecting the interests of 
working people and to initiate, whenever 
necessary, such legislative action as the Con- 
vention may direct. 

Sec. 2. The Executive Council shall use 
every possible means to organize new National 
or International Trade Unions, and to or- 
ganize local Trade Unions and connect them 
with the Federation until such time as there 
are a sufficient number to form a National 
or International Union, when it shall be the 
duty of the President of the Federation to 
see that such organization is formed. 

Sec. 3. While we recognize the right of 
each trade to manage its own affairs, it shall 
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be tiie duty of the Executive Council to se- 
cure the unification of all labor organizations 
so far as to assist each other in any trade 
dispute. 

Artici^ VIII. — SniiKES and Lockouts. 

Section x. The Executive Council shall 
have the power and are directed to levy a 
strike assessment of two cents per member on 
the ist of January, 1890* on all National and 
International bodies under the jurisdiction of 
the Federation. 

Sec. 2. In case any National or Interna* 
tional body affiliated with this Federation shall 
order a strike, or are locked out, and by rea- 
son of financial distress it shall be necessary 
for it to call upon the Federation for aid, the 
Executive Council, if they deem that such 
organization is entitled to receive such as* 
sistance, shall make an assessment, not ex* 
ceeding two cents per member per week, upon 
every other National or International body so 
affiliated with the Federation. . Such assess- 
ment shall remain in force for a period not 
exceeding five continuous weeks, unless other- 
wise ordered by a general vote of all National 
and International Unions affiliated. 

Sec. 3. Any National or International or- 
ganization, or other body connected with this 
Federation, failing to comply with the require- 
ments of Sec. 2 of this Article, within a 
period of 30 days, shall be stispended, and 
shall not be reinstated until all arrearages are 
paid in full. Provided, however, that or- 
ganizations represented in this Convention 
whose delegates have been instructed to op- 
pose the levying of an assessment shall not 
be liable to suspension until the matter is 
acted on at their next National or Interna- 
tional convention. 

Sec. 4. Accompanying a call for an as- 
sessment shall be a circular from the Presi- 
dent of the Federation, giving a detailed ac- 
count of the strike or lockout. 

Sec. 5. No affiliated body of the American 
Federation of Labor shall be entitled to bene- 
fit from the strike fund of the Federation un- 
til the^ have been six months Affiliated, have 
paid SIX months per capita tax to the Federa- 
tion, and are in good standing. 

AmTici.« IX. — RsvSNUK. 

Section i. The revenue of the Federation 
shall be derived as follows: From Interna- 
tional and National Trade Unions, a (>er 
capita tax of one- fourth of one cent per mem- 
ber per month; from Local Trade Unions 
and Federal Unions, one cent per member 
per month; and from Central Labor Unions 
of City and State Federated bodies, $25 per 
annum. All money shall be payable to the 
Secretary of the Federation. 

Sec. 2. Delegates shall not be entitled to 
a seat in this Federation unless the tax of 
their organization, as provided for in Section 
X of this Article, has been paid in full. 



Sec. 3. Any organization, affiliated with 
this Federation, not paying its per capita tax 
on or before the 15th of each month, shall be 
notified of the fact by the Secretary of the 
Federation, and if at the end of three months 
it is still in arrears it shall become suspended 
from membership in the Federation, and can 
only be reinstated by vote of the Convention, 
when such arrearages are paid in full. 

Sec. 4. Each society affiliated with this 
Federation shall make a quarterly report of its 
standing and progress to the Secretary of the 
Federation. 

Sec. 5. Whenever the revenue of the Fed- 
eration shall warrant such action, the Execu- 
tive Council shall authorize the sending out 
of Trade Union speakers, from place to place, 
in the interests of the Federation. 

Sec. 6. The remuneration for loss of time 
by members of the Executive Council or 
speakers engaged by them shall be $3.50 per 
day and traveling and hotel expenses. 

ArTICUS X. — MlSCELIANSOUS. 

Section i. The Executive Council shall 
have power to make rules to govern matters 
not in conflict with this Constitution or the 
Constitution of affiliated Unions, and shall 
report accordingly to the Federation. 

Sec. 2. Certificates of affiliation shall be 
granted by the President of the Federation, 
by and with the consent of the Executive 
Council, to all National and International 
Unions and local bodies affiliated with this 
Federation. 

Sec. 3. Any seven wage workers of good 
character, and favorable to Trade Unions, and 
not members of any body affiliated with this 
Federation, who will subscribe to this Consti- 
tution, shall have the power to form a local 
body, to be known as a **Federal Labor 
Union," and they shall hold regular meetings 
for the purpose of strengthening and advanc- 
ing the Trades Union Movement, and shall 
have the power to make their own rules in 
conformity with this Constitution, and shall 
be granted a local certificate by the President 
of this Federation, provided the request for a 
certificate be endorsed by the nearest Local or 
National Trades Union officials connected 
with this Federation. 

Sec. 4. The certificate fee for affiliated 
bodies shall be $5, payable to the Secretary 
of the Federation, and which shall accompany 
the application. 

Sec. 5. Where there are one or more 
Local Unions in any city, belonging to the 
National or International Union, affiliated 
with this Federation, they may organize a 
Trades Assembly or Central Labor Union, or 
join such body, if already in existence. 

ArTICLS XI. — AMBNDMtNTS. 

This Constitution can be amended or al- 
tered only at a regular session of the Conven- 
tion, and to do so, it shall require a two- 
thirds vote.

FIRST DAY— Morning Session. 



Common Council Chamber, 
Boston, Mass., Dec. lo, 2889. 

The Ninth Annual Convention of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor assembled in the 
Common Council Chamber, Boston, Mass., 
Dec. 10, 1889. 

At 10 A. M. the gavel sounded the call to 
order. 

The hall was handsomely decorated with 
the national colors — the stars, stripes and the 
trade banners of the various local unions of 
Boston and vicinity. 

Mr. Samuel Gompers, President of the 
Federation, in the chair. Mr. P. J. McGuire, 
Secretary of the Federation, officiated as Sec- 
retary. 

At 10:15 A. M. Mr. Oliver Ames, Governor 
of Massachusetts, and Mr. Thos. N. Hart, 
Mayor of Boston, were conducted into* the 
Council Chamber, and introduced to the Con- 
venton by President Gompers. 

Governor Ames, in behalf of the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts, welcomed the dele- 
gates in a brief and cordial address. 

GOVERNOR AMES' ADDRESS. 

"Gentlemen: I am glad to welcome to this 
Commonwealth you who represent a very 
considerable number of the workingmen of 
this busy and prosperous country. You could 
not have chosen for your assembling a more 
appropriate place than this city — the me- 
tropolis not only of Massachusetts, but also 
of New England — for it Is the center of in- 
dustries that are second to none in this coun- 
try in their magnitude and importance. From 
its very beginning this Commonwealth has 
been the home of industrious and hard-work- 
ing people, and their industry and thrift have 



brought with them success and prosperity. As 
a community we have been wonderfully for- 
tunate, but we have also been incessantly at 
work, and our good fortune is the result of 
our labor, and we recognize in labor the 
main source of all our wealth. (Applause.) 
For the workin^man, Massachusetts has 
abundant opportunity, and if he is not re- 
spected by all her people, it is because in 
tne individual there is some fault that offsets 
or destroys his worth. Holding, as we do, the 
workingman in such high estimation, we be- 
lieve, and practice the belief, that there is 
no natural antagonism between capital and 
labor. Without capital labor is hampered and 
its results limited m these days of large oper- 
ations, but without labor capital becomes un- 
?)roductive, and it is only a question of time 
or it to become exhausted. We have never 
been brought to the pass of capital seeking 
to crush labor or of labor strivmg to over- 
throw capital, and may that time never come. 
(Applause.) You meet here as the represen- 
tatives of others, to deliberate for their gen- 
eral good. In your discussions and actions I 
believe that you will bear in mind that all 
relations are reciprocal, and that to shift the 
centre of power too far in either direction is 
but to invite disaster. But I know that you 
are men of affairs, men who are accustomed 
to think and act for yourselves and I will 
not trouble you with my advice, further than 
to express the wish that all you may do may 
tend to promote the welfare of all sorts and 
conditions of men." 

Mayor Hart, in the name of the citizens 

of Boston, delivered an address of welcome to 

the Convention. 

MAYOR HART'S ADDRESS. 

"Ontleihen of the American Federation of 
Labor: I bid you welcome in Boston; I bid 
you welcome in our City Hall. I trust that 
your deliberations will result in benefit to the 
community and to the cause you have spe- 
cially at heart — the cause of honest work, 
honestly appreciated. It seems to me that 
the recent history of labor is full of encour- 
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ag[ement. We exclude all foreign labor that 
tries to enter the United States under con- 
tract, for we want freemen only to come here. 
Labor statistics are now collected with 
greater care than ever before, for we want the 
truth, and nothing but the truth. And, here 
in Massachusetts, I cannot but point with 
satisfaction to the objects and acnievements 
of our State Board of Arbitration and Concil- 
iation, which establishes and vindicates the 
principle that the relations between employ- 
ers and employes are not only a matter of 
private contract, but also a public concern, in 
which the Commonwealth may recommend 
whatever seems equitable and right. Your 
particular interest in the eight-nour move- 
ment is hardly greater than that of the com- 
munity at large. As you well know, the 
Government of the United Sutes, more than 
twenty-one vears ago, made eight hours the 
standard and measure of a day's labor for all 
its workmen and mechanics. This standard 
has not been adopted throughout the coun- 
try, but we are moving in that direction. This 
movement, it seems to me, cannot be confided 
to any one set or class alone, be it wage 
earners or the Government itself. It belongs 
to us all. And the better we learn that we 
are one. that nobody can live unto himself 
alone^ that civil society rises and falls with 
the nse and fall of all its members, none ex- 
cepted, the better it will be for us all. I 
trust that your deliberations will be an honor 
to this hall, to the city of Boston, whose 
guests you are, and to our common country." 

In the name of the organized workmen of 
Boston and of the "Old Bay State," Mr. 
Frank K. Foster bade the delegates a hearty 
welcome. 

FRANK K. FOSTER'S WELCOME. 

"On behalf of the organized labor of the 
Old Bay State I bid you welcome. We know 
that in all parts of the globe where there are 
labor organizations in existence^ the eyes of 
thousands are turned on this convention, 
awaiting anxiously the outcome of its delib- 
erations. The great issues to be brought be- 
fore you we all know command careful con- 
sideration and the exercise of your best judg- 
ment. You arc here, not to legislate for the 
exclusive and select few, but for the workers 
in the field, the mine and the factory, for the 
dwellers in the tenement houses ana on the 
plains, for those who feel most heavily the 
primal curse placed upon mankind. In their 
name we bid Godspeed to your deliberations, 
and we hope also you will accept the hospi- 
tality of Boston and the Old Bay State, in 
whose behalf I extend you greeting and fra- 
ternity from your brothers of this locality. 
And when you go hence, you will, I hope, be 
confident of duty well done, and take with 

ou pleasing recollections of the 'Hub of the 

' fiivcrse.' '* (Applause.) 
President Gompers responded in befitting 
terms, and on behalf of the delegates ac- 
cepted the hospitalities extended. 

PRESIDENT GOMPERS' RESPONSE. 

"Your Excellency, Your Honor, My 
Friends and Fellow- Workers, Brother Fos- 
ter: I confess that words fail me to express 
the appreciation of your kind words, and your 
hearty and cordial welcome. The sugges- 
tions you have presented and the thoughts 
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you have given expression to in connection 
with our or^nization we are pleased to hear, 
and shall give them tnat consideration which 
we think they deserve. 

"Organized labqr of Massachusetts, organ- 
ized labor of the cotmtry, organized labor of 
the world, has demonstrated that the old 
thoughts that accompanied the name of organ- 
ized labor, the old contumely and contempt 
for the efforts of the working |)eople to or- 
ganize and improve their condition, are not 
deserved, but, on the contrary, working peo- 
ple have organized and demonstrated their 
ability to organize, and with that time began 
an era when all men could see that organi- 
• zation of labor had the same tendencies, the 
same influences upon men that it has in any 
other form and station in life, that organiza- 
tion tended to enlighten the mind, to broaden 
the intelligence, to see clearer wrongs and in- 
justice, and that, by concerted effort, we en- 
deavor to improve them, I think the whole 
world, the men who labor and think, 
acknowledge that the status of the working 
people is higher to-day than it ever was, that 
the working people have a clearer perc<^tion 
and conception of their rights and privileges, 
and their honest independence, that is only 
begotten from organization, to insist that in 
this world of ours the producer of wealth is 
entitled to a larger share of the product. 

"Our organization is one founded on emi- 
nent practical questions. We propose to or- 
ganize our fellows, we propose to improve the 
condition of our fellow-working men and wo- 
men, to raise men upon a higher standard of 
life, a higher plane of the social structure in 
which we live. And we hope that the time' 
may not be far distant We nope that as time 
goes on the working people shall be larger 
sharers in the making and execution of our 
laws. (Applause.) 

"I assure you that the working people we 
represent, at least in trades unions and un- 
der the banner of the American Federation 
of Labor, know what they want. I believe 
thev possess the intelligence to formulate it, 
and, I hope, the influence to secure it (Ap- 
plause.) 

"We feel honored by the welcome extended 
to us on behalf of the State, on behalf of the 
city which rolled forth in thunder tones the 
cry for a greater degree of liberty for the 
people of the country and the world. We 
are proud to be in Boston, we know so many 
of its memories and incidents connected with 
its history; we revere its traditions and its 
men. (Applause.) 

"I thank you again on behalf of the dele- 
gates and ofhcers ner« assembled, and assure 
you that the welcome you have extended to 
us will be stored up in our minds, and will 
ever be an epoch in the history of our or- 
ganization. I am confident as well as shar- 
mg the hope that the deliberations of this 
convention will in no way reflect discredit 
upon the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, or 
our country, but on the contrary be fraught 
with the best results to organized labor an^ 
the whole people of our time." (Applause.) 

Then (jov. Ames arose, and, shaking hands 
with the President, said: 

"I thank you on behalf of the people of 
Massachusetts for every word you have ut- 
tered." (Renewed applause.) 

The Ciovemor and Mayor then retired, 
escorted by the committee. 
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President Gompers thereupon declared the 
Convention ready for the transaction of busi- 
ness. He then appointed the following

Mr. Lennon moved we do now adjourn to 
witness the practical workings of the Austral- 
ian system of voting at the polls, the day 
being State election day.

Mr. Foster made the announcement that 
at 2 P. M. a carriage ride to visit the vari- 
ous pqints of historical interest would be 
given the delegates by courtesy of the city 
government of Boston. Invitation accepted.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON RULES. 

Boston, Mass., Dec. 11, 1889. 

To the Officers and Delegates of the Conven- 
tion: 

Your Committee on Rules hereby present 
the following rules for the government of the 
session: 

1. The Convention shall be called to order 
at 9 A. M., adjourn at 12 to reassemble at 2 
P. M. and adiourn 6 P. M., and at the ap- 
pointed time the chairman shall call the Con- 
vention to order. 

2. During the hours of meeting no dele- 
gate will be allowed to leave the room unless 
on special business.

9. When a question is before the house no 
motion shall be in order, except to adjourn, to 
refer, for the previous question, to postpone 



indefinitely, to postpone for a certain time, 
to divide, or to amend, which motions shall 
severally have precedence in the order herein 
named.

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PRESIDENT GOMPERS* REPORT. 
Delegates to the Ninth Annual Convention of the American Federation of Labor: 

Fellow Workingmen : As year after year rolls on in the never-ceasing march of time and 
some of our comrades in the struggle for labor's emancipation fall by the way through nature's 
unerring hand, others urged on by the nobility and high character of our purposes, take their 
places in the line and gather as we do to-day in counsel, and to vow at the altar of progress 
and civilization our plighted faith never to cease in our endeavors until the wrongs and evils 
from which man sufters at the hand of man shall have been passed and exist only in the annals 
of history. 

Of all the struggles of the human family for Freedom, Order and Progress, the Trade 
Unions are the direct and legitimate heirs and successors. It is their mission to continue the 
battle for the right until the term Rights shall lose its relative significance by the abolition of 
injustice and wrongs. 

Let it never be said of us or our grand organization — ^the American Federation of Labor — 
that either has proven untrue to our task, faltered in our duty or false to our mission. 

To protect the innocent and young, to raise man and woman from the sloughs of poverty 
and dispair to a proper appreciation of their rights and duties is worthy of our b^t efforts, our 
highest aspirations and our noblest impulses. Let us endeavor by the nature of our conclusions 
at this convention, add one more step in this direction, we shall be just that much nearer our goal 
and make the final so much easier of attainment. , 

OUR GROWTH. . 

It becomes my pleasant duty to state that the vear just closed has witnessed a revival in 
the interest of the working people in the Trade Union movement. A large number of local 
unions of which trade no National Union existed have been formed. The energy displayed in 
various ways by them to forward the cause in general, to protect their interests in particular, ^nd 
to further the eight-hour movement, is the best evidence of the great work the Federation^as 
done and is capable of doing. 

The great increase, both in membership and the number of local branches of our National 
Union, all testify to the renewed activity and zeal of the toilers and the recognition of the 
honest and earnest purposes of the American Federation of Labor, and the appreciation of the 
fact that our movement is based upon the lines of progress and the historical development of 
the labor movement. 

NEW NATIONAL UNIONS. 

During the past year several new National Trade Unions have been formed by the American 
Federation of Labor, of which the two have affiliated with us. While of those National Trade 
Unions already in existence and not affiliated nine have joined us since my last report. We 
have affiliated with us nearly every Trade Union of the country. With 3,800 local unions and 
a membership greater than any other labor organization in the world. 

OUR ReLATIO.*«S WITH OTHER ORGANIZATION. 

The Executive Council have endeavored to secure the co-operation, and to establish fraternal 
relations with all labor organizations. During the year correspondence was opened and contin- 
ued with lepresentative men of labor of Europe as well as in this country, and with good results. 
There is no doubt that had the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers thrown aside their policy 
of "isolation," which is unworthy of their grand organization, there would have been established 
a federation of all railroad workmen. That this is desirable and would be advantageous to them 
as well as the entire body of working people, I think all observers will admit That it will soon 
be achieved js my fervent hope. 

CONFERENCES WITH THE KNIGHTS. 

Conferences were held with the Executive Board of the K. of L. for the purposes of 
endeavorinp; to bring about a more harmonious action, and to secure their co-operation in the 
pending Eight-Hour Movement. 

At the first meeting a manifesto was drawn up, but in the interim between its inception 
and promulgation, the actions which we so often nad to conu>lain of were renewed. Your 
Executive Council withheld their signatures to the document until some tangible evidence was 
iven that our professions of "harmony" would not be an empty phrase. A letter was received 
rom the Knights which seemed to remove all objection and the document was issued. 

Subsequent conferences were held and the iGiifi^hts' representatives proposed a mutual recog- 
nition of cards and labels. The Executive Coimcil made the counter propositions that trade 
districts and locals be discontinued in their Order^ and that the Trade Unions in turn would 
induce and encourage their members to become Knights in mixed locals. 

We maintained that where there exists a dual organization and authority in any trade, a 
confl'ct is inevitable and can only end disastrously to all interests. I am not informed wnat 
action their recent convention took upon these propositions. I trust, however, that you will 
voice the sentiments of the Trade Unions upon them so that the incoming Executive Council 
may be prepared to act authoritatively. 

The papers upon the question are herewith submitted. 

Their action in reference to the Eight-Hour Movement I report under that head. 

farmers' organizations. 

Several letters and propositions have been received covering various schemes for co-operative 

Kurposes from organizations of Farmers. In each of the instances, upon investigation, it has 
een learned that these organizations are composed of employing Farmers. While I am aware 
that there are many wrongs from which they suffer that should m righted; it is my opinion that 
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our purpose should be to organize and ally oufselves with the farm laborers whose condition is 
so wretched and whose living so precariouSl 

INTSRKATIONAI. I^BOR CONCRCSS. 

Obedient to the resolution of the St. Louis Convention, to send a letter of fraternal good 
will to the International Labor Congress held in Paris, it was necessary to send two, owing to 
the fact that two Congresses were held at the same time. In my letter I took occasion to refer, 
among other matters, to our Eight-Hour Movement, and upon which they took action to which! 
refer under that caption. 

THE eiCHT-HOUR MOVSMSNT. 

In the whole history of the labor movement there has not been any question upon which the 
thoughts of the civilized world have been so thoroughlv centered as upon the Eight-Hour Move- 
ment inaugurated by the American Federation of Labor at its last convention. 

When we met fast year at St. Louis, the combined forces and influences of the employing 
and speculative classes so thoroughly held the master hand over labor they had become so over- 
bearing, had so thoroughly awed the working people. into submission, that every meeting night 
of labor organizations was but the repetition of the Various notices of reduction in wages, the 
imposition of obnoxious rules, the presentation of iron-clad obligations to si^ away our right 
to organize for self -protection, propositions, to increase the hours of labor — in a word. Labor 
seemed to have no right, economic or political, that Capital was bound to respect. 

It was at this time that our proclamation to the world was made, to call on the toilers of the 
country to the movement to enforce the Eight-Hour workdav. May i, 1890. 

From that moment a change took place. Hope was instilled into the hearts and minds of the 
workers to supplant despair, the rallying cry of eight-hours was sounded. The working people 
against stood erect and staunch in their manhood. The tide had changed. 

I trust that the charge may not be made that we take too optimistic a view of the situation, 
or that the condition of labor is "satisfactory" to us. On the contrary, the very fervency of 
our advocacy of the movement to reduce the hours of labor, is the best evidence we can give 
that we are at war with wrong, and that our best efforts will be devoted to the eradication of 
every injustice and evil from which Labor suffers. 

My purpose in calling attention to the change in the situation is to refute the idle talk of 
failure and to assert that our movement has already been fraught with good results. 

It has arrested the downward tendency of the labor movement. It has forced, to a marked 
degree, the public discussion of our proposition. We cannot afford, however, to rest upon the 
vantage ground, stimulated by our success thus far, we must be nerved for a renewed activity, 
an unboimded enthusiasm and an eminent practicability. 

I here submit a brief resume of part of the work done to further organization and the 
agitation of our movement. 

Immediately after the close of the last convention a proclamation was issued calling for 
simultaneous mass-meetings of the people on the days set for them. 

On February 22^ 1889. number of mass-meetings held in cities and towns, 240; on July 4, 
1889, number of mass-meetings held in cities and towns, 311; on September 2, 1889, number of 
mass-meetings held in cities and towns, 420. 

Resolutions were prepared and circulated throughout the country and a certified copy of 
their adoption at these mass meetings is in our archives. 

Besides the meetings above referrea to, the three hundred General Organizers have held 
meetings in their respective localities. A number of Special Organizers have been on the road, 
traveling, organizing and agitating the question for the past three months, and there are few 
Trade Onions in the country which have not in some lorm or other discussed the subject at 
business and open meetings. 

A series ot letters were sent to men in public, professional, industrial and commercial life, 
and of all interests. Answers, in large numbers, favorable to our movement were received. 

We secured the services of three of the ablest economic thinkers to each write a pamphlet 
on the various phases of the Kipht-Hour question. "The Eiaht-Hour Primer,*' by Geo. E. 
McNeill: "The Economic and Social Importance of the Eight-Hour Movement," by Geo. Gun- 
ton; "The History and Philosophy of the Eig^ht-Hour Movement,"by Lemuel Danryid. 

About 60,000 of these pamphlets werec circulated among the toilers of the country. 

A number of different circulars and proclamations were sent broadcast, from time to time, 
in all numbering more than a Quarter of a million. 

Blanks were recently issued to the affiliated organizations for the purpose of obtaining sta- 
tistical information as to the numerical strength, preparation for the movement, financial re- 
sources, if any assistance will be required, and several other points of interest in connection 
with the subject. 

Various suggestions were made to the working people upon the preparation and direction 
the movement should take, and the most practical measures tnat ought to be adopted for May 
I, 1890. Some of which I here repeat with the addition of such others as seem most advisable 
and commend them to you for careful consideration. 

That one or two trades, whose organizations are affiliated, be selected by this convention, or 
if deemed more advisable, by the Executive Council, upon which to concentrate the whole efforts 
of Organized I^abor to secure the Eight-Hour workday. May 1, 1890. 

Tnat all organizations affiliated contribute a specified sum per member to aid in winning the 
first victorv. 

That the Executive Council, in conjunction with the officers of the organization selected, in 
person, <?ndeavor to secure the accession of the Eight-Hour workday from the employers with- 
out a resort to a cessation of work. 

Should the concession not be made voluntarily, the trade selected shall be authorized to 
cease work to enforce the demand, and the funds above provided, as well as all other available 
<»r obtainable funds, shall be devoted toward the support of the men involved. 
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Upon the successful termination of the first contest, the Executive Council shall select 
another trade and proceed as in the case of the first selected trade and so continue. 

That the agitation by mass-meetings be continued and With renewed vigor. 

That an appeal for funds to promote this part of the work be made to Organized Labor and 
sympathizers with the movement. 

That the beat qualified men of Europe and America be invited to undertake an agitation 
and organizing tour through the country. 

That all organizations affiliated grant an amnesty to those who have erred against Labor. 

That the local unions hold public meetings in the neighborhoods of large factories, union 
or non-union, to or|[anize and discuss the Eight-Hour Movement. 

That the meetings already decided iipon for February 22, 1890, be held and that monster 
demonstrations be held in every part of the country May 1, 1890. 

I suggest that a special committee may be created to which all these matters may be 
referred, to be properly digested, formulated and reported, and acted upon by this convention, 

Permit me to say that I am not wedded to the above suggestions. They are the result 
of my thoughts upon the subject and are submitted for such action at you deem best 

SUBOPB AND SIGHT HOURS. 

So far has the influences of our Eight-Hour Movement reached that the International 
Labor Congresses, held at Paris this year, resolved, in sympathy with our movement, to hold 
simultaneous meetings in every city in Europe, May i, 1890. 

In England, where there was an apparent adverse vote on the Eight-Hour Movement re- 
cently, immense numbers of the working people have not onlv made gigantic strides in improving 
their condition by increasing their wages and reducing the hours ot their labor within the past 
few months, but the battle-cry for EightHours, May i, 1890, is taken up and reverberated 
throughout Great Britain with such earnestness and enthusiasm that will, no doubt, insure suc- 
cess and command the admiration of the world. 

In ,all countries the horizon is brighter. The toilers are abreast with the times, not merely 
to squeamishly say *'we always wanted, eight hours," but to insist ^ that the .time has arrived 
that the Eight-Hour work-day shall be enforced. That its enforcement does' not mean ruin, 
but a greater prosperity. That it does not mean a "disarrangement,*/ but a better arrangement 
of business. That it means a nobler manhood, a greater people, a brighter present and a more 
hopeful future. 

The hundreds of thouaands of our fellows, who, thrcAigh the ever-increasing inventions and 
improvements in the modem methods of production, are rendered "superfluous" because (through 
no fault of their own) they are thrown out of employment; who are fast degenerating into an 
impoverished idle class; who are a constant menace to the employment, wages and conditions 
of the employed workers, and a danger to our civilization and progress, have few to say a kind 
word to them, and none to give practical aid to rescue them from their awful and inhuman 
condition except the organized working people. 

We must endeavor to save the unemployed from the fearful consequences of modem greed 
and avarice; we must find employment for our wretched Brothers and Sisters by reducing the 
hours of our labor or we will be overwhelmed and destroyed. If a humane feeling for our kind 
does not prompt us to do so, our intelligence and self-interest should compel us. v 

Those who, either through chicanery, ignorance or maliciousness, refuse to recognize the 
danger and necessity for action, and attempt to neutralize, counteract or nullify this movement, 
must bear the full responsibility of their acts. We, the representatives of the Trade Unions of 
the country, fully alive to the situation, must assert our purposes. We must declare that we 
will never cease in our agitation, whether in 1890, '91, or any other year. That we will insist 
upon reducing the hours of labor until all who can, and desire to, may have an opportunity to 
work and earn an honest livelihood. 

All the papers, letters, circulars, resolutions, propositions, recommendations, etc., etc., are 
herewith submitted. 

LABOR LEGISLATION AND LAWS. 

Owing, no doubt, to the short sessions of Congress, little, if any, new labor legislation can be 
recorded as the achievement of the past year. Much better results were obtained in many of 
the State Legrislatures. 

I suggest that our conventions should formulate the legislation that labor demands, and 
empower and direct the Executive Officers to take such actions as will presage the best results. 

ALIEN CONTRACT LABOR. 

It is apparent that the law to prevent the importation of laborers, under contract, is not 
enforced in the spirit of its designers. Not only is the law violated, but frequently the officers 
who should enforce it, by their action endeavor to bring it into ridicule. The law should be 
strictly enforced without fear or favor, and, immaterial who its violators are, they should be 
punished. 

CHINESE EXCLUSION ACT. 

Reports to our office give ample evidence that the law excluding Chinese from coming 
to this country is flagrantly violated. They are permitted to come over our borders from neigh- 
boring countries, and under the pretense that they cannot be returned they remain in opposition 
to the expressed will of the people. All laws which seek the protection of other interests — 
notablv, the tariff — are strictly enforced. W'hy the one strictly in the interest of Labor is not, 
should and must be remedied. 

Then, again, peculiar constructions are given to the law by our courts, which practically 
nullify many of its most potent provisions. The influence of the wealthy "Chinese Six Compa- 
nies" of California can only be appreciated by those who have been in that region, or are close 
observers and readers of their papers. 
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TBS CSNSU8 AND THE UNKMPLOYSD. 

The Government is about to undertake a Census in 1890. I desire to call your attention to 
the omission in the present law of any provision to ascertain the number of unemployed and the 
duration of such a lack of employment I cannot oersuade myself into the belief that the omis* 
sion was not designed. The law for the Census ot 1880 contained the provision, yet the Super- 
intendent failed to collect or present the data as required. Every other interest of the country 
is to be rigidly inquired into, except the one upon which the future of the country more surely 
depends. A petition upon the questions was prepared and widely circulated. I recommend that 
the matter may receive your careful attention with the view to demand an amendment covering 
the omission. 

SWISS LABOB CONFeaeNCB. 

Through a correspondence with our State Department and the Swiss Government, I learned 
that the United States did not receive an invitation to be represented at the conference to decide 
upon international labor regulations. The Swiss Minister expresses the hope that our Govern- 
metot may have the jurisdiction to participate in future conferences. 

LABOB CONCBESS DUBINC THE WOBLD'S FAIB. 

From present indications it is the intention to celebrate the 400th Anniversary of the dis- 
coverv of America bv Columbus, by a World's Fair in 1892. It seems to me that the time 
would be propitious tor holding the first International Labor Congress in the United States. I 
therefore suggest that the Executive Council be authorized as soon as the question is decided by 
Congress, to extend invitations and proceed to make arrangements for the holding of an Inter- 
national t,abor Congress in the city selected for the Exposition. 

BALLOT BEPOBM. 

Pursuant to instructions, I personally appeared before and wrote many letters upon the 
subject of a reform in the method of casting our ballots at elections. We insist upon the right to 
cast an absolute secret ballot, without let or hindrance, or any species of intimidation or coercion. 
I am pleased to report that the reform has been achieved in several States, and the prospect for 
its general adoption in the near future excellent. 

ABMY MUSICIANS. • 

The practice prevails by our Government allowing regularly enlisted men in the U. S. Army 
to furnish music for private entertainments. These army bands, by reason of the regular pay 
received from the Government (and which the people are taxed to support) can and do work at 
lower rates than the private musicians, and come in competition with them. The practice should 
be discontinued. The Musicians* Union have sought relief without avail, the Federation should 
exert itself in their behalf. 

VOLUNTABY ASSISTANCE. 

A few appeals for assistance were issued in behalf of afiUiated or^^izattons whose members 
were engaged in trade disputes. While the responses were very fair and all that could be 
expected from the system of voluntary aid, yet it is not what our organizations should do for 
each other. 

We insist upon the autonomy and independence of the Trade ^Unions. In the contest to 
maintain this pnnciple, I take second position to no man. Yet in its advocacy and to further 
the high mission with which the Trade Union movement is charged, we, each of our organiza- 
tions, should stand ready and prepared to render everv assistance to protect and advance the 
interest of any of our fellows with the same fervor ana enthusiasm as if we were the ones the 
blow was directed against. 

One for all and all for one is a principle long ago recognized; it is cherished in the hearts 
of Trade Unionists. 

STBIKE ASSESSMENT. 

The question of establishing a fund for the assistance of aflUiated organizations engaged in 
difficulty with emplovers was submitted to a vote and approved. 

Before levying the first assessment, it appeared to me that the details of manaf^ment. distri- 
bution and priority of claims upon it should be definitely decided in order to avoid clashing of 
interests or mistakes. 

COAL M IN BBS. 

The struggle of the coal miners and mine laborers of our country, the fearful conditions 
from which tney suffer, and the overbearing greed of their employers make it essential that 
this convention should give special attention to the subject. 

The corporations at one time forcing some of the miners to work at starvation rates, day 
and ni^ht, almost to the death; and at others with the utmost nonchalance, closing the mines for 
indefinite periods, may at some time raise the issue of their right to do so. 

There are other trade difficulties which will be laid before you. 

BECOMMENDATIONS. 

It is necessary to make various chanjres and provisions in our Constitution which it does not 
contain and which either the Executive Council or President is freguently called upon to decide. 

The nature of the changes will be indicated during the convention. 

I would also recommend that some change be made in the duties required to be performed 
by the President. 

The General Organizers who were appointed have worked faithfully to further our movement 
and added largely to our organizations and membership. They have not only done so without 
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remuneration or hope of any, but have never been reimbursed for absolutely necessary expendi- 
tures in the performance of their, duties. This should be remedied. 

CONCLUSION. 

In closing my term of office and returning into your hands the trust reposed in my keeping, 
I beg to assure you that I have ever striven to serve our cause and our org^ization to the very 
best of mv ability. 

For the courtesy and friendly advice I have received from my colleagues of the Executive 
Council, I desire here, and now, to acknowledge my profound appreciation. 

^ To the officers and members of our affiliated organizations I am under deep obligations for 
their friendship and co-operation. 

Fellow delegates, let our deliberations be marked by that courtesy, harmony and honesty of 
purpose, that has been so characteristic of our previous conventions. Let us each strive to vie 
witn each other, only in promoting the best interest of the toiling masses and we shall thereby 
instil confidence in and respect for our grand organization, the American Federation of Labor. 
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At the conclusion of the reading of the re- 
port, the delegates broke out in long-continued 
and enthusiastic applause. 

The report of the President was referred to 
the Committee on President's Report. 

President Gompers resumed the chair. 

The Committee on Credentials report favor- 
ably on the credentials of Thos. J. Curran, of 
the International Brotherhood of Boilermak- 
ers. 
I Report received and delegates seated. 

Moved, we take a recess for 30 minutes to 
enable President Gompers to prepare his roll 
of committees. That the time of 30 minutes 
be used in informal discussion, and reports as 
to the progress of the movement in various 
sections of the country. 

Amendment adopted. 

President Gompers called Mr. Labadie to 
the chair to preside during the 30 minutes 
discussion. Remarks were then made by Del- 
egates Skeffington, McNeill, Kenneson, Hysell, 
Ross, Sleater, Kliver and Delabar. 

By unanimous consent the courtesies of the 
floor to Mons. Le Vicomte de Meaux, ex- 
Minister of Agriculture and Commerce, of 
France, and his daughter. 

The 30 minutes' limit having expired. Pres- 
ident , Gompers resumed the chair and an- 
nounced the following committees:

Credentials of Gus Adams, delegate of the 
German Trades Assembly of Pittsburg, Pa., 
laid over for future action. 

Communications received from J. P. Mc- 
Donnell, Patterson, N. J.; J. F. Reid, Stuben- 
ville, O.; and D. C. Leets and Chas. G. 
Fall were referred to the Committee on Reso- 
lutions. 

Communication also received from Robert 
Tenary, Allegheny City, Pa., President of 
Operative Plasterers* International Associa- 
tion and referred to the incoming Executive 
Council. 

A telegram from E. A. Meagher, Chicago, 
111., was received announcing an eight-hour 
victory i;i the new County Board of Cook Co., 
having just passed an eight-hour ordinance 
making eight hours the day's work for all 
county employes. Referred to President Gom- 
pers to answer. 

A communication received from Chas. A. 
Taylor, editor and manager of the Boston 
Daily Globe, inviting the delegates to visit 
that establishment. Invitation accepted and 
request to be complied with at the same time 
the delegates visit the Boston Herald. 

Communication from S. Leavitt received re- 
questing sufficient time to read a paper on Im- 
migration. 

On motion of Mr. McNeill, the matter was 
refered to President Gompers. 

On motion of Mr. Shields, the privileges of 
the floor was extended to Mr. W. H. Sayward, 
General Secretary of the Employing Builders' 
National Association. Mr. Sayward addressed 
the convention, and his remarks were very 
kindly received and applauded. 

On motion, the Convention adjourned at 
11:50 A. M. to meet again at 2:00 P. M.

The Convention assembled at 2:05 P. M., 
President Gompers in the chair, P. J. Mc*

Samuel Leavitt to read a paper on "Immigra- 
tion." 

A SYNOPSIS OF MR. UEAVITT'S PAPER, i 

The immigration problem is one that ought 
to be seriously considered. The Chinese are 
beins introduced into this country with great 
rapicuty and in defiance of the laws. The 
question for us is whether the United States 
shall be a refuge of the nations or shall be- 
come the refuse of the nations. This inflow- 
ing flood will prevent our people from enjoying 
the rights they have. This state of thinss is 
going on at a rate that will soon force oown 
the working classes to the lowest limits. The 
pouring in must have results worse than fire 
and sword. The drowning of this country is 
ownly a question of time; unless we stop the 
process, nobody else will. The si>eaker went 
on to point to methods in which immigration 
was encouraged, such as low rates offered by 
steamship companies, by the reports of labor 
commissioners and the like. He quoted largely 
from the utterances of public men and news- 
papers to show the perils of unrestricted im- 
miration, making special reference to the 
Chinese and Italian pnases of the problem. In 
dealing with the question of remedy Mr. Lea- 
vitt said: My plan is like that adopted in the 
Island of Java, where a foreigner, on receiving 
a permit to remain, has to deposit with the au- 
thorities $40, which is returned when he leaves 
the island. If the immigrant proves undesir- 
able the immigrant is sent back. This would 
not work so far as a permit is concerned, for 
we have such an immense border line, 
but in other respects such an arrangement is 
feasible. I would fix the amount at f 100, and 
this, if not called for within six months, 
should go into the United States treasury. The 
Chinese, of course, would not come in at any 
price. Such a remedy would only require an 
extension of our custom house system. 



Mr. Leavitt*s paper was very attentively 
listened to and well received. 

President Gompers appointed the below- 
named committee:

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THIRD DAY— Morning Session. 



Boston, Mass., Dec. 12, 1889. 

The third day's session was held in the 
Common Council Chamber, and opened at 9 
A. M. President Gompers in the chair; P. J. 
McGuire, Secretary. 

Roll-call showed the following absented:

Minutes of previous rooming's session 
read and approved as read.

The Committee on Credentials reported in 
favor of seating Mr. Gustav Adams, delegate 
of German Trades Assembly, Pittsburg, Pa. 
Motion made to adopt. Delegate Lennon ob- 
jected and raised the point of order that the 
said Trades Assembly had not yet affiliated 
with the A. F. of I«. President Gompers ruled 
the point of order well taken on Constitu- 
tional grounds. Mr. McNeill moved that 
Mr. Adams be admitted as a delegate with a 
right to a seat without vote. Adopted by a 
vote of 42 to 15. 

A lengthy telegram from James Bartley, 
Amsterdam, N. Y., on the necessity of a uni- 
versal union label was read and referred to 
the Committee on Labels and Boycotts. 

Communications from J. W. Talbot, At- 
lanta, Ga., of the National Association of Ma- 
chinists; from J. P. McDonnell, Paterson, 
N. J.; G. W. Appel, Baltimore, Md., General 
Secretary of the Metal Workers' Union; all 
referred to Committee on Organization. 

A letter was also received from Chas. H. 
Litchman,- special agent of the U. S. Treas- 
ury, asking co-operation in having the Alien 
Contract Labor law amended and made ef- 
ficient. Referred to Committee on Resolu- 
tions. 

The committee on President's report of- 
fered its report. Mr. Dillon was called to the 
chair. The chairman, Mr. Hjrsell, stated the 
committee would make a partial report. 

Secretary Ogg reported as follows: 

RKPORT OF COMMITTEE ON "PRESI-

Your Committee on "President's Address" 
effected organization with N. R. Hysell, of the 
Coal Miners, as Chairman and Robert Y. Ogg 
of the I. T. U., as Secretary, and beg leave 
to submit the following partial report:

Committee report favorably on the hold-

said congress. 

SUBOP8 AND SIGHT BOUBS. 

3. The committee heartily recommend tUat 
the European working men be complimented 
for their activity in this matter, ana that we 
hail with delight the report that they will join 
with their American brethren in holding sim- 
ultaneous mass meetings on May i, 1890. 

LABOR UtGISLATlON. 

A, Your committee recommend that all 
bodies affiliated with this Federation exert 
themselves in the matter of labor legislation, 
the formulation of such and the passage 
thereof in the law-making bodies of every 
State. 

ALIEK CONTRACT LABOR. 

5. The committee believe the laws bearing 
upon alien contract labor are satisfactory, but 
not rigidly enforced, and recommend that 
more attention be paid to their enforcement, 
and particularly to the large imports of alien 
labor, as past experience before the courts of 
justice has been that the persons who bring 
from foreign lands one or two laborers or 
artisans are convicted and the importer of 
large number ustially goes free. (Referred 
back to committee.) 

CHINRSS EXCLUSION ACT. 

6. Committee recommend that the Federa- 
tion seek the rigid enforcement of the law 
excluding Chinese, and urge the representa- 
tives in Congress to do all in their power to 
carry out the provisions of this just measure. 

THE CENSUS AND THE UNEMPLOYED. 

7. The committee deem it of vast import- 
ance that provision be made to ascertain the 
number of unemployed and the duration of 
such lack of empiovment in the census to be 
taken in 1890. ana recommend that tne in- 
coming Executive Council take such steps as 
will bring about an amendment covering the 
omission. 

AUSTRALIAN SYSTEM OP BALLOT BEPORM. 

8. The committee recommend the agita- 
tion of *the Australian system of "ballot re- 
form" by the workers of America until it has 
been adopted by all the States. 
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ARMY MUSICIANS. 

9. Committee believe the practice of United 
States army bands furnishing music for pri- 
vate entertainments is a gross injustice to the 
Musicians' Unions throughout the country, 
and that the attention of the Government be 
called to the same through resolutions to be 
presented to Congress expressing the indig- 
nation of the Federation of Labor at this 
practice and insist upon it being discontin- 
ued. 

STBIKK ASSeSSMBNTS. 

10. The matter of strike assessments hav- 
ing been submitted to a vote and approved, 
thus establishing a fund for the assistance of 
affiliated organizations in difficulty, your com- 
mittee recommend that the portion of the re- 
port bearing on this matter be referred to the 
Committee on Constitution for the formula- 
tion of a plan for the management, detail and 
distribution of the same. 

All of which is respectfully submitted,

On motion is was decided to receive the 
report and take it up seriatim for considera- 
tion. 

Recommendation No. i, on "Eight Hours," 
on motion of Mr. Foster, was adopted, and 
the appointment of a Special Committee of 
Seven was ordered. 

Recommendation No. 2 on the subject of 
an "International Labor Congress during the 
World's Fair," was adopted, with the amend- 
ment that the incoming Executive Council 
have charge of the arrangements. 

Recommendation No. 3, on "Europe and 
Eight Hours," adopted, after being amended, 
so as to instruct the incoming Executive 
Council to draft suitable resolutions express- 
ing our delight at the action of the workers 
of Europe in this matter. 

Recommendation No. 4 was agreed to. 

Recommendation No. 5, in regard to "Alien 
Contract Labor,'* was recommitted to the 
Committee. 

Recommendation No. 6, on the "Chinese 
Exclusion Act," was concurred in. 

Recommendation No. 7, on the "Census and 
the Unemployed," was concurred in. 

Recommendation No. 8, on "Ballot Re- 
form," it was ordered that the words "Aus- 
tralian system of ballot reform," be inserted. 

Recommendation No. 9, on "Army Musi- 
cians,*** adopted. 

Recommendation No. 10, on "Strike As- 
sessments," concurred in and referred to the 
Committee on Constitution. 

The report of the Committee on President's 
report, as amended, was then adopted as a 
whole. 



The Committee on Constitution reported 
progress, and asked leave to retire to com- 
plete their work. Agreed to. 

The Committee on Organization reported 
as follows:

4. That hereafter all conferences by the 
executive Officers of the Federation, with the 
Executive Officers of the Knights of Labor 
in relation to Trade Union Organizations, or 
the mutual interchange and recognition of 
working cards shall cease. 

CONCLUSION. 

^. That the recommendations contained in 
this report be not only carefully considered 
by the Convention, but that the delegates be 
instructed to bring the same to the attention 
of every Local Union connected with their 
various organizations.

REPORT OF THE SECRETARY. 

Boston, Mass., Dec. 12, 1889. 

To the Delegates of the Ninth Annual Session of the American Federation of Labor, in Con- 
vention at Boston, Mass.: 

Fellow Workers: By virtue of my office as Secretary of the American Federation of Labor, 
it is one of mv duties to make a report to this Convention. But as the duties of my office are 
but few and chiefly advisory, and not of an administrative character, mv report must necessarily 
be brief. In fact, the office of Secretary itself, in its present form, makes the Secretary largely 
a mere figure-head. Hence the report I now make will be confined to a few statements and 
recommendations I deem worthy ox your consideration. 

The leport of President Gompers covers all matters of general and detailed interest, and 
fully meets my approbation, and the report of Treasurer Emrich will show the financial standing 
of the American Federation of Labor. 

On the adjournment of the St. Louis convention. I at once attended to the oreparation and 
publication of the proceedings, and when completed, were promptly distributee by President 
Gompers through his office. For the past year I have been m receipt of a number of letters, 
asking for information as to the workings of the Federation; such letters have been referred to 
President Gompers for his attention. In this and other ways I have answered quite a number 
of communications — in the main I have conducted the correspondence with Mr. T. V. Powderly 
and the executive officers of the Knights of Labor and the various railroad employes' organiza- 
tions, and arranged for the several conferences which so far have been held between the execu- 
tive officers of the railroad men and the Knights of Labor and the American Federation of 
Labor. The chief object of these conferences was to secure harmonious co-operation among 
these various labor bodies, and to secure a concert of action among all wage-workers on the 

?uestion of reducing the hours of labor. The correspondence in this direction I have with me 
or your examination. The work I have done in connection with the office of Secretary has 
been to me a pleasure and a duty and the only recompense I desire is the satisfaction of making 
this body a power to be respected by all organized labor, and to be feared by all enemies of 
the working class. 

From my knowledge of the work of the President of this body, I feel justified in recom- 
mending that suitable office facilities be procured to secure the necessary privacy for the clerical 
work of the office. I also feel it necessary that the constitution of this body should be so 
amended as to provide for a Secretary-Treasurer at suitable salary to devote his entire time to 
the duties of Secretary, and attend to the correspondence and the financial accounts of the 
American Federation of Labor, and be located in tne same office with the President, that they 
may advise together and act in concert. 

I would further recommend that an Agitation Fund be provided for, under control of the 
American Federation of Labor. Said fund to be raised by a circular appeal for voluntary con- 
tributions, issued to all affiliated organizations. This Agitation Fund to be used for the pur- 
pose of sending out competent pubhc lecturers to advocate and push the eight-hour movement, 
and to further the growth and extension of trade-union princi()les. 

I also think it would be most advisable for this Convention to invite John Bums, of Lon- 
don, to pay a visit to this country early next spring, and for time to enter the lecture field in 
the interest of organized labor, and to remain in it until May i, 1890. 

With thanks to the President and my colleagues of the Executive Council for courtesies 
extended me in my official capacity as our relations have been alwajrs friendly and harmonious.

RESOLVED, That this Convention of the 
American Federation of Labor express its 
most sincere sympathy for the severaj thous- 
and boot and shoe workers of Lynn, Mass., 
who have been deprived of their opportuni- 
ties of obtaining employment at their trade, 
and have in many instances suffered even the 
loss of their homes and household effects by 
the disastrous conflagration which has recently 
destroyed the business portion of that city; 
and 

RESOLVED, That this Convention recom- 
mend to the several bodies affiliated with the 
A. F. of L. that they tender to the sufferers 
by said fire such financial assistance as their 
circumstances will permit. 

The privilege of a seat on the floor as a 
spectator was granted John McQuaide, of the 
Boston Laborers' Union. 

Privilege was granted to the Committees 
on Boycotts and Constitution to retire to 
complete their report. 

Committee on Constitution asked leave to 
refer certain subjects now in their hands to 
the Committee on Resolutions. Hysell 
raised a point of order against granting leave. 
Point of order decided by the President as 
well taken, and the subjects referred to it 
was decided should remain in the hands of 
the Committee on Constitution to be reported 
by them. 

The Committees on Constitution and 
Labels reported progress. 

A communication from the Railroad em- 
ployes of Boston was received and referred.

WORKING or TRAOS UNIONS. 

We report favorably on the following reso- 
lution offered by H. M. Ives: 

WHEREAS, The Bureaus of Labor Su- 
tistics of some of the States have devoted a 
volume of their reports to investigations made 
of the workings of trade unions and their 
effect on the moral and material welfare of 
their members. 

, RESOLVED, That the American Federa- 
tion of Labor requests the Bureaus of Latx>r 
Statistics of all States where established to 
conduct similar investigations and publish 
the results of their reports. 

RESOLVED, further, that we ur^e the 
labor tmions and societies of the several States 
to adopt resolutions favoring such investiga- 
tions, and appoint committees to wait upon 
the commissioners and show the propriety of 
carrying out the pur])ose of these resolutions. 

Adopted. 

CHILD X.AB0R. 

In the matter of child labor, which was 
recommitted to the Committee on Resolu- 
tions as a substitute for the resolution of- 
fered by Mr. Von der Heyden, we report the 
following: 

RESOLVED, That we urge the abolition 
of child labor in the mills, factories and 
stores, before the age of fourteen years. 

Adopted. 

LOCAZ. CSNTRAX. BODISS. 

The Committee on Resolutions report favor- 
ably and recommend adoption of the follow- 
ing resolution, offered by Mr. Stippich: 

RESOLVED, That the President of this 
Federation requests the officers of the various 
national and international unions connected 
with this body, to urge their respective local 
unions to take a more general interest in their 
respective city and town central labor organi- 
zations, and affiliate with them by sending 
delegates from their respective unions. Also, 
that the President cause circulars to be printed 
urging the necessity of unions not having a 
national organization, but still working under 
charters from the American Federation of 
Labor, to be represented in their various local 
central labor bodies. 

Adopted. 

INDSPSNDSNT POLITICAL ACTION. 

The committee report adversely on the fol- 
lowing resolution offered by Mr. Harris: 

To the Convention of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor: 

At a regular meeting of the C L. Federa- 
tion of N. Y. it was 

RESOLVED, That we request the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor to energ^etically as- 
sist in the formation of a Political Labor 
Party, whereby workingmen may have rcpre* 
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sentatives of their own class who will enact 
such legislative measures in the interest of 
labor, and also to act in conjunction with (he 
K. ox L., in this matter* and be it further 

RESOLVED, That in order to accomplish 
this end, we recommend the establishment of 
Federal lyabor Unions in every assembly dis- 
trict of the United States, to be composed 
solely of wa^e workers who reside in said 
assembly districts. 

FURTHER RESOLVED. That we, the C. 
L. F. of N. Y., do hereby instruct our dele- 
gate to the Convention of the A. F. of L. 
to lay this matter before the Convention. 

Report of committee was concurred in and 

the above resolution was declared lost. 

IMPORT DUTY ON CIGARS. 

Committee report adversely on the follow- 
ing: 

RESOLVED, That the American Federa- 
tion of Labor request Congress to increase 
the duty on imported cigars. 

Report concurred in and resolution declared 

lost. 

In regard to the communication of A. Vin- 
ette, Los Angeles, Cal., the committee recom- 
mend it be referred to the incoming Execu- 
tive Cotmcil. 

Amended that the communication be re- 
ceived and filed. So ordered. 

FINANCIAL AID RENDXRED. 

Committee report a substitute for the fol- 
lowing resolution from Mr. Emrich: 

RESOLVED, In order to asccrUin to what 
extent the calls of the Executive Council for 
voluntar)r contributions in aid of struggling 
organizations have been responded to, be it 

RESOLVED, That the President is in- 
structed to report to this Convention what 
organizations nave contributed towards as- 
sisting such organizations, and how much in 
each case. 

The committee recommmend adoption of 
the followini^ as a substitute for Mr. Em- 
rich's resolution : 

RESOLVED. That all organizations re- 
ceiving material aid as a result of an appeal 
made by the American Federation of Labor 
be required to report to the financial officer. of 
the American Federation the total amount of 
such aid, and the names and amounts re- 
ceived from each body contributing to such 
aid. 

Above substitute adopted. 

ALIXN CONTRACT LABOR. 

The committee recommend the endorsement 
of the following memorial presented by the 
delegates of the Granite Cutters' National 
l^nion: 

To the Trade and Labor Organizations of the 
United States of America: 

Brethren: We respectfully call your at- 
tention to the flagrant attempt now being 
made to defeat the working of the Contract 
I^bor Law by the syndicate who built the 
Capitol Building at Austin, Tex. This syndi- 
cate is composed of Senator Farwell, one of 
the Senators from Illinois, Col. Abner Taylor, 
one of the Representatives from the same 



State, and others. Gus Wilkie was the so- 
called contractor who did the work, and on 
the refusal of our Union to allow its members 
to cut convict quarried stone, he sent an 
agent to Scotland and imported a number of 
granite cutters from Aberdeen. After their 
arrival in this country suits were entered in 
the United States Courts in Texas, for vio- 
lation of the Contract Labor Laws; these suits 
have recently been decided against Wilkie. he 
pleading guilty, and he was fined $1000 in 
each case, aggregating $64,000. The Judge 
granted him a stay ot proceedings for twelve 
months, w^Jiich means practically an acquittal, 
if the labor organizations of the country do 
not vigorously protest against the interfer- 
ence of the Government with the law to 
shield those law breakers. Gus Wilkie, while 
nominally the contractor, we have reason to 
believe was only the agent of the syndicate. 

When the case in the Austin Courts was 
decided against Gus Wilkie by his pleading 
p:uilty and thus shielding the capitol syndicate. 
It was thought that there were some reasons 

Soverning his action, and it has become evi- 
ent that there is a scheme amongst the gang 
of schemers with whom he is connected to de- 
feat the law and render null and void the de- 
cision of the court. The following is a copy 
of the decision of the court: 

In the United States Circuit Court, 5th 
circuit and western district of Texas, at Aus- 
tin, August 16, 1889, 

In cases 2020, 2026, 2027, 2028, 2029, 2030,

2079, 2080, 2081, 2082, 2083, 2084, 2085, 2086, 
2087, 2088, of the Unitea States vs. Gus 
Wilkie and Abner Taylor, it is agreed that a 
jury is waived and the cases are submitted to 
the Court as to law and the facts in each 
cause. It is further agreed and stipulated 
that defendant admits in evidence plaintiff's 
proofs, and that in case of judgments the de- 
fendant shall have stay of execution for 
twelve (12) months, to enable him to apply 
for relief to the authorities at Washington, 
and in case negotiations for relief are pend- 
ing not closed at the end of twelve (12) 
months, a further stay of six (6) months is 
granted, and that this stay of execution is to 
be carried into each judgment in each case.

The United States, No. 2020, vs. Gus Wilkie 
and Abner Taylor: 

This da^, August 16, 1889, this cause came 
on for trial, and thereupon came the parties, 
A. J. EvanSf U. S. attorney for the plaintiff, 
and the defendants by their attorneys, Rob- 
ertson Williams and Doom, and both patties 
announced themselves ready for trial, a stipu- 
lation waiving a jury having been filed, the 
plaintiff dismisses her suit as to defendant 
Abner Taylor; and defendant, Gus Wilkie. 
now here withdraws bis demurrer and pleas 
heretofore filed and admits plaintifTs proofs 
and sasrs nothing in bar of pfaintifrs right to 
have her judgment as prayed for; it is there- 
fore adjudged, ordered and decreed by the 
Court that the defendant Abner Taylor go 
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hence without day, and that the plaintiff 
have and recover from the defendant Gus 
Wilkie the sum of one thousand dollars and 
all costs of suit; and that plaintiff have her 
execution therefor, provided that such execu- 
tion, as per agreement, shall be stayed for 
twelve months, to enable defendant to apply 
for relief at Washington, and should negotia- 
tions for relief not oe closed at the end of 
twelve months, then a further stay of six 
months is given.

It is thus evident that the syndicate reiving 
on their political influence propose working 
on the authorities in W^ashington to endeavor 
to set aside the law, and their scape goat, 
Wilkie, go free. We are informed, but can- 
not vouch for its truth, that Wilkie has made 
over all of his property to his wife to avoid 
the penalty should he not have sufficient in- 
fluence in Washington (about a hundred 
years hence, when the authorities will 'con^ 
descend to listen to the cases) to obtain re- 
lief, but should be be living at the time 
there is another penalty, if he has not the 
cash, and that is imprisonment 

We look upon the stay of proceedings as an 
outrage. Wilkie pleaded guilty, and judg- 
ments were gpven against Him, yet be is su- 
lowed practically to go free and laugh at the 
law. but if some poor starving fellow steals a 
loat there is no "stay of proceedings*' |:ramted 
to him; he has no syndicate with political in- 
fluence and capital to back him and he must 
suffer. 

This is a question in which every labor or- 
ganization in the country is interested, and 
we call on all to immediately take steps to 
counteract the influence of Farwell, Taylor, 
Wilkie & Co. with the administration, and see 
that the law is not evaded. 

Please oblige by signing the accompan^ng 
protest, and forward it to President Harrison, 
at Washington.

To the President of the United States of 
America : 

Sir: We, the undersigned, citizens of the 
United States, hereby call your attention to 
the attempt now being made to defeat the 
ends of justice in the case of The United 
States vs. Gus Wilkie and Abner Taylor, just 
decided in the United States Circuit C!ourt. 
Fifth Circuit and Western District of Texas, 
at Austin. The defendant, Wilkie, pleaded 
guilty, and the Judge fined him the full pen- 
alty and costs for violation of the law pro- 



hibiting the importation of foreign labor un- 
der contract, but granted a stay of proceed- 
ings for twelve months, to enable him to ap- 
ply to the authorities at Washington for belief 
from the penalties. We look upon this as an 
attempt to defeat the law. and, if it is pos- 
sible, to render it null and void of effect, and 
therefore we most earnestly and emphatically 

Erotest against any interference with the law 
y the authorities at Washington, there being 
no provision in said law that we are aware ot 
to warrant any such interference. We call 
upon you, as the Chief Executive of the 
Nation, to see that the law is not tampered 
with, but carried out to the full extent, the 
same as if the defendant was a person with- 
out the influence of a syndicate backing him 
up in his law-breaking schemes, as we have 
reason to believe he is being oacked up by 
certain interested and influential persons. 

We hope you will ^ve due consideration to 
this protest and not interfere or allow of any 
interference with the law, and the decision 
of the Judge, but use your influence to see 
that the law is fully carried out, and the 
penalties collected by those whose duty it is 
to see that they are enforced. 

Report concurred in and the memorial 

adopted. 

PROTECTION TO SAILORS. 

Committee on Resolutions recommend the 
adoption of the following resolution pre- 
sented by Mr. Reid: 

WHEREAS, The shipowning fraternity of 
this and other maritime nations, whilst look- 
ing after their own personal aggrandizement, 
have so neglected the condition of their em- 
ployes, that the condition of the mercantile 
marine of to-day is truly deplorable; and, 

WHEREAS, The legislative action of the 
governments of various maritime nations have 
only tended to enslave the burden carriers of 
the ocean and make them the dupes and vic- 
tims of boarding-house keepers, shipping 
agents, land sharks, and greedy shipowners; 
and, 

WHEREAS, The nefarious and inhuman 
practice of overloading and carrying upper 
deck cargoes, sending rotten vessels to sea, 
and compelling employes to live in forecastles 
and berths in an entirely unsanitary condi- 
tion, and the supplying of vessels with food of 
the worst quality on which our mercantile 
marine are forced to live. 

WHEREAS, The International Marine 
Conference is now in session at Washington, 
D. C, for the purpose of framing Interna- 
tional Laws for the guidance of vessels at 
sea; therefore, be it 

RESOLVED, That the Delegates to the 
Convention of the American Federation of 
I«abor, in meeting assembled, urge upon the 
delegates to the International Marine Confer- 
ence the adoption of an "International Load 
Line," an act relating to the "Seaworthiness 
of Vessels," the "Manning of Vessels," and 
the "Competence of Crews." 

WHEREAS, The sailors and firemen are 
not represented at the International Maritime 
Conference: be it 

RESOLVED. That this Convention of the 
A. F. of L. request the Maritime Conference 
to use their influence to get the sailors ^ and 
firemen represented in all future conventions. 

Report concurred in and resolution 

adopted. 
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The communication from James F. Reed, 
Steubenville, Ohio, on recommendation of the 
Committee on Resolutions was referred to the 
Committee on President's Report. 

The communication of D. C. I^eets, in re- 
gard to the extension of the census enumera- 
tion, on recommendation of the Committee on 
Resolutions was referred to the Committee 
on President's Report.

The Saddle and Harness Makers of America 
desire the co-operation of all affiliated trades 
in their efforts to protect themselves from the 
evils induced by competition with the pro- 
ducts of the prisons of our land, and would 
urge upon the delegates the necessity of either 
regulating or abolisning this crying evil which 
compels honest men in the struggle for a liv- 
ing to compete with the labor of convicts 
clothed, fed and housed by the several States 
in this Union. 

Report concurred in and resolution adopted 

CONTINUITY OP A. F. OP I^ 

The committee report favorably on the fol- 
lowing resolution onered by Samuel Gonipers: 

RESOLVED. That the continuity of^ the 
American Federation of Labor be recognized 
end dated from the year 1881, in all future 
documents issued. 

Report concurred in and resolution adopted. 

IRON-CX.AO CONTRACTS. 

The committee report adversely on the fol- 
lowing resolution offered by Mr. Lyons: 

WHEREAS. It is known that certain em- 
ployers of labor in the various parts of our 
country are forcing their employes to sign 
away their rights as Americaif* citizens. 

RESOLVED. That the American Federa- 
tion of Labor demand of the various legisla- 
tures that they enact a law making such 
methods as are practiced- in North Adams. 
Mass.. unlawful. 

Moved to concur; amended to recommit to 

the committee with instructions to declare the 

position of the Federation upon intimidaton of 

employes by means of iron-clad contracts. 

This resolution provoked a lengthy and very 

interesting debate on the propriety of asking 
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the State to interfere in cases of this kind. 
The motion of Mr. Foster to recommit was 
lost, and the main question was then ordered. 
The yeas and nays were ordered, and the reso- 
lution was adopted and the report of the 
committee nonconcurred in.

tion demanded from the government.

2. The commmittee recommended that all 
matters connected with the farmers and farm- 
ers' organization be left in the hands o< the 
incoming Executive Council.

3. Committee recommend that that por- 
tion of the report under the caption *'(jbn- 
ferences with the Knights," be referred to the 
committee which has already been appointed 
to deal with the subject matter therein con- 
nected.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON ORGAN- 
IZATION. 

The Committee on Organization reported 

as follows: 

Boston, Mass., Dec. I3t 1889. 

Gentlemen of the Convention: — Your com- 
mittee most respectfully submit the following: 

1. On the question referred back to the 
committee we recommend that while it is the 
duty of all affiliated bodies of the Federation 
to do all in their power to strengthen all sis- 
ter organizations, yet your committee believing 
that tne power of the Federation can be most 
surel>; demonstrated to the working people of 
America, by making during the coming year 
a special effort in behalf of organizations 
whose need of assistance is most pressing, we 
therefore recommend that the convention in- 
struct all affiliated bodies to make such special 
effort to maintain and build up the Unions of 
the Boot and Shoe Makers , Coal Miners'. 
Bakers', Furniture Workers' and Sailors' and 
Firemen's Organization. 

2. Your committee also report favorably 
en the following resolution from the National 
Union of the United Brewery Workmen: 

WHEREAS, The United Brewery Bosses of 
the United States have been attempting for 
years to encroach upon the right of organiza- 
tion of the Journeymen Brewers; 
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WHEREAS, Bv those manipulations the 
National Union ox the United Brewery Work- 
men of the U. S. has been severely crippled 
and a number of its I<ocaI Unions have been 
ruined; 

RESOLVED, That the Ninth Annual Con- 
vention of the A. F. of Li. requests all its 
affiliated organizations to assist the journey- 
men brewers in re-organizing the disbanded 
Unions, especially those of Milwaukee, Chi- 
cago, Philadelphia. Kansas City, Boston, etc. 

RESOLVED, To make a determined effort 
to assist the journeymen brewers in organiz- 
ing Unions ot their trade wherever they a^ 
not yet in existence. 

3. On the following from Delegate Emrich 
your committee considers the subject partially 
covered by the report of the Committee on the 
Secretary 8 Report, but we recommend that a 
German, as well as English speaker, be sent 
cut. 

BM rich's USSOLUTION. 

RESOLVED, That the incoming Executive 
Cotmcil be instructed to communicate with 
local central bodies and national or^ianizations 
in order to arrange an agitation trip through 
the country, for an English and a German 
speaker, to begin in January, 1900. 

4. Your committee have in their former 
report covered the Question contained in the 
following request submitted by Delegate Mc- 
Iver, and therefore submit nothing further. 



RESOLVED, That the Central Labor Fed- 
eration of New York City be requested' to 
exert its utmost influence to unite the Tile- 
Layers' Unions of that city in one Union. 

5. On the communication from the Metal 
Workers' Union of North America, asking 
assistance to organize, your Committee find in 
their Constitution, Art. V, Sec. 2, that work- 
ers already organized and members of this 
Federation are interested, your committee 
therefore recommend that the communication 
be referred to the incoming Executive Coun- 
cil, with instructions to consult with the 
Moulders. Iron and Steel Workers, and all 
interested bodies, before taking action on the 
request of t|ie metal workers.

Convention called to order at 2 P. M. and 
assembled in the Common Council Chamber, 
President Gompers in the chair, P. J. Mc-

On motion of 
Delegate Lennon, the President was instructed 
to write the Mayor politely, and explain that 



owing to pressure of business the Convention 
regrets it cannot accept the invitation.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON CON- 

STITUTION. 

The consideration of the report of the Com- 
mittee on Constitution was then resumed. 

The proposition of the committee to amend 
by inserting the words "County and State 
Federations," after the words "Trade and La- 
bor Unions." in second line of Art. I, was 
amended by Delegate Foster, so as to provide 
for admission of County Federations only. 
Delegate Foster's amendment and the report 
of the committee were finally put to a vote 
after a lengthy discussion on the advisability 
of having only National and International 
Unions represented at the conventions of the 
American Federation of Labor. Foster's 
amendment was lost by a majority vote, and 
the report of the committee was non-concurred 
in by a vote of 13 in favor of the report, and 
44 against it. Section x of Article stands un- 
altered. 
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SPECIAL REPORT ON THE EIGHT- 
HOUR QUESTION. 

The time having arrived ior the special order 
of the hour, viz.: the report of the committee 
on the "Eight-hour Question." The report 
of the committee was then read by Geo. E. 
McNeill, and amid prolonged cheers and tu- 
multuous applause it was declared adopted by 
a unanimous rising vote. 

as PORT. 

The organized forces of the grand army of 
labor in all the centers of industry in America, 
in England and Europe, have determined to 
secure a reduction of the hours of labor to 
eight per day. And the only question at issue 
in la^r circles is when and how this result 
shall be reached. Your committee, in can- 
vassing the question of time and method, have 
come to the conclusion that the suggestions 
of President Gompers, and the action of the 
Federation at its last convention, are founded 
upon historical precedent and logical reason- 
ing. 

In presenting this report, your committee 
feel it to be their duty to call attention to the 
fact that the hours of labor have been reduced 
in some of the industries from i6 to 8 per day, 
with great benefit to the wage workers and the 
people at large; that in other industries, where 
large capital is invested and the most im- 
proved machinery introduced, the hours of 
labor were reduced from 14 and 12 to 10 
hours per day, resulting in great public 
benefit. 

These reductions have occurred not only in 
this but in other countries, notably in Australia 
where the hours of labor were reduced in 1856 
to eight hours by some of the trades, and sim- 
ilar action is now intended in most, if not all 
of the industries. 

In England the hours of labor were reduced 
in the great* textile industries as early as 1847 
to ten hours per day, and in those industries, 
as in all others, these reductions have not re- 
sulted in stagnation, but, on the contrary, have 
increased the purchasing power of the day's 
work of those receiving the benefits of in- 
creased leisure. 

If, then, wages have increased with each 
succeeding reduction of the hours of labor, 
then the question worthy of consideration in 
a convention of wage workers is: How far 
can these reductions continue and yet pro- 
duce the same results? The answer to this 
proposition is not left alone to experiment, but 
can be foretold in time to avert a great calam- 
ity. But, even if left to experiment, the 
great benefit of the successful results is worth 



all it will cost to try to reach the minimum 
of working hours and the maximum of wages, 
that a reduction of time to eight hours per 
day would result in increased wages and in- 
creased production, without increasing the cost 
of the product is evident from, the fact that 
the reduced hours of labor would require an 
increase of the working force sufficient to pro- 
duce the same amount as now in ten hours. 

The increase in working force would neces- 
sitate the increase of the plant, thus attracting 
into the army of the employed the vast horde 
of demoralized and half-starved unemployed. 
The increase of the number of permanently 
employed will extend the market in this coun- 
try alone to at least 2,000,000 of consumers. 

As production is determined by the demand, 
and demand is governed by the number of 
consumers and the condition of civilization; 
and as civilization is the result of the oppor- 
tunities of the masses of mankind to sell their 
labor or its products, the highest civilization 
being in that place where the demand for labor 
is regular and strong, then that measure is 
most productive of common good which will 
set more men working and more workers 
thinking, and which will increase the demand 
for more and better products. 

Invested capital is opposed to the reduction 
of the hours of labor, not because capitalists 
think that wages will be reduced, but because 
they know the percentage of profit per dollar 
and per man will be diminished through the 
increased wages that will follow reduced 
hours. 

■ 

To try to arrest the natural evolution of 
the human race by the unwise policy of keep- 
ing doWn wages is simply a movement to limit 
the market, thus restricting more production. 

Your committee are agreed that existing 
conditions will not in our judgment justify 
the hope that at this time all the crafts are 
prepared to successfully enforce the eight- 
hour system on the first of May, 1890, al- 
though many of the trades are now ready, and 
many more will be by the time specified for 
the inauguration of this, the greatest of indus- 
trial reforms. 

We, therefore, recommend that the Execu- 
tive Council shall have power to select such 
trade or trades from those affiliated with the 
American Federation of Labor as shall, in 
their judgment, be best prepared to achieve 
success, and that each union in the Federation 
be requested to assess their members 10 cents 
per week for so many weeks as shall be nec- 
essary to secure the short-hour day; payment 
upon such assessments to commence no later 
than March i, 1890. 
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That all trades affiliated with the American 
Federation of Labor not now working the 
eight-hour day, or between whom and their 
employers existing contracts may prevent, 
shall appoint committees to confer with their 
employers and, if possible, secure a reduction 
of the hours of labor to eight per day, and 
that the Executive Council shall appropriate 
for their use, if needed, such a sum or sums 
as can be spared from the money received for 
the trade or trades selected by the Executive 
Council. 

During the past year the efforts of Presi- 
dent Gompers and the Executive Council to 
forward the eight-hour movement are worthy 
of the highest commendation. 

Through extensive correspondence they have 
enlisted the sympathy of business men, manu* 
facturers, professional men, ministers of the 
gospel and economic thinkers, and have en- 
deavored to secure the co-operation of the 
Knights of Labor in this movement. 

President Gompers in his letter to the Gen- 
eral Assembly of that organization, set forth, 
in an able, dear and comprehensive manner, 
the position of the Federation, and urged them 
to "throw their lot with us without restraint 
or reservation." This communication from our 
official representative was answered by the 
misrepresentation of our position by an at- 
tempt to evade their responsibility, on the plea 
that no "plan" had been su^ested, and, while 
professing their adherdnce to the eight-hour 
movement, the indorse the absurd and prepos- 
terous plan of their General Blaster Work- 
man, thus confessing their impotency of power 
and insincerity of purpose. 

Gentlemen of the Convention: As the 
representatives of the organized labor of this 
Republic, and of the Continent of America, 
the supreme day of success devolves upon us! 

In this movement toward the emancipation 
of labor there is no such word as fail. The 
longing hearts of the underpaid and unem- 
ployed beat responsive to our demand. Women 
weary of life and children robbed of the sweet 
delights of childhood groan and cry under the 
heavy burdens of remorseless poverty. Age 
unduly hastened by ill-requited toil, trembling 
in want, prajrs for our success. The monarch- 
ical and industrial serfs of Europe look toward 
these shores with aspiring hopes that here, 
where men are sovereign in political power, 
they may be freemen in their economic and 
social relations. This movement for less hours 
of toil, more hours of leisure and more wealth 
for wealth producers, is co-extensive with 
civilisation. To the trades unionists of Great 
Britain and Europe, marchmg shoulder to 



shoulder with us, we send the exultant shouts 
of greeting and all hail. 

To all who love liberty and are loyal to the 
principles of free government; to all who look 
forward to an increased wealth more widely 
distributed; to all lovers of the human race 
everywhere; to imion men and to those not 
now tmder the banner of organized labor, we 
appeal, in the name of justice and humanity, 
of increased wealth and diminished poverty, 
to concentrate their energies upon the single 
issue of the reduction of the hours of labor.

The address was adopted amid cheers, and 
by a rising vote. It was decided to send a 
copy of the address to the trades unions and 
labor organizations in England and other 
countries of Europe. 

The Committee on Eight Hours further re- 
ported favorably on the following resolutions, 
which were adopted unanimously: 

SIGHT HOURS ON GOVERN MSNT WORK. 

That the unions affiliated with the American 
Federation of Labor be requested to secure 
the enactment of an eight-hour law in all the 
States of the Union, which shall provide that 
all employes of State, city, county and town 

governments shall work but eight hours per 
ay, whether the work be done directly by the 
government or by contract. 

ARREARS OF WAGES DUE GOVERNMENT EMPLOYES. 

We recommend that the Executive Council 
petition Congress to enact a law extending the 
statute of limitations so as to enable Govern- 
ment employes, engaged in public service from 
the year 1877 to the vear 1882, inclusive, to 
recover such portion of their compensation as 
was denied them by reason of the violation of 
the existing National eight-hour law. 

The following memorial was ordered spread 

on the minutes: 

PROM THE GRANITE CUTTERS' NATIONAL UNIJN. 

To the Officers and Members of The Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor: 

The position of the Granite Cutters* Na- 
tional Union on the Eight-hour question: 
First, To maintain the stand taken by our 
Delegate at the St. Louis Convention last year 
ai^inst naming a day for a general strike for 
eight hours a day, which we hold the naming 
of the day implies, otherwise the naming of a 
day is farcial. We are not, as a Union, pre- 
pared to demand eight hours per day on the 
date specified, but believe that our Union will 
insist on nine hours generally next spring.

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This completed the work of the special Com- 
mittee on Eight Hours. 

The further consideration of the report of 
the Committee on Constitution, was then re- 
sumed. 

FURTHER CONSIDERATION OF THE 
CONSTITUTION RESUMED. 

It was agreed by the Convention that the 
Secretary of the committee omit the words 
"County and State" wherever they appear in 
this report. 

* On report of the committee it was agreed to 
strike out the word "Tuesday" and insert 
"Monday" in Section i of Article III, so the 
Convention will hereafter meet on the second 
Monday in December. 

Section 3 of Article III was amended to add 
as a tenth committee, a Committee on "Griev- 
ances." 

Moved to amend Section 3, to strike out 
"Finance" and insert "Ways and Means." 
Further amended to insert "Estimating Com- 
mittee." Substitute offered to insert "Audit- 
ing Committee." The two latter motions were 
lost. The question recurred on the first 
amendment to have "Ways and Means" Com- 
mittee. The vote stood t4 for, 29 against 
It was declared lost 

On motion of Mr. Lennon, as amended by 

Mr. Barnes, a new section (Section 4) was 

offered as an addition to Article III. 

Sec. 4. The Executive Council shall have 
the power to appoint from the delegates elect 
to the Convention, three delegates, who shall 
compose a committee on Finance, and shall 
meet at the place for holding the Convention 
three days before the Convention to audit the 
accounts of the Federation for the preceding 
twelve months. The expenses of such commit- 
tee shall be paid out of the funds of the Fed- 
eration. 

# 

After various amendments had been voted 
down, the new Section 4 was adopted as 
printed above. 

Article IV, Section 2, was amended, on mo- 
tion of Mr. Lennon, to read: 

Sec. 2. The Secretary shall prepare for the 
use of the Convention printed poll lists con- 
taining the number of votes, the dele^tes 
National and International Unions are entitled 
to, and based on the last report made to the 
office of the Federation. 

Adopted. 

Section 2. Second line was aiftended to 
strike out "one-fifth" and insert "one-tenth." 

So ordered. 



Article V, Section i, on report of the com* 
mittee was amended to add at the end of sec- 
ond line the words, "Who shall Constitute an 
Executive Council." 

Agreed to. 

Art VI, Sec. i, was reported in a new form 
by the committee and after agreeing to a few 
additional amendments the Convention adopted 
Sees. I, Art VI, as it now reads. (See 
page 9.) 

Moved to suspend the order of business in 
order to take up the report of the Committee 
on Grievances. Lost by a vote of 22 for, 30 
against 

Moved to suspend order of business to hear 
report of Committee on Resolutions. Lost. 

Consideration of report of Committee on 
Constitution resumed. Report of committee 
on Sees. 2 and 3 of Art VI, referred back to 
committee. 

Moved to suspend the rules as to hour of 
adjournment. Agreed to. 

Moved that the Convention remain in ses- 
sion until 7 P. M. So ordered. 

Art VII, Sec. i, amended to strike out all 
after the word "any" in third line and insert 
"trade dispute." Agreed to. 

Moved to strike out Sec. 4, Art VII. So 
ordered. 

Committee on Constitution then reported a 

new article to be known iCH Art. VIII, on 

"Strikes and Lockouts." Sec. 1 of Art. VIII 

as reported by the committee is as follows: 

Sec. I. The Executive Council shall have 
the power and are directed to levy a strike as- 
sessment of two cents per member, on the ist 
of January, 1890, on all national and inter- 
national bodies under the jurisdiction of the 
Federation. 

A lengthy discussion then ensued on the 
powers and composition of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, the minority contending at 
was beyond the authority of the Convention 
and foreign to the federal character of the 
organization to permit it to levy assessments 
on the affiliated unions. The majority on the 
other hand contended that the proposed as- 
sessment was to be levied only by consent of 
the organizations represented, and that some- 
thing of the character was necessary to make 
the Federation a power to render aid during 
the eight-hour struggle and to protect t&e or- 
ganizations represented. 

Pending a vote, the Convention adjourned 
at 7 P. M. to meet Dec. 14, 1889, at 9 A. M. 

Adjourned. 
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FIFTH DAY.— Morning Session.

The fifth day's session opened at 9 A. M., 
Bresident Gompers in the chair, and P. J. Mc- 
Guire officiating as secretary.

Art. VIII, Sec. 1, as reported by the Com- 
mittee has thereupon declared adopted by a 
vote of 1 129 votes in the affirmative, and 367 
in the negative. 

The Committee on Constitution then re- 
ported, as referred back to them. Sees. 2 and 3 
of Art VI, pertaining to the duties of Secre- 
tary and Treasurer, and, after amendment, said 
sections were unanimously adopted in the form 
published on iMige 9. 

Sec. 3 of Art. VI, on motion of Delegate 
Lennon, was amended so to fix the salary of 
the treasurer at $100 per annum. 

Delegate Skeffington moved that that por- 
tion of Sec. 3, Art. VI, relating to the duties 
of the Treasurer be amended so (he Treas- 



urer be not compelled to be located in the 
same place as the President and Secretary. 
Adopted by a vote of 28 for and 16 against 

Mr. Lennon moved that a new section. Sec. 

4, be added to Art. VI, viz: 

All books and financial accounts shall at all 
times be open to the inspection of the Presi- 
dent and Executive Council. 

Adopted. 

President Gompers announced the vote on 
the strike assessment, as 11 29 in the affirma- 
tive, and 367 in the negative. 

The consideration of Sec. 2, Art VIII, was 

next taken up, and provoked a very animated 

discussion. The committee reported Sec. 2 

as follows: 

Sec. 2. In case any National or Interna- 
tional body affiliated with this Federation 
shall order a strike or lockout and by reason 
of financial distress it shall become necessary 
for it to call upon the Federation for aid, the 
Executive Council if they deem that such or- 
ganization is entitled to receive such assistance, 
may make an ass^ment, not exceeding two 
cents per member per week, upon every other 
National or International body so affiliated 
with the Federation. Provided, That no such 
assessment for the benefit of any one National 
or International body shall be extended for 
a period of more than ten weeks. 

Mr. Hysell moved to amend by striking out 
the word "may" in the seventh line and in- 
serting "shall." Agreed to. 

Mr. McNeill moved to amend by striking 
out the words, "such assessment shall remain 
in force at the discretion of the Executive 
Council," and to insert the words, "for a 
period not exceeding five continuous weeks." 

Mr. Delabar offered a further amendment 
to add the words, "unless otherwise ordered 
by a general vote of all National and Inter- 
national Unions affiliated." 

Mr. McNeill accepted Mr. Delabar's amend- 
ment 

Previous question ordered. 

Mr. McNeill's amendment was then agreed 
to, and the section as amended was adopted. , 

The Sick Committee reported having visited 
Delegate Neuroth at his room, and, finding 
him dangerously ill, secured medical aid. 
Bill of $4 ordered paid. 

The Committee on Constitution reported 

Sec. 3, Art VIII as follows: 

Sec. 3. In case any National or Interna- 
tional body shall fail to comply with the call 
for an assessment to support strikes or lock- 
outs within 30 days, it snail be debarred from 
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receiving any such aid until all its arrearages 
to the strike fund are paid. 

Mr. Ross offered the following substitute 

for Sec. 3 as reported: 

Sec. 3. Any National or International or- 

?anization, or other body connected with this 
federation failing to comply with the require- 
ments of Sec. 2 of this Article within a petiod 



of 30 days, shall be suspended, and shall not 
be reinstated until all arrearages are paid in 
full. 

The hour of adjournment having arrivcl, 

the Convention adjourned pending a vote on 

Mr. Ross' substitute. 

Adjourned. 



FIFTH DAY.— Afternoon Session. 



The Convention re-assembled at 2 P. M., 
President Gompers in the chair. 

Moved that the roll-call be dispensed with. 
Carried by a vote of 29 to 20. 

Discusion was resumed on Mr. Ross' sub- 
stitute for Sec. 3 of Art. VI If. The Ross 
substitute was adopted. 

Mr. Ogg moved to further amend by ad- 
ding the following to Sec. 3 as amended: 

Provided, however, that organizations rep- 
resented in this Convention, whose delegates 
have been instructed to oppose the levying of 
an assessment, shall not be liable to suspen- 
sion tmtil they have acted on the matter at 
their next national or international convention. 

Adopted. 

Mr. Fildew moved to add: "That no or- 
ganization in arrears shall be entitled to pecu- 
niary benefit for the period of three months 
after all arrears are paid up." 

Lost. 

The committee reported Sec. 4 as follows: 

Sec. 4. Accompanying a call for an as- 
sessment shall be a circular from the President 
of the Federation giving a detailed account of 
the strike or lockout. 

Adopted. 

Mr. Lennon offered a new section to be 

known as Sec. 5, viz: 

Sec. 5. No affiliated body of the American 
Federation of Labor shall be entitled to bene- 
fit from the Strike Fund of the Federation 
until they have been six months affiliated, have 
poid six months per capita tax to the Federa- 
tion and are in good standing. 

Adopted. 

Committee reported in favor of striking out 
the word "President" in Sections 1, 2, 3 and 
4 of Art. IX wherever it occurred and insert- 
ing the word "Secretary." 

Agreed to. 

Mr. Ogg moved to amend Sec. i Art. IX by 
striking out the words "one-fourth of one 
cent," and inserting "one-tenth of one cent" 

Lost by more than a two-thirds vote. 

Mr. Blackmore moved to further amend by 
striking out "one-fourth" and inserting "one- 
eighth." Lost 

Sec. 5 of Art. IX was amended to read as 
follows : 



Sec. 5. Whenever the revenue of the Fed- 
eration shall warrant such action, the Executive 
Council shall authorize the sending of Trade 
Union speakers from place to place, in the in- 
terests of the Federation. The remuneration 
for loss of time by members of the Executive 
Council or speakers engaged bv them shall be 
$3.50 per day and traveling ana hotel expenses. 

On motion Sections 6, 7 and 8, of Art. VIII 
in the old Constitution were striken out. 

Moved to strike out Sec. i of Art. X. Mc- 
Neill moved to amend, so to read: 

The Executive Council shall have power to 
make rules to govern matters not in conflict 
with this Constitution or the constitutions of 
affiliated unions. 

Adopted. 

Moved the Constitution as amended be now 
adopted as a whole. Carried. 

Amended Constitution was declared adopted. 

Mr. Cavanaugh moved to adopt the ap- 
pended resolution to be inserted in the Con- 
stitution : 

"That all delegates to future conventions 
of the American Federation of Labor be elected 
at least two weeks previous to its annual or 
special sessions, and that all unions entitled to 
representation will notify the general secre- 
tary of such election immediately thereafter." 

Adopted. 

The Committee on Constitution reported 
adversely on the following resolutions: 

PRESENTED BY J. T. ELLIOTT. 

RESOLVED, That the American Federation 
of Labor resume the monthly publication of 
the "Union Advocate," to commence Jan. ist, 
1890. 

PRESENTED BY H. EMRICH. 

RESOLVED, That delegates to the Annual 
Convention, if they so desire, be allowed to 
use the German language on the floor of the 
Convention, and that all important official doc- 
uments be issued in the English and German 
languages. 

Adverse report of committee was accepted 
and the foregoing resolutions were not adopted. 
This completed the work of the Committee 
on Constitution. 

Mr. Lennon moved that tne salary of the 
President be $35 per week. 
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Mr. Ogg moved to amend that the Presi- 
dent's salary be $1500 per year. 

Mr. Ogg's amendment in favor of $1500 
per year prevailed by a vote of 43 to 15. 

Moved to fix the salary of the Secretary at 
$1500 per year. Motion to amend that it be 
$1200 per year. Further amendment was of- 
fered that it be $1000 per year. It was finally 
decided the salary of the Secretary be fixe<X 
at $1200 per annum. 

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON 
GRIEVANCES. 

The Committee on Grievances reported 
through their Secretary, Mr. Linehan, and 
action was taken as follows: 

CARPSNTERS vs. FURNITURE WORKERS. 

In the matter of the differences between the 
carpenters and furniture workers in Pitts- 
burg, Pa., as complained of in a letter from 
the International Furniture Workers* Union, 
the Committee on Grievances, recognizing the 
fact that the A. F. of L, is based on the prin- 
ciple which gives all organizations tne right of 
self government in trade matters, we, there- 
fore recommend that organizations affiliated 
with the A. F. of L. whose trades are so closely 
allied as are the furniture workers and the 
carpenters and joiners, should, in each district, 
adopt a code of working rules suitable to that 
particular district so that troubles or differences 
like that which took place between the furni- 
ture workers and carpenters and joiners on the 
Exposition building at Pittsburg may be avoided 
in future. 

Report concurred in. 

PRESIDENT GOMPBR8 AND THE WORU>'8 PAIR. 

In the matter of objection by the Textile 
Workers' Progressive Union to the appointment 
of President Gompers on the World's Fair 
Committee of New York. 

The Committee on Grievances beg leave to 
report: 

That it is the sense of this Committee that 
we do not consider it advisable to interfere 
with the appointment of Mr. Gompers on the 
Committee for the World's Fair. 

Moved to concur in the report of the com- 
mittee. 

Amendment offered by Mr. l^ennon "That 
the action of President Gompers is hereby in- 
dorsed in accepting the appointment of the 
Mayor of New York on the Committee on 
World's Fair, but this resolution shall not be 
construed as indorsing any particular city for 
the holding of said Fair. 

Mr. Lennon's amendment was then adopted. 

PROGRESSIVE TAILORS VS. THE BALTIMORE FEDER- 
ATION. 

In reference to the difference between the 
Tailors* Progressive Union and the Baltimore 
Federation of Labor in the bovcott of the tail- 
oring firm of S. Hamburger & Son., the com- 
mittee on Grievances report the folowing: 



On account of conflicting statements and the 
lack of sufficient evidence on either side the 
Committee is not in a position to decide the 
case intelligently, and recommend that the 
matter be referred back to the Progressive 
Union with the recommendation that thev ap- 
ply for readmission to the Baltimore Federation 
of Labor with a view to reopening the case, 
and to bring about an amicable settlement. 

Report concurred in. 

CARPENTERS OF NEW HAVEN VS. TH0 CONNECTI- 
CUT STATE BRANCH. 

In the matter of the Carpenters' Union of 
New Haven, Conn., having influenced the 
Trades Council of said city to withdraw from 
the Connecticut State Branch, the Committee 
on Grievances in view of the fact, that the 
Carpenter's Union of New Haven referred to is 
purely a small local independent body, and is 
not affiliated with the United Brotherhood or 
with the A. F. of L., and therefore outside iu 
jurisdiction, recommend that the matter be re- 
ferred to the incoming President of the A. F. 
of L. to adjust. 

Re|>ort concurred in. 

On motion the entire report of the Commit- 
tee on Grievances, as amended, was adopted ais 
a whole. 

On motion President Gompers appointed 
Delegates Vaughan, Ross and Kirchner, a Com- 
mittee on Thanks. 

The Committee on Finance announced itself 
ready to report. Moved to go into executive 
session to hear the report. Motion withdrawn 
and Convention remained in open session. 

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON FINANCE. 

To Officers and Delegates to the A. F. of L: 

Gentlemen: — Your committee appointed to 
audit the accounts of the President and Treas- 
urer beg leave to announce that they have thor- 
oufi^ly and carefulljr examined all finances in 
connection with their respective departments, 
and find that the President and Treasurer hav% 
so conducted their offices as leaves no doubt 
in the minds of your committee as to the in- 
tegrity and honesty of these officers. 

In the examination of the books we find the 
results as follows:

In view of the fact that the Finance Com- 
mittee have been virtually deprived of partici- 
pating in the deliberations of this Convention 
for the greater portion of three days, and all 
future Finance Committees would be similarly 
situated, we would respectfully recommend that 
provisions be made at this Convention for hav- 
ing the books properly audited at greater leis- 
ure and better facilities than the present 
method affords, and we further recommend 
that a committee be appointed by the Presi- 
dent from the delegates-elect to all future 
Conventions, who shall meet at the place des- 
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ignmted for holding such Convention, at least 
three days previous to the holding of such 
Convention, and that all books, papers, re- 
ceipts and vouchers appertaining to the proper 
performance of their duty be olaced in their 
possession at that time, so that they may 
be able to properly report as early as possible 
to the Convention. 

On the question of contributing to an Inter- 
national Eight-hour Journal, as proposed by 
Mr. Emrich, the committee are of^the opinion 
that if any money be appropriated for the 
furtherance of journalism in the I«abor Cause, 
it should be distributed amongst the labor 
journals of the United States who are endeav- 
orinff to educate and elevate the wage-earners 
of this countrv. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

On motion the report of the Committee on 
Finance was ai^opted, and the first recommen- 
dation in favor of appointing an Auditing Com- 
mittee to meet in advance of the Annual Con- 
ventions and audit the accounts, was agreed to. 

The second recommendation of the com- 
mittee on the subject of an International 
Eight-hour Journal aroused a very interesting 
debate. The original resolution offered by Mr. 
Emrich reads as follows: 

AN IMTXaNATIONAL SIGHT-HOUR JOURNAL. 

WHEREAS. At the International Labor 
Congress held in the City of Paris some months 
ago, it was resolved to issue an international 
organ in the French, German and English 
languages for the purpose of furthering the 
eight-hour movement, and 

WHEREAS, The Committee appointed for 
that purpose has called on labor orguiizations 
of all countries to assist them financially and 
otherwise, be it 

RESOLVED, That this convention stipu- 
lates a sum to be donated monthly towards the 
support of said journal to be issued in Switz- 
eriuid. and that the Federation pledges its 
support in distributing it in this country. 

Mr. Kirchner moved the recommendation of 
committee be not concurred in, and the sum 
of $50 be donated to the proposed journal. 

Mr. Kirchner*s motion was defeated by a 
vote of 22 in favor and 24 against 

The report of the Committee on Finance in 
regard to the journal was then adopted by a 
vote of 27 to 25. 

The teport as a whole was then agreed to. 

ELECTION OF OFFICERS. 

At 4 P. M. the Convention decided to pro- 
ceed to the election of officers. 

As tellers. Delegates Labadie and Feller- 
mann were appointed, and Delegate Shields 
was chosen as inspector. 

Nominations for president being first in or< 
der, Mr. Samuel Gompers was nominated for 
president 



Mr. Lennon moved the Secretary cast the 
ballot for Samuel Gompers as the unanimous 
choice of the Convention for President. So 
ordered. 

The Secretary cast the ballot, and amid ap- 
plause, Mr. Samuel Gompers (cigar maker), 
was declared elected unanimously as President 
for the ensuing year. 

President Gompers acknowledged his re- 
election in the following remarks: 

If I have earned your confidence and re- 
spect, as indicated by your vote, it is more 
potent than any speech I could make. I care 
very seldom to make new pledges or to make 
additional promises. I can only tell vou hon- 
estly and sincerely that I have tried, to the 
very best of my ability, to conduct the office 
of president of this organization, not for the 
glorification of any man, no matter who he may 
be; that I have the interests of the American 
Federation of Labor in view and primarily 
those of the affiliated organizations, even at the 
expenses of the American Federation of Labor. 
In this sense I believe the trades unions of 
the country should be encouraged and org^- 
ized, and that the affiliation of those organiza- 
tions with the American Federation of Labor 
was a secondary consideration. I am con- 
vinced that no great interval of time can elapse 
between the formation of trades unions and 
their alliance with the great family of trades 
unions, as they are represented under the 
banner of the American Federation of Labor. 
I have tried to do what I can, and I thinlc 
that should go as an augury and stand as the 
substitute of any pledge or promise of what I 
shall do in the future. If, at the end of my 
term, m"* successor shall be elected, I hope to 
be able to hand over to him the emblem of 
this office, the plain gavel, as tmtamished and 
as free from stain as I received it when our 
organization was bom. [Loud applause.] 

Nominations for vice-president were next in 
order. Delegates Foster, McGuire, McNeill, 
and L abadi e were nominated and declined. 

W>. J7 Dillon (glass worker) and William 
Martin (iron and steel worker) were nomina- 
ted for first vice-president. On first ballot Mr. 
Wm. Martin was elected vice-president by a 
vote of 39 to 17 votes for Mr. W. J. Dillon. 
On motion of Mr. Dillon, the election of Mr. 
Wm. Martin as first vice-president was made 
unanimous. Mr. Martin then made a short 
address, of acceptance. 

The election of second vice-president being 
next in order, Messrs. W. J. Dillon and P. J. 
McGuire were nominated. P. J. McGuire 
(carpenter) was elected by a vote of 36 to 23 
for Mr. Dillon. On motion of Mr. Dillon', the 
election of Mr. P. J. McGuire as second vice- 
president was made unanimous. Mr. McGuire 
accepted in a few brief remarks, and pledged 
himself to work as faithfuly as ever in the 
cause. 

By unanimous consent, Mr. Chris Evans 
(miner) and H. Emrich (furniture worker) 
were each respectively elected as secretary and 
treasurer, and each accepted in a short address 
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of thanks for the confiden«e manifested in 

them. 

On motion of Delegate Foster, the following 

resolution was unanimously adopted by a rising 

vote: 

RESOLVED, That the thanks of this Con- 
vention be ana are hereby tendered to P. J. 
McGuire for the earnest devotion and ability 
with which he has transacted the business of 
secretary of the American Federation of Labor» 
and for the great service he has given to or- 
ganizing of wage-workers and toward securing 
a reduction of the hours of labor. 

REPORT OF SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON 

RELATIONS WITH OTHER ORGAN- 

IZATIONS. 

The Special Committee appointed to prepare 
an address on the attitude of the K. of L. 
toward the A. F. of L. reported as follows: 
To the Officers and Delegates of the A. 

F. of L.: 

Your Special Committee appointed to issue 
an address to the working people of the coun- 
try upon the attitude of this organization 
toward the Order of the K. of L.* has carefully 
considered that part of the President's Report 
bearing upon the subject, together with the 
recommendations of the Committee on Resolu- 
tions and other kindred documents, also the 
correspondence relating to the issue in question 
as in the hands of the General Secretary. As 
a result of this consideration, the committee 
begs leave to report the following: 

ADDRESS TO THE WORKING PEOPLE 
OF AMERICA. 

Greeting: — The philosophy of trade union- 
ism is based upon actually existing conditions 
in the labor world and universally inherent 
qualities of human nature. The history of 
the trade union justifies its present existence 
and is a guarantee of its future usefulness. 

Organizations to protect the interest of those 
who are forced to sell their labor for wages 
as in relation to the interest of those who 
speculate in labor as a commodity, is a fully 
demonstrated necessity. Experience has alto 
proven that the wage-earner is the natural and 
proper guardian of the wage-earner's rights; 
that the most effective defense against en- 
croachments upon those rights can be achieved 
through the medium of organization upon craft 
lines. 

It thus becomes imperative that the integrity 
of the trade union form of organization be 
zealously guarded; that this well-tested bulwark 
of labor be defended from overt attacks of 
jealous rivals as well as from the open antago- 
nism of declared opponents. 

The American Federation of Labor desires 
to establish no monopoly in the sphere of 



labor organization. It does not seek to es- 
tablish an autocracy of labor. It does, how- 
ever, pledge itself to maintain the prestige and 
authority of its affiliated organizations, and to 
enter its most emphatic protest against the 
policy of any labor society which permits itself 
to be used as an ambuscade for the destruction 
of the trade union movement 

In view of the extended array of injuries — 
too numerous to especially mention in detail — 
suffered by the trades unions of America at the 
hands of men who masquerade as Knights of 
Labor, we deem it necessary to briefly state the 
attitude^ of the A. F. of L. toward that Order. 

We seek no quarrel We deprecate antago- 
nism in the ranks of labor organizations. We 
cast no reflections upon the honesty and sin- 
cerity ol purpose of the rank and file of the 
order of the K. of L. For years the officers 
of this organization have sought to establish 
amicable relations with that Order, even at a 
period when certain of its leaders were seeking 
th^ very life of the trade unions. Whatever 
frictich may have arisen in the past between 
the two organizations, the cause must be looked 
for in other directions than in the desire of 
the Federation. * 

Much of the trouble has been occasioned by 
the organization of National trade districts of . 
the K. of L. in crafts where national and 
international trades unions already exist. Not 
only has the creation of this dual authority 
been productive of evil results, but too often 
the National trade district has been made the 
dumping ground for men who have • been 
branded as unfair by the trade unions. 

With the original educational purpose of the 
K. of L., as vested in mixed assemblies, the 
trade unionists of America were and are in 
sympathy. The evidence of this fact is to be 
found in the large number of trade unionists 
who worked zealously for the building up of 
' the Order in its early period of growth, but 
who were forced to leave that organization 
when ambitious and unscrupulous persons 
sought to trench upon the rightful prerogatives 
of the trade unions and subordinate the legiti- 
mate labor movement to the aggrandizement 
of personal ambition. 

Since the organized protests made by the 
trade unions in the Spring of 1886 against the 
continuous onslaught upon the autonomy of 
the trade organizations, repeated conferences 
have been held between the general officers of 
the A. F. of L. and the K. of L. For lack of 
satisfactory results from these conferences, and 
apparent indisposition of the general officers of 
the latter organization to recognize the rightful 
authority of the trade unions in trade affairs, 
we feel that the A. F. of L. should plant itself 
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squarely upon the position assumed by the 
Executive Council at the conference which was 
held at Philadelphia, Oct 14, 1889. This po- 
sition is as follows: 

I St. That the Knights of Labor shall dis- 
countenance and revoke the charters of all 
trade assemblies or districts within their order. 

2d. Ihat in turn, the American Federation 
of Labor and affiliated trade unions will urge 
their members and encourage the working peo- 
ple to become members of mixed assemblies 
of the K. of L. 

The time has arrived when the trade unions 
should claim their owin. The trend of organ- 
ization shows that the wage-earners of America 
are weary of having their interests adjusted by 
the measure of the huckster or the yard stick 
of the merchant 

The success of the short hour cause is of too 
vast import to be imperiled by policies of 
masterly inaction or acrobatic poising. 

The march toward the eight-hour goal must 
not be halted at the behests of the middleman. 
Professions of uarmony and platitudes of peace 
are a poor recompense for the attempted weak- 
ening of the trade union column. 

We therefore assert the natural right of the 
trade unions to occupy the trade union terri- 
tory. When this right is conceded, discord 
will end and organized labor be more closely 
united.

The report of the Special Committee, as 
above given, was then unanimously adopted 
and intense applause by a rising vote of the 
Convention. 

RSPORT OP COMUITTSe ON RESOLUTIONS. 

The Committee on Resolutions report: 
Favorably on the following resolution offered 
by John S. Kirschner, but recommend the 
striking out of all reference to ''private de- 
tective agencies." 

CONSPIRACY LAWS. 

RESOLVED, That the Executive Council 
take such steps as will secure the co-operation 
of the various organizations of the country in 
securing the repeal of the conspiracy laws as 
relating to labor organizations, and also the 
prevention of the use by employers of the 
police or private detective agencies, known as 
Pinkerton's Police, in intimidating workmen 
engaged in a struggle with their employers for 
better conditions of labor. 

After a very interesting discussion on con- 
spiracy laws and the police powers of the gov- 
ernment, the previous question was ordered. 



and it was then moved that the report of the 
committee as to "private detective agencies" 
be not concurred in. Agreed to. The reso- 
lution as originally introduced by Mr. Kirch- 
ner was then adopted. 

The committee reported favorably on the 
following resolution of Mr. F. K. Foster: 

IRON-CLAD CONTRACTS. 

RESOLVED, That this American Federation 
of Labor condemn, in the most emphatic terms, 
the cowardly ana inhuman system in vogue 
among some emmployers forcmg employes to 
sign iron-clad contracts as a condition of em- 
ployment, and urge the gentle persuasion 
through organizations of labor and effective 
boycott of products made in iron-clad factories, 
as a remedy for the evil. 

Adopted. 

The committee reported favorably on the 

following resolution offered by Mr. Daniel Har- 
ris: 

PUBLIC EDUCATION. 

RESOLVED. That the American Federa- 
tion of Labor hereby reiterates its unalterable 
devotion to the principle of public education, 
and favors the greatest liberality in the ex- 

genditure of public moneys by the United 
tates and State Governments to further and 
advance the" cause of the education of the 
masses. 

Adopted. 

The committee reported favorably on the 
following resolution presented by Mr. Paul 
Heinmann : ' 

THE ARTIFICIAL STONE MASONS Of NEW YORK. 

RESOLVED, That the American Federa- 
tion of Labor sanctions the purpose of Artifi- 
cial Stone Masons' Union No. i, of New 
York, to secure the practical working of the 
eight-hour workday on April ist, 1890. 

Adopted. 

The committee reported fxvonhly on the 
following resolution presented by Mr. Geo. 
W. Reid: 

FROM THE sailors' AND PIREMENS' UNION. 

WHEREAS, The members of the Interna- 
tional Amalgamated Sailors' and Firemen's 
Union are now affiliated with American Fed- 
eration of Labor, thereby becoming part of 
the great army 01 labor; 

WTIEREAS, Organized labor can give the 
members of the Sailors' and Firemen's Uniop 
great assistance, therefore be it 

RESOLVED, That the Delegates of the 
American Federation of Labor m convention 
here assembled, respectfullv request the Ma- 
rine engineers' Union, and the Amalgamated 
Society of Engineers to render all the assist- 
ance m their power to the members of the 
International Amalgamated Sailors' and Fire- 
men's Union, and thereby further the cause 
of trades unionism. 

Adopted. 

The committee reported favorably on the 
appended resolutions offered by E. Kunen- 
knabe. 
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ornciAL LISTS OF SBCKSTAKZBS. 

RESOLVED. That the SecreUries of all In- 
ternational and National Trades Unions, rep- 
resented in the A. F. of L.» and also of all 
central bodies, oe instructed to report to the 
President every three months, a list of th^ 
addresses of the Secretaries of their respective 
Local Unions, as well as to find means and 
ways how to send such list to all Unions, or. 
at least, make the same accessible to them if 
they should desire to make use thereof for the 
purpose of sending out bovcott and other cir- 
culars when approved by A. F. of L. 

Adopted. 

The committee report adversely on the fol- 
lowing resolution offered by Mr. John Hef- 
feman: 

THB STOPPACB OV IMMIGRATION. 

In view of Carroll D. Wright's report, 
wherein he says, that (2,000,000) two millions 
of American workingmen are at present living 
in enforced idleness, we, the representatives of 
the American Federation of Labor, in Boston 
assembled in convention, deem it our dutv to 
request or demand of Congress that a bill be 
passed forbidding all foreign immigration for 
a term say of fifteen years. 

It was agreed by a vote of 28 to 13 that 
the foregoing resolution be referred to the in- 
coming Executive Cotmcil. 

On motion the report of the Committee on 
Resolutions was then adopted as a whole. 

RSPORT or THE COMMITTKB ON ORGANIZATION. 

The Committee on Organization reported in 
favor of the delegates and members of all 
affiliated unions using special efforts to or- 
ganize the electricians, the mosaic and en- 
caustic tile layers, and the bookkeepers and 
clerks, as well as the formation of a waiters* 
national union, a granite polishers' national 
union, and a marble and slate cutters' national 
union. 

Agreed to. 

On motion the appended resolution offered 
by Mr. Archibald Barnes, reported favorably 
by the Committee on Organization, was 
adopted. 

LOCAL UNIONS MUST AFriLIATB WITH THBIR 

TRADE HEADS. 

RESOLVED, That it ts the wish of this 
Convention that the various Central Labor 
Unions and State Federations, and all the or- 
ganirers connected therewith, as well as the 
organizers of this Federation, be requested to 
urge upon the various local trade unions rep- 
resented therein, to affiliate themselves with 
their National and International Unions when 
such exist. 

On motion it was agreed at 6 P. M. to sus- 
pend the rule as to adjournment and to con- 
tinue in session until all the business was dis- 
posed of. 

A long letter was read from T. V. Pow- 
derly. in which he denied that any delegate to 



the general assembly of the K. of L.» in At- 
lanta had said that no trade unionist should 
be allowed to be a member of the Kni^ts of 
Labor. He also said that the National Labor 
Tribum took every opporttmity to slander and 
misrepresent the K. of L.» and as it was an 
organ of the A. F. of L. he asked that it and 
all other trade union Journals be requested to 
cease their attacks. The letter was referred 
to the incoming Executive Council to answer. 

A letter from the French Typographical 
Federation, congratulatig^ the Federation on 
its progress, was read, and the President in- 
structed to answer. 

A letter from the Western Economic Asso- 
ciation on the taking of the census so as to 
find out the mortgages on farm property was 
referred to Secretary Evans to inform the 
Association of the action taken by the Con- 
vention. 

Telegrams and letters of greeting to the 
Federation were then read from J. P. Hanne- 
gan of the Indiana Sute Federation, A. C. 
Howe of the New York Sute Federation, the 
Amalgamated Carpenters, and the Central 
Labor Union of Chicago, were received, and 
Secretary Evans instructed to answer. 

The Committee on Thanks reported, and 
after a few amendments the report was 
adopted as follows, by a rising vote: 

VOTE OF THANKS. 

The American Federation of Labor in con- 
vention assembled, takes this opportunity at 
the close of its session to acknowledge its ap- 
preciation of the unbounded ho8i>italtty of the 
people of Boston. To that hospitality is due 
m a lartre de^ee the success ot this Conven- 
tion, and be it 

RESOLVED. That the American Federa- 
tion of Labor hereby officially tenders its sin- 
cere thanks to his Excellency, tht Governor 
of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, his 
Honor the Mayor of Boston, the Members of 
the Common Council, City Messenger Pitts, 
and the officials of the City Government, all 
of whom have been unstinted in their gener- 
osity and kindness; in the same degree we are 
under grreat obligations to the reception com- 
mittees of the Boston Central Labor Union. 
Amalgamated Building Trades Council ana 
Carpenters' District Council of Boston, — the 
rank and file as well as officials of the various 
labor organizations. The Federation also ten- 
ders its thanks to the newspaper press of Bos- 
ton for its uniformly correct and impartial 
publication of the proceedings of the Conven- 
tion, and also its many acts of kindness to the 
delei^ates individually, and notably the man- 
apenifnt of the Boston tfcratd. Globe and 
New Vuik V jlkszcitung. 

RESOLVKD. That the Secretary of the A. 
F. of I,, is Iicrcljy instructed to forward copies 
to the vaiinns pcisons and organizations men- 
tioned thciein.

The next business of the Convention was 
to determine the place of holding the next an- 
nual Convention. 

Detroit, Mich., was placed in nomination by 
Jos. I^abadie. 

Denver, Col., by J. D. Vaughan. 

Chicago, III., by J. J. Linehan. 

Milwaukee, Wis., by John Stippick. 

Philadelphia, Pa., by P. J. McGuire. 

On the first ballot the result was: Phila- 
delphia, 26; Detroit, 18; Chicago, 10; Denver, 
6; Milwaukee, z. Total, 61 ballots. 

Necessary to a choice 31. There being no 
choice on the first ballot, a second ballot was 
ordered. 

Second ballot: Philadelphia, 30; Detroit, 
30. Tie vote. A third ballot was ordered. 

Third ballot: Detroit, 34; Philadelphia, 26. 

Detroit, Mich., having received a majority 
of all votes case, was declared the choice of 
the Convention as the place for holding the 
next — the Tenth Annual Convention — of the 
American Federation of Labor. 

On motion it was ordered that the Execu- 
tive Council determine how many copies of 
the Proceedings shall be printed, the same to 
be sold at ten cents per copy. 

On motion it was also ordered that the ad- 
dress on Eight Hours and on the Knights of 
Labor, be issued in circular form, in English 
and German, in sufficient numbers to* meet all 
demands. 

Moved, the Convention do now go into 
Executive session. So ordered. 

Convention resolved itself into Executive 
session, and, with closed doors, passed on the 
report of the Committee on Labels and Boy- 
cott. 

RfiPORT OP THK COMMITTSK ON LABBLS AND 

BOYCOTTS. 

The report of the Committee on Labels and 
Boycotts was then considered in Executive 
session, and disposed of as hereinafter stated. 

Boston, Mass., Dec. 14, 1889. 

To the Officers and Delegates of the American 
Federation of Labor: 

Your Committee on Labels and Boycotts beg 
leave to report that they have carefully con- 
sidered the resolutions submitted to them and 
recommend the approval of the Federation to 
the following: 

I. The request of the Maryland Federation 
be approved to indorse the boycott on F. Wal- 
pert & Co.'s mattress factory, for refusing to 
recognize the Union. 

Adopted. 



2. The request of the Lasters' Protective 
Union be approved for a continuance of the, 
boycott on the products of the shoe factory 
of John Mundell & Co., Philadelphia, for hos- 
tility to the Lasters' Union. 

Adopted. 

3. In the request of the Journeymen Bak- 
ers' National Union, to declare a boycott on 
the bakeries of S. S. Marvin & Co., Pittsburg, 
and the Cleveland Baking Co., Cleveland, 
Ohio, the committee recommend that the in- 
coming President notify affiliated unions of 
Pittsburg and Cleveland of the issuance of the 
boycott, with a request that assistance be ren- 
dered the journeymen bakers, in their strug- 
gle against these firms for ill treatment of 
employes and opposition to organized labor. 

Adopted and referred to the incoming Presi- 
dent. 

4. That the resolution of the Sailors' and 
Firemen's Union be approved to boycott the 
Cunard Steamship Company, for opposing 
union men and to request members of organ- 
ized labor to patronize the International and 
Inman steamship lines, which employ union 
men exclusively. 

Adopted. 

5. To indorse the trade-label of the Jour- 
neymen Tailors' National Union of America. 

Moved to add "and also the label of the 
Tailors* Progressive Union of America." Af- 
ter some debate the amendment was adopted. 
The original motion as amended was then 
agreed to. 

6. The request of the' International Typo- 
graphical Union to continue the boycott on 
the New York Tribune for employing non- 
union labor, was adopted. 

7. A resolution offered by Delegate Ogg 
requesting the purchase, by organized labor of 
union-label goods in preference to all others, 
was adopted. 

8. The request of the American Flint Glass- 
Workers Union to boycott the Rochester 
Tumbler Company, of Rochester, Pa., for hir- 
ing non-union labor, was adopted. 

9. The request of the United Saw-Makers 
Union of North America, to have union labor 
purchase the Richardson saw, the only saw 
manufactured by organized labor, was recom- 
mended favorably. 

On motion of Mr. Shields, the words **the 
Richardson saw, etc.," were stricken out and 
the following adopted: 

RESOLVED, That we endorse all union- 
made goods, and recommend that organized 
labor in purchasing saws give their patronage 
to the products of union labor. 
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10. In the request of the Boot and Shoe 
^Workers' National Union to boycott the shoe 
factories of C. T. Sampson & Co.» W. G. 
Cady & Co., and N. h* Milard & Co., and the 
appeal of the Union for financial aid, the 
committee would recommend that the boycott 
on the above firms be endorsed, and that the 
incoming President issue an appeal to the 
various affiliated unions to render the financial 
assistance required. 

Adopted, and referred to incoming Presi- 
dent. 

11. The request of ^he Journeymen Brew- 
ers' National Union to boycott New York 
Pool Beer receives the unanimous indorsement 
of the committee. The committee would also 
recommend that the attention of affiliated 
unions be called to the following non-union 
breweries : 

Anheuser-Busch Brewing Association, Wm. 
J. Lemp's Western Brewery, E. Wainright's 
Brewery, F. Heim's East St Irouis Brewery, 
Brinkwirth & Nolker, Lafayette Brewery, 
Klausmann.

Recommendation No. ii, as above reported, 
occasioned a prolonged debate as to the im- 
practicability of issuing numerous boycotts in 
such a lavish manner and in such a diffusive 
style. The general sentiments of the delegates 
was that instead of boycotting a score or more 
of breweries in a dozen different cities, it 
would be wiser to centre on a few leading 
breweries opposed to organized labor. Under 
this view of affairs, Mr. Kurzenknabe of the 
journeymen brewers, moved a substitute for 
the report of the committee, viz.: that organ- 
ized labor center its efforts against the fol- 
lowing breweries:

Pickle of St. Louis, as we are informed are 
using convict labor and bringing the product 
of the same into Pittsburg to be set up by 
union men and on union jobs to the great in- 
jury of trade unions and against the laws of 
the State of Pennsylvania, we beg the Ameri- 
can Federation to take some steps to stop this 
class of convict-made marble and slate work. 

Agreed to and referred to incoming Execu- 
tive Council. 

13. That the request of the Central Labor 
Union of Boston be approved, to indorse the 
Union Label of the Operafive Tailors of Bos- 
ton. 

Moved to non-concur. Amended to refer to 
incoming Executive Council. Amendment 
prevailed. 

14. The request of the Lasters' Protective 
Union to boycott the following shoe manufac- 
turers was approved: 

Ara Cushmann & Co., Auburn, Me. 
Baldwell & Libby, Richmond and Randolph, 
Me., and Lynn, Mass. 
Hamilton & Tapley, Boston, Mass. 
John Mundell & Co., Philadelphia,. Pa. 

15. The resolution offered by Delegate 
Kirchner indorsing the Brotherhood of Base- 
ball Players meets with the unanimous ap- 
proval of your committee. 

Adopted. 

16. The resolution offered by Delegate Del- 
abar asking that a boycott be placed upon the 
Fleischmann Compressed Yeast Co., has re- 
ceived the earnest consideration of your com- 
mittee. Your committee would also report that 
Mr. Fleischmann has appeared before it, and 
denied any knowledge of the charges con- 
tained in the resolution. Hence, in view of 
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the conflicting nature of the evidence your 
committee beg leave to refer the matter to the 
incoming Executive Council for further in- 
vestigation. 

Moved by Mr. Reed that the Convention 
non-concur in the report of the committee, 
and that Mr. Delabar's resolution be adopted 
as follows: 

WHEREAS, The firm of FIcischmann's 
Bakery, in New York, known as Fleischmann's 
Compressed Yeast Co., is now engaged in or- 
ganizing all capitalistic concerns for the pur- 
pose of demoralizing the Bakers' National 
Union, and 

WHEREAS, The firm of Fleischmann was 
instrumental in locking out over four hundred 
men in Brooklyn, N. Y., New York City and 
Newark, N. J., also in endeavoring to con- 
tinue in the same way throughout this coun- 
try; 

WHEREAS, The firm of Fleischmann is 
one of the greatest monopolies in this country, 
being extended all over the land and using 
their influence to control the entire baking in- 
dustry, also refusing; their employes the priv- 
ilege and personal right to join any labor or- 
ganization; therefore, be it 

RESOLVED, That the American Federa- 
tion of Labor herebv place a general boycott 
upon all products of tne firm of Fleischmann 
& Co., namely, known as Fleischmann & Co.'s 
compressed yeast, Be it further 

RESOLVED, To call upon all labor organ- 
izations throughout the United States and 
Canada, to do all in their power to get their 
friends and the public in general to let 
Fleischmann & Co. s compressea yeast alone. 

The above resolution was adopted after con- 
siderable discussion. 



Your Committee on Labels and Boycotts 
desires to reaffirm the sentiments expressed 
at the St. Louis Convention regarding union- 
made goods, and recommends that affiliated 
unions adopt some plan whereby members who 
persist in purchasing the products of scab 
labor can be properly disciplined.

Miscellaneous Matters. 



Apart from the regular official proceedings 
of the Boston Convention, several interesting 
features occurred to make the occasion mem- 
orable. . 

THE BANQUET AT THE AMERICAN 

HOUSE. 

The banquet at the American House, on 
Tuesday evening. December loth, 1889, was a 
complimentary dinner extended to the dele- 
gates and guests, by the city government of 
Boston, through the hands of the organized 
labor of that city. In this, Boston outdid its 
reputation for hospitality, and surpassed any 
feast ever g^ven to organized labor. 

There gathered about the bountifully laden 
and tastefully arranged tables, an assembly of 
about 150 persons. The tables were laid out 
in a "T" shape. 



In speaking of this banquet, the language 
of the Boston Herald may very properly be 
quoted, as descriptive of the gathering: 

The main corridor of the American House 
was crowded before 7 o'clock in the evening 
with vari colored badged figures, that pre- 
sented quite a formidable array of labor 
strength. Thev were stalwart figures for the 
most part, and they represented many depart- 
ments of actual industry: and they were sur- 
mounted in mose cases also by heads that had 
few silver locks. It was a gathering of strong 
men in the prime of life — men who impressed 
the casual beholder with an appreciation of the 
extensive influence that they wield. 

At the dinner President Gompers spoke, in 
answer to the toast, "The American Feaera- 
tion of Labor,'* of the earnest spirit that char- 
acterized the work of the delegates, and earn- 
estness is the word that gives the most com* 
prehensive and accurate idea of the impression 
which the manner of the delegates conveyed. 
There was none of the frivolous disposition 
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apiwrent that it sometimes manifested at con- 
vivial gatherings of fraternal organirations. 

Mr. Frank K. Foster acter as Toastmaster, 
and the exercises were interspersed by excel- 
lent speeches and by excellent vocal and in- 
strumental music. 

The toasts responded to were befitting the 
occasion. 

PRXSIDBNT GOMP8R8' AODRMS. 

'*The American Federation of Labor/* was 
responded to by President Samuel Gompers, 
who went briefly into the history, scope, work 
and value of the American Federation of 
Labor. We cannot refrain from publishing a 
portion of his address. 

In 1881, in the city of Pittsburg, said Mr. 
Gompers, the comer-stone of our present Fea- 
eration was laid, and there was organized what 
was then known as the Organized Federation 
of Trades and Labor Unions of the United 
States and Canada. The organization was 
ushered in with loud acclaim, with immense 
numbers, but in the next year an organized 
ana insidious antagonism, based upon supersti- 
tion and ignorance of the benefits, the ten- 
dencies and purposes of the labor movement, 
sought to crush out the life blood of the then 
young organization, so that, as the time went 
on year after year, it was gradually growing 
weaker and weaker. 

In 1884, in the city of Chicago, the rep- 
resentatives of the various trades unions af- 
filiated with the organization to which I refer, 
and which was the precursor of the American 
Federation of Labor, though only few in num- 
bers, sent out, heralding it over the world, 
the resolution t^at on May i, 1886. an attempt 
would be made to enforce the eight-hour day 
for the working people of America. (Ap- 
plause.) 

That resolution of that small body of men 
was Uken up and echoed and re-echoed from 
one comer of our country to the other, until 
it overwhelmed opposition, and beat down the 
barriers of those who would strangle the 
unions of our country. And on the day when 
that arrived there were more working people 
who were benefited by that resolution than 
by any one other act that has ever been done 
by the working people of the whole world. 
(Great applause.) 

Pardon me if here a moment I digress. It 
is popularly believed that the eight-hour move- 
ment of 1886 was a complete failure, I ask 
your attention just for a moment, in order that 
I may demonstrate, in a very few words, how 
absurd that statement is. You know, as well 
as I can tell you. and you need but have your 
attention called to it Do you know of any 
one trade in which the working people are 



working as many hours to-day as they did be- 
fore May I, 1886. (Hear, hear, and cries of 
"That's right I") 

Look even not at skilled, but at so-called 
unskilled laborers. (2ar drivers and conduct- 
ors, notwithstanding that they have been 
beaten by the corporations, do not work as 
many hours as they did before May i, 1886. 
(Applause.) Men now work from ten to 
eleven hours a day, and in a few instances 
twelve hours a day, where formerly their hours 
were sixteen and eighteen for six days in the 
week, and on one day they worked nearl); 
twenty-four hours. Look at the brewery work- 
men, at our laborers of every kind, at our 
skilled workmen, and you will find that even 
in commercial life the same change has oc- 
curred — that even* storekeepers close earlier 
than they did prior to 1886. 

All the efforts of combination, all the efforts 
at the channels by which thought can be trans- 
mitted — were used to poison and mislead the 
mind of the working people upon the outcome 
of that movement, and I say that the credit 
due to the Federation of the Labor Unions of 
the United States and Canada has not yet 
been given to it, and the history of that epi- 
sode must some day be written and the honor 
accorded to the Federation. (Applause.) 

Then it became weaker and weaker as an 
organization, until there was one level blow at- 
tempted to be struck at the trade unions in 
wholesale; and, in grand response on the part 
of the men who were true to their organiza- 
tion, a conference was called, and the venue 
was changed for the holding of the convention 
of that organization to which I referred, and 
in Columbus, December, 1886, we fotmd both 
the trades tmions outside the Federation and 
the trades unions affiliated with the Federa- 
tion jointly meeting, and the breath of life 
was thus breathed into the straggling ranks, 
and the American Federation of Labor was 
bom to the world. (Applause.) 

From that time forward the record of the 
organization is well known to you. Starting 
as we did, with not $100 in our treasury, we 
laid the foundations of our organization, so 
strongly, so immutably, that we built possibly 
grander than we knew. (Applause.) 

The strength of the American Federation of 
Labor lies in recognition of the fact that the 
trade unions are the organization, whose mis- 
sion it is to improve the condition of labor for 
the present, and to secure the final emancipa- 
tion of labor in the future. (Loud applause.) 

We recognize that the trades unions are the 
best qualified to decide upon trade disputes 
between themselves and their employers; that 
it is not meet or intelligent, that it is not 
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progreu and does not bring the best results 
when the grocery storekeeper proposes to dis- 
cuss how many pairs of shoes a man Jhall 
wear. ( AinUansr > 

We want in trade disputes no potmd of 
advice and a pennyworth of assistance, but 
rather a pennyworth of advice and a pound 
of assistance. (Hear, hear, and applause.) 
We feel for our brothers and sisters of labor; 
we expect to build slowly, yet grandly, so that 
when one member of the family of organized 
wording people is attacked, the whole army, 
the grand army of labor, shall respond with 
their sympathy and their dollars. (Loud ap- 
plause.) 

mXMAKKS Of SKNATOK HOWAEO. 

Senator "Bob" Howard of the Mule Spin- 
ners' Union of Fall River, Mass., responded 
to the toast, "The Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts.** His remarks were replete with 
evidence of the good accomplished by labor 
organizations and of the excellent labor law» 
adopted by the State of Massachusetts. He 
alluded to the fact that in 1883, the Federa- 
tion had donated him $100 to make an agita- 
tion to secure labor legislation in Rhode 
Island, Maine and New Hampshire, and in 
two years thereafter ten-hour laws had been 
placed on the statute boo^ of the three 
States mentioned, and laws limiting the age 
of child-labor had been enacted. He spoke 
strongly in favor of the eight-hour day and 
assured the delegates that the old "Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts,*' would not be be- 
hind hand in the great movement for reduced 
hours of toil. 

assFONSE OP p. J. M'cuimx. 

Mr. P. J. McGuire replied to the sentiment 
"Hew to the line — let Che chips fall where 
they may." He caused considerable amuse* 
ment by his remarks, and his broad sallies of 
sarcasm were greeted with peals of applause 
and laughter. He referred to the change 
from the past, when labor agitators were a 
much despised class, often without a dinner 
or a meal. Now they have mayors and gov- 
ernors to welcome them when assembled in 
convention, and banquets in honor of the 
movement. 

He made a strong and fervid appeal to 
the delegates to push on the eight-hour move- 
ment and take decisive action in its favor. 

"From the East to the Pacific coasf,'* said 
he, "the workers are taking up the joyous 
refrain of 'eight hours for work, eight hours 
for rest and eight hours for what you will.* 
This movement rests for its support and 



strength not on poUtcians. It rirjmiii for its 
strength on the wo df ttiwnsrlTes. 

''We shall hew to the lin^" he said, "and 
the line we should hew to is the trade union 
line. (Laughter and applause.) We have 
hewed to that line and made that line dis- 
tinct, squared up the comers and cut off 
many chips. At the last convention we cut 
off the eight hour chip, and we are carrying 
that chip on our shoulder, and do not pro- 
pose to have it knoclced off by any man who 
carries a 9 i-a hour chip." (Wild applause 
and laughter.) The speaker went on to re- 
fer to the increasing distinctness of the trades 
union line, and to the encouraging growth of 
the Federation. 

He declared the "carpenters to be in &vor 
of ei^t hours, from San Francisco to Vic- 
toria in British Columbia, and from Bunker 
Hill along through the Middle Sutes. It is 
essentially a labor movement, and not one in 
which they needed to look to the farmers to 
help them on." (Great laughter.) 

8P88CH OP JOHN 8. KIlCHMta. 

The toast "The blue label— long may it 
stick,** was responded to by Mr. John Kirch- 
ner. He reminded workingmen that it was 
their duty to. protect their interests, not only 
as producers, but also as consumers, and held 
that no man ought to buy a product which was 
not stamped with the insignia of honest labor. 
(Applause.) The speaker, while alluding 
especially to the cigar label, defended the use 
of honest labels in every trade. (Renewed 
applause.) 

OTHBl TOASTS AND SPEAKSBS. 

Robert Y. Ogg, of Detroit, Mich., repre- 
senting the I. T. U., spoke on "The art pre- 
servative of arts,'* in response to the toast. 
He reviewed briefly, the organization and 
work of the printers' trade union, and made 
felicitous statements of the spirit that has 
prevailed in the printers* unions. 

George W. Reid of the Sailors* and Fire- 
men's International Union, dwelt on "Those 
who go down to the sea in ships." 

The toasts thereafter, which were necessarily 
responded to briefly, were: 

"Labor Cranks," response by Joseph La- 
badie, Detroit Trades' Council. 

"The Modem Tubal Cains.** response by F. 
M. Shaffer. A. A. of I. and S. Workers. 

"Our Western guests — may they find Bos- 
ton hospitality acceptable,'* response by J. L. 
Vaughan, Denver. 

"The necessity of a closer relationship be- 
tween the buyer ana seller of labor," response 
by N. P. Gilman. 
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"Boston Central Labor Union — always to 
the front in labor reform/' response by Presi- 
dent J. G. Clinkard. 

''Carpenters' district council — bound for 
ei^t hours, 2^y i, 1890/' response by Presi- 
dent Hugh McKay. 

"The Amalgamated Building Trades' Coun- 
cil — may its foundation never rock/* response 
by President Burt E. Stone. 

^^ Boston Common Councilmen — not as black 
as they are painted," response by Councilman 
Charles I. Chance. 

The crowning speech of the evening was the 
labor benediction pronounced by the labor vet- 
eran, Geo. E. McNeill of Boston. He re- 
viewed the labor question in a masterly way, 
and in commenting on Mr. Gilman's proposi- 
tion to have a system of profit-sharing be- 
tween woHdngmen and employers, Mr. Mc- 
Neill asserted that the trade-tmion movement 
meant the continued advancement of labor, 
until eventually labor would have all the pro- 
fits of its tail and there would be no sharing 



with the idlers of what labor should have as 
its own. 

The banquet closed very pleasantly at a late 
hour. 



On Wednesday evening, December i^, an 
eig^t-hour mass meeting was held in Faneuil 
Hall, Boston, and in Worcester, Mass., a 
labor parade and immense mass meeting in 
Mechanics' Hall was held the same night. 
The two demonstrations exchanged telegrams 
of greeting, and delegates to the Convention 
were the speakers. 



On December 13th, a meeting of the Sail- 
ors and Firemen of Boston Harbor was held, 
and a union was formed, which is prospering 
splendidly. 

On Friday night, December 14th, a ban- 
quet and ball tendered by the labor organixa- 
tions of Boston was given the delegates at 
Odd FeUows' HalL 



Meeting of the Executive Gxindl* 



Boston, Dec. 14, 1889. 

Shortly after the close of the Convention 
of the American Federation of Labor at 10:40 
P. M., the Executive Council met in the 
American House. President Gompers in the 
chair, and all members of the Council were 
present. The following business was dis- 
posed of: 

Three thousand copies of the Proceedings 
were ordered to be printed, to be sold at ten 
cents per copy. 

A delegation of the Boot and Shoe Work- 
ers, Messrs. Skefl&ngton and Lyons, were 
given a hearing cm the necessity for immediate 
financial aid to the locked-out shoe-workers 
of North Adams, Mass. It was decided by 
the Council to issue a circular appeal in be- 
lialf of the North Adams shoe-workers. 

On motion, it was ordered that a new set 
of financial Ikx^Ws be procured to date from 



December i, 1889, from the beginning of the 
term of Secretary Evans. 

Ex-Secretary McGuire was authorized to 
prepare the Proceedings of the Convention 
for publication, and to send prooH to the 
General Office in New York. 

The bill of Committee on Eight-Hour Ad- 
dress, for room rent, $6.50, was ordered paid. 

The sum of $40 was appropriated to Hugh 
McGregor, for time, railroad fare, etc, for 
attendance at Convention as messenger and 
clerk. 

Ordered, that Jbhn S. Kirchner take charge 
of the General Office until December 18th, 
owing to the absence of President Gompers on 
a lecturing tour in Vermont up to that date. 

Ordered, that an office-boy be emplojred at 
a salary not to exceed $5 per week.

CONSTITUTION 



OF THE 



AMERICAN FEDERATION OF LABOR 



PRBAMBLB. 

WHEREAS, A struggle is going on in all 
the nations of the civilized world, between 
the oppressors and the oppressed of all coun-. 
tries, a struggle between the Capitalist and 
the Laborer, which grows in intensity from 
year to year, and will work disastrous results 
to the toiling millions if they are not com- 
bined for mutual protection and benefit: 

It therefore behooves the representatives of 
the Trades and Labor Unions of America, in 
Convention assembled, to adopt such measures 
and disseminate such principles among the 
mechanics and laborers of our country as will 
permanently unite them to secure the recog- 
nition of the rights to which they are justly 
entitled. 

We therefore declare ourselves in favor of 
the formation of a thorough Federation, em- 
bracing every Trade and Labor organization 
in America, organized under the trade union 
system of the organization. 

CONSTITUTION. 

Artzcls I. — Namr. 

This association shall be known as "The 
American Federation, of Labor,*' and shall 
consist of such Trade and Labor Unions as 
shall conform to its rules and regulations. 

Articls II. — Objects. 

Section i. The objects of this Federation 
shall be the encouragement and formation of 
Local Trade and Labor Unions, and the closer 
federation of such societies through the or- 
ganization of Central Trade and Labor 
Unions in every city, and the further com- 
bination of such bodies into State, Territorial 
or Provincial organizations, to secure legisla- 
tion in the interest of the working masses. 

Sec. 2, The establishment of National and 
International Trade Unions, based upon a 
strict recognition of the autonomy of each 
trade, and the promotion and advancement of 
such bodies. 



Sec. 3. An American Federation of all Na- 
tional and International Trade Unions, to aid 
and assist each other; and, furthermore, to 
secure National Legislation in the interest of 
the working people, and influence public opin- 
ion, by peaceful and legal methods, in favor 
of organized labor. 

Sec. 4. To aid and encourage the labor 
press of America. 

Article III. — Convention. 

Section i. The Convention of the Federa- 
tion shall meet annually at 10 A. M., on the 
second Monday in December, at such place as 
the delegates have selected at the preceding 
convention. 

Sec. 2. At the opening of the Convention, 
the President shall take the chair and call the 
Convention to order, and preside during its 
sessions. 

Sec. 3. The following -committees, consist- 
ing of five members each, shall be appointed 
by the President: ist, Credentials; 2d, Rules 
and Order of Business; 3d, Report of Presi- 
dent; 4th, Report of Secretary; 5th, Resolu- 
tions; 6th, Laws; 7th, Organization; 8th, 
Labels and Boycotts; 9th, Grievances; loth. 
Local or Federated bodies. 

Sec. 4. The Executive Cotmcil shall have 
the power to, appoint from the delegates-elect 
to the Convention three delegates, who shall 
compose an Auditing Committee, and this 
committee shall meet at the place for holding 
the Convention, three days prior to the con> 
vention. and they shall audit the accounts of 
the Federation for the preceding twelve 
months. The expenses of said committee 
shall be paid out of the funds of the Federa- 
tion. 

Article IV. — Representation. 

Section i. The basis of representation in 
the Convention shall be: From National or 
International Unions for less than four 
thousand members one delegate, for four 
thousand or more, two delegates; eight thous- 
and or more, three delegates; sixteen thous- 
and or more, four delegates; thirty-two thous- 
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and or more, five delegates, and so on; and 
from each Local or District Trade organira* 
tion or federated body, not connected with, 
or having a National or International head, 
affiliated with this Federation, one delegate. 
The delegates shall be elected at least two 
weeks previous to the annual Convention ot 
the A. F. of L., and the names of such dele- 
gates shall be forwarded to the Secretary of 
this body immediately after their election. 

Sec. 2. Questions may be decided by divi- 
sion or a show of hands, but if a call of the 
roll is demanded by one-tenth of the dele- 
gates present, each delegate shall cast one 
vote for every one hundred members, or ma- 
jor fraction thereof, he represents; but no 
City or State Federation shall be allowed more 
than one vote. The Secretary shall prepare 
for use of the Convention printed poll lists, 
containing the number of votes the delegates 
from National and International Unions are 
entitled to, based upon the last reports made 
to the office of the Federation. 

Sec. 3. No organization which has seceded 
or has been suspended or expelled fromr any 
National or International organization con- 
nected with the Federation shall be allowed a 
representation or recognition in this Federa- 
tion. 

Sec. 4. No organization shall be entitled to 
representation unles such organization has ap- 
plied for and obtained a certificate of affilia- 
tion at least one month prior to the Con- 
vention, from the President of the Federation. 

Sec. 5. No Central Labor Union or City or 
State Federation of Labor or any other cen- 
tral body of delegates shall admit to their 
councils delegates from any local organization 
that owes its allegiance to any other body. 
National or Intematiotial, not connected with 
this Federation, or hostile to any affiliated or- 
ganization or that has been suspended, or ex- 
pelled by a National or International or- 
ganization of their trade, under penalty of 
being denied representation in general con- 
ventions of this Federation. 

Sec. 6. When a Local, National or Interna- 
tional Trade Union shall send to a convention 
a delegate who is not a bona-fide craftsman 
of the trade he represents on the face of his 
credential, said Union shall also send a state- 
ment to that effect to the convention stating 
the fact and giving reasons therefor. 

Abticls V. — Oppicers. 

Section i. The officers of the Federation 
shall consist of a President, two Vice-Presi- 
dents, a Secretary, and a Treasurer, to bo 
elected by the Convention, who shall consti- 
tute an Executive Council. 



Sec. 2. Should a vacncy in any office occur 
between the annual meetings of the Conven- 
tion, such vacancy shall be filled by the Presi- 
dent of the Federation, by and with the con- 
sent of the Executive Council. When a va- 
cancy occurs in the office of President, the 
Vice-Presidents shall succeed in their respect- 
ive order. 

Sec. 3. The President and Secretary shall 
be members of the succeeding Convention in 
case they are not delegates, but without vote. 

Sec. 4. All elective officers shall be mem- 
bers of a local organization connected with the 
American Federation of Labor. 

Sec. 5. The terms of the officers of the 
American Federation of Labor shall expire on 
the first day of January succeeding the con- 
vention. 

Articub VI. — Duties or Officers. 

Section 1. It shall be the duty of the Presi- 
dent to preside at all general Conventions; to 
take general supervision of the Federation 
throughout its jurisdiction; to publish a quar- 
terly circular on February 28th, May 31st, 
August 2 1 St, and November 30th, of each 
year; to sign all official documentsj to travel, 
with the consent of the Executive Council, 
whenever required, in the interests of the 
Federation; to submit to the Secretary, at the 
end of each month, an itemized account of all 
moneys, traveling and incidental, expended by 
him in the interest of the Federation; and at 
the end of his term of office he shall report 
his acts and doings to the annual Convention 
of the Federation. The President, if not a 
delegate, shall have the casting vote in case of 
a tie, but shall not vote at other times. He 
shall be required to devote all his time to the 
interests of the Federation. He shall call 
meetings of the Executive Council, when 
necessary, and shall preside over all their de- 
liberations, and he shall receive for his ser- 
vices such sum as the annual conventions may 
determine, payable weekly. 

Sec. 2. In case of a vacancy in the office 
of President, by death or other cause, the 
Vice-President shall perform all the duties of 
the President, as stated in Section i of this 
Article. 

Sec. 3. The duties of the Secretary shall be 
to take charge of all books, papers and effects 
of the general office; to conduct the corre- 
spondence pertaining to his office; to furnish 
the elective officers with the necessary station- 
ery; to convene and act as secretary of the 
annual Convention, and furnish to the com- 
mittee on credentials at each convention a 
statement of the financial standing of each af- 
filiated body with the Federation; to keep all 
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Akticle IX. — RevsNus. 

Section i. The revenue of the Federation 
shall be derived as follows: From Interna- 
tional and National Trade Unions a per cap- 
ita tax of one-fourth of one cent per member 
per month; from Local Trade Unions and 
Federal Unions, one cent per member per 
month; and i€rom Central Labor Unions of 
City and State Federated bodies, $25 per an- 
num. All moneys shall be payable to the 
Secretary of the Federation. 

Sec. 2. Delegates shall not be entitled to a 
seat in this Federation unless the tax of their 
organization, as provided for in Section i of 
this Article, has been paid in full. 

Sec. 3. Any organization affiliated with this 
Federation not paying its per capita tax on 
or before the 15th of each month, shall be 
notified of the fact by the Secretary of the 
Federation, and if at the end of three months 
it is still in arrears, it shall become suspended 
from membership in the Federation, and can 
only be reinstated by vote of the Convention, 
when such arrearages are paid in full. 

Sec. 4. Whenever the revenue of the Fed- 
eration shall warrant such action, the Execu- 
tive Council shall authorize the sending out 
of Trade Union speakers, from place to place, 
in the interests of the Federation. 

Sec. 5. The remuneration for loss of time 
by members of the Executive Council or 
speakers engaged by them shall be $3.50 per 
day and traveling and hotel expenses. 

AlTlCUt X. — MlSCSLLAMXOUS. 

Section i. The Executive Council shall have 
power to make rules to govern matters not In 
conflict with this Constitution or the consti- 



tution of affiliated Unions, and shall report 
accordingly to the Federation. 

Sec. 2. Certificates of affiliation shall be 
granted by the President of the Federation, 
by and with the consent of the Executive 
Council, to all National and International 
Unions and local bodies affiliated with this 
Federation. 

Sec. 3. Any seven wage workers of one 
trade of good character, and favorable to 
Trade Unions, and not members of any body 
affiliated with this Federation, who will sub- 
scribe to this Constitution, shall have the 
power to form a local body, to be known as 
a "Federal Labor Union,'* and they shall hold 
regular meetings for the purpose of strength- 
ening and advancing the Trades Union move- 
ment, and shall have the power to make their 
own rules in conformity with this Constitu- 
tion, and shall be granted a local certificate 
by the president of this Federation, provided 
the request for a certificate be endorsed by the 
nearest Local or National Trades Union of- 
ficials connected with this Federation. 

Sec. 4. The certificate fee for affiliated bod- 
ies shall be $5, payable to the Secretary of the 
Federation, and which shall accompany the 
application. 

Sec. 5. Where there are one or more Local 
Unions in any city, belonging to the National 
or International Union, affiliated with this 
Federation, they may organize a Trades As- 
sembly or Central Labor Union, or join such 
body, if already in existence. 

Articu XI. — Amendmcnts. 

This Constitution can be amended or al- 
tered only at a regular session of the Con- 
vention, and to do so it shall require a two- 
thirds vote.

FIRST DAY— Morning Session. 



Clawson's Hall» 
Detroit, Mich., Dec. 8, 1890. 

The Tenth Annual Convention of the 
American Federation of I^bor was called to 
order at Clawson's Hall, Detroit, Mich., on 
the morning of December 8, 1890, with Presi- 
dent Gompers in the chair and Chris Evans, 
5ecretary. 

President Gompers ascended the platform 
and asked for the attention of the delegates 
present. Tables and writing materials had 
been placed about the hall, and the delegates 
grouped themselves around them. As soon as 
quiet was obuined, Mr. Francis Fildew 
stepped forward and introduced Mr. Thomas 
M. Dolan, President of the Trades Council in 
this city. Mr. Dolan expressed his pleasure 
at seeing the Convention assembled in De- 
troit, and introducing Acting Mayor S. A. 
Griggs, announced that that gentleman would 
formally extend to the visitors a welcome to 
Detroit Mr. Griggs explained to the Con- 
vention that he had had but a few moment's 
notice of the Mayor's absence and had not 
prepared any remarks. He, however, ex- 
pressed his appreciation of the importance of 
the business of the Federation and wishes 
that they might be guided to wise actions in 
their deliberations. He declared it a pleasure 
to welcome them to Detroit, but added that 
they had come at the worst possible season 
to see the beauties of the city. He com- 
mended the great work before the American 
working people, and welcomed the delegates 
in the name of the mayor (who was com- 
pelled to leave the city owing to severe illness 
in his family) to the great city of Detroit 



with all its privileges and the hospitality of its 
people. 

Mr. Dolan then addressed the Convention, 
giving a running sketch of the history of 
Trades Unions in Detroit. <^c said Detroit 
was a seat for Trades Unions, was the found- 
ing place of the old I,abor Union Party, and 
that there were now about thirty liw unions 
connected with the Trades Council of the 
city. He reviewed the trials and struggles of 
that body to aid the wage-workers to main- 
tain the principles of labor aloft. How essen- 
tial it was to always keep in touch with the 
interest of the toilers in order to earn and 
deserve their confidence, to attain material 
and moral improvements in their condition. 
He concluded by suggesting a per capita tax on 
the half million members of the order, to be 
used as a strike fund for the support during 
strikes for an eight-hour day. 

President Gompers responded, and on be- 
half of the delegates returned thanks for the 
very kind and cordial welcome tendered 
them. In the course of his remarks he said: 

W« understand, or believe we do, the dif- 
ficulties which surround us in this great strug- 
gle of ours. We understand that there are 
obstructions to be overcome. ^We know that 
deep-seated ignorance and prejudices must be 
fought. And we also know that it is only 
through our own acts and our own expres- 
sions that we can overcome these obstructions 
and live down these prejudices; that through 
our own unity only can we achieve victory. 
There have, in all great movements in the his- 
tory of the world, been rallying words and 
watchwords which tended to raise the down- 
hearted and cheer the weary toilers. Upon a 
memorable occasion in the dark hours of the 
Revolution for Independence one of these was: 
"This is the time that tries men's souls.*' 
Another at a critical period was: "Put none 
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but Americans on guard to-niffht.*' Laler, 
during the great struggle to tree the black 
man and to sunder tne shackles from his 
wrists, a crisis arose* when a command was 
given which touched the hearts of the people 
and restored confidence along tlie line, tor 
"Michigan's on guard to-night.'* So sav I to 
you in this the greatest contest of the human 
family for justice and right, "Put none but 
Union men on guard." We have a hard row 
to hoe, a hard struggle to meet. We have 
also a grand end in view. To the attainment 
of that end the best impulses of our beings go 
forth, and its accomplishment calls for the 
best efforts of which the human race is capable. 
We know what we want and we know how to 
go about to get it. We are practical in our 
plans and deserve the support of all mankind. 



What we propose to do is to go our owiv way 
and to do the best we can to attain the great- 
est good for the greatest number, keeping in 
view that |>ermanent amelioration and the Bnal 
"emancipation of the working classes must be 
achieved by the working classes themselves.'* 

Mr. Gompers concluded by again returning 

the thanks of all for the welcome accorded 

them, after which the President declared the 

Convention open for business, and appointed 

the following Committee on Credentials:

On motion a recess was taken until two 

o'clock P. M. 



FIRST DAY— Afternoon Session- 



The Convention was called to order at 2 
o*clock P. M., with President Gompers in the 
chair. 

The Committee on Credentials not being 
ready to report, Mr. Prank K. Poster moved 
that some time be devoted to hearing a report 
of the condition of the trades unions and the 
movements in the localities represented by the 
delegates present. The timely advantage of 
Mr. Poster's suggestion was taken, and a gen- 
eral call was made for him to give his views 
on the situation which was cheerfully com- 
plied with. 

Mr. Adam Menche, of Denver, was next 
called upon by the chair to give his views on 
the situation in the West. After which the 
Committee on Credentials made their report as 
follows:

Mr. John B. Lennon moved that the re- 
port be received and delegates seated. Agreed 
to. 

After considerable discussion on the cre- 
dentials of J. P. Willard, of the Brotherhood 
of Painters and Decorators, his admission as 
a delegate was refused on the grounds that 
the National Union had not authorized him to 
act as their delegate. 



The seating of Mr. S. M. Chilton was on 
motion refused, owing to the union not hav- 
ing a charter in accordance with the constitu- 
tion, on a division vote of 7 for and 73 
against 

" The credentials of Mr. Lucien Sanial, as a 
delegate from the Central Labor Federation 
of New York City was next considered. 
^On motion by Mr. John McBride that Mr. 
Sanial be allowed the privilege of the floor 
for the purpose of explaining his case to the 
Convention. Amended to refer the question 
back to the coiomittee on credentials for a 
written report Amendment withdrawn. 
' Frank Foster moved to amend to refer the 
subject matter to a special committee of five. 

At this stage of the proceedings Governor 
Luce entered the hall and was introduced to 
the President, who requested the discontinu- 
ance of the debate and presented Governor 
Luce to the Convention. The Governor ex- 
pressed his pleasure at greeting the assembly 
and his regret at the mistake by which he had 
arrived so late. He said that he was heartily 
in accord with the labor movement; in fact he 
was a member of one of the earliest labor 
organizations himself. He had labored all his 
life up to his ascendency to the gubernatorial 
scat, four years ago. He went on to review 
his labors; how he had gone into the woods a 
young man and penetrating to the wilds had 
cleared his own farm and built a small cabin. 

"Then," he said, "as my next step, I mar- 
ried the best girl in the world, and we to- 
gether built and furnished our home.'* 

He could get no further for the cheers that 
rang through the room. 

It was several moments before the applause 
died down so that he could resume. When 
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he could, he said, with a pleased expression, 
"Every word I said is true, and I meant it." 
This brought another storm of applause. The 
Governor concluded by welcoming them heart* 
ily and expressing again his sympathy. 

President Gompers responded fittingly. The 
Governor's earnest remarks had moved the en- 
tire Assembly, and the President assured 
Governor Luce that, although he had heard 
many formal addresses of welcome, it had 
never been his pleasure to listen to one which 
pleased him more, or of the earnestness of 
which he was more certain than the present 
one, and he again and again expressed his ap- 
preciation of the Governor's good will. Gov- 
ernor Luce again adddressed a few remarks 
to the meeting, and then requested to be ex- 
cused, being overrun with business at the close 
of his term. 

After the Governor's departure the discus- 
sion upon the amendment was resumed. 

After a very spirited debate Mr. Sweeny 
moved the previous question. 

Delegate Poster raised the point of order 
that no one had seconded the motion. The 
point of order was well taken and discussion 
again followed on the J. McBride motion 
which was then agreed to by a vote of 47 for 
and 33 against. 

Mr. Saniel then took the floor and ex- 
plained bis position by reading a statement 
prepared for that purpose. 



Ue said substantially that his mission 
not to disrupt but to tender his co-operation. 
That the C. L. F. organired Feb. 12, 1889* 
obtained a charter from the American Feder- 
ation of Labor, that thev again sent delegates 
to the N. Y. Central Labor Union and ceased 
to meet for a time, but no resolution was 
passed surrendering the charter. This unity 
of the C. L. F. and the C L. U. he regretted 
to say was not lasting, and the organizations 
formerly constituting the C. L. F. resumed 
the weekly sessions. One of the first acts of 
Secretary Bohm was to call upon Henry Em- 
rich, one of the trustees for the charter which 
had been left in his hands for safe-keeping.* 
that having been referred by Mr. Emrich to 
President Gompers, to whom the charter had 
been surrendered. That President Gompers 
stated the charter had been surrendered and 
application for a new one would have to be 
made; that an appeal was taken to Executive 
Council which sustained President Gompers 
position. 

The C. L F. then made application for a 
new charter. President Gompers wrote that 
inasmuch is »hc N. Y. American Section of 
the Socialist Labor Party was part of the C. 
L. F. it was sufficient reason for not granting 
a charter in a central body of Trade Unions, 
and the matter was left to the decision of thif 
convention. Sanial held that the Socialist 



Labor Party was not a political partv as un- 
derstood by workingmen, hence ought to hfi 
admitted in a central body of the An*ericaa 
Federation of Labor; He stated that the S. 
L. P. was represented in the Baltimore Fed- 
eration of Labor, holding a charter from the 
Federation. He held that this was a prece- 
dent. He argued that the political character of 
the S. L. P. was not so understood in Ger- 
many, France and Austria where the Trade 
Unions are the creation and branches of the 
Socialist Labor Party, nor in England where 
the Socialists organized numbers of Trade 
Unions, where the Socialists have overcome the 
conservatism of corrupt leaders, f/ho were 
bending the knee to the liberab and tories ot 
England. There were great difiFerences be- 
tween their plutocratic purposes and the S. L. 
P. That the S. L. P. is now organizing 
Trade Unions, and claimed that the S. L. P. 
was a bona fide labor organization and ought 
to have a charter. 

Delegate Sullivan moved that when the con- 
vention adjourns it meet to-morrow morning 
at 9 o'clock. 

^Agreed to. 
'Mr. Morgan moved that Mr. Sanial be ad- 
mitted as a delegate. The President ruled 
the motion out of order on the ground that no 
charter had been granted to the organization 
Mr. Sanial represented. 

Delegate Morgan moved that the decision 

/ ot the Executive Council in refusing to return 

A the original charter to the Central Labor Fed- 

\ eration of New York be reversed. 

^ The motion was ruled out of order ,on the 

ground that the Convention was not yet fully 

nor properly organized. 

Delegate John McBride then moved to post- 
pone further consideration of the question un- 
til after the reports of the officers had been 
received, when immediate action should be 
taken on the question. 

Delegate Foster moved to amend that the 
entire subject matter be referred to a com- 
mittee of five. The motion to amend was 
ruled out of order. 

Delegate Morgan then moved as an amend- 
ment that the question be referred to a spe- 
cial committee, of five, said committee to re- 
port before 12 o'clock to-morrow. 

The question being asked by Delegate Dil- 
lon, whether the convention could act on the 
question after the Executive Council had al- 
ready decided the question, the chair ruled 
that he thought the Convention could take ac- 
tion, since it was the superior of the Executive 
Council. Delegate Morgan's motion was then 
agreed to. 

President Gompers and Secretary Evans 
I .en made their reports, as follows:

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PRESIDENT GOMPERS' REPORT. 
Delegates to the Tenth Annual Convention of the American Federation of I«abor: 

Fellow Wage-Workers. — Pursuant to the requirements of our constitution* we meet to-day 
aoain in annual conclave as the representatives of the bona fide labor organizations — the Trade 
Unions of this Continent We meet to review the past and to take counsel of and with each 
other as to the best course to be pursued, not to bolster up or to further the purposes of an 
individual or a few, but to promote and advance the great cause which engrosses the interests 
of the whole wage-earning class; which seeks to make Uie destiny of the working men and 
women brighter and their ourdens lighter, and to throw an arm of protection around the young 
and innocent children. - In endeavoring to carry on this work we are met by opposition on many 
sides. We have the opposition of interested antagonists who recognize in the success of our 
movement a diminution in their rates or profit or interest, a curb to their avarice and greed. 
There are those who, failing to comprehend the economic, politic and social tendencies of t^ 
Trade Union movement, regard it is entirely "too slow," **too conservative," and desire to hurl 
it headlong into a path which, while struggling and hoping for the end, will leave us stranded 
and losing the practical and beneficial results of our efforts. I maintain that the working peo- 
ple are in too great a need of immediate improvements in their condition to allow them to forego 
them in the endeavor to devote their entire energies to an end however beautiful to contem- 
plate. I maintain further, that the achievement of present practical improvements for the toil- 
ers places them on so much vantap;e ground gained and renders them more capable to deal with 
the various problems it is their mission to sonre. In the language of that foremost of economic 
and social tninkers, Ira Steward, "The way out of the wage sjrstem is through higher wages, 
resultant only from shorter hours.*' In working upon this line it is not necessary to -oppose 
any school of thought upon the labor problem, but to carry out the solemn duties imposed^ upon 
us is imperative. 

At several of our previous conventions I called attention to the necessity of avoiding as far 
as possible all controversial questions, and to concentrate our whole efforts upon such as we 
are most agreed. That such a course is most calculated to achieve the greatest success for the 
working people the past year has demonstrated by the 

tICHT-ROUS MOVXICENT. 

When the last Convention adjourned and the delejgates returned to their respective homes, 
the great movement ohtlined had to be put into execution. There is no period during my more 
than twenty-five years' conniption with the labor movement that I can remember having been 
inactive; but since the Boston Convention my energies, both mental and phvsical, were strained 
to their utmost. To combat our avowed and covert enemies, to encourage the weak, to urge on 
the unwilling and to secure the means to conduct the campaign and contest, was a task I trust 
the future has no repetition for me. The press and platform were utilized to the greatest 
possible extent, in order to place our position fairly and fearlessly before the whole people. A 
number of special or«Einizers were appointed to address meetings all over the country. Blanks 
were issued to the affiliated organizations to obtain statistical information upon their condition, 
and readness to make the demand for the enforcement of the eight-hour workday. May ist. 1890. 
I called the Executive Council together several times for consultation and aavice, and after 
great deliberation, on March 17th, selected the United Brotherhood of Carpenters and Joiners 
of America to make the first demand. The organization in question responded with alacritv to 
the Executive Council's decision, and of its own accord put a number of lecturers in the field. 
The call for the assessments was ordered, and the entire machinery of the organizations put into 
motion to secure the best possible results. Evervthing was in readiness for the movement to 
begin, and required but the courage and the manhood to bring ultimate victory. 

Of the immediate results of the movement I prefer to quote Secretary P. J. McGuire's 
official report to the Convention of the Brotherhood of Carpenters, held in Chicago last August. 
Among other things he says: "A summary of the situation shows that the trade movement for 
shorter hours among the carpenters this season has been successful in 137 cities, and it has 
benefited 46,107 workmen in that trade, and countless others in every branch of the building 
trades have also been the gainers." Not only among the carpenters and the building trades, 
but in almost every trade and calling the movement was taken up and fought to a successful 
termination. 

Prom statistical blanks issued within the past two months to the Trade Unions. I learn 
that there are few trades or callings throughout the whole country that have not obtained a 
reduction in the hours of their labor, or an increase in their wages. In some, where formerly 
it had been held that the enforcement of the Eight-Hour rule was entirely incompatible with the 
interests of the industry, notably among the iron and steel workers; a few of the largest concerns 
have made a test of the three-shifts system vrith entire success. 

There is no question but that the near future is bright for the eight-hour movement, if the 
organized wage-workers will but concentrate their efforts upon its achievement. 

I am fully aware that the establishment of the eight-hour work-day will not be the end of the 
efforts of the working people for economic and social improvements and reform, and that many 
things demand our attention in the meantime; yet the great good a substantial reduction in the 
hours of labor will bring to the toilers of our country, the hundreds of thousands it will save 
from poverty and degradation will clear tlK; path and orepare the working people to see the 
wrongs and injustices practiced upon them in subtle and ingenious ways. 

This movement of ours finds a responsive chord in the hearts and minds of the overworked 
and unemployed. It is at once a watchword and a rallying cry which will enable the men and 
women of our time, and make the progress and civilization of the future more secure. I there^ 
fore fervently hope that this convention will continue to carry on this battle for a shorter work- 
day until victory is assured, and eight hours inscribed upon the banners of the Trade Unions of 
our country as a limitation of a day's work. 
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THE NXXT TBADS. 

The Executive Council of the American Federation of Labor last March selected the coal 
miners of the country to make the demand for the enforcement of the eight-hour work-day 
immediatcl;r after the contest of the carpenters would close, and so notified the officers. 

The time was deemed unpropitious and they declared for its enforcement May ist, i89r. 
In c<msequence of that decision, it upset the plans of the Executive Council to continue in the 
selection of one trade after another, since none other of a national character was in a position 
of preparation to enter the contest upon so short a notice, hence we have decided to refer the 
entire subject to this convention for further consideration and approval. 

OUR GROWTH. 

The past year has witnessed the expansion among and the greater recognition on the part 
of the wage-workers of America, that the Trade Union form of organization is the best to 

{protect and advance their interests. The National Trade Unions reported having established 91J 
ocal branches throughout the various parts of the country, while 274 charters for local unions 
were issued from the office of the American Federation of Labor to such wage- workers who have 
no National Union of their trade or calling. 

The membership of all organizations except one has increased from five to thirty-five per 
cent The non-increase in the one (the Lasters' Protective Union of America), is attributaole 
to the fact that a disastrous conflagration devastated the center of their industry at Lyivi* Mass. 

NSW NATIONAL UNIONS. 

Following the purposes and policy of our organization, I have alwajrs endeavored, as soon 
as a sufficient number of local unions of any trade were formed, to bring them into correspond- 
ence with each other, and either to hold a conference or convention to form a National Union. 

To my mind it was better to have the National Union started and set on its way to progress, 
though weak at first, than to have a fragmentary number of local unions of the same trade or 
calling without any central head or common concert of action among them. As a consequence 
twelve new national and international unions were formed within the past year, and two are 
about to hold a convention for the same purpose within a few days. 

Of the above number, eight have affiliated to the American Federation of Labor, and the 
remainder propose to do so at their next convention. 

There nave been cases of local unions of certain trades that were directlv affiliated to the 
American Federation of Labor, which, when a National Union of their trade was organized, 
desired to retain their direct affiliation with us and refused to join the National Union. After 
repeated efforts to persuade them to attach themselves to the National Union, and their failurjo 
to comply, I have felt it incumbent upon me to revoke their charters. 

STRIKES. 

Prom the statistical blanks before referred to, the national organizations reported 1,163 
strikes having taken place authorized by them. 

Of this number 989 were successful, ^6 lost and 98 compromised. 

Many were the concessions gained without the necessity of resorting to a strike, and in 
most cases the answers came too numerous to mention: "cannot mention them all, etc.. etc.*' 

The strikes were generally for a reduction in the hours of labor and increase of wages, or 
the maintenance of the rights of the workers. 

All report an increase of wages from seven to twenty-five per cent., except one, the silk- 
workers, who report lesser earnings, owing to dullness of trade. 

The increase in wages and improved conditions were shared in proportionately by those who 
were not members of the organization. 

Thus it will be seen that our organizations are continually succeeding in making their mem- 
bers larger sharers in the product of their toil and doing that work for them which no other 
organization on earth think it worth their while to deal with. 

I am more than convinced that as the working people learn to appreciate the necessity of 
organization and the federation of all, steadier and larger gains will be xorthcoming as the result 
of our joint efforts, and we shall be so much nearer the end— justice to all mankind— for which we 
so earnestly strive. 

STRIKE ASSISTANCE. 

Several applications have been made to this office for financial assistance during striken by 
local organizations, the members of which went on strike first and applied for assistance after- 
wards. 

In many instances, upon the mere statement of the fact that they were affiliated to the 
American Federation of Labor, their demands were acceded to; in others, with what assistanqe 
we could give them, thev were successful, but there were instances in which the men were so 
thoroughly unprepared that thejr were immediately compelled to make application for financial 
assistance, which we could not give. 

Those most persistent in theu* applications were generally those who had paid nothing but 
the small per capita tax to the office tor the mere running expenses of the organization. 

I desire to impress upon the minds of the working people the absolute necessity that they 
should keep in view that it is not bluster nor ostentation that will win victories for niem. 

Such organizations of labor may at tiroes win victories from their employerik tmt ^btf Wtt 
generallv of a transitory character. We must not only be right, but possess the pOWV to '" 
that right, and there is no argument so potent with unwilling or unfair eiii|dk|7«ra ' 
onable demands as a well-organized Trade Union, with a well-filled treaflMf|^ tB 
need should a strike be necessary to enforce the demand. ^ 
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The pirmait of fair duea in a union, rcgularljt contributed in time* of peace, is much more 
ntuable Ihan aiKumenu enforced during itriliei. The workere are then always prepaTcd to 
meet any attack and live their organicslions the chancier of pennuiency to euential to succcM. 

With the last convention a new area wu opened up in one of the methods of our organita- 

ttarat their members or pay directlir a certain sum towards helping affiliated unions in conflict I" 
mainuin their rights in difflcultiei with their employer!. 

Host of the orpniiaiions, respooded to the call at once, while others were bound to await

In connection with this subjecl. il becomes my duty to call your attention, that a bill was 
introduced in Congress lookini toward the holding of a World's Congress of Labor, under the 
auspices of (he United States Government The matter has not received the endorsement of the 
Executive Council, nor has anything been done to imnmit the American Federation of Labor to 

deem most advisable to lake. 

The Law. passed in 1B6S, stipulating that eight hours ihalT constitute a day's work for 
laborers and artisans in the employ of Ihe United Slates Covemmenl. is not yel enforced, and 
it seems thai special efforts in eacli initance ate necessary to secure the entension of the law to 
apply 10 every class of emplpiiment. Then again, the ofRcers entrusled with the enforcement 

enforce the law. 

Upon the demands of our represenCalives Congress discussed amendments to the Alien Coq- 
tnu^t t^bor Law. ll passed Ihe House of RepresenUtives in satisfaclory form, but in Ihe Senate 

amendments referred 10, urging thai ii were preferable that the law remain as il is, rather Ihan 
to furlher destroy its intention, thus opening up the flood gate* for horde* of laborers, to be

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is soon transformed into wrinkles and other evidences of early decay. The life's blood of the 
youth of our land is too frequently 8apj>ed at the foundation. 

The hope of a perpetuity of tree institutions is endangered when the rising generation is 
robbed of the opportunity to enjoy the healthful recreations of the play grounds or the mental 
improvements ox the school house. 

The children of the workers have none to raise a voice in their defense other than the 
organized wage-workers, and I appeal to you to take such action as will protect them from the 
contemptible avarice of nnscrnpnlons corporations ajid employers. 

8AIL0B8 AND PISKMKN. 

The Sailors' and Firemen's International Uni(m, whose efforts to effect a unit^ of tl^e 
seafaring craft throughout the civilized world seem likely to be crowned with success, is deserv* 
ing of our assistance. While this union seeks to aid the men who traverse the sea to improve 
their condition, it also desires to remove the chief cause of the present low standing of the 
United States as a maritime power. These men ask the endorsement of a measure now pending 




consideration, and trust that from our action on this question will arise an American Plimsol. 



BURSAUS Of LABOR STATISTICS. 

The Bureaus of Labor Statistics of the General Government and the several states should 
devote more of their investigation to the influence of the labor organizations upon the moral 
and material welfare of the wage- workers in particular, and the whole community in general. 

I have been in correspondence with the chiefs of all the bureaus with this object in view. 
I am pleased to say that several of them show a readiness and have complied, while oUiers have 
been working in on this line since their inception. 

I am satisfied that if the organizations will but make manifest their desire for its enforce- 
ment, the Bureaus of Labor will be more than willing to respond with cheerfulness. 

A. 9. or I. LABei„ 

I am in constant receipt of letters from organizations affiliated, asking for the Federation's 
label. From my experience I am led to believe that if this convention should authorize the 
incoming executive to prepare a union label to be issued under such regulations as may be 
deemed most advisable, much good would result. Of course, the label must not either supersede 
or be in antagonism to any label already issued by any affiliated organization. 

INTBRNATIONAL COPYRIGHT LAW. 

At the request of the International Typographical Union the Executive Council endorsed 
the bill pending before Congress for an International Copyright Law, and insisted that one of 
the provisions of the law shall be the protection of the compositors and of other wage-workers 
in the printing; trade. 

The bill is still pending before Congress and we have reason to believe will be enacted into 
law. 

BALLOT RKPORM. 

In several states a reform in the method of voting, by which the citizen protected from 
scrutiny and open coercion in casting his vote, has been enacted into law. 

I trust that we will not relax our energies to extend its beneficent effects until all the 
States in the Union are brought into line upon this question. 

In speaking upon this subject it will be well to bear in mind that notwithstanding all the 
safeguards that human ingenuity can devise for a secret ballot, political intimidation and free- 
dom of action can only result from economic independence. 

AUDITORS. 

Pursuant to the Constitution, the Executive Council appointed a Finance Committee of 
three from the delegates elect to this convention, to meet in his city prior to the convention 
to audit the accounts. 

ORGAN IZSR8. 

The several hundred general organizers appointed for their respective districts have con- 
tinued to work faithfully and zealously in the Trade Union cause. To them large measure of 
credit is due for the success with which our movement Is meeting. Thousands of our fellow- 
workmen and women who formerly were working long hours and receiving a miserable pit- 
tance therefor^ treated with contempt and without the slightest respect in consequence of their 
disorganized condition, have been brought within the fold of union and almost immediately 
resulted in an improved change surprising to themselves. 

In view of the prevalent selfishness of so large an amount of people, it is but a faint 
measure of praise to say that these men have made sacrifices of both time and money in the 
interest of their fellowmcn, without reward or hope of reward, other than the consciotasness and 
satisfaction resulting from having performed a noble duty. 

COMBINATIONS. 

Recently the movement among the corporate and employing classes to combine has taken 
more rapid strides than ever before. 

We frequently hear of the formation of organizations among them with the avowed purpose 
of antagonizing and thwarting the efforts of the working people. This movement has not only 
been gomg on in any one country, but the efforts have been directed to give it an international 
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character. Many an expression have I heard of fear of such a Rowing power, and it becomes 
my duty to call attention to the fact that, as w^ge-workers, we have nothmg to fear from such 
combinations, providing we have the intelligence, the energy and the courage to meet the 
combinations of our employers wilth the organizations of labor. 

There is no greater power to deal with the exactions or to curb the tendencv to injustice 
of corporations than the well disciplined and prepared grand army of organized labor. 

To extend the beneficent influences of organization to the wage-workers throughout the 
entire length and breadth of our country should oe our first purpose, and to ally our forces with 
those of the organized wage- workers of other countries appeals to our best judgment and deserves 
our best efforts. 

The working people of the world suffer from the same ills and have a common interest la 
the struggle to remove them. Patriotism, love of country, is one of the noble traits of the human 
character, but a recognition of the fraternity of all mankind is the highest aspiration of the 
human family. 

Acting upon this thought, I have continued the correspondence with the active men in the 
labor movement of other countries, and have opened up relations of amity and good will with 
many new ones. 

I suggest that this policy be continued in order that the near future may witness a triumph- 
ant phalanx of the world's toilers. 

C. l„ P. CHAKTSS, 

Some few months ago the Central Federation of Labor of New York Cit^ made an applica- 
tion for a certificate of afliliation. It was accompanied by a list of the organizations attacned to 
that body. At the head of the list was the name of the American Section of the Socialist Labor- 
Party. The matter received my keenest thought and best judgment. I consulted the constitution 
and saw there clearly defined which organizations were entitled to affiliation with the American 
Federation of Labor. The Socialist Labor party or any other party or section of a party is not 
included among the number. But, apart from any constitutional considerations, I believed then 
and am convinced now that the Socialist Labor party, as a party, is not entitled to representation 
in a purely trade union organization. 

I informed the Central Labor Federation of the above fact, and they declared their deter- 
mination not to ask the Socialist Labor Party to withdraw and renewed their request for the 
charter. I reiterated the opinion expressed in my former letter and resolved to refer the entire 
matter to this convention to decide whether the position I took was correct. 

Since this matter was first broached a number of people, glad to clutch at anything that 
promises something to "talk about" and sow the seeds of dissension, have ascribed to me all 
sorts of opinions and motives. It has been charged that I am tr3ring to drive the Socialists out 
of the movement; that I am intolerant of others opinions, and other insinuations equallsr ridicu- 
lous and untrue and too numerous to mention. I desire to take this opportunity oi sa/ing that 
I have ever held that the trade unions were broad enough and liberal enough to admit of any 
and all shades of thought upon the economic and social question; but at the same time the 
conviction is deeply rooted in me that in th^ trade union movement the first condition reqtiisite 
is good-standing membership in a trade union, regardless of which party a man might be a 
member of. 

Those who have h^d any experience in the labor movement will admit the great work and 
forbearance, tact and judgment requisite to maintain harmony in organization. The trade unions 
are no exception to this rule. In the trade union movement I have ever endeavored to attain 
that much desired end, and recognize that that in itself is of a sufficiently important nature and 
requirement as to preclude the possibility of jointly acting with organizations based upon differ- 
ent practical workings or policy. 

I am willing to subordinate my opinions to the well being, harmony and success of the 
labor movement; I am willing to .sacrifice myself upon the altar of any onase or action it may 
take for its advancement: I am willing to step aside if that will promote our cause, btu I can 
not and will not prove lalse to my convictions that the trade unions pure and simple are the 
natural organizations of the wage-workers to secure their present material and practical improve- 
ment and to achieve their final emancipation. 

OPflCIAL JOURNAL. 

It is now three years since the Union Advocate, our official journal, ceased publication. I 
suggest the consideration of the Advisability of its re-establishment. 

There are many matters of trade and general interest which will require your attention, to 
which mere allusion in this report would make it too voluminous. 

CONCLUSION. 

In closing my term of office, permit me to assure you that my every thought and every act 
has ever been in the direction of that one goal we hold so dear m common. If at any time I 
have been depressed, the nobility of the hopes and aspirations of our great cause has stirred 
me to energy and action. The misery, the degradation of so many thousands of our fellow 
luman beings, the result of their poverty, cries out and becomes a wail upon the ears of the 
lovers of mankind, who yearn and struggle year after year in that contest which can know no 
ending until man's inhumanity to man shall cease, and the injustice, evils and despair of the 
people shall live only in history as episodes in the development and the social regeneration of 
man. As the representatives ot the organized workers of our country, let us lay aside all per- 
sonal differences, and arise to the dignity and loftiness of the great problem and cause that con- 
fronts us, and work out the emancipation of labor from the thraldom that cunning and chicanery 
have enmeshed us. 

The President closed the reading of his report amid enthusiastic applause. 

The report of the President was referred to the Committee on President's report when ap- 
pointed. 
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SECRETARY EVAN'S REPORT. 

To the Officers and Representatives of the Tenth Annual Convention of the American Federation 
of Labor: 

Fellow Workingman — In accordance with constitutional provisions, we are again assembled 
in Annual Convention for the purpose of legislating upon questions that are of special interest 
to our constituents and the wage-workers in general* As representatives intrusted with responsi- 
bilities that will outline the future movements of the various trades represented, it is a duty 
incumbent upon all delegates present to guard well the interest involved, and make an extra 
effort to do honor to the trust confided in them. Incidents have presented themselves during the 
past year that have placed the American Federation of Labor in a position to test the real 
merit of Trade Union principles. How far it has succeeded in demonstrating its ability to play a 
leading part in the work of labor reform can be best illustrated by the work it has accomplished. 
At the last Annual Convention, held in Boston one years ago, the question of a reduction in 
the hours of labor was fully discussed, and methods determined upon by which, it could be 
put into practical operation. 

The advisability of selecting the United Brotherhood of Carpenters and Joiners to lead in 
the movement has been made manifest to all, and the successful result is one which all Trades 
Unionists can well feel proud of. 

The constitution provides that the Secretary shall publish financial reports and send them 
to each affiliated body. In compliance with this provision I have published reports for the 
eleVen months commencins December 2d, 1889, ending October 31st, 1890, and have sent them 
to all National and Local Unions entitled to receive them. As the Secretary's report is confined 
to a financial statement, as above referred to, it necessarily follows that my present report will 
be very brief. I trust, however, that it will not lose any of the essentials necessary to make it 
interesting, so far as a presentation of the present condition of our organization is concerned. 

During the term ending October 31st, 1890, 274 charters have been issued to unions in 
thirty-three States, as follows:

The Committee on Secretary's Report at the Boston Convention recommended that tne 
Executive Council issue an appeal for voluntary contributions to cover the expenses of sending 
out lecturers to push on the work of the short-hour movement. In compliance with this recom- 
mendation, appeals were issued and sent to the affiliated unions. In response to the appeals, the 
amount ot money received did not cover the expenses that were incurred by the speakers engaged 
for this purpose, and in consecjuence $53.23 had to be taken from the general fund to make 
up the deficiencv. The necessity for an agitation fund, as recommended by my predecessor. 
Brother P. J. McGuire, last year, has forced itself upon my mind as beins one of the most 
essential things necessary to advance the short-hour cause and the Trades Union Movement in 
general. 

The pulse of workingmen in almost every trade throughout the country is beating very fast 
for a shorter workday, and unless some preparations are made to meet the issue during the 
coming year we cannot expect to be as successful as we should. The wheel has been set in 
motion bv the American Federation of Labor to bring about this much-needed reform, and let 
us hope that it will continue until every workingman in the land can en>oy the benefits that will 
accrue from a fair share of recreation and rest. 

In concluding this brief report I wish to express my heartfelt thanks to President Gompers 
and all my colleagues on the Executive Council tor kind advice and friendly assistance rendered 
during my term of office. Our relations in office have been such as to command my n-eatest 
admiration and respect for them. To the officers and members of National and Local Unions 
that I have come m contact with through correspondence, I wish to retiim many thanks for 
fraternal kindness received at their hands; and now that my term of office is closed, believing 
as I do that I have made every honorable effort to do justice to the trust reposed in me to the 
full extent of what ability I possess, I leave it in your care, and trust that no act of mine has 
contributed anything to retard the onward progress of the American Federation of Labor or the 
Trades Union movement.

SECOND DAY.— Morning Session* 



The Convention was called to order at 9:20 
A. M., with President Gotnpers in the chair, 
and Chris. Evans, Secretary. 

Minutes of previous day's session were read 
and approved. 

Telegrams from Thos. I. Keddgens and 
E. G. Debbs were read to the Convention by 
the Secretary as follows:

My Dear Sir and Brother: Permit me to ex* 
press the hope that the approaching Conven* 
tion of the great Labor Organization of which 
you are President will, in its deliberations and 
final conclusions, meet every expectation of 
yourself and co-workers.

Your Committee on Rules beg leave to pre- 
sent the following rules for the government 
of this Convention: 

I. The Convention shall be called to order 
at A. M., adjourn at 12 to reasemble at 2 
P. M. and adjourn at 6 P. M., and at the ap-. 
pointed time the Chairman shall call the Con- 
vention to order. 

3. During the hours of meeting no dele- 

gate shall be allowed to leave the room unless 
y permission from the chair. 

3. Every delegate when he rises to sp^k 
shall respect full V address the chair. While 
speaking he shall confine himself to the ques- 
tion. 

4. Should two or more rise to speak at the 
same time, the chair shall decide who is en- 
titled to the floor.

6. If a delegate while speaking be called 
to order, he shall at the request or ihe chair, 
take his seat until the question of order is 
determined, when, if permitted, he may pro- 
ceed again. 

7. A delegate shall not speak more than 
once on the same subject or question, until all 
who wish to speak shall have had an opportunity 
to do so; nor more than twice without permis- 
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sion from the house; nor any longer than five 
minutes at one time, without permission. 

8. A question shall not be subject to de- 
bate until it has been seconded, and stated 
from the chair, and it shall be reduced to writ- 
ing at the request of any member. 

9. When a question is before the house no 
motion shall be in order, except to adjourn, to 
refer, for the previous question, to postpone 
indefinitely, to postpone for a certain time, to 
divide, or to amend, which motions shall sev- 
erally have precedence in the order herein 
named. 

10. A motion to lay on the table sliall be 
put without debate. 

11. A motion for a reconsideration shall not 
be received unless made bv a delegate who 
voted in the majority and shall require a 
two-thirds vote. 

12. Any delegate who mav not be present 
to answer his name at roll-call shall be marked 
absent bv the Secretary. 

13. The previous question shall only be put 
when called for by at least ten delegates. 

IS. All questions not nerein provided for 
shall be decided according to Cushing*s Manual.

Delegate Delabar was called to the chair, 
and Frank K. Foster, Secretary of the Special 
Committee, made the following report: 
Mr. President and Delegates: 

The committee appointed to consider the 
subject matter of the Central Labor Federation 
of New York City in its relation to the A. F. 
of L.. has attended to its duty and begs leave 
to report as follows: 

Organization was effected by the choice of 
W. J. Shields as chairman and Frank K. Fos- 
ter as secretary. 

The committee listened to extended state- 
ments by President Gompers, Lucian Sanial, 
A. Waldtnger and Ernest Bohm, and from the 
evidence adduced and arguments submitted 
reached the following conclusions: 

I St. That we recommend the cordial ac- 
ceptance of the proffered fraternity of the S. 
L. P., as embodied in the address of Mr. 
Sanial. The hope and aspiration of the trade 
unionists is closely akin to that of the socialist. 
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That the burden of toil shall be made lighter, 
that men shall possess larger liberty, that the 
days to be shall be better than those that have 
been, may properlv be the ideal of those in all 
movements for labor reform. 

2d. We recognize, however, that men of 
different schoob of reform thought, often seek 
to arrive at the same end by different roads. 
This right of difference must be considered. 
This is the logical outcome of variation in 
circumstances, of birth, education and temper- 
ament. We affirm the trade union movement 
to be the legitimate channel through which 
wage-earners of America are seeking present 
amelioration and future emancipation. Its 
methods are well-defined, its functions special- 
ized, its work clearly mapped out. 

3a. We further hold tnat the trade unions 
of America, comprising the A. P. of h.^ are 
committed against the introduction of matters 
pertaining to partisan politics, to the religion 
of men or to their birthplace. We cannot log- 
ically admit the S. L. P. to representation, 
and shut the door in the face of other political 
organizations formed to achieve social prog- 
ress. We are of opinion that a political party 
of whatsoever nature is not entitled to repre- 
sentation in the American Federation of Labor. 
While, therefore, deprecating the necessity 
which has arisen of refusing to admit those 
who seek our comfadeAhip, we feel compelled 
to make the following recommendations: 

First. — That the credentials of Lucian Sanial, 
from the Central Labor Federation of New 
York City, be returned. 

Second. — That the position taken by Presi- 
dent Gompers and the Executive Council in 
regard to the old charter or the C. L. F. of 
N. Y. be affirmed on the ground that the C. 
L. F. did virtually cease to exist and forfeited 
thereby its charter. 

Third. — That the decision of President Gom- 
pers against granting a new charter to said 
organization be affirmed, as the decision by this 
body is in accord with the meaning and intent 
of our constitution. 

Fourth. — That the delegates to this Conven- 
tion, while declining to admit representatives 
from the S. L. P. as a political party, declare 
themselves tolerant of all phases of the reform 
movement, and would bar no delegate as ^an 
individual, because of his belief, whether radi- 
cal or conservative.

President Gompers resumed the chair. 

At the close of the reading of the Special 
Committee's report Mr. Morgan offered the 
following motion: 

That the Special Committee's report, to- 
gether with the statement of President Samuel 
Gompers and Lucian Sanial, be printed and 
referred to the respective organizations repre- 
sented in this convention, with the request that 
their Delegates to the next National Convention 
of the Federation of Labor be given special 
instructions regarding this matter in anticipa- 
tion of the subject being again presented for 
the action of the National Convention. 

Delegate Houston was called to the chair, 

and President Gompers and others addressed 

the Convention on the Morgan resolution. 



Mr. Delabar hoped that charter would be 
granted the C. L. F. on account of the great 
interests involved. 

Mr. SkefHngton thought much injury would 
be done shoemakers' organizations if charter 
was not granted. 

Mr. Daley stated that although instructed to 
vote against admission of delegate, yet hoped 
resolution of Mr. Morgan would be adopted. 

President Gompers opposed the resolution 
and stated from information of Mr. Sanial to 
postpone consideration of the entire subject 
for a year, in his opinion it would only tend 
to widen the breach and embitter the feeling 
much more a year hence than if it was finally 
acted upon at this convention. 

Mr. Lennon thought the convention was 
strong enough, possessed common sense 
enough, and had courage enough to take the 
proper stand upon this question at once. The 
constitution of the A. F. of L. convinced him 
bevond a doubt that no political party is en- 
titled to representation in the convention. 
The only way anything of this character can 
be overcome would be by amendment of the 
constitution at the proper time. 

Mr. Fox hoped the convention would not 
defer action but come to a direct vote upon it 
indorsing action of Executive Council. 

Mr. Kirschner thought it would be a fatal 
error to defer action for a year as it would 
bring discord and strife, that the end would 
never be heard, and would end in the destruc- 
tion of a large number of organizations. 

Mr. Duncan thought matters should not be 
postponed; the sooner the issue was made the 
better for all concerned. Delay would gain 
nothing. 

Mr. Morgan thought the motion he offered 
ought to be adopted. If the charter was not 
granted it would ceertainly hurt the Shoemak- 
ers and other organizations in N. Y. City. 
That the S. L. P. is not knocking at the door 
of the convention, but that the Trade Unions 
are. He thought it was not a question of 
courage but discretion, and deferring the reso- 
lution would only have a tendency to having 
the subject more fully discussed. The matter 
ought to be printed in order to avoid biased 
statements — that the C. L. F. of N. Y. was 
practically in the same position as the labor 
orffanizations of Europe. 

Mr. Foster was in favor of immediate action. 
If he had not such regard he would be in- 
clined to believe Delegate Morgan guilty of 
a bit of sophistry. He (Morgan) stated at one 
time that the Socialist Labor Party did not 
ask representation here, and a moment after- 
wards says that the Socialist Labor Party would 
carry on an extended propaganda to show that 
they are entitled to be represented here. That 
the organizations represented at the convention 
debatea, discussed and deliberated and already 
assume a position in reference to the principles 
and methods of the S. L. P. The S. L. P. is 
admittedly an integral part of the labor move- 
ment, but we must decline to permit it as^ a 
political organization to engraft itself and its 
methods upon the American Federation of 
Labor. We accept the offers of fraternity, and 
upon the propaganda of the principles we are 
agreed. The auestion is a matter of reason, 
evidence and fact. It is the business of our 
organizations to debate matters of practical 
policy, rather than fling a bone of contention 
between the different wings of the labor move- 
ment. We do not reiect the C. L. F. of N. 
Y., but the delegate from any political organ- 
ization. 

Mr. McNeill held that the reports of the 
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President and Secretary of this convention 
demonstrated the truth of the theory that prog- 
ress of the whole movement depends upon qon- 
centration of all power and enerey in sohic 
given direction. The Eight-hour movement had 
resulted in added membership, propagation of 
^eat economic questions such as no other* ^ear 
in the century has given. That if the proposition 
of Morgan would be adopted it would postpone 
the results of our movement for Eight Hours 
this year to some other year, and as a socialist 
protested against the attempts to introduce 



socialist party methods into this historic, nat- 
ural development of economic questions. If 
Mr. Morgan's motion would tend to the dis- 
cussion of economic questions pure and simple, 
it would elicit truth and light, but he was 
familiar with affairs of labor organizations and 
knew it would lead to discussions of political 
questions by political methods. 

The hour of twelve having^ arrived a recess 
was declared until 2 o'clock P. M. 



SECOND DAY— Afternoon Session. 



The Convention was called to order by 
President Gompers at 2 o'clock P. M. 

On roll being called the following delegates 

were found absent: 

Mueller, Mcllwain, Relyea, Klein, Beizen- 
herz, Moxly. 

Minutes of morning session were read and 
after a few corrections declared adopted. 

The question recurring on the motion of Mr. 
Morgan on vote it was lost. 

J. J. Daley was called to the chair, and 
President Gompers addressed the Convention 
on the report of the committee. 

Delegates Duncan, Reidel, Klein, Morgan 
also took part in the discussion. 

Moved that Delegate Morgan be given un- 
limited time to discuss the question. Agreed 
to. 

ixittr further discussion by delegates Kirsch- 
ner. Morrow and Dillon, the previous question 
was called for, and on motion was lost by a 
vote of 34 for and 44 against. 

Delegate Dillon moved as a substitute that 
the subject matter be referred to the incoming 
Executive Council to report at the next An- 
nual Convention. An interesting debate was 
indulged in by Delegates Foster, P. Mc Bride, 
Wisdom, Delabar, Brandlow and McNeill. 

Delegate McNeill moved that debate close 
upon the entire subject at 5:15 o'clock P. M. 
Agreed to. Further discussion was continued 
by Delegates Abrahams, Dougherty, J. J. 
Daley and Kliver, after which a vote was taken 
on the motion to refer and was lost. 

The following is the substance of the discus- 
sion on the committee's report: 

President Gompers gave a detailed account 
of the question of the old charter and the ap- 
plication for a new one by the C. L. F. of N. 
V, and said in substance, that when the differ- 
ences in the labor organizations of New York 
occurred and the Central Labor Federation 
organized, they applied for a charter, which 
was granted. 

The delegate of that orranization. represent- 
ing them at the Boston Convention, declared 



that the C. L«. F. would cease to exist upon 
the following day. The fact was published 
in the oflkiaT papers of the C. L. F. that they 
had adjourned sine die and became reunited 
with the Central Labor Union. That a short 
while thereafter Mr. Henry Emrich, Trustee 
of the C. L. F., and treasurer of the American 
Federation of Labor, surrendered the charter 
with a statement that the organization had 
ceased to exist. Owing to renewed dissen- 
sions, several o€ the organizations, formerly 
constituting the C. L. F., were suspended from 
the C. L. U. for holding clandestine meetings. 
They then organized the C. L. F. anew, and 
called upon him (the President) for the old 
charter, which could not be complied with, since 
the official books and accounts noted that the 
charter had been surrendered. They appealed 
from that decision to the Executive Council, 
who sustained the decision of the President. 

The C. L. F. then applied for a new char- 
ter. With the list of organizations accompany- 
ing the application was the American Section 
of the Socialist Labor Party, and that he could 
not, upon constitutional as well as Trade Union 
grounds, consistently grant it. 

He so informed the Secretary of the C. L. 
F. that the American Section of the Socialist 
Labor Party, as a party, could not be recog- 
nized in a central labor organization of trade 
unions, and rather than have a local dispute 
he would refer the entire subject of granting 
the charter to the Convention. He claimed 
that the application for a new charter was a 
bar to any question as to the right of the C. 
L. F. to the old one. That Mr. Sanial was 
wrong in saying that the charter was placed 
in the hands of Mr. Emrich for safe keeping, 
for he (the President) held a letter from Mr. 
Bohm stating it was placed in his (the Presi- 
dent's) hands by resolution of the C. L. F. 
The acrimony was brought into the discussion 
of this question by the parties claiming admis- 
sion in publishing scandalous and false state- 
ments through the press. 

He denied either that the condition of the 
working people or of the labor movement in 
Austria, Germany, France and Switzerland 
should be held up as the ideal of the working- 
men of America to follow, and based his 
statement that the noor condition of a people 
socially and economically could be measured 
generally by their lack of organizations, based 
upon an economic, as well as a social or polit- 
ical character. 

Supposing Socialists did organize large num- 
bers in England, we never heard that John 
Bums, Tillet or Mann, or others, coming to 
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the Trade Union CongreM or Trades Councils 
as the , representatives of the Social Democratic 
Federation of England. Nol They never 
made so preposterous a claim. They came as 
representatives of Trades Unions, immaterial 
. whether they were Socialists or not; and so he 
urged, no matter what school of thought a man 
might be in favor of or hold as his principles. 
The condition upon which representation m a 
Trade Union Council, such as here the ques- 
tion, must be good standing membership in a 
Trade Union. 

He defended the Unionists of England. It 
was easy to charge all of them with corruption. 
These same parties charged the officers of the 
railroad organizations, because they refused 
to order their members on strike recently, with 
having the "boodle" of the Vanderbilts in their 
poclwts. Such wholesale charges fall flat when 
nurled indiscriminatelv. 

It was not fraternal to say that if the S. ly. 
P. was not admitted there would be war, and 
threaten us with destruction for doing what 
we think right. We do not antagonize S. L* 
P., nor has anyone given utterance to anything 
that could be so construed. We insist upon 
doing our work as Trade Unionists. Spread 
the light of any school of economic, social, po- 
litical and scientific thought, but it must be 
through the Trade Unions. ^ He had his hopes, 
aspirations, and held the highest ideals as the 
result of the labor movement. But the meth- 
ods of the Trade Unions and the S. L. P. are 
iijhprently different. 
^ He spoke of principles and constitutional 
considerations, and would now discuss expedi- 
ency. He said the Federation had grown to 
wonderful proportions, yet there were power- 
ful National Trade Unions not yet affiliated. 
Even if the claim of the S. L. P. could be 
justified later, it was entirely not so today. All 
should first aid to convince the railroad and 
other organizations to join with the A. P. of 
L. in the great work before it, to help lift up 
the large mass who, as yet, fail to comprehend 
the benificent effect of organization. He was 
sure if the S. L. P. of N. Y. would withdraw 
and allow the C. L. F. to obtain their charter 
a great local movement would be inaugurated 
which would benefit the labor movement of the 
entire country. 

Mr. Duncan held that there were two ar- 
guments put forward for the granting of a 
charter to the C. L. F. One was answered by 
the President, and the other he desired to 
answer by saying, that, as a representative of 
the Baltimore Federation of I^bor, the state- 
ment is untrue that the Socialist Labor Party 
is represented therein, as alleged by Mr. Saniai. 

They would not tolerate K. of L. assemblies, 
and certainly would not allow the Socialist 
I^bor Party to be represented. In fact, it 
was well known that he would go to this Con- 
vention and vote against the issuance of a 
charter to the C. L. F., and that, in itself, 
oueht to be an answer to Sanial's statement. 

Mr. Ricdel gave his experience of the work 
of the Socialists in Sheboygan in organizing 
unions and connecting them with the C. L. U. 
They had done a great deal of work to agitate 
the eight-hour movement and secure reduc- 
tions in the hours of labor. Socialism is not 
aeainst Trade Unionism. He regretted that 
all the great work done by the Socialists 
should be ignored, and they to receive the 
kicks and cuffs, and it much hurt him to re- 
ceive the same treatment at this Convention. 



Mr. Morgan said he was not in favor of the 
Socialist Labor Party being ^nrafted into or- 
ganizations represented in this body at this 
time, and that it was one of the greatest 
mistakes that the New York men have made. 
He hoped for harmony, but regretted to see 
that destroyed by attacks upon Socialists and 
foreigners. That this discussion vrill go be- 
yond the Convention and create bitterness and 
strife. The conditions in the old country 
were the result of despotism, which the Social- 
ists are eliminating. That the organizations 
of this country are not subject to monarchial, 
but monopoly, rule. It would have been of 
great importance if the President of this body 
had done what he implied he would do, in 
having every word down in writing,* instead 
of what he said here verbally, extemporane- 
ously, and that he will be sorry for his utter- 
ances. He (Mr. Morgan) had left the Trade 
Unions and gone so far away that he found 
himself alone. He came back in touch with 
his fellow-men. There seems to be a fear in 
the minds of great Unionists that the Socialist 
movement should not be recognized or sup- 
ported in any form. The labor unions in 
Chicago, and other cities, have been sold out 

Kriooically, to the other parties and never 
en denounced. In 1886, the Trade Unions 
and K. of L. assemblies came together and 
rolled up 35,000 votes for a labor man. 
Powderly sent orders suspending all K. of L. 
assemblies who contributed out of their funds. 
In less than two years the K. of h- movement 
was dead in Chicago. The President of the 
Federation appealed to know-nothingism and 
he declared it alike to Powerdly's waving of 
the American flag. 

Mr. Kirchner believed this was the first time 
he saw the Constitution enforced in reference 
to this matter. There are forty or fifty per- 
sons connected with this Socialist section who 
are held up as a scarecrow. The Socialist La- 
bor Party stands for the emancipation of the 
working classes. 

It would be an error to exclude the C L. F. 
There could be no harm in seating the dele- 
gate. He felt satisfied that if the delegate was\ 
seated, in a week or two the S. L. P. would 
withdraw. 

Mr. Holl believed that the monopolists would 
be the only persons interested by this discus- 
sion. If the report of the committee had 
been put without discussion it would have been 
adopted within a few moments. ^ 

Mr. Dillon as a Trade Unionist, believed in 
solidifying every link in the chain of labor. 
He did not feel prepared to adopt the report 
of the committee in its present shape. ^ He 
thought there was a wav out without entirely 
ignoring the claims of tne Socialists. We had 
previously handled questions just as delicate 
and received beneficial results, and proposed 
that the entire subject matter be referred to 
the incoming Executive Council. 

Mr. Foster thought this would be an error 
since the Executive Council, the Committee on 
Credentials and the Convention had referred 
it to a special committee to report it back after 
deliberation, and action should now be taken. 

It was not held that the Socialists should not 
join Trade Unions, or Federal Labor Unions, 
but that they cannot be represented on the floor 
of the American Federation of Labor Conven- 
tion as a party. Sentiment was all right but it 
should not be permitted to obscure clear 
thought. We welcome every phase of the re- 



*An expert official stenographer was present who took down the speeches verbatim. 
dently, Mr. Morgan did not know this. 
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form movement to assist us, but a man without 
a Trade Union card is not a Trade Unionist. 
That if a distinction is made in favor of the 
Socialist Labor Party every variety of the 
reform movement, single taxists, anarchists and 
Greenbackers have a right to be admitted. We 
do not refuse a charter to the unions repre- 
senting the C. L. F., but that as a matter of 
fact the S. L,. P. deprives these unions of that 
charter. 

Mr. J. McBride argued that the A. P. of 
L. encouraged home rule, and that the safe- 
guards in the constitution prevented the de- 
struction of it by the small vote such organiza- 
tions as the C. h. P. could wield. 

If the C. L. P* would subscribe to the con- 
stitutional provisions it would be sufficient for 
all purposes. He was opposed both to the 
committee's report and the motion to refer, 
and believed the old charter should be re- 
turned. 

Mr. Wisdom — It seemed to him that the ac- 
tion of those who favored the S. h. P. being 
placed before the organizations represented here 
was not just. 

He called attention to the movement of the 
Trade Unions of Great Britain to work out re- 
forms and improvement in the condition of 
the working people before the Socialists were 
known. Shorter hours, higher wages, and 
other concessions were the result of purely 
Trade Union -movements. Our first dutv is 
to protect our trade, our callings and ourselves, 
and unite them all to obtain greater social 
blessings. 

Mr.Uelabar claimed it would be a mistake 
not to srant the charter to the C. L. P. They 
aided the Bakers' organizations, and prevented 
the destruction of their National Union. If 
the A. F. of h- allowed local central organ- 
izations it should allow them to decide for 
themselves who are to be reoresented. It was 
wron^ to say that they should not come in as 
the S. L. P. and allow them as Federal Labor 
Unions. 

Mr. Cannon claimed that we had the right 
to decide to whom a charter should be granted 
in accordance with our constitution. It is 
clear that Trade Unions only should be ad- 
mitted. 

We do not debar men from becoming mem- 
bers because they are Socialists, but insist 
that they must be members of a Union. If 
they would withdraw in a month, whv not 
withdraw now and remove the bone of con- 
tention. The delegate from Chicago said. 
"When he left Trade Unionism he was alone.'* 
Whjr not teach this to the men who claimed 
admission here. No, they want to be recog- 
nized as a Socialist Party, and Trade Union- 
ists to follow in their leaa. 

Mr. Ciompers replied to the aspersions cast 
upon him and resented the idea of placing 
htm in the position of an adv^pcate of know- 
nothingism, he himself a forcign-born citizen 
and a factory operative from his eleventh jrear, 
working every day at his trade until he was 
thirty-seven. 

He did not antagonize Socialism^ and drew 
a distinction between Socialism and the So- 
cialist Labor Party. 

He did not want to detract from the good 
work and the battles fought in Europe in fa- 
vor of progress and advancement, but he dis- 
puted that the labor movements of Europe 
should be held up as the ideal for the Ameri- 
can working people to follow, and maintained 
that the movements of America and Great 
Britain were in advance of those of other 
countries. 



Mr. Morgan felt badly that some plain 
speaking had been indulged in, but why did 
not his blood boil with indignation when 
Sanial indulged in his tirade of abuse of the 
Trade Unionists? 

He (Gompers) spumed the idea that he 
would regret anything he had said. He was 
a Trade unionist pure and simple. He would 
subordinate his opinions, but when it comes 
to a deep-seated conviction to maintain the 
purity of the Trade Union movement, even if 
to maintain that stand drove him from the 
Presidency of the American Federation of La- 
bor (the greatest honor and gift at the com- 
mand of organized labor) he would not prove 
false to it. 

The delegates had heard speeches under the 
guise of friendship, but did not note the venom 
that had been interjected by the advocates of 
the claimants for admission in their utter- 
ances through their own papers and the pub- 
lic press. He was willing to follow the Trade 
Unionists in whatever direction the move- 
ment would tend. He was willing to give 
credit for work done, but it must be borne in 
mind that there was a labor movement before 
the S. L. P. was ever in existence, and that 
Bums, Tillett, Mann and other Socialists of 
Great Britain were the graduates of the Trade 
Unions of Great Britain and challenge proof 
that they ever claimed to represent the So- 
cialist Party in a Trade Union Conoress. 

They organized unions other than their own 
trades, and while not disparaging their work, 
so have Trade Unionists her and deny that the 
Socialist Labor Party were the exclusive or- 
ganizers. We desire to cultivate the friend- 
ship of all schools of thought in the labor 
movement, radical or conservative. We want 
to continue our movement in the future upon 
the lines already laid down and carry it on to 
success. 
* Mr. Abrahams believed that the Trade 
Unions were the proper schools to educate 
the trade workers. We have no antagonism to 
the S. L., P.; but thought the efforts against 
the organization would accomplish the reverse 
of the object sought. When the Trade Unions 
of our country have achieved the Eight-Hour 
day we can then take a step further. 

Mr. Doherty thought there was something 
beneath the surface of the claim made for ao- 
mission. It was evident to him that the in- 
tention was to declare in favor of Socialism 
and to take a partisan stand as a Socialist La- 
bor Party. Many organizations here repre- 
sented declared positively against the introauc- 
tion of politics in any shape or form. 
' It has been claimed that so much was done 
by the Socialist for the labor movement, and 
the appeal to the sentiment of the convention 
regaraless of the interests involved and threat- 
ening the destruction of the organizations un- 
less they are admitted. 

Mr. I)aley thought it would be judicious not 
to refer the matter to the Executive Council. 

The motion then recurred on the adoption 
of the committee's report. The ayes and nays 
were called for by a sufficient number of dele- 
grates and ordered with the following result:

Detroit, Mich., Dec. 10, 1890. 

The Convention was called to order by 
President Gompers at 2:20 P. M. Chris. 
Evans, Secretary. 

On roll being called the following delegates 
were found absent: Crowly, Harrington, Rel- 
yea, Beissenherz and Morrow. 



Minutes of morning session were read, and, 
after a few corrections in the absentees, were 
approved. 

A telegram to Patrick McBryde, from the 
striking miners of Birmingham, Ala., stating 
that the members of the Executive Board 
were in jail, was read. 
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The Committee on Resolutions reported fa- 
vorable on the appeal from Rochester, N. Y., 
\ Trades Assembly to aid the locked out shoe- 

' makers. 

Report of committee concurred in. On 
resolution by Lochenberg, in reference to fees, 
committee recommends reference to Commit- 
tee on Constitution. Agreed to. 

On Braunschweig resolution referring to 
politicians addressing conventions, committee 
reports adversely. Report poncurred in. 

On Braunschweig resolution No. 2, on the 
• abolition of the wage system should be the 
aim of the A. F. of L., committee reports ad- 
versely. Report concurred in. 

On resolution by Delabar, referring to boy- 
cotts, committee recommends reference to 
Committee on Labels and Boycotts. Agreed 
to. 

On resolution by Kirschner, in reference to 
• Pinkerton men, committee reports favorable. 

After considerable debate the resolution was 
on motion recommittefd to committee. 

On Braunschweig resolution, "That the 
Convention recommends to the members of all 
the organizations affiliated with the A. P. of 
[<. to join the S. L. P. in its contest against 
capitalism upon the field of independent poli- 
tical action." 

Committee reports adversely. 

Report amended by Foster, that we con- 
sider it inexpedient to act in the matter at 
this time. Amendment adopted. 

On Lewis resolution, that next meeting be 
held at some point as far south as the Ohio 
River. Committee report adversely. Dele- 
gate Morgan moved to concur in resolution. 
Resolution ruled out of order. 

On Lennon resolution, that this Conven- 
tion authorize the publication of an official 
journal of the A. F. of L. Committee report 
favorable. Moved it be referred to Commit- 
tee on President's report. Amended that it 
be referred to Committee on Constitution. 

Motion withdrawn. Moved to concur in re- 
port of committee. 

Miss Mary Burke was called to the chair. 

Motion to concur in committee's report was 
lost, and a motion to table Mr. Lennon's reso- 
lution was adopted by a vote of 44 for and 19 
against. 

Resolution by Morgan, "That in future con- 
ventions of the Federation of Labor all ad- 
dresses to be made by other than delegates be 
limited to union men." Committee reports ad- 
versely. Report concurred in. 

President Gompers resumed the chair. 

Resolution by Bandlow: 

W'HIEREAS, In the interest of organized 
labor, it is essential that the literature, docu- 
ments, constitutions, proceedings of conven- 
tions, etc., be published in such foreign 
languages as may be required and demanded 



by members of the various unions affiliated in 
the A. F. of L. 

WHEREAS, At the present time more than 
one-third of the membership of the American 
Federation consists of brothers speaking the 
German language, and there is a desire on 
their part to receive the above-named publica- 
tions in a language conversant to them. 

RESOLVED. That the Executive Board of 
the American Federation of Labor be in- 
structed and empowered to have printed in the 
German language a sufficient number of copies 
to supply the demand made for the same. 

RESOLVED, That whenever there is a suf- 
ficient demand for literature, etc., in any for- 
eign language other than German the Execu- 
tive Board shall have printed such matters in 
the language desired. 

Committee reports favorable. 

Mr. Foster moved to amend that the mat- 
ter be referred to the incoming Executive 
Council for favorable consideration. Mr. Mc- 
Sweeny was called to the chair. A vote being 
taken on the Foster amendment showed the 
following result: Ayes, 33; nays, 35. Amend- 
ment lost. 

President Gompers resumed the chair. 

A motion was then made to concur in the 
committee's report, and was adopted by a di- 
vision vote of 49 for and 12 against. 

The ayes and nays were then called for by 
delegate J. B. Rea. 

The point of order was raised that as the 
chair had announced the result before the 
ayes and nays were called for, the point of 
order was well taken. 

Moved that the rules be suspended and 
the Convention adjourn at 5:15 P. M. 
Adopted by a vote of 53 ayes and 12 nays. 

By unanimous consent Mr. Foster moved 
that a special committee of seven be appofnted 
to consider the action of the Federation 
toward the eight-hour matter. Agreed to. 

Moved that so much of the President's re- 
port as refers to the eight-hour movement be 
referred to the special committee. Adopted. 

Committee report favorable on the petition 

of Sailors and Firemen, presented by General 

Secretary Hugh McGregor, as follows: 

Benjamin Harrison, President of the United 
States : 

Mr. President: The humble petition of the 
delegates of the American Federation of La- 
bor, in National Convention assembled. 
Sheweth : 

That E. W. Clark and George Miller, now 
confined in the State prison at Thomaston, 
Me., sailed on March 2, 1875, from New Or- 
leans on board the schooner "JeflFerson Bor- 
den," of Boston, Mass., bound ujr the port of 
London, England. 

Undermanned and overloaded, the "Jeffer- 
son Borden" went to sea. The crew were 
starved. The vessel had been forty-eight (48) 
days out from New Orleans, with constantly 
rough weather, shipping every sea, under 
water most of the time, leaking badly, with 
only four (4) men before the mast to work a 
vessel of six hundred (600) tons burden. They 
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then were strung up in the rigging by the 
thumbs, their toes just touching tne deck. 
Agonized and parched with thirst, for the cap- 
tarn had said tnat salt water was good enough 
for them to drink; frenzied by drinking sea- 
water, by abuse and torture, the crew made a 
* rush to get possession of the vessel. Armed 
onlv with handspikes, they were shot through 
and through, overpowered and ironed, but in 
that frenzied rush the mates were killed. The 
men were taken to London, sent to hospital 
until sufficiently recovered, and were then 
brought to Boston, Mass., where, in the Curet 
Court, they were tried before Judges Clifford 
and Lowell and sentenced to be banged. Of 
the three men of this crew who were tried for 
routinv, one was an Englishman; and he. 
wounded and crippled for life, England stood 
by, with the result of a sentence of ten (lo) 
years' imprisonment. 

Commutation of the death sentence, passed 
upon E. W. Clark and George Miller was, 
on petition presented by Senator Morrel, 
granted by President U. S. Grant, to impris- 
onment for life; and at the request of Senator 
Farwell, the condemned were consigned to the 
State prison at Thomaston, Me. 

That the conduct of E. W. Clark and George 
Miller during the fifteen (15) years of im- 
prisonment they have suffered, has been exem- 
plarv. 

Your petitioners pray earnestly that in con- 
sideration of the undermanning of the ''Jeffer- 
son Borden," the inhuman treatment of her 
crew, of the long atonement of the condemned 
and the invariable patience of the men of our 
commercial marine, that you will exercise the 
noblest prerogative of your exalted position 
and extend clemency to the unfortunate men, 
E. W. Clark and George Miller, now in Thom- 
aston Prison, Me. 

And your petitioners, as in duty bound, will 
ever pray, etc.

Brothers — Unable to assist in your delibera- 
tions, 1 have the honor of transmitting for 
your consideration documents in the case of 
the "Jefferson Borden" mutiny. The first is 
a copy of a letter received from one of the 
condemned mutineers, in which the cause of 
that mutiny can be clearly traced to the vi- 
cious practice of "undermanning," a practice 
judicially denounced by Mr. Justice Butt as 
the worst of maritime crimes, and for the 
abolition of which Mr. Samuel PlimsoU, the 
President of the British Seamen's Union, is 
bravely struRKling; the second is a form of 
petition to the President of the United States 
asking pardon for the two victims of ship 
owners* cupidity and quarter-deck brutality 
involved in this case. 

Hoping you will exert your powerful in- 
fluence in this matter, and that the toilers of 
land and sea will march shoulder and shoulder 
to the conquest of their social destiny, I re-

Hugh McGregor, General Secretary Interna- 
tional Amalgamated Sailors' and , Firemen's 
Union : 

Dear Sir: Your kind, brotherly letter came 
duly to hand. With pleasure I received it. 
feeling as I do the need of kind hearts and 
willing hands in time of distress; incarcer- 
ated within prison walls, and suffering for a 
crime, of which, if the tacts were known, the 
United States would pardon me-7-quickly set 
me free. But I am a poor sailor, without 
money or hope, except in the efforts of a few 
sympathizing friends, who pity me in my mis- 
fortune. 

In 1875 I shipped in the three-masted 
schooner, "Jefferson Borden," belonging to 
and hailing from Boston, Mass. We sailed 
from New Orleans, vrith a cargo of cotton-seed 
oil cake, on March a, bound for London, Eng- 
land. The vessel was commanded by Wm. M. 
Patterson, who was also part owner thereof. 
The first mate was brother to the captain and 
the second mate was the captain's cousin. 
The captain's wife sailed with her husband. 
The reputation of the captain was bad. He 
having nad trouble with his previous crew, was 
arrested in New Orleans and committed for 
trial, but furnishing bonds, he was allowed his 
liberty and then he set sail. I shipped with 
the captain at his request, and, although I 
had been told he was a bad man. yet I did not 
think he was so bad that I could not get along 
with him. He told me he was a Maine man; 
I also was a Maine boy, born in Rockland, t 
shipped. I had sailed in ships, barks, brigs 
and schooners: had rounded Cape Horn four 
times, and had been to all parts of the world. 
An able seaman, I had served as second mate, 
knew a sailor's duty thoroughly and never had 
trouble on board any ship during seven years' 
constant life at sea. I had had experience in 
both American and English ships, but I soon 
found the "Jefferson Borden" to be a floating 
hell and Captain Patterson a very devil incar- 
nate. 

Short-handed, undermanned and overloaded 
we went to sea. The crew were starved. The 
vessel had been 48 days out from New Orleans 
with constantly rough weather, shipping every 
sea, under water most of the time, leaking 
badly, with only four men before the mast to 
work a vessel of 600 tons. We were then 
strung[ up in the rigging by the thumbs, our 
toes just touching the deck. Agonized and 
parched with thirst, for the captain had said 
that salt water was good enough for u^ to 
drink. Such was our condition, when driven 
to a state of frenzy by starvation, constant 
abuse, torture and the drinking of sea-water, 
I headed a rush to get possession of the ves- 
sel. We fought armed only with handspikes, 
till shot through and through, we were over- 
powered and ironed; but in the fight the mates 
were killed. Brought to London, we were 
.sent to hospital until sufficiently recovered, 
then taken to Boston, where, in the Curet 
Court, before Judges Clifford and Lowell, we, 
George Miller and myself, were sentenced to 
be hanged. Of the tnree men tried for mu- 
tiny, one was an Englishman. He. wounded 
and crinnled for life, England stood by. He 
was not sentenced to be hanged like us; he 
got ten years' imprisonment. 

Sympathizing friends petitioned the Presi- 
dent ot the United States to commute our sen- 
tence. The petition was signed by the jury, 
by the Mayor and the Bishop of Boston, and 
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many other prominent men* also by hundreds 
of sea-captains, the United States Marshal and 
Senator Farwell, of Maine. President Grant 
commuted our sentence to imprisonment for 
life; and at the request of Senator Far well we 
were taken to the State prison at Thomaston, 

Me., where he have now laid for fifteen years.

By the kindness of the warden I am now 
writing the story of that mutiny, and I take 
this oi>portunity of again thanlang you for 
your kind attention in my behalf. I remain, 
yours truly, E. W. CLARK.

Mr. Mullen was called to the chair. 

The committee reports favorable on the 

resolution by T. J. Morgan: 

That the convention favor submitting to •the 
Legislatures an amendment to the constitution 
of the United States extending the right of 
suffrage to women. 

Report of committee concurred in and reso- 
lution adopted. 

It was further resolved that the President 
of the Federation be instructed to fill out and 
endorse a petition on behalf of the convention 
for the above last-named purpose. 

On motion of Mr. Duncan, asking for pass- 
age by Congress an' act "providing for the 
adjustments of accounts of laborers, work- 
men and mechanics, arising under eight-hour 
law. Committee report favorable. Report of 
committee concurred in. 

Mr. Scaife offered the following: 

WHEREAS, The miners of the State of 
Alabama have been on strike, or a suspension 
of work, since December ist, demanding an 
advance of five cents per ton on mining prices, 
which demand the Executive Board ot the 
United Mine Workers of America have decided 
as a just one: and, 

WHEREAS, The coal operators of the State 
have seen fit, in their rage, to cause the arrest 
of the Executive Board of the Alabama miners 
for no other reason that that of doing their 
duty as officials of a labor organization; there- 
fore, be it 

RESOLVED, That this Convention emphati- 
cally condemns the action of those iron-handed 
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taskmasters as un American and despotic in 
the extreme, and be it further 

RESOLVED, That this Convention pledges 
itself to spare no effort to secure to the miners 
of Alabama and other States the right to or- 
ganize, and, if necessary^ strike to secure their 
rights without their officials being subjected to 
an indignity, or sent to jail for doing their 
duty to their constituents — ^an organization af- 
filiated with this body. Agreed to. 

The Committee on Labels and Boycotts re- 
ported as follows: 

Committee reports favorable on resolution of 
Delegate Mullin : 

RESOLVED. That no boycott be endorsed 
hy the A. F. of L. until ordered by the Execu- 
tive Council, and then only after arbitration 
and other means have been exhausted. 

Report concurred in, and resolution 
adopted. 

Moved that the remainder of the report be 
acted upon in ncecutive session. Motion lost. 

The resolution of J. J. Egan, boycotting the 
goods of B. Williams, was referred to the 
Connecticut State Federation of Labor. 

The committee reports adversely on the ap- 
plication for endorsement of the label of the 
Clothing Operatives' National Union, as no 
evidence had been presented in an official 
manner. 

On motion, the matter was recommitted to 
committee. 

Committee recommends that the following 
resolutions be referred to incoming Executive 
Council. Resolution on brewery firms of A. 
Fink & Son, New York, and Lang & Son, 
Buffalo, and on picture frame firm of Schafer 
& Rhemthald, of Cleveland, Ohio. Recom- 
mendations agreed to.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON PRESI- 
DENT'S REPORT. 

Detroit, Mich., Dec. 10, 1890. 

Your Committee on President's Address ef- 
fected organization with H. J. Skeffington, of 
the Boot and Shoe Wbrkers. as Chairman, and 
James Duncan, of the Baltimore Federation, 
as Secretary, and beg leave to submit the fol- 
lowing: 

1. We rejoice in the remarkable growth and 
extended influence of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, which, in our opinion, is due 
to the efficiency and devotion of our worthy 
President and Executive Council of the Ameri- 
can Federation, and share with them the con- 
fidence that the present policy of the Ameri- 
can Federation in future years will be pro- 
ductive of still greater beneficial results to the 
toilers of our land. 

2. Eight-hour movement. Referred to spe- 
cial committee. 

STRIKCS. 

3. Strikes are continually being decried as 
failures, but only by those who are least able 
to engage in them, and who at the same time 
are continually striking and with sad results. 
We are not advocates of strikes, but believe 
them to be inevitable under existing conditions. 
The best way to prevent strikes is to prepare 
for them by thorough organization, discipline 
and money. We refer those who are always 
"mouthing of the strikes being , antiquated 
and useless weapons to the statistical reports 
of the State Labor Bureau of New York and 
the reports of the general officers of the trades 
unions of the United States and Oreat Britain 
as proofs of their error. 

The recent remarkable successes of the 
working people of both America and Europe, 
as shown especially by the dock laborers of 
London and carpenters of the United States, 
are additional proofs; there fore^ we recom- 
mend that the system of financial assistance 
in the event of strikes, now in our Constitu- 
tion, be not alone retained, but made still 
further eflFective and enlarged upon by larger 
assessments and more prompt compliance on 
the part of affiliated organizations. 

4. Inasmuch as the report of the President 
shows that his appeal to the various labor so- 
cieties for their co-operation in the matter of 
holding an International Labor Congress in 
Chicago in 1893 did not meet with such a 
resDonse as to indicate any (general desire for 
such a Congress, we deem it inexpedient for 
this Convention to take any definite action in 
the matter, but we recommend that during the 
coming year the President and Executive 
(Council keep themselves in communication 
with any committees that may be appointed by 
the United States Congress, or by any bodie's 
of organized labor, for the purpose of further- 
ing the project, and that the President and 
Executive Council be authorized to act with 
such committees in such manner as in their 
opinion will be for the best interests of this 
Federation. 

5. Regarding the Alien Contract Labor Law, 
we recommend that while the law, in its pres- 
ent form, in inadequate, yet it is in the right 
direction; and only fails of proper amendment 
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because of lack of public opinion in that di- 
rection. We urge affiliated unions to agitate 
this matter through their trade journals and 
do all they can to have this subject put before 
the public for their endorsement through the 
public press. 

LABOR DAY. 

6. We recommend to the careful considers^- 
tion of affiliated bodies the advice contained in 
the President's address on the observance of 
L^bor Day, and bringinjg: the attention of gov- 
ernors of their respective States to the uni- 
versalitv of Labor Day celebrations, and re- 
quest them to proclaim the first Monday in 
September in each year as a State holiday. 

7. We heartily concur in the views ex,- 
pressed by the President in condemnation of 
the evil of child labor, and we urge all af- 
filiated bodies to endeavor to have the legisla- 
tures of their respective States enact such 
laws as will prevent th employment of minors 
under fourteen years of age. 

BUREAUS OP LABOR STATISTICS. 

8. We earnestly indorse the move made to 
have Bureaus of Labor use their influence 
more directlv in assisting labor organizations 
in their work of elevating the moral and ma- 
terial welfare of the wage- workers, and rec- 
ommend all affiliated organizations to manifest 
their desire for this purpose. 

THE A. F. OF L. LABEL. 

9. We cordially indorse the recommenda- 
tion of President Gompers in the matter of 
authorizing the incoming Executive Council 
to issue a general Union Label for unions 
under the jurisdiction of the A. F. of L.. such 
label not to supersede or antagonize any label 
already issued by affiliated bodies. 

ORGANIZERS. 

10. In the matter of the work of the organ- 
izers appointed by the President, we feel that 
no words of ours can adec^uately express our 
gratitude to them for their noble sacrifices. 
The "consciousness and satisfaction resulting 
from having performed a noble duty" does not 
always compensate the organizer, and we there- 
fore recommend that the President, in a suit- 
able manner, convey to the organizers the 
thanks of this convention. 

We further recommend that the Executive 
Council be authorized to pay such sums from 
the general fund to the organizers for their 
time and expenses as their judgment may dic- 
tate. 

11. In conclusion we recommend that since 
the Federation has under the present adminis- 
tration met with such a remarkable increase in 
both a financial and numerical strength, it is 
only common justice due to our President, 
Samuel Gompers^ and the other members of 
the Executive Council, that this Convention 
acknowledges the fact by a rising vote of 
thanks to the officials for their wise and suc- 
cessful administration of affairs of the Feder- 
ation during the past year. •

On the following resolution by Mr. Scaipe, 
committee report favorable : 

WHEREAS, The present convict svstem of 
Alabama, Georgia, Kentucky and Tennessee 
permits the making of contracts with the min- 
mg corporations and other firms of those 
States, tor the hiring of criminals, thus caus- 
ing the labor of the several industries of the 
above States (especially the coal miners) to 
compete with thai* of free men; and 

WHEREAS, We consider that any system 
which allows private corporations to use con- 
victs for the purpose of degrading free labor 
and reducing their wages to starvation point; 
and 

WHEREAS, We consider the convict system 
of those States as degrading to good morals, 
opposed to freedom and antagonizing to honest 
labor: therefore be it 

RESOLVED, That this Convention con- 
demns the convict system as operated in the 
above States, and calls ujKm all believers in 
justice and liberty to assist us in removing 
such evils from our midst. 

Adopted by a rising vote. 

On resolution by Mr. Rist, referring to the 
telegraph system, committee report inexpedient 
to act upon. 

Moved by Mr. Morgan that the document be 
placed on file. Agreed to. 

Committee report favorable on the following 

resolution by Mr. Morgan: 

WHEREAS, The Centennial Exposition held 
in Philadelphia in 1876 prompted the emigrra- 
tion agents in Europe and the transportation 
companies of the United States to fiooa Europe 
and this country with false advertisements re- 
specting the demand for labor and the high 
rate of wastes conscouent upon the erection of 
the Exposition buildings, etc., causing thous- 
ands of workers to spend all of their resources 
to reach Philadelphia, only to find a labor 
market already filled with unemployed and 
destitute workers. The efforts to relieve these 
deluded toilers exhausted the financial resources 
of the labor and benevolent organizations of 



that city, and demoralized the labor movement 
in that city for years afterwards; and 

WHEREAS, This deplorable condition of 
affairs is sure to grow out of the World's Fair 
to be held in Chicago in 1893, unless efforts 
are made to prevent; therefore, 

RESOLVED, That the President of the Fed- 
eration be and is hereby instructed to use the 
resources at his disposal to inform the workers 
of the United States and Europe upon this im- 
portant matter. 

Report of committee concurred in. 

On resolution of Mr. Lipe, asking the An^r- 
ican Federation of Labor to indorse the paint- 
ers' and decorators' movement for eight hours, 
whenever practicable, committee report favor- 
able. Report of committee concurred in. 

Committee report favorable on the following 
resolution by Mr. Vorhauer: 

RESOLVED, As the American Federation 
of Labor endorsed the eight-hour movement, 
we interpret that, to mean forty-eight hours 
per week. 

Agreed to. 

Committee report favorable on the following 
resolution by Mr. Fildew: 

WHEREAS, The bill introduced in Con- 
gress at the- last session regulating the hours 
of labor, and passed by the House, was ren- 
dered void by the amendments thereto; there- 
fore, be it 

RESOLVED. That we call upon our Repre- 
sentatives in Congress to pass a measure that 
shall, both in the letter and spirit, establish a 
work-dav that shall not be of more than eight 
hours' duration, whether the same be done by 
the Federal Government direct or the same be 
performed under contract. 

Report of committee concurred in. 

Committee reports favorable on the (a) fol- 
lowing resolutions by Mr. Duncan: 

RESOLVED, That the Executive Council, 
on behalf of this Convention, prepare and pre- 
sent a bill to Congress at their earliest oppor- 
tunity prohibiting military and naval bands of 
music in the service and paid by the National 
Government from competing with or interfer- 
ing in the business of civilian bands and mu- 
sicians. 

Agreed to. 

RESOLVED, That the American Federation 
of Labor do everything in its power to bring 
about the repeal ot all conspiracy laws, whether 
State or National, whose object is to den^ to 
working people the free exercise of their rights 
to organize and be represented by committees, 
or agents of their own selection, in dealing 
with employers of labor in relation to matters 
of wages or other conditions under which 
labor shall be performed. 

Agreed to. 

Committee further recommended that the 
incoming Executive Council be instructed to 
request all affiliated bodies to urge the legisla- 
tures of their respective States to enact laws 
to abolish the same. Report of committee con- 
curred in. 
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Mr. Crowley asked permission to withdraw 
the resolution referring to New York clothing 
works.

Should a vacancy in any office oc- 
our between the annual meetings of the Con- 
vention, su(ih vacancy shall be filled bv the 
President of the Federation, by and with the 
consent of the Executive Council. 

Sec. A. The President and Secretary shall 
be members of the succeeding Convention in 
case they are not delegates, but without vote. 

Sec. 5. All elective officers shall be mem- 
bers of a local or^^anization coimected with the 
American Federation of Labor. 

Sec. 6. The term of the officers of the 
American Federation of Labor shall expire on 
the first day of January succeeding the Con- 
vention.

Report of Committee on' Isabels and Boy- 
cotts continued in executive session:

The request of the Iron Molders* Union to 
reaffirm the boycott on the Rochester Co-oper- 
ative Stove Company, the committee recom- 
mend to approve. 

In the case of the label of the Horse Collar 
Makers and all others, the committee recom- 
mend to refer to the Executive Council to act 
in conjunction with the general label resoli^- 
tion already adopted. 

The request of the National Brewers' Union 
to reaffirm the boycott on all pool beer, the 
committee recommend to approve. 

The committee recommend the adoption of 
the resolution demanding of Congress the 
enactment of a law that shall protect all imion 
labels from infringement and counterfeiting. 

The committee recommend that the resolu- 
tion requesting the enforcement of Article IV, 
Section 5, be referred to the Organization 
Committee. Covered by previous legislation. 

The committee recommend to indorse the 
label of the Boot and Shoe Workers' Inter- 
national Union. 

Brewers' Union, No. 12, of Cincinnati, gave 
notice that the Banner Brewing Company and 
Schaller Bros, are the only imion breweries in 
that city. The committee recommend to refer 
to the Executive Council the whole matter 
for settlement to this Convention. 

The committee recommend the resolution re- 
questing the Executive Council to have fac- 
simile union labels printed for distribution at 
the various meeting-places be referred to the 
Executive Council. 

On the resolution requesting reaffirmation 
of the boycott of Pleischmann's yeast, the 
committee take no definite action, but refer 
the whole matter for settlement to this con- 
vention. 

The committee recommend that the boycott 
of the Bakers' International Union levied 
against S. S. Marvin & Co., Pittsburg, Pa., 
and the Cleveland Baking Company be reaf- 
firmed. 

We recommend the endorsement of the la- 
bel of the Clothing Operatives* National Union 
on the condition that said Union place upon 
its label the words "Ready made." 

In the ease of the Musical Union of Pitts- 
burg, which desires the endorsement of its 
boycott against three theaters, the committee 
recommend the endorsement of the position of 
said Union.

WHEREAS, The bulk of the ready-made 
clothing is made under such appaling condi- 
tions that the industry is fast becoming de- 
serted by all civilized and self-respecting peo- 
ple, who are driven from the trade by hordes 
who constitute the boiled-down essence of the 
most degraded elements of Europe, landed free 
of duty; and 

WHEREAS, The atrocious competition 
among the clothing houses of the countrv, 
which is backed up by an almost general pub- 
lic demand for cheap garments, entails untold 
miseries on thousands or men, women and 
children, and creates the tenement-house sys- 
tem of manufacturing clothing, in which uie 
laws relating to employment ox children under 
fourteen, women tor more than ten hours 
daily, the prevention of disease, the accumula- 
tion of filth, morality are with impunity 
broken, as well as a dozen others; and 

WHEREAS, The City of New York is the 
headquarters of these plague-breathing tene- 
ment factories, which, in the interests o€ cap- 
ital, tenderly nurses this unnatural monstros- 
ity, fostering these slaughter houses where 
men, women and children and the trade are 
tortured to death; and 

WHEREAS, The bulk of clothing sofd 
throughout the countrv is made where disease 
exists and vermin aoounds in God-forsaken 
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dens among pallid, hollow-eyed pauper labor 
in small, stuff v rooms of stinking tenement 
houses, amid filthy garbage^ reeking slime and 
every species of abomination to the ruin of 
the skilled native operative and the great dan- 
ger of the public nealth; therefore, be it 

RESOLVED. That we, the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, in regular convention as- 
sembled, brand this infamous system as a dis- 
grace to any country, civilized or uncivilized, 
a bl,ot on our enlightened age, and each reek- 
ing tenement-house factory of New York City 
a monument of disgrace to the authorities of 
that city. 

Adopted. 

Mr. Fox offered the following: 

WHEREAS, The Iron Moulders of San 
Francisco, Cal., have been for the past nine 
months contending against the combined ef- 
forts of the En^eers and Iron Foimders' 
Association to disrupt their union, reduce 
their wages fifty cents per day, and strike a

A Little Relaxation from th^ Laborious Duties of the Delegfates* 



The banquet tendered to the delegates and 
members of the press on Wednesday night, 
December 10, at Clawson's Hall, by the De- 
troit Council of Trades and Labor Unions, 
was a grand success, and the manner in which 
the tables were so bounteously supplied with 
good things for the inner man was conclusive 
evidence of hospitality in its purest form. 
The committee having charge of the affair, 
consisting of Robert Y. Ogg, Samuel Gold- 
water, H. A. Wildie, James Murray, Francis 
Fildew, and Chas. E. Miller, had spared no 



pains to make the occasion a pleasant one for 
the invited guests. 

About 125 sat down to eat at the tables 
and disposed of many dainty things the 
tempting dishes contained that had been so 
tastefully arranged. It was nearly eleven 
o'clock when Mr. Robert Y. Ogg, the Toast 
Master of the evening, called the attention 
of the assemblage to the programme that had 
been prepared, and his opening remarks to the 
delegates and invited guests, in greeting them 
on behalf of the Trades Council of Detroit, 
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were full of pleasantries and good will for all 
the visiting friends while in their midst 

His announcement of the first toast of the 
evening, "The American Federation of I^a^ 
bor," responded to by President Gompers, is 
spoken of as follows by the Detroit Free 
Press% 

Mr. Gompers response was a very graceful 
and eloquent address, and his /utterance were 
heartily applauded by his listeners. In the 
course of his remarks Mr. Gompers said: 

"I have frequently been called on to respond 
to this toast, 'The American Federation of 
Labor,' and the fimd of oratory which may 
have been mine has been almost exhausted 
in speaking upon this subiect. Our organiza- 
tion was founded for self-protection and not 
for self-assertion, and with this end in view 
we have now reached a fair stage of maturity. 
Our growth has been wonderful, not phen- 
omenal. It is but a ,few years since the first 
convention of this Federation wa^ held, with 
but twenty delegates present, and now we 
come to our present (tenth) convention with 
one hundred and three delegates, representing 
not a large number of orsanizations which 
exist on paper, but a solid constituency of 
half a million laboring men in trades unions 
united." 

"Michigan** was responded to in a pleasing 
manner by Jos. A. Labadie. "The sweet 
winds whistle through her pines, and riches 
glitter in her wines,** was the only cTiie of- 
fered to his remarks by the programme, and 
of these features he treated. 

P. J. McGuire, First Vice President of the 
Federation, spoke in response to the toast, 
"Eight Hours Still Our Watchword." 

Thomas M. Dolan sang a song which 
brought forth much applause. 

The remainder of the toasts and those re- 
sponding was as follows:

Executive Council of the American Federa- 



tion of Labor met at the Gri«,wold House at 
7 o'clock P. M. 

Members present — Samuel Gompers, P. J. 
McQuire, Wm. A. Carney, John B. Lennon 
and Chris Evans. The meeting was called to 
order with President Gompers in the chair and 
Chris. Evans, Secretary. 

Moved that the resolution bv Mr. Foster, 
on petition to Congress be referred to the 
President. Agreed to. 

On motion the question of the Clothing Cut- 
ters of New York and Brooklyn was referred 
to the President. 

RESOLVED, That Todd, Baldwin and Sul- 
livan be informed of the action of the conven- 
tion in their case. Adopted. 

Moved that the President correspond with 
the German Typographia on the subject of the 
German religious publishing houses. Adopted. 

Moved that the question of organizing the 
Rockv Mountain districts be deferred for one 
montn, and the Secretary correspond with 
parties interested and give the result. So 
ordered. 

Moved that the Question of a movement for 
eight hours by the Painters and Decorators, qp 
May I, 1 89 1, be deferred until further inform- 
ation is obtained. So ordered. 

RESOLVED, That we donate $100, and 
loan $60, to the Saddle and Harness Makers' 
National Union, to help them in their strug- 
gle. The same to be paid weeklv. Adopted. 

Moved that action be deferred on the ques- 
tion of the Buck Stqye and Range Company 
until further information is received. So or- 
dered. 

It was suggested that the President and 
Secretary be authorized to get up a design for 
a label in accordance with the instructions of 
the Convention, and report the same to the 
members of the Executive Council. So or- 
uered. 

Mr. Eickhoff and Mr. McNeill, the com- 
mittee appointed at the Convention to consult 
with the Executive Council on the question of 
local unions raising a fund for their protec- 
tion, presented their views on the subject, and 
the matter Vas referred to the President, Sec- 
retary and Treasurer to draft something on 
the question and refer the same to all mem- 
bers of the Executive Council by mail for 
their approval. So ordered. 

Moved that the presentation of the bonds 
of the Secretary and Treasurer be left in the 
hands of the President. Agreed to. 

It was ordered that the question on the 
World's Fair, introduced by Mr. Lennon, be 
deferred for future action. 

Moved toXrefer the matter of the Shipping 
Commissioners' Act to the President for 
further correspondence. Agreed to. 

RESOLVED, That owin^ to the number of 
boycotts on beer, that action be deferred on 
the special boycott of National Brewers' 
Union. Agreed to. 

The boycott on Schafer, Reinthall ft Co., 

picture frame moulders, was endorsed, as was 

also the boycott of Federal Labor Union No. 

3,86t. at Beaver Falls, Pa., on Kmcrtoo, 

Smith ft Co., Saw Manufacturers. 
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Moved that action on the question of organ- 
izing working women be deferred until the 
next meeting of the Council. A^eed to. 

Moved that the President visit Rochester 
for the purpose of discussing the trouble there 
with the shoe manufacturers. So ordered. 

RESOLVED, That the President and Sec- 
retary be authorized to have the proceedings 
of the convention printed in the English and 
German languages in sufficient numbers to 
meet the requirements. Adopted. 

Adjourned to meet December 14, 1890. 

Detroit, Mich., Dec. 14, 1890. 

The second meeting of the Council was held 
at the Griswold House to consider the sub- 
ject presented to the President, by President 
Plank, of the International Typographical 
Union. 

The meeting was called to order by Presi- 
dent Gompers, and Chris. Evans and Wm. 
A. Carney were present. 

President Gompers laid the subject matter 
of the International Typographical Union be- 



fore the Executive Council as follows: That 
President Plank had been in communication 
with him for the purpose of ascertaining what 
financial assistance the A. F. of L. could give 
the I. T. U. To whom the question of mak- 
ing a movement for a reduction in the hours 
of labor should they decide to make a move. 

RESOLVED, That in view of the selection 
of the miners by the convention to demand the 
enforcement of the eight-hour work-day on 
May 1st, 1891, the A. F. of L. is not in a 

ration to promise any financial support to the 
T. U. pending this movement and it hopes 
in the near future to select the I. T. U. to 
make a similar demand and give it the Federa- 
tion's support. Adopted. 

Mr. Carney moved that the President and 
Secretary be authorized to procure a larser 
and more suitable safe for the oflBce. Ap- 
proved. 

Moved to adjourn subject to a call of the 
Executive Council. Adjourned.

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PREAMBLE. 

WHEREAS, A struggle is going on in all 
the nations of the civilized world, between 
the oppressors and the oppressed of all coun- 
tries, a struggle between thc^ Capitalist and the 
Laborer, which grows in intensity from year 
to year, and will work disastrous results to 
the toiling millions if thev are not combined 
for mutual protection and benefit; 

It therefore behooves the representatives of 
the Trades and Labor Unions of America, in 
Convention assembled, to adopt such measures 
and disseminate such principles among the 
mechanics and laborers of our country as will 
permanently unite them to secure the recog- 
nition of tne rights to which they are justly 
entitled. 

We therefore declare ourselves in favor of 
the formation of a thorough Federation, em- 
bracing every Trade and Labor Organization 
in America, organized under the trade union 
system. 

CONSTITUTION. 

Artici.« I. — Nams. 

This association shall be known as *'The 
American Federation of Labor," and shall con- 
sist of such .Trade and Labor Unions as shall 
conform to its rules and regulations. 

Articlb II. — Objects. 

Section i. The objects of this Federation 
shall be the encouragement and formation of 
Local Trade and Labor Unions, and the closer 
federation of such societies through the or- 
ganizations of Central Trade and Labor Unions 
m every city, and the further combination of 
such bodies int9 State, Territorial or Pro- 
vincial organizations, to secure legislation in 
the interest of the working masses. 

Sec. 2. The establishment of National and 
International Trade Unions, based upon a 
strict recognition of the autonomy of each 
trade, and the promotion and advancement of 
such bodies. 

Sec. 3. An American Federation of all 
National and International Trade Unions, to 
aid and assist each other; and, furthermore, to 
secure National Legislation in the interest of 
the working people, and influence public opin- 
ion, by peaceful and legal methods, in favor 
of Organized Labor. 

Sec. 4. To aid and encourage the labor 
press of America. 

AmCLB III. — CONVEKTIOK. 

Section i. The Convention of the Federa- 
tion shall meet annually at 10 A. M., on the 
second Monday in December, at such place as 



the delegates have selected at* the preceding 
convention. 

Sec. 3. At the opening of the Convention 
the President shall take the chair and call the 
Convention to order, and preside during its 
sessions. 

Sec. %. The following committees, consist- 
ing of nve members each, shall be aopointed 
by the President: ist. Credentials; 2d. Rules 
and Order of Business^ 3d, Report ot Presi- 
dent; 4th, Report of Secretary; 5th, Resolu- 
tions; 6th, Laws; 7th. Organization; 8th, La- 
bels and Boycotts; ptn. Grievances; loth. Lo- 
cal or Federated bodies. 

Sec. 4. The Executive Council shall direct 
the Presidents or Chief Executive Officers of 
three National or International Unions at least 
ten davs previous to the holding of the An- 
nual Convention to appoint one delegate each 
from their respective delegations elect who 
shall compose an auditing committee, and this 
committee shall meet at the place for holding 
the convention three days prior to the con- 
vention, and they shall audit the accounts of 
the Federation for the preceeding twelve 
months. The expenses of said committee shall 
be paid out of the funds of the Federation. 

Article IV.-z-Rkprkscntatign. 

Section i. The basis of representation in 
the Convention shall be: From National or 
International Unions, for less than four thous- 
and members, one delegate; four thousand or 
more, two delegates; eight thousand or more, 
three delegates; sixteen thousand or more, 
four delegates; thirty-two thousand or more, 
five delegates, and so on; and from each Local 
or District Trade organization or federated 
body, not connected with, or having a Na- 
tional or International head, affiliated with 
this Federation, one delegate. The delegates 
shall be elected at least two weeks previous to 
the Annual Convention of the A. F. of L., 
and the names of such delegates shall be for- 
warded to the Secretary of this body immedi- 
ately after their election. 

Sec. 2. Questions may be decided by divi- 
sion or a show of hands, but if a call of the 
roll is demanded by one-tenth of the delegates 
present, each delegate shall cast one vote for 
every one hundred members, or major frac- 
tion thereof, he represents; but no City or 
State Federation shall be allowed more than 
one vote. The Secretary shall prepare for use 
of the Convention printed poll lists, contain- 
ing the number of votes the delegates from 
National and International Unions are en- 
titled to, based upon the last reports made to 
the office of the Federation. 

Sec. 3. No organization which has seceded 
or has been suspended or expelled from any 
National or International organization con- 
nected with the Federation, shall be allowed a 
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representation or recognition in this Federa* 
tion. 

Sec. 4. No organization shall be entitled 
to representation unless stach organization has 
appiicd for and obtained a certificate of af- 
filiation at least one month prior to the Con< 
vention, from the President of the Federation. 

Sec. 5. No Central Labor Union or City 
or State Federation of Labor or any other 
central bodv of delegates shall admit to their 
councils delegates from any local organization' 
that owes its allegiance to any other body» 
National or International, not connected with 
this Federation, or hostile to any affiliated or- 
ganization or that has been suspended or ex- 
pelled by a National or International or- 
ganization of their trade, under penalty of 
being denied representation in general con- 
ventions of this Federation. It is the duty of 
local unions of the American Federation of 
Labor to organize Central Labor Organizations 
in the localities where none exist, or to join 
those already existing, to secute the affiliation 
of the same with the American Federation of 
Labor, that there may be unity of action for 
the purpose of advancing the interests of each 
other and establishing the principles of this 
Federation. 

Sec. 6. When a Local. National or Inter- 
national Trade Union shall send to a conven- 
tion a delegate who is not a bona-fide crafts- 
man of the trade he represents on the face of 
his credential, said Union shall also send a 
statement to that effect to the convention 
stating the tact and giving reasons therefor. 

Articus V. — Oppicsrs. 

Section i. The Officers of the Federation 
shall consist of a President, two Vice Presi- 
dents, a Secretary, and a Treasurer, to be 
elected by the Convention, who shall constitute 
an Executive Council. 

Sec. 2. Should a vacancy in the office of 
President occur between the annual meetings 
of the Federation, such vacancy shall be filled 
by election by the Executive Council; such 
person so elected to be a member of said 
Executive Council. 

Sec. ^. The President and Secretary shall 
be members of the succeeding Convention in 
case they are not delegates, but without vote. 

Sec. 4. All elective officers shall be mem- 
bers of a local organization connected with 
the American Federation of Labor. 

Sec. 5. The terms of the officers of the 
American Federation of Labor shall expire on 
the first day of January succeeding the con- 
vention. 

Article VI. — DuTies of OPPiotas. 

Section I. It shall be the duty of the 
President to preside at all ([[eneral Conven- 
tions; to take general supervision of the Fed- 
eration throughout its jurisdiction; to publish 
a quarterly circular on February 28th, May 
3tst. August 2ist. and November 30th, of eacn 
year; to sign all official documents; to travel, 
with the consent of thfe Executive Council, 
whenever required, in the interests of the Fed- 
eration; to submit to the Secretary, at the end 
of each month, an itemized account of all mon- 
eys, traveling and incidental, expended by 
him in the interest of the Federation: and at 
the end of his term of office he shall report 
his acts and doings to the annual Convention 
of the Federation. The President, if not a 
delegate, shall have the casting vote in case 
of a tie, but shall not vote at other times. 



He shall be required to devote all his time to 
tlie interests of the Federation. He shall call 
meetings of the Executive Council, when 
necessary, and shall preside over all their de- 
liberations, and he soall receive for his ser- 
vices such sum as the annual conventions may 
determine, payable weekly. 

Sec. 2. In case of a vacancy in the office 
of President by death, resignation or other 
cause, the Secretary shall perform the duties 
of the President until his successor is elected. 
In the event of such a vacancy in said of- 
fice, it shall be the duty of the Secretary to 
issue within six days from the date of such 
vacancy a call for a meeting of the Executive 
Council at the headquarters of the American 
Federation of Labor for the purpose of elect- 
ing a President to fill said vacancy. 

Sec. 3. The duties of the Secretary shall 
be to take charge of all books, papers and ef- 
fects of the general office; to conduct the cor- 
respondence pertaining to his office; to furnish 
the elective officers with the necessary sta- 
tionery; to convene and act as secretary of 
the annual Convention, and furnish to the 
committee on credentials at each convention a 
statement of the financial standing of ^ch 
affiliated body with the Federation; to keep all 
letters, documents, accounts, etc., in such man- 
ner as the annual convention may direct; to 
receive and collect all moneys due the Fed- 
eration, and to pay them to the Treasurer, 
taking his receipt therefor; Provided, that he 
may retain in his hands a sum not exceeding 
$2^o« for current expenses, which money shall 
only be paid out on the approval of the Presi- 
dent; to submit to the Finance Committee, for 
their inspection, vouchers for all moneys ex- 
pended; to close all accounts of the Federa- 
tion on October 31st of each year, and all 
moneys received or disbursed atter said date 
shall not be reported in the {general balance 
account of the ensuing convention; to publish 
a financial report in the quarterly circular, and 
send ten copies to each affiliated body, and 
such additional number of copies as may be 
ordered and paid for by any organization con- 
nected with the Federation. His office shall 
be located in the same office with that of the 
President. He shall give a bond of $1,000 for 
the faithful performance of his duties, and for 
his services he shall receive such sum as the 
annual conventions may determine, payable 
weekly. 

bee. 4. The Treasurer shall receive and 
take charge of all moneys, property and se- 
curity of the Federation delivered to him by 
the Secretary. He shall deposit all moneys 
belonging to the Federation in bank, in his 
name as Treasurer of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, and before any moneys thus de- 
posited can be drawn, each check shall be 
signed by him as Treasurer. He shall pay 
through the Secretary, all warrants regularly 
drawn on him, signed by the President and 
countersigned by the Secretary, as required 
by this Constitution, and none others. He 
snail submit to the annual Convention a 
complete statement of all receipts and disburse- 
ments during his term of office, and at the 
expiration of his term of office be shall de- 
liver up to his successor all moneys, securi- 
ties, books and papers of the Federation under 
his control, ana tor the faithful performance 
of his duties he shall give a bond in the sum 
of $5,000. The annual salary of the Treas- 
urer shall be $100. 

Sec. 5. All books and financial accounts 
shall, at all times, be open to the inspection 
of the President and Executive Council. 
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Akticlx VII.— Exbcutiv* Council 

Section I. It shall be the duty of the 
Executive Council to watch legislative meas- 
ures directly affecting the interests of worl^ 
ing people, and to initiate, whenever neces- 
sary, such legislative action as the Convention 
may direct. 

Sec. 2. The Executive Council shall use 
every possible means to organize new Na- 
tional or International Trade Unions, and ' to 
organize local Trade Unions and connect 
them with the Federation until such time as 
there are a sufficient number to form a Na- 
tional or International Union, when it shall be 
the dutv of the President of the Federation 
to see that such organization is formed^ 

Sec. 3. While we recognize the right of 
each trade to manage its own affairs, it shall 
be the duty of the Executive Council to se- 
cure the tmification of all labor organizations, 
so far as to assist each other in any trade 
dispute. 

Akticlx VIII. — Strikes and Lockouts. 

Section i. In case any National or Interna- 
tional body affiliated with this Federation shall 
order a strike, or are locked out, and by 
reason of financial distress it shall be neces- 
sary for it to call upon the Federation for 
aid, the Executive Council, if they deem that 
such organization is entitled to receive sucn 
assistance, shall make an assessment, not ex- 
ceeding two cents per member per week, uppn 
every other National or International body so 
affiliated with the Federation. Such assess- 
ment shall remain in force for a period not 
exceeding five continuous weeks, unless other- 
wise ordered by a general vote of all National 
and International Unions affiliated. 

Sec. 2. Any National or International or- 
ganization, or other body connected with this 
Federatioiu failing to comply with the require- 
ments of Sec. 2 of this Article, within a period 
of 30 dajrs, shall be suspended, and shall not 
be reinstated until all arrearages are paid in 
full. Provided, however, that organizations 
represented in this Convention whose delegates 
have been instructed to oppose the levying oi 
an assessment shall not be liable to suspension 
until the matter is acted on at their next Na- 
tional or International convention. 

Sec. 3. Accompanying a call for an assess- 
ment shall be a circular from the President of 
the Federation, giving a detailed account of 
the strike or lockout 

Sec. ^. No affiliated body of the American 
Federation of Labor shall be entitled to bene- 
fit from the strike fund of the Federation un- 
til the/ have been six months affiliated, have 
pjud SIX months per capita tax to the Federa- 
tion, and are in good standing. 

Articus IX. — RcveNue. 

Section i. The revenue of the Federation 
shall be derived as follows: From Interna- 
tional and National Trade Unions a per capita 
tax of one-fourth of one cent per member 
per month; from local trade unions and fed- 
eral unions, one cent per member per month: 
and from Central Labor Unions of City and 



State Federated bodies, $2$ per annum. All 
monevs AuW be payable to the Secretary of 
the Federation. 

Sec. 2. Delegates shall not be entitled to a 
seat in this Federation unless the tax of tjicir 
organization, as provided for in Section i of 
this Article, has been paid in full. 

Sec. 3. Any organization, affiliated with 
this Federation, not paying its per capita tax 
on or before the 15th of each month, shall be 
notified of the fact by the Secretary of the 
Federation, and if at the end of three months 
it is still in arrears, it shall become suspended 
from membership in the Federation, and can 
only be reinstated by vote of the Convention, 
when such arrearages are paid in full. 

Sec. 4. Whenever the revenue of the Fed- 
eration shall warrant such action, the Execu- 
tive Cotmcil shall authorize the sending out of 
Trade Union speakers, from place to place, 
in the interests of the Federation. 

Sec 5. The remuneration for loss of time 
by members of the Executive Council or 
speakers engaged by them shall be $3.50 per 
day and traveling and hotel expenses. 

Articu X. — MisceiAANKous. 

Section i. The Executive Council shall 
have power to make rules to govern matters 
not in conflict with this Constitution or the 
Constitution of affiliated Unions, and shall re- 
port accordingly to the Federation. 

Sec. 2. Certificates of affiliation shall be 
granted by the President of the Federation, 
by and with the consent of the Executive 
Council, to all National and International 
Unions and local bodies affiliated with this 
Federation. 

Sec. 3. Any seven wage-workers of one 
trade of good character, and favorable to 
* Trade Unions, and not members of any body 
, affiliated with this Federation, who will sub- 
scribe to this Constitution, shall have the 
power to form a local body, to be known as 
a "Federal Labor Union," and they shall hold 
regular meetings for the purpose of strength- 
ening and advancing the Trades Union move- 
ment, and shall have the power to make their 
own rules in conformity with this Constitu- 
tion, and shall be granted a local certificate 
by the President of this Federation, provided 
the request for a certificate be endorsed by 
the nearest Local or National Trades Union 
officials connected with this Federation. 

Sec. A. The certificate fee for affiliated 
bodies shall be $5, payable to the Secretary 
of the Federation, and which shall accompany 
the application. 

Sec. 5. Where there are one or more Local 
Unions in any city, belonging to the National 
or International Union, affiliated with this 
Federation, they may organize a Trades As- 
sembly or Central Labor Union, or join such 
body, if already in existence. 

Articlc XI. — Autwutnts, 

This Constitution can be amended or al- 
tered only at a regular session of the Con- 
vention,, and to do so it shall require a two- 
thirds vote.

FIRST DAY— Morning 



Erawell's Hall, 
Birmingham, Ala., Dec. 14, 1891. 

The Eleyenth Annual Convention of the 
American Federation of Labor was called to 
order at 10 o'clock, Monday morning, Decem- 
ber 14, 1 89 1, with President Samuel Gompers 
in the chair and Chns. Evans, Secretary. 

The hall was neatly arranged for the con- 
venience of delegates during the Convention. 
Each Delegate was supplied with table, pen, 
ink, pencil and tablet. 

President Gompers called the Convention to 
order, and introduced Mr. Samuel R. Free- 
man from the Birmingham Trades Council, 
who introduced Gov. Thomas G. Jones, rep- 
resenting the State of Alabama, and Mr. J. 
J. Banks, City Attorney, representing the city 
of Birmingham. 

With a few appropriate words, Mr. Free- 
man presented the Governor of Alabama, who 
delivered the following address of welcome: 

Mr. President and Gentlemen of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor: 

The gentleman who honored me with the 
introduction has touched upon some matters 
that surround us here^ and for reasons which 
you will appreciate, I will read my welco^jie 
from manuscript. God forbid that I should 
refer to any of our political issues here. I 
may say, however, that the cause of labor is 

freater and higher than any partisan politics. 
Applause.) 

It is a notable event in the history of the 
State that this great body of representatives 
of labor should assemble in Alabama. It is 
according to the fitness of things, too, that 
you should meet in the city of Birmingham, 
the g[reat industrial centre of our rapidly de- 
veloping State. 

Until within a few years past, or^ianized 
labor was not a considerable influence in Ala- 



bama. We were an agricultural people, and 
our cities given almost entirely to commercial 
pursuits. Except the printers' unions and the 
organizations of the men who operated rail- 
roads, we were almost strangers to organized 
labor, its purposes, its benefiu and its power. 
I may say that, in the not very remote past, 
many of our people, whose sources of inform- 
ation were derived mainly through press re- 
ports of labor troubles in other sections, had 
impressions as tm favorable as they were er- 
roneous concerning your laudable aims and 
purposes. 

I am glad it is not so to-dav. (Applause.) 
I am glad to stand here and bear witness to 
the revolution in the knowledge and the senti- 
ments of the people of Alabama on this im- 
portant and transcendent subject. (Applause.) 
Organized labor came to us mainly with the 
great industrial movement that has developed 
our mines, erected our furnaces, studded the 
State with smoke-stacks and builded the many 
new cities of which Birmingham is the great 
tjTpe. It was a beneficent and powerful factor 
in the great onward march, for which we had 
watched and waited and prayed so long. The 
industrial development ot Alabama lays very 
near the hearts of our people; and we could 
not, if we would, shut out its essential foun- 
dation in the brawn and skill of the toiler, 
from a great share in our affections and our 

Eride. (Applause.) Our people have come to 
now that /our organizations stand not only 
for the social, moral, intellectual and mutual 
benefit of the workingman himself, but are 
enduring pledges of public order, of mutual 
concession and mutual upbuilders of the em- 
ployer and employed. We have learned that 
cheap labor is not the best labor (applause); 
and every city and town, however old and 
however wedded to the past, is clamoring for 
mills and factories and works that will give 
employment to labor that earns and is able to 
command thie highest price. (Applause.) 
We have seen in more than one struggle of 
organized labor for higher wages, sometimes 
lost and sometimes won, that the organization, 
by whatever name it mig^t be called, stood 
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for peace, order and law, and maintained them 
at every hazard. (Applause.; In this good 
year 1891 your Rreat oody, representing more 
than 500.000 of the best and most intelli- 
gent workingmen of this Union, could have 
met in no State and among no people pre- 
pared to give you a more cordial welcome than 
that which on behalf of the people of Alabama, 
I now extend to each and every one of you, 
and through you to all whom you represent. 
(Applause.) 

I am {(lad to meet so many representatives 
of American labor, and to have this opportu- 
nity of assuring you of the high place your 
cause holds among the people of this fairest of 
all the States of the sunny and warm-hearted 
South. It may be that some of you from be- 
yond the old line that once divided this coun- 
try of ours have come with ideas that you 
would visit a strange city and a strange peo- 

?ile. I know you will return with the pro- 
ound conviction that the brotherhood of 
Americans is as broad as the brotherhood of 
labor, and that there are now no lines to mark 
us as strangers any more. (Applause.) 

I trust that your stay in our chief industrial 
city will be so pleasant that before many years 
you will come back again and see how much 
greater State and city your brother laboring 
men will have built beneath these sunny skies. 



At the conclusion of CM>vemor Jones' re- 
marks there was loud and prolonged applause. 

Mr. Banks, speaking for the city, said that 
the Mayor was unavoidably absent, and the 
pleasant duty of welcoming the Convention 
devolved upon himself. The visitors were 
more than welcome to the first of young 
Southern cities. Mr. Banks spoke very elo- 
quently and was frequently applauded. 

President CK>mpers responded to the hearty 
addresses of welcome. He heartily and elo- 
quently thanked the Governor for the wel- 
come to Alabama, and Mr. Banks for the wel- 
come to Birmingham. Mr. (Rompers spoke 
briefly, but forcibly and feelingly. 

At the close of his remarks the President 
declared the Convention open for the trans- 
action of business, and appointed the follow- 
ing committee on credentials: 

O. A. Williams, A. Todtenh^usen, A. B. 
Loebenberg, Henry White, Charles F. Bech- 
told. 

On motion a recess was taken until a o'clock

Moved that the report of the committee 

where seats are not questioned be adopted, and 

that the credentials not reported favorably by 

them be acted upon by the Convention. 

Agreed to. 



The committee reported unfavorably on the 
credentials of the delegate from the Illinois 
State Federation, of Labor, inasmuch as it had 
not paid the per capita tax. William C. Pom- 
eroy was the delegate. Delegate John C 
Harding of Chicago asked to be heard on the 
subject. Agreed to. He said the last Con- 
vention at Alton was very successful, and they 
had passed a number of good resolutions, 
which there had not been sufficient time to 
carry into practical effect. He wished to say 
that while they were in arrears they had given 
an earnest pledge of doing better in future. 
The Illinois Federation desired to affiliate 
with the American Federation. 

The chairman of the committee said that 
the Illinois Federation had paid no money into 
the national treasury. A year Ago the Illinois 
people had written a letter to the effect that 
they intended to withdraw from the American 
Federation. These two facts had influenced 
the committee in making its decision. 

In answer to a question. President Gompers 
said that the constitution required that an or- 
ganization should have been chartered for at 
least thirty days before the meeting of the 
national convention, and should be in good 
standing. 
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Secretary Evans said that the tax on the 
Illinois Federation was $35 a year, and they 
now owed $95. 

Delegate Kidd moved that Mr. C. Pomeroy 
be allowed to speak for himself, and the mo- 
tion was adopted. 

Mr. Pomeroy said that he had been sent 
here to make the best arrangements he could. 
They owed $95, and of that sum he had in his 
possession $25, all the money they had in 
their treasury. He hoped this Convention 
would not act hastily. Illinois had been for 
four years the very seat of agitation, and 
they were thoroughly aroused on the question 
of unionism. It had been a bad year in that 
State. Strike after strike, benefit after bene- 
fit, had depleted the small cash reserve of the 
members, and they were now unable to raise 
all their dues. He appealed to the Conven- 
tion to be charitable, to be just. Give men 
willing to do a chance to do. In the name of 
the brotherhood of labor, he asked to be seated 
as a delegate representing the great State of 
Illinois. 

President Gompers then rose and stated that 
every organization had rules for its own gov- 
ernment and protection. This was true of 
the American Federation of Labor, and its 
rules had not been complied with by the Illi- 
nois State Federation of Labor, and therefore 
Delegate Pomeroy was not entitled to a seat 
as delegate. 

Delegate Harding then rose to speak, when 
the President informed him that the question 
was settled, unless it was desired to appeal 
from the decision of the chair. 

Delegate Harding then appealed from the 
chair's decision, and followed the appeal by a 
sutement begging the Convention to deal 
kindly with the Ilhnois Federation. 

President Gompers said that he liked to 
be kind where kindness was not unjust. This 



was not a question of sjrmpathy. The Illinois 
Federation had not taken the proper steps 
toward gaining admission to the American 
Federation, and it could not be therefore 
legally admitted to the councils of the na- 
tional body. 

The Convention, on a yea and nay vote, 
susUined the President by a large majority. 

The chairman of the committee reported 
adversely on the credentials of the degelate 
from the Chicago Building Trades Council, 
Mr. Hoyt Raymond, on the ground that bis 
order had not affiliated with the American 
Federation. 

Delegate Harding explained that the Build- 
ing Trades Coun^l of Chicago conUined 
13,000 members, and it would promote the 
interests of organized labor to admit the« dele- 
gate of that Council. 

The report qf the committee was sustained. 

The committee reported adversely on the 
credentials of William C. Pomeroy, as rep- 
resenting the American Waiters' Union No. 
5108, of St Louis, Mo. 

A considerable discussion came up over this 
report, and the report was finally agreed to. 

Mr. Pomeroy then requested permission 
to withdraw credentials that he had given 
the Secretary from other organizations, but 
objection was made. 

The President appointed the following Com- 
mittee on Rules: 

John P. Tones. R. Braunschweig, Gus Lana- 
gan, Daniel Harris, Harry Lloyd. 

For Assistant SccreUry; Sam'l R. Free- 
man, of Birmingham, Ala., and Robert Mc-

Appointments confirmed. 

Reports of President, SecreUry and Treas- 
urer were read, as follows, and, on motion, 
laid over to be referred to proper committees 
when appointed. 



PRESIDENT GOMPERS' REPORT. 

To the Officers and Delegates to the Eleventh Annual Convention of the American Federation 
of Labor: 

Fellow Unionists: Gathering in our annual conclaves and meeting as we do to-day for the 
first time in the history of the trade union movement in that part of our country which, but a 
short time ago, seldom heard the joyful sound of the hammer, the anvil and the forge, or saw 
the power of the steam engine, and whose industries are now being developed, it affords me 
more than ordinary pleasure to greet you as delegates from the organizations of wage-workers. 
Coming, as you do. fresh from the factories, shops, mills and mines of our country to gather 
in this Convention to voice the sentiments of outraged justice, seeking the right too often denied 
to deVise the means to obtain a fair requital of the toilers' drudgery, to liriiten the burden 
from the shoulders of the oppressed, hearkening to the wail of sorrow and despair of the 
woman and the child; in a word, to help on that grand struggle for the abolition of economic, 
social and political wrongs and the establishment of such conditions which shall be more in 
harmony with the aspirations of the human family. In the name of the toiling masses of our 
country I greet you to this Convention of the American Federation of Labor, and trust that, 
spurred on by the sacrifices of the past and the noble deeds of those who have gone before, we 
majr be imbued with that judgment, earnestness and devotion to the interests of that class to 
which we have the honor to belong — the working class. 
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It becomes my duty to eive an account of m^ stewardship of the organization for the past 
year, and I do so knowing full well how utterly impossible it is to give you even a faint idea 
of the work performed. 

OUR GROWTH. 

Pursuant to instructions I visited the Convention of the machinists at Pittsburg, Pa., and 
made a formal request to them to strike out their color line discrimination; and altnough they 
deemed it inexpedient at that time, they declared that in all probability it would be complied 
with at their next session. 

They having failed to comply with the request, a Convention was called of Machinists' 
Unions, and the International Machinists' Union of America was organized and now has twenty- 
five branches throughout the country. The new organization is on a fair way of progress and 
success, but they have no desire to permanently divide the machinists of the coimtry into two 
separate organizations, and have pledged themselves that, when the older organization riiall 
eliminate the objectionable clause and be willing to amalgamate, the new one will be pleased to 
do so upon an honorable basis. .... . . 

The Coopers' International Union has been resuscitated and placed in a position to actively 
further the work of organization of that craft. 

The Electrical Workers were organized into a National Union, from the various local unions 
affiliated to the Federation. . 

The Carnage and Waponmakers have organized a National Union. 

The various organizations working in the "ready made" clothing industry have organized 
a National Union, under the title of the United Garment Workers of America, with a very great 
degree of success. 

The Tanners and Curriers have also organized a National Union. 

These and seven other National Trade Lmions affiliated with the A. F. of ly. within the year. 

A Convention will be held for the formation of National Unions from among the Metal 
Polishers and Street Railway Employees in the very near future. 

The Federation issued 246 charters to Local Unions, 10 to National Trade Unions, and 
the latest reports show that the National Trade Unions issued charters to 1,040 Local Unions 
of their respective trades and callings, giving the Trade Union movement of the country about 
13,000 Local Unions. 

The committee authorized to be appointed by the last Convention to visit the Bricklayers' 
and Masons' International Linion, at their Convention, held at Toronto, to invite that body to 
become affiliated with the American Federation of Labor, performed their duty. The com- 
mittee was cordially received and resolutions adopted submitting the question to the Local Unions 
attached to it. 

Through the courtesy of General Secretary Thomas O'Dea, I had the opportunity accorded 
of forwarding a special circular to their Local Unions. The matter will soon be aecided by 
the annual gathering of that International Union, and let us hope that the decision will be 
favorable. There are yet a number of other International Unions, particularly the steam rail- 
road organizations, who are not affiliated with the A. F. of L. 

During the year I have striven earnestly and zealpusly to break down the barriers of 
formality and establish feelings of amity and friendship between those organizations and our 
Federation. I am pleased to report that never before were the relations between our organiza- 
tions so friendly, and I am firmly of the belief that the time is not far distant when we shall 
be enabled to count upon the railroad labor organizations beini[ allied with the great Trade 
Unions of our country under the banner of the American Federation of Labor. 

We hope to obtain the affiliation of these organizations by earning and deserving their con- 
fidence and respect. Let us put on a show of arrop:ance and attempt to force them and we will 
drive them further from us. I recommend that this policy be continued towards all unaffiliated 
Trade Unions. 

Some time ago blanks were forwarded to all the Trade Unions of the country for statistical 
information of a varied character. While the returns show a general increase in membership 
and a steadv growth of nearly all the organizations, answers to the returns are too incomplete 
to permit of an exact statement of the organized trade unionists in the United States. It was 
my hope to be able to present such a table of information to this Convention, but, from the 
cause stated, I have been prevented from doing so; the incoming officers will be in a position to 
make that statement known to the affiliated organizations in a short time. I can now report a 
steady growth all along the line. 

eiGIlT-HOUR MOVEMENT. 

Following the policy theretofore pursued, the Detroit Convention of the Federation decided 
upon continuing the movement for a reduction in the hours of labor of the toiling masses. 
The Convention decided to select the organization of a craft to demand the enforcement of the 
eight-hour work day on May 1st, 1891. The report of the Special Committee having that sub- 
ject in hand omitted the name of any particular craft and tacitly relegated the selection to the 
Executive Council to be made as the exigencies of the time might warrant. 

The delegates of the miners demanded that their trade be the one named; they declared 
that the miners were fully prepared and determined to inaugurate the movement. The Con- 
vention readily acceded to the demand, and great hopes were entertained that the enthusiasm 
and determination would result in the establishment of a substantial reduction in the hours of 
labor of the employed miners, and find work for a large number of that craft who were unem- 
ployed ,and thus by successive victories give an impetus to the movement for a general reduction 
in the hours of labor of the entire working class, bringing them so much nearer the goal of their 
final aspirations. 

Every facility at the command of the Executive Council was set in motion. Circulars were 
sent broadcast and reached every member and labor union throughout the country. The organ- 
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irers and unions held public and business meetings. The President of the Federation t«iveled 
from Maine to California, the combined efforts of all creating such a sentiment and feelmg 
of earnestness and co-operation, so that every prospect for a successful inauguration of the move- 
ment seemed bright and encouraging. 

While there had been vague rumors current that the miners would not make the movement, 
the first official or authentic information received at this office of the fact was on May ist, the 
date upon which the demand was expected to be made and the movement inaugurated. 

It would be idle to attempt to oescribe the feeling of astonishment it caused the Executive 

Council and disappointment manifested and chagrin felt by the organired workingmen and 

wonen of our country at the announcement of the abandonment of the movement by the miners. 

The causes that led up to the abandonment of the movement by the miners has been mentioned 

'in a circular and need not be reproduced here. 

No doubt the representatives of the organization of that craft at this Convention will suf- 
ficiently explain the cause of their action to the satisfaction of all here assembled. 

If there has been anv negligence or misrepresentation on the part of the officers of the 
Federation or a lack of frankness on the part of any one connected with this movement the 
proceedings of this Convention should demonstrate it and place it in the archives of our organ- 
ization, in order that the future historian of the struggles of the working class may correctly 
record it. 

TYPOGRAPHICAL UNION. 

At its Jast Convention the Intemattional Typographical Union adopted a resolution subject 
to the approval of the members of their local unions to enforce the nine-hour work day in tneir 
trade. The Executive of that organization asked the Executive Council not to pledge its finan- 
cial support to any other organization pending a vote upon the proposition. The pledge ^ was 
given, but owing to the state of trade and other matters beyond our knowledge, the proposition 
did not receive the required two-thirds majority and the movement was not madiC. 

Since then official notice was received from the Journeymen Bakers' International Union that 
they proposed making application to this Convention to be selected as the trade to make a 
demand for the enforcement of the eight-hour work day May ist, 1892. That matter should 
receive your earnest consideration. 

PRocaess op thb movbmbnt. 

It is very gratifying to note the progress and advancement reported by the organization. 
While it is true that some have not made many advances nor gained many improvements for 
their members, it is ec^uadly true that the reports indicate continuous advantages gained which 
seldom find their way into public print, but are achieved without the necessitv of resorting to 
strikes, which are unheralded, but continue ever onward, removing gradually the ills that stand 
as a barrier between the wa^-workers and their natural rights. These sfnall concessions and 
advantages gained are the silent manifestations of the continuous struggle and advancement 
of the Trade Union movement. The general public is not informed, and can form no concep- 
tion of the work performed by our Trade Unions. They only learn of our existence when some 
open and public manifestation is made either upon the economic field in the cases of strikes or 
lockouts, or u(K>n the political field to redress some of the grievances from which labor has 
suffered from time immemorial. 

Althou^ discouraged by the action of the miners, a large number of workers secured reduc- 
tions in their working hours, notably the building, iron and clothing trades and surface railroad 
employees. The printing trade made several local movements with varying success. 

It is worthy of note that, in all the answers received uoon the statistical blanks sent to 
Trade Unions in this country, three blank spaces were provided for answers to the question: 
"What, in the opinion of your Union, are the three most important questions that the A. F. of 
L. should concentrate its efforts to secure?" While the two other answers differ materially, every 
Union answered: "A reduction of the hours of labor." 

In my reports to the previous Conventions I have laid great stress upon the movement to 
inaugurate a reduction in the hours of labor of the working people. Without repeating them, I 
am yet impelled to impress upon your minds the importance and necessity of continuing the 
ajritation of that most important of all questions affecting the interest of the toiling masses. 
We should not lose sight of the fact that there is no movement which so thoroughly affects and 
improves the moral, material, political and social welfare of the wage-workers as a class and the 
people as a whole as does the one to reduce the hours of labor. 

INTKRNATIONAL LABOR CONCRKSSES. 

An International I<abor Congress was held at Brussels in the early part of the year, and 
per instructions of the last Convention a letter was forwarded to them conveying our fraternal 
greetings and extending an invitation to that gathering to attend our International Labor Con- 
gress, to be held in Chicago in i8^3- It was necessary to depend upon the good offices of one 
of our fellow Trade Unionists of Germany to see that the letter was placed before the Congress. 

In my last report to the Convention attention was called to the fact that if we desired to 
have a successful Congress, it would be necessary to have a representative at the Brussels Con- 
gress in order to extend the invitation. 

Authentic information has reached me that owing to our nonrepresentation at Brussels on 
the one hand, and, on the other, the misrepresentation of the character of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor by one who was excluded from our last Convention, the invitation was not 
accepted, and they decided to hold their Congress of 1893 at some other place than the United 
States of America. With this I submit a copy of the letter and invitation extended to the 
Brussels Congress. 
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An invitation was forwarded to the Trade Union Congress of Great Britain and Ireland, 
which was held at Newcastlc-on-Tyne, England, and a gentleman selected by the Executive 
Council and entrusted with this mission. An inviution was mailed to England after he had 
departed, and, evidently through some misunderstanding, it did not reach him. It was returned 
by the mails to our headquarters, and since then has again been forwarded to the Secretary of 
the Parliamentary Committee, Mr. Charles Fenwick, expressing the hope that the subject mat- 
ter may be submitted to the Trade Unions of the country in order that definite action may be 
taken at the next Trade Union Congress. 

The gentleman entrusted with extending the invitation to the British Trade Unions appeared 
there and without the formal invitation extended it verbally. A copy of the written invitation 
in herewith submitted. 

In connection with the holding of our International Labor Congress, at Chicago, in 1893, it 
is necessary to again call attention to the fact that it will require the personal visitations of a 
representative of the American Federation of Labor in order to ensure a full representation from 
our fellow Unionists throughout the world. 

I have no doubt but that our Congress of 1893 will be a creditable one, but with the exact- 
ing attention to the detail and general work of the Federation, it is not possible for the regular 
officers to give the matter that attention which the magnitude of the project requires. It will 
necessitate the almost constant work of one officer to keep up with the increasing correspondence 
upon the subject and to prepare the arrangements for the holding of a successful International 
Labor Congress. The Executive Council snould be authorized to select a competent member to 
carry on the work here outlined and to work under its directions. 

This Convention also should elect or instruct the Executive Council to select a member to 
visit the Trade Union Congress of Great Britain, the Trade Union Congress of Germany, which 
is to be held in the Spring of 1892, and such other Labor Conventions as the Executive Council 
may deem advisable tor the purpose of urging representation by the organized working people 
of the countries mentioned and referred to. 

In connection with this subject I desire to recommend the advisability of this Convention 
setting the time more definitely for the holding of the International Labor Congress. Say the 
first week of September or May of 1893, thus including either the American or European Labor 
Day. 

labor's interests, internationally. 

In connection with the eight-hour movement inaugurated by us and in consequence of the 
letter authorized bv the St. Louis Convention to be sent to the International Labor Congress of 
1889, the organized working people of Europe have resolvjrd and now formally observe Ma^ 1st 
of each year as a regular annual labor holiday, in a measure equal to the ot»ervance of Labor 
Day by the working men in the several States in the Union. 

At the last Trade Union Congress, held at Newcastle-on-Tyne, England, the following resolu- 
tion was adopted: 

"That in the opinion of this Congress the time has arrived when the Government of the 
United Kingdom should endeavor to bring about, in conjunction with all foreign governments, 
an international reduction in the hours of labor to eight hours per day; and, further, demand 
the convocation of an international conference for the purpose." 

Since all legislation or action taken by Trade Unions in any part of the world affects the 
Trade Unions of America, all being governed by one *common polity, and since the resolution 
calls for an international conference of the representatives of the governments of all countries, 
it appears to me that the subject matter should receive earnest consideration, and some action 
decided upon. We should never lose sight of the intematioaality and identity of the wage- 
workers of all countries. 

All through the world the working men are emerging from their gloom of despair and 
grasDing the first opportunities that present themselves to organize Trade Unions. In England, 
the birthplace of the Trade Unions, there are now nearly 2,000.000 organized Trade Unionists. 
In France, the Chambre des Ouvricrs was never better organized than to-day. In Germany, 
surrounded by legal restrictions and against the machinations of government officials, the work- 
ing people now have a Trade Union movement allied in a federation similar in many respects to 
the A. F. of L.. and numbering nearly 250,000 members. In Belgium. Italy and Spain and 
many other countries we have but the beginning of the first manifestations of the Traae Union 
movement. 

CONVICT LABOR. 

Within the past few months the question of convict labor has been conspicuously brought 
before the attention of the American people by the action of the miners of Tennessee in forcibly 
refusing to allow the convicts in that State to work in the mines. 

The miners have gradually seen the convicts brought into the mining regions, their already 
scant wages reduced, and their work taken from them and given to the convicts to perform 
To a greater or lesser degree the same evil prevails in all our States. The policy of the Sutes 
seems to be to provide work for the convict; the free man may be flung out of employment, 
pauperized and demoralized, in too many instances beyond the hope of redemption, for the mere 
sake that a few paltry dollars may be "saved" to the State, that it and its corporate favorites 
may make fortunes at the expense and of the honor of the people. Vulturelike, the fallen and 
degraded are their prey. Under the constitutional provision giving Congress the right to regu- 
late the commerce between the States, the labor of convicts could be prevented from bemg 
permitted to enter any other State. I would recommend that this subject of convict labor in 
all its phases receive your earnest consideration, and special attention given to devise meant by 
which this unfair system can be abated or abolished.

UNFAIR IMMICKATION. 

Wc arc confronted with a condition of affairs in reference to immigration which is indeed 
appalling, and should command the earnest and sincere consideration of the delegates to this 
Convention. 

The time was when the American people could declare that the United States should be a 
haven for the oppressed of all nations and invite all who desired to seek a new home to come 
to our shores. At that time the industries of our country were intirely in their infancy, our 
lands were undeveloped, our resources greater than wc even knew. The people who came did 
so of their own volition, they cast their fortunes with those already here, harmonized and blended 
with them. To-day, however^ there is not an industry which is not overcrowded with working 
people who vainly plead for an opportunity to work. This is not only confined to the factories, 
workshops, mills, mines and stores: the same complaint can be heard arising from the farm 
lands, and all join in one mighty cnr that relief must come. ' 

On the other hand we sec artificial famines in some of the older countries caused by the 
vast holdings of the titled wealthy class. While the masses starve the tvrannical autocrats and 
effete monarchs bolster up their miserable dynasties by forcing immigration, while their willing 
tools furnish the means to aid them out of their respective countries, and as they cannot^ go to 
many other countries in Europe, and owing to the laxity of public spirit and a recognition of 
the dangers that threaten us, they are literally "dumped upon our snores. There are societies 
formed for that special purpose, who forward at least ten thousand emigrants each month, and 
again the ship companies b^ the wiles known to the cunning speculator, improperly stimulate 
unnecessary and unnealthy immigration. 

Then again, the great corporations which, in violation of the law .enter into written and 
implied contracts for servile labor to crowd and compete with the employed, and large masses 
of unemoloycd working people of our country. To crown the wrong some of the officers of the 
United States Government charged with the enforcement of the law to prevent improper immi- 
gration, showed a lack of sympathy with the law, connived at its violation, and sought to bring 
the whole law and the spirit of the law into utter ridicule and contempt. Quite recently, 
spurred on by organized laoor, a better effort is made to enforce the law. 

There are ways and means by which, without bigotry, narrowness and a spirit of "Know- 
nothingism,*' these wrongs can be remedied, and they can and should be formulated. One oflicer 
of the genera! government should have undivided authority and be held responsible for the 
enforcement of the law. 

I view the immigration problem not from ^he mere selfish standpoint of our own protection, 
but I am persuaded that it not only tends to destroy the independence, progress ana advance- 
ment of our people, but also is an emcient means by which the effete institutions of some of the 
European countries are perpetuated, and thus economical, political and social reforms postponed 
or avoided. 

In my judgment the delegates to this Convention representing the organized wage-workers 
of our country should voice their sentiments in unmistakable tones, and declare that we will have 
relief from this pressing evil. 

POLITICAL COKrERENC£S. 

Early in the year invitations were received by the Executive Council to attend two political 
conferences, to be held in Washington, 0. C, and Cincinnati, O. We believed that wc had no 
right to commit the affiliated Unions to a ^licy which the Convention of tfhc Federation had not 
yet decided upon, and that it was not within the province of he Executive Council to either 
officially or unofficially accept these invitations or attend these conferences. We believed, as we 
now believe, that the Executive Council are the servants of the Trade Unions, and not their 
masters or dictators. 

The course pursued in this matter was rather severely criticised by those whose system of 
organization is the reverse and the antithesis of the American Federation of Labor. The Trade 
Unions are democratic and not autocratic in their methods and tendencies. The officers help to 
formulate, not dictate, policies which the rank and file are bound to follow. 

POLITICAL ACTION. 

Evidently an erroneous impression has gone forth as to the action of the Detroit Conven- 
tion upon the question of political action. Some have purposely misconstrued the resolution and 
action of that Conventiqn. They have pretended to say that the Federation had declared against 
political action by the working people. 

Such was not the action taken, nor was any word expressed at the last Convention against 
any action of a political nature which the working people may desire to take. Our affiliated 
Unions are guaranteed autonomy and independence. If they deem independent political action 
advisable, or if they desire to take political action by which to pledge candidates for public 
offices, to stand by the advocates of labor measures and reward them, or to punish at the polls 
those who are inimical to their interests, these are matters entirely relegated to each organiza- 
tion, without di<;tation or hindrance. 

What the Convention declared was, that a political party, as a party, known by any name, 
has no right to representation in the Trade Union councils. That position is in line with the 
policy of the labor movement. It is recognized the world over in tne Trade Union movement. 
It is recognized by a large majority of the political party which forced this question to an 
issue, and advocated by only a very few, who desire to make the Trade Unions the tale to 
their political kite. 

At the last Convention I took the ground that the Trade Unions were broad enough and 
liberal enough to admit of all shades of thought upon the economic, political and social que» 
tions. I reiterate that statement, and accentuate it with whatever force or ability may be at 
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my command, and repeat, that good standing membership in a Trade Union is the first qualifica- 
tion to a voice in the councils of the Trade Union movement. 

woman's labor. 

One of the consequences of modem industry has been the foiling of women and girls into 
the factories and workshops, not that the result may inure to their benefit, but to the injury 
of the male workers. 

Hood's "Song of the Shirt'* has just as much cause to be stmg to-day as it bad when writ- 
ten, and when it caused a thrill to humanity and cast a blush upon the ch^ks of the people. 
Now, however, we trace the catise of the wrongs inflicted upon the women workers, and find 
that it is due to a lack of that one factor, by which it is at all possible to raise them from the 
sloughs of poverty, despair and helplessness, namely — organization. 

The lack of organization among our sisters of labor is the main cause of their misery, and 
the unfair discrimination in the wages paid and consideration given to them. 

I commend to your consideration the absolute necessity of taking special action looking to a 
systematic agitation for the organization of the women wage-workers. To give a clearer insight 
to the delegates to this Convention, invitations have been extended to two women (who have 
given this question particular study) to read a brief paper each before this Convention. 

CHILD LABOR. 

There have been several laws passed by our State legislatures in the interest of the working 
people, particularlv those which secure the wages of the working people through a lien on the 
product of the laborer; in a few instances the age being raised before which children^ can be 
employed at any occupation. There is much to be desired in this latter instance, since, in man^ 
cases, exceptions have been made in the application of the laws to "mercantile establishments. ' 
The employment of children at young and tender ages in the stores and basements of mercantile 
houses IS just as barbarous and inhuman as it is in the factory and workshop, and should be 
prohibited. 

Confess having been so thoroughly engrossed with the tariff question, there has been no 
opportunity for a discussion being had upon the constitutional amendment to prohibit the labor 
of children, and it was therefore deemed inadvisable to introduce the amendment at the last 
session. The incoming Executive should have the amendment introduced in the present 
Congress. 

WOMAN SUFPRACe. 

The petition to Congress in favor of submitting an amendment to the Constitution of the 
United States to the several States for ratification, granting the right of suffrage to women, 
was printed and circulated. It affords me pleasure to say that the petition was signed by' more 
than two hundred and seventy thousand organized workmen, and placed in the nands of the 
committee having that subject specially in charge. 

It is not vain to hope that the time is not far distant when women, who are amenable to the 
laws of our country and States, shall have the right of a voice in framing them equal to her 
brother. 

JEFFERSON BORDEN MUTINEERS. 

Pursuant to instructions a delegation waited upon the President of the United States and 
presented a petition for executive clemency for Geo. Miller and E. W. Clark, and an opportu- 
nity was given us for an oral hearing by the President. We were received cordially, the Presi- 
dent assuring us that the matter will receive his earnest consideration as soon as that portion 
of his duties in connection with the convening of Congress will permit. This case presents one 
of brutality and tyranny exercised over the two seamen, which is of a too common practice in 
our merchant marine service. The men who go down to the sea in ships have very tew to say 
a word for them in public life, and it behooves us as the representatives of the wage- workers of 
the country to stand by them, to see that they are fairly treated, that when punishment is 
inflicted upon them for any offense it shall not be as brutal and unjustifiable as the autocratic 
"master" of the ship usually deals out to the men. 

• 

ASSESSMENTS. 

In compliance with the resolution of the last Convention the law for the assistance of Local 
Trade Unions affiliated to the Federation, in cases of difficulties, was drafted and submitted to 
the Executive Council, who approved it. The matter would have been submitted to the local 
Unions for approval were it not for the fact that about that time a feeling of dissatisfaction 
was manifested on the part of several of our National and International Unions with the exist- 
ing law of assessments, some of the Union's officers stating their determination to propose the 
rei)eal of the law at this Convention. In consequence, it seemed that it would be placing our 
organization in a peculiar position in providing for a defense fund for Local Unions, if the 
assessment and defense funds were to be abolished by the National Unions, hence I deemed 
it advisable to await the action of this Convention before submitting the law to a vote of the 
Local Unions. In any event, even should this Convention maintain the present assessment law 
for trade difficulties, it would be wise to have the proposed law submitted to a committee repre- 
senting Local Unions in this Convention. 

HIGHER DUES AND THBlR RESULTS. 

In connection with the subject of taxation and assessments of affiliated Unions to support 
each other when engeged in trade difficulties to defend their position against the encroachments 
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of their employera,, or to make advances to promote and improve their condition, I desire 
to add what 1 have often repeated both in my reports to previous Conventions and elsewhere, that 
those Unions which have a good financial system have ever been on the increase in their mem- 
bership. That there is no means by which the reductions in wages are prevented and ever keeps 
onward and forward in its growth, influence and power to maintain and raise the vantage ground 
of their members than high dues. 

It is false economy to suppose that success in a Trade Union results from small initiation 
fees and low dues. It is idle to imagine and at variance with experience that organizations 
grow when the initiation fees and dues of Unions arc small. It may be true that a Union may 
be organized and gain a number in its fold upon the cry of low dues, but I am sure the history 
of the labor movement will demonstrate beyond a doubt that such organizations have been but 
of a transitory character. 

Our Unions should charge a fair initiation fee and high dues. It is likelv that they will 
not receive large accessions of membership spasmodically, but the growth will be steady and 
continuous. From the larse dues paid our Unions shoufa and can be of nermanent benefit to 
their members. Our Trade Unions should contain the benevolent as well as the protective 
features. They should be the defenders and protectors of the wage-workers in cverv sphere of 
life. It has been ably said that in all past history it has always been the "remnant in society 
that has saved it from retrogression and barbarism. So with the Trade Unions; thev are the 
"remnant" in the present society that must save the people from retrogression and barbarism. 
Our Trade Unions are the germs of the future society based upon honesty, fair dealing and a 
broader conception of human rights. 

^lUUS SPEECH AND ASSEMBLAGE. 

Within the past few years there has been a direct purpose and what appears to be a tacit 
understanding among the authorities of our several States and municipalities to violate one of the 
fundamental principles and rights guaranteed to the people. The right of free assemblage and 
free speech has been won at the sacrifice of thousands of lives and of fortunes untold. Yet 
the right of free speech and free assemblage is as much in question to-day as it was centuries 
ago. 

We may have little, if any, sympathy with the expressions of those who are opposed to our 
system^ of government, or we may be their outspoken antagonists, but we should at all times 
maintain the constitutional rights of the people, of free speech and free assemblage. It requires 
but a stretch of authority to interfere and break up the meetings of our Unions as was recently 
the case with the Painters' Union of Chicago, and still others reported to us. 

K. OF L. PROPOSITIONS. 

A few days ago a communication was received from the officers of the Knights of Labor 
containing a series of resolutions. They are in the nature of propositions to this convention 
for a mutual recognition of cards and labels issued by that organuation or by the American 
Federation of Labor or its affiliated unions. 

These propositions have been extensively published and widely discussed. My views of 
them arc too well known to require a reiteration of them here. I prefer to and do submit them 
to you herewith for such action as you in your judgment may take, uninfluenced by any words 
of mine. 

LOCAI, CSNTRAI, I.AB0K ORGANIZATIONS. 

Experience has shown that Local Central Labor Organizations have been vastly beneficial 
auxiliaries to the labor movement. Their organization should be cultivated and promoted. 

In a few instances, however, it must be noted that some of the Local Unions attached to 
National and International Unions, affiliated to the American Federation of Lat>or, instead of 
co-operating with those organizations with which they have a common bolitjr and interest, have 
used their power and influence to not only antagonize other affiliated Unions, but have also 
directly antagonized the work, interest and laws ot the American Federation of Labor. 

I would recommend the passage of a law or resolution by this Convention that would 
express the sense of this body that all affiliated organizations should more closely combine and 
use their influence to further our general movement, and that any Local Union failing to act 
upon tbat principle should not receive the aid and influence of this Federation in any matter to 
advance its interests until the Union returns to its duty. 

PERMANENT CENSUS. 

A few weeks ago the Superintendent of the Census of the United States wrote, stating that 
the Senate of the United States adopted a resolution calling upon the Secretary of the Interior 
to advise the Senate upon the feasibility of having a permanent Census Bureau. The subject 
matter was referred to the Superintendent of the Census, and he asked my views as President 
of the American Federation of Labor upon the subject. 

Since the answer was necessary to be made and incorporated in the reports of the Depart- 
.ment before the opening of the present session of the Fifty-second Congress, I answered, stating 
therein that I would submit the subject for the approval or disapproval of this Convention. 
My answer in sulMtance was, that to secure accurate data the Department should necessarily be a 
permanent one; that the discharge of the officials each decennial wasted the experience gained; 
that the Census Bureau could perhaps be more advantageously conducted under the direction 
of the Department of Labor, such as is now done in Massachusetts, and that the enumeration 
of the population could be ascertained early and made public at once, while the other statistical 
information could be issued from time to time with greater accuracy and economy than is now 
poMible. 
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The letter of the Superintendent, together with a copy of my reply, is herewith submitted 
to your consideration, with the request that you will formulate either an endorsement, modifica- 
tion or disapproval of the position taken. 

BURKAU8 or LABOR STATISTICS. 

In many States Bureaus of Labor Statisticse have been created^ and, as a rule^ the work 
comroendably performed. We now have 28 Bureaus of Labor Statistics in the United States 
besides the Department of Labor at Washington. 

In connection with this subject it would be well to consider the advisability of havine the 
several State Bureaus more intimately associated by a law and common policy with the United 
States Department of Labor. By such a system we could have a greater degree of uniformity 
and a given subject investigated simultaneously by the various bureaus, and thus carry out the 
idea suggested in having the census of the United States carried on by a permanent Depart- 
ment of Labor with the co-operation of the various State Bureaus of Labor Statistics. 

LABOR DAY. 

The first Monday in September being now so generally recognized by law and custom as a 
holiday in our several States, it seepis to me that this Convention should demand the passage of 
a law b^ Congress recognizing that day as a legal holiday in the District of Columbia and the 
Territories under the direct jurisdiction of the general Government of the United States. 

UNION LABELS. 

The last Convention directed that a label be issued for the product of the members of the 
American Federation of Labor who have no other label of their own. Although the label has 
not been in great demand, I attribute it to the fact that we have had very little opportunity to 
make its issuance generally known. 

In connection with the issuance of the label it would be proper to call your attention to the 
fact that a decision was recently rendered by a Justice of tne Supreme Court of the State of 
Pennsylvania, which, if allowed to stand, would be one of the severest blows which could be 
inflicted upon the rights of organized labor. It questions our right to issue a label certifying 
to the character of the product bearing it. In tact, the decision of Judge Williams is, that 
inasmuch as the wage-workers do not otvn the product, they cannot have- a label certifying to 
the character of the labor employed in its production. A more uniust decision, in the interest 
of the wealth possessors, and against the wealth producers, has seldom been rendered even in 
the darkest days of jurisprudence. 

Your attention is called to this decision because if it is upheld it will render nugatory all 
efforts to place a label on the product of Union labor. It is probably the first time that forgery 
and counterfeiting have been given judicial and official sanction. 

The officers of the ensuing term should be empowered to co-operate with the affiliated Unions 
in order to secure such legislation as may be necessary to overcome the obstacles presented or 
a reversal of the decision of the Court in question. 

PACIFIC COAST. 

When on the lecture tour in the miners' interests, I reached San Francisco, I placed myself 
in communication with the Executive of the Brewery Workmen's Union of the Pacific Coast, 
and endeavored earnestly to work to bring about a settlement of the differences between them 
and the National Brewery Workmen's Union. The subject matter necessitated a number of 
visits and a large amount of correspondence. 

I regret very much to say that no adjudication of the trouble has been accomplished thus 
far. I deem this case of sufficient importance to bring it before the attention of this Convention, 
because of the resolution passed at the Detroit Convention in suspending the Federated Trades 
Council of the Pacific Coast from the American Federation of Labor, because it admitted to 
representation the Brewery Workers* Union of the Pacific Coast. 

Since last year a Convention was held of all the Unions of the Pacific Coast, taking in an 
area from Spokane, Washington, to and inclusive of California and British Columbia. That 
Convention practically established a "Federation" outside of the American Federation of Labor, 
and I see in it, (unless some arrangement is made by which the difficulties referred to shall 
be adjusted) two organizations with the same purposes in view, having Local Unions repre- 
sented in each, and which scarcely can work on parallel lines. 

Sooner or later greater conflicts will arise, and instead of fraternally aiding each other we 
may see internecine strife in the Trade Union movement of our country. 

I trust that this matter will receive your earnest consideration, and that you will take some 
action which may, in a measure, bring peace and unity with the Brewery Workers' Unions 
which are primarily in interest in this matter, and from which the whole Trade Union movement 
will either be benefited or injured. 

BOYCOTTS. 

Upon the question of boycotts I desire to impress upon your mind the resolution adopted 
at the St. Louis Convention upon the report of the committee having that subject under consid- 
eration. 

Every local organization seems to take upon itself the right to levy boycotto and spread 
them before the entire country. It seems to me that before people should be asked to taboo 
a product of any firm, opportimity should be given for investigation, and no boycott recognized 
unless approved by the Conventions, or the Executive Council in the interim of the Conven- 
tions of the Federation.

The boycott is a very ■ powerful weapon in the hands of the wage workers, but if put on 
a firm unfairly, promisciously or without investigation it is likely to react upon us and destroy 
the usefulness ot that method to obtain our rights. ,, 

Then again, organizations entirely foreign and antagonistic to the Trade Unions and the 
American Federation of Labor have depended in a large degree in carrying out boycotts to a 
successful termination upon the Trade Unions affiliated to the American Federation of Labor. 

Several bovcotts placed on unfair firms by the American Federation of Labor have termin- 
ated successfully. 

I trust that this Convention will take some action by which it will distinctly formulate 
decisive action in reference to the levying and supporting of boycotts. 

A. P. OF h, CeNERAL ORGANIZERS. 

It would be manifestly unjust were I not to take this opportunity of commending the work 
performed by the wage-workers who, in a spirit of valor ana self-sacrifice, have without reward, 
or hope of reward, accepted commissions as general organizers for the American Federation of 
Labor, and who have done heroic and noble work to advance the great cause of Unionism. 

I cannot find words sufficiently expressive to convey my appreciation of their nobleness of 
character and disinterested efforts in extending the beneficent effects of organization among our 
fellow- workers. 

CONCLUSION. 

In concluding this report, and placing in your hands the work performed in the past year, I 
desire to take occasion to say that I am keenly mindful of the fact that, without the co-opcration 
of my colleagues on the Executive Council and the officers of the Trade Unions of our country, 
much of the good work done could not have been successful. 

We stand before the world to-day aggressively declaring our unalterable determination to 
work out in the lines laid down to secure the gradual amelioration and final emancipation of the 
toiling masses. In that work it behooves us to be ever on the alert, always willing to perform 
our duties, each contributing his share of effort and good will, and if necessary sacrifices 
towards the advancement of our grand movement and the attainment of the objects of our 

great cause. , , , 

To those who may look forward and sometimes become discouraged I appeal to take a retro- 
spective glance and see what advances we have already made, what inroads in the citadels of 
the enemy have already been achieved, and we will all be nerved on to still greater efforts in 
the impending struggles, fully convinced that the future is ours. 



SECRETARY EVANS* ANNUAL REPORT. 

To the Officers and Delegates of the Eleventh Annual Convention of the American Federation 
of Labor: 

Fellow-Workingmen. — As representatives of the Trades Unions affiliated with the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, we are called together again in compliance with the provisions made 
by our Constitution, and it gives me pleasure to meet the delegates here assembled on this 
occasion. 

In presenting my annual report for your consideration I shall endeavor to make it as brief as 
I can, and at the same time comprehensive enough to embrace every feature of the finances 
of our organization in a manner that will do justice to myself and the constituents represented 
at this annual meeting. In accord with my duties as Secretary, financial reports have been 
published every quarter giving a detailed account of our finances and sent to all unions 
affiliated. 

During the term ending October jist, 1891, 246 charters have been issued to unions in thirty 
States as follows:

In looking over the above statement it will be observed that $4,543.54 has been received for 
assessments and $427.^2 donated, making a total of $5,071.06. Prom this amount $2,000 has 
been loaned to the United Mine Workers of America; $60 to the Saddle and Harness Makers* 
National Union; $230 donated to the Architectural Iron Workers* Union No. 521 1, and $100 to 
the Saddle and Harness Makers' National Union, making a total loaned and donated of $2,390. 
By deducting the loans and donations made from the amount of assessments and donations 
received, we have a balance of $2,681.06 for assessments, and by adding to this amount 
$1,647.24 assessments in the treasury from last year we have a total of $4,328.30 for assessments 
and $3,828.06 in the general fund, leaving a total balance in the treasury of $8,156.36.

In addition to the loans and donations made, as above stated, I beg to inform you that 
during the strike of the United Brotherhood of Carpenters and Joiners at Pittsburg, Pa., Bro. 
P. J. McGuire, (^neral Secretary, asked the Executive Council for a loan of $3,500 to assist the 
carpenters in their struggle at that time with the understanding that the money be returned. 

The Executive Council agreed to make the loan on condition named, and the money was 
loaned and returned as agreed upon. 

At the request of the United Mine Workers' officials two thousand dollars were loaned to 
them during the strike of the Iowa miners on the following conditions: 

"That the A. F. of L. will loan the U. M. W. of A. the sum of two thousand dollars to 
aid the Iowa striking miners, and that if the forthcoming convention of the A. F. of L. decides 
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that the sum shall be donated to your organization that course shall be pursued; but if, on the 
other hand, the convention should decide not to donate the money, the U. M. W. of A. to 
return the same to the A. F. of L. In the meantime, and until the convention has decided 
upon the matter, the money to be regarded simply as a loan." 

The above proposition was accepted and the money forwarded to the secretary as per 
request, and remains for the decision of this convention. 

In concluding this report, I desire to express my thanks for kind assistance rendered by all 
members of the Executive Council in the discharge of my duties. Our relations have been of 
the most friendly kind in all our business transactions and are highly appreciated. 

The work of the past ye^r has developed many things that .will serve to educate and help 
to formulate legislation for the wage earners. That mistakes have been made no one will 
question, but in the discussions that will arise during the proceedings of our present annual 
gathering, let our motto be legislation for the relief of the masses as against the selfish greed 
of the few; let the knowledge we have gained by bitter experience act as a guide for us in 
the future to avoid as much as possible a repetition of the errors of the past. 

The Trade Union Movement is doing a noble work in the line of reform. We arc not 
making as rapid progress as we should. We are reducing the misery and degradation of the 
wage earning class, however (the statement to the contrary notwithstanding). Let us move on- 
ward. Press our claims for justice to the wealth producers^ and follow the lines marked out by 
the Trades Unions affiliated with the American Federation of Labor and success is ours.

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The above financial statement shows the Federation to be in a healthy condition, and 
gives a very creditable increase in the funds since the last convention. 

As Treasurer of the Federation, and with the additional knowledge derived from acting as a 
member of the Executive Council, I most respectfully recommend for your careful consideration 
the advisability of striking out of the Constitution of the Federation all of Article VIII, 
"Strikes and tockouU." 

First. Because I believe said article to be in direct conflict with the fundamental principle 
of the Federation guaranteeing the autonomy of each affiliated organization. 

Second. Because the collection of such assessments can only be made from a few of the 
strongest organizations. « 

Third. Because the amount that can be so collected is so small that it is only a delusion to 
organizations that depend upon it for assistance in case of any great strike or lock-out 

Fourth. Because so long as the Federation has such a law most of the Unions in trouble 
will apply for assistance, and the necessity of refusal by the Federation Council causes discon- 
tent and luke-warmness in the fealty toward the Federation of the Unions refused assistance. 

Fifth. For the further reason that I am thoroughly convinced that the energies of the 
Federation can be devoted in other channels than interfering with strikes that will more rapidly 
and permanently enhance the welf^e and prosperity of the Federation and every organization 
affiliated therewith. 

I would further call your attention to the fact that there are still a number of great 
National and International Unions not affiliated with the Federation, and would recommend that 
this Convention adopt some aggressive plan of campaign in order to convince siKh Unions of 
the necessity of solidarity in the labor movement and secure their affiliation. 

In conclusion, I desire to express my hearty appreciation of the many courtesies and kind- 
nesses received from President Gompers and Secretary Evans during my term of office, also to 
the other members of the Executive Council for the uniform cordiality with which they have 
at all times acted toward me. Hoping my administiation of the business as Treasurer of the 
Federation will meet with your approval, I remain.

Report of Committee on Credentials con- 
tinued. Committee reported in favor of seat- 
ing Adam Bunner as delegate for Federal 
Labor Union No. 5368, Newark, Ohio. Report 
was concurred in. 

Committee on Credentials recommended the 
consideration of the case of the Pacific Coast 
Union to the Convention. 

Recommendation was concurred in, and on 
motion, the delegate was allowed to state his 
case to«the Convention. 

Del^Me Furuseth, of San Francisco, went 
fully into the question, dealing exhaustively 
with the facts, and appealing to the Conven- 
tion to deal justly by his people. He made 
an exceedingly clear, eloquent and forcible 
speech — a speech remarkable for its logic, and 
absence of superfluous phrases. 

Delegate Bechtold entered his protest against 
the admission of the San Francisco delegate 
He said it would be obnoxious to the Na- 
tional Brewers* Union. 

Delegate Williams, of the Committee on 
Credentials, said Mr. Bechtold had frankly 
told him that he felt it his duty to protest 
against the admission of the San Francisco 
delegate. But Mr. Williams had been assured 
by Mr. E. T. Plank, for years President of 
the International Typographical Union, that 
the San Francisco delegate represented the 
right, and he believed Mr. Plank. 

Delegate Lennon taid the question was one 
of great interest to labor in the United States. 
He testified that there was a growing desire 



on the Pacific Coast for independent action, 
and the admission of the delegates from San 
Francisco would check that spirit and finally 
wipe it out. For the good of the labor move- 
ment, he hoped the delegate would be ad- 
mitted. 

Delegate Carney did not wish to oppose the 
seating of the San Francisco delegate, but 
he questioned the wisdom of such action. 
They should be careful lest they encourage 
insubordination. They should not let sjrm- 
pathy lead them astray. 

Delegate Valentine, San Francisco, believed 
that if any local union was guilty of insubor- 
dination it should be suspended. The San 
Francisco Brewers' Union had been sus- 
pended for not paying an assessment, not on 
account of the money involved, but because 
they knew it to be unjust Money was no 
object in the matter. 

Delegate Harris, New York, had been in- 
structed by the people he represented to pro- 
test against the admission of the San Fran- 
cisco delegate. The assessment under discus- 
sion had not been levied illegally. The Na> 
tional Brewers' Union was in affiliation with 
the American Federation, and it should be 
sustained in its fight with an insubordinate 
•union. 

Delegate Currier, Chicago, thought the mat- 
ter ought to be referred to a special committee 
for consideration and report 

Delegate Jones moved that a special com- 
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mittee be appointed to act in tfie matter, and 
report Tuesday morning. 

Delegate Delabar opposed the motion. He 
thought the Convention intelligent and well 
informed enough to act directly. They had 
nothing to do with the quarrel between the 
National Brewers' organization and a local 
society; they had to do with the constitu- 
tional question involved. It was contrary to 
the constitution of the American Federation of 
Labor for any general organization to harbor 
a suspended local association. 

Delegate Dold. Aurora, favored the admis- 
sion of the San Francisco delegate. 

Delegate Doherty favored the appointment 
of a special committee. 

Delegate Foster raised the point of order 
that the matter had been settled at Detroit last 
year, and the question could now be reached 
only by a motion to reconsider the action of 
the Detroit Convention in suspending the 
Trades Council. 

The chair decided that the point of order was 
not well taken. 



Delegate Lloyd, of Boston, thought that be- 
fore the delegates could be legally seated they 
would have to obtain the consent of the Inter- 
national Brewers. He thought that discipline 
should be enforced. Trade-unionism depended 
for life upon discipline. 

After the discussion ended, it was moved 
that upon the payment of the tax they were 
in arrears that the delegate be seated. 

Moved that the matter be referred to a 
special committee of five, to be appointed, and 
report to-morrow morning, December 15, 1891. 

An amendment by Delegate Foster, that the 
suspension of the Pacifiic Coast Union be 
temporarily removed pending decision of Exec- 
utive Council, was ruled out of order. 

After considerable discussion on the subject, 
the previous question being called, the motion 
to refer was adopted and the committee ap- 
pointed, as follows.

Upon motion, the Convention adjourned un- 
til 9 A. M., December 15, 1891.

MAJORITY REPORT. 

WHEREAS, A jud^e in one of the Courts 
of Pennsylvania has, in the judgment of this 



Convention, exceeded the authoritsr of the 
Court and violated a principle of justice in 
enjoining union printers engaged in a contest 
to maintain and defend their interests as wage- 
workers, who have committed no act involv- 
ing a breach of the peace or violation of law; 
and, 

WHEREAS, In the judgment of this Con- 
vention, the Court in this case exceeded its 
power and jurisdiction, which if allowed to 
stand unchallenged, will be a constant menace 
to the advancement and progress of the wage- 
workers as a class, and the people as a whole; 
therefore, 

RESOLVED. That the American Federation 
of Labor in Convention assembled do hereby 
pronoimce the edict of the said Court to be an 
unjustifiable and illegal interference with the 
liberties guaranteed in the bill of rights. 

RESOLVED, That we hereby direct the 
Executive Council of the American Federation 
of Labor to proceed to .challenge the order 'of 
the Court by carrying the case to the highest 
tribunal in the land, and the Executive Coun- 
cil are hereby empowered and directed to ex- 
pend a sum not exceeding three thousand dol- 
lars in the prosecution of the case referred 
to, in order that justice may be done to the 
wage workers, and the rights of the people 
upheld. 

RESOLVED, That in the event that the case 
is not carried up to the highest courts the Exec- 
utive Council may use such part or the whole 
of the above named suin to test the constitu- 
tionality of the conspiracy law or of any pro- 
ceedings in equity against affiliated unions or 
union men in any State of the Union. 

RESOLVED, That we call upon affiliated 
unions to co-operate with the Executive Coun- 
cil of the American Federation of Labor in 
this work.

MINORITY EKPORT. 

By Rep. Valesh. 

WHEREAS. Conspiracy laws appear on the 
statutes of many States, and of late years it 
appears that the Courts persistently construe 
them in such a manner as to annul the most 
law-abiding efforts of labor organizations for 
a betterment of conditions; and, 

W^HEREAS, Enjoinment proceedings and 
similar tactics arc now employed to oppose 
strikes rather than the former roethoos of 
physical force to suppress laborers; and, 

WHEREAS, We see in this perversion of 
the Courts a most dangerous menace to the 
very existence of .labor organizations, because it 
is evident that there is a concerted plan to 
make the enforcement of conspiracy laws an 
excuse for draining our treasuries and terror- 
izing our members so that the efficiency of the 
organization will be destroyed; be it 

RESOLVED, That the American Federation 
of Labor hereby enters a solemn and emphatic 
protest against such unwarranted proceedings 
and the Executive Council are empowered to 
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take such steps for the repeal of such laws, 
and that it exercise its discretion in aiding 
unions in fighting enjoinment proceedings 
where the Courts nave encroached upon the 
rights of labor organizations affiliated with the 
American Federation of Labor. 

Moved that the report be concurred in. 

Moved to substitute minority report for the 
majority report. 

After considerable discussion on both re- 
ports Rep. Lennon moved that the previous 
question be now put. Upon a vote being 
taken the most was lost. 

Delegate Doherty asked the question, whether 
delegates who are in attendance can cast the 
full vote of their organization upon an aye 
and nay vote, though a colleague of theirs may 
be absent. 

The President decided that where more than 
one delegate represented an organization the 
delegate present at the sessions could cast the 
full vote of their respective organizations 
though a colleague might be absent. That the 
organizations were entitled to the full vote as 
provided by the constitution. 

Delegate Daley appealed from the decision 
of the chair. 

Previous to the vote being taken Delegate 
Loebenberg was called to the chair, and on 
the vote being taken 29 voted for and 28 
against, and the decision of the Chair was 
sustained. 

Delegate Goldwater moved to reconsider the 
vote. 

A motion was then made to table the motion 
to reconsider. The yeas and nays being 
called for a vote was taken on tabling the mo- 
tion to reconsider, and resulted in a vote of 
1,032 yeas and 940 nays, and the motion to 
reconsider was lost. 

President Gompers again took the chair, and 
a vote was taken on the majority report in 
accordance with the rulings of the President, 
by a yea and nay vote. The minority report 
was lost, yeas 570, nays 131 6. The majority 
was then adopted. 

Report of Committee on Resolutions con- 
tinued. 

Resolution No. 11, by Delegate C. M. Cur- 
rier, on protest of United States Treasury 
Department as to landing of foreign musicians 
under contract, committee reported favorably 
and recommendation concurred in as follows: 

WHEREAS, An act of Congress established 
a law for the protection of American wage- 
workers against the unfair and unjust importa- 
tion of foreign labor, which law is known as 
the "Alien I^bor Contract Law;" and, 

WHEREAS, The fact that the Treasury De- 
partment has decided that musicians imported 
under contract are not amendable to this act. 



as they came under the exception clause as 
''artists," which clause was only intended to 
cover the case of "celebrities," and not appli- 
cxible to combinations of men to labor in the 
field of music; and, 

WHEREAS, The McKinley bill exempts 
"artists' materials" from duty, but place a 
duty on the "musicians* instruments** as com- 
ing under the head of Implements of Trades- 
men;" and. 

WHEREAS, The Treasury Department has 
permitted the landing of bodies of foreign 
musicians under contract, who compete against 
against and obstruct the efforts of our Ameri- 
can musicians * 

RESOLVED, That the American Federation 
of Labor in Convention assembled at* Birm- 
ingham, Ala., hereby publicy protest aninst 
the arbitrary and inconsistent decison of the 
Treasury Department in construing the pro- 
visions of the Alien Labor contract hard as re- 
lates to musicians in bodies as being partial, 
unjust and detrimental to the interest of law- 
abiding American citizens; and be it further 

RESOLVED, That this Convention recom- 
mend to the several affiliated bodies of the 
American Federation of Labor that they 
strongly urge Congressmen in their respective 
districts to bring their influence to bear upon 
the Treasury Department to the end that a 
proper construction be placed upon the Alien 
Labor Contract Law so far as musicians in 
bodies are concerned; and to also favor the 
passage of any resolution which may be pre- 
sented in Congress excluding band or orches- 
tra musicians from the exceptions to the said 
law under the term "artists. '

WHEREAS, Said G. Ehret hold? the key 
of the situation in New York and vicinity, and 
if brought to terms would be the means of 
adding more than ^,000 members to the Na- 
tional Brewers' Union; 

RESOLVED, That the A. F. of L. endorse 
a special boycott against G. Ehret, and that all 
organized labor be called upon to support the 
National Brewers' Union in their struggle for 
the alleviation of the miseries of brewers in 
the United States.

WHEREAS, It has been and still is the cus 
tom for the Secretaries of War and Navy to de 
tail soldiers and sailors in the service of the 
government as musicians to {Perform musical 
labor in competition with civilians; and 

WHEREAS, The soldiers and sailors so de- 
tailed are fully equipped and provided at public 
expense, thus giving them an immense advan- 
tage in competition for business over civilians 
who must equip and provide for themselves 
from their earnings; therefore be it 

RESOLVED, That the American Federation 
of L,abor in convention assembled most em- 
phatically denounce this interference on the 
part of government officials in the affairs of 
citizens as un-American, unjust, and against 
the principles of liberty upon which this govern- 
ment was founded, and which is guaranteed 
to every citizen under the Constitution and 
laws, especially when such interference as- 



sumes the shape of the ^vemment becoming 
a competitor with the citizen who pays the 
taxes to support the government from the 
wages he earns by his vocation; and be it 
further 

RESOLVED. That we respectfully urge 
upon Congress legislation which will forever 
make it impossible for any government official 
to detail soldiers or sailors to perform labor of 
any kind in competition with civilians out- 
side of the duties for which they are expressly 
enlisted; and be it further 

RESOLVED, That the detailing of soldiers 
and sailors in competition with civilians is 
purely a voluntary act on the part of the 
Secretaries of the War and Navy Departments; 
and as these officials are the creatures of what- 
ever party may be in power, we will hold such 
party responsible for a further continuation of 
this parody on government, which makes the 
government a competitor with the citizen whose 
stiuggle for an existence under present condi- 
tions is already hard enough without the ad- 
ditional incubus of the interference of the 
government as an oppressor instead of a pro- 
tector. 

Adopted. 

On recommendation of the Committee the 
following by Delegate Dold was adopted: 

RESOLVED, That we, the delegates of the 
American Federation of Labor in Convention 
assembled, urge upon all parents the necessity 
of a thorough education of their children so 
that they may be able to judge in after years 
of their standing, rights and liberties that are 
guaranteed to a free people of which they are 
part and factors. 

RESOLVED, That the American Federation 
of Labor urge upon every affiliated body the 
absolute necessity of the enactment of a com- 
pulsory education law in every State and 
Territory of the United States, that will com- 
pel every child (sickness excepted) to attend 
school between the ages of six and fourteen 
years at least nine months in every year. 

RESOLVED, That the incoming Executive 
Council is hereby instructed to bring this mat- 
ter to the attention of the affiliated organiza- 
tions at their earliest possible opportunity. 

On No. 8, demanding removal of New York 
State Factory Inspector Connolly for discharg- 
ing from office Deputy Inspector Mrs. Alex- 
ander Bremer without any reasonable cause. 
Committee recommended that it be referred to 
New York State Federation with the indorse- 
ment of the Convention. Reference agreed to.

file, and also notify the Secretary of the Glass 
Employees Association what action is taken.

Committee on Grievance made the following 
report, and Delegate Jones was called to the 
chair by unanimous consent, as the report to be 
made affected the President occupying the 
chair. 

The Chairman of the Committee read the 
circular issued by the Central Labor Federa- 
tion, New York city, and continued report as 
follows : 

Birmingham, Ala., Dec. 16, 1891. 
American Federation of Labor, in Convention 
Assembled at Birmingham, Ala.: 

We, your Committee on Grievances, after a 
careful investigation relative to the circular 
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spread broadcast by the General Labor Fed- 
eration of New York, do hereby declare said 
circular a malicious, scandalous and vitupera- 
tive document, and is also a criminal libel of 
the most flagrant character; and we find that 
the direct char^^es made against President 
Gompers were disproved by indisputable testi- 
mony. That on the imputations or indirect 
charges the committee finds that President 
Gompers consistently acted in the direct line 
of conservatism which he has so notably laid 
out and successfully followed in all matters 
pertaining to the welfare of the American 
Federation of Labor. 

Therefore your committee recommend the 
adoption of the following resolution. 

RESOLVED, That this Federation in Con- 
vention assembled does emphatically declare its 
faith in President Gompers as an honest, up- 
right and earnest worker in the cause of labor, 
and that it absolutely believes him to be as 
far above bribery, political boodleism or cur- 
ruption as the stars are above mother earth. 
And your committee further recommend that 
the incoming President be reouested to use his 
best efforts towards strengthening and per- 
fecting the organization known as the New 
York Federation of Labor affiliated with the 
A. F. of L.

On motion the matter was deferred by a 
vote of 39 for and 1 1 ap^ainst. 

Report of Committee on Women's Work. 

The Secretary reported as follows: 

The Committee on Organization of Wo- 
men met on Wednesday, Dec. i6, at Ers well's 
Hall, and organized, Mrs. Eva McDonald, 
Chairman; Miss Van Etten was elected secre- 
tary of the committee. 

The following resolution from Mr. Gold- 
water, of C. M. I. U., was submitted: 

WHEREAS, The condition of the working 
women of America, particularly in the crowded 
cities, is deplorable — toiling long hours for 
small wages in poorly- ventilated rooms; and 

WHEREAS, This state of affairs is largely 
due to the fact that the girls and women who 
work in shops, factories and stores are ignorant 
of the objects of the labor movement and the 
benefits of organization; therefore 

RESOLVED, That it is the sense of this 
Convention that a lady lecturer be engaged to 
lecture to the working-women of our land, with 
a view to organization under the banner of 
the American Federation of Labor, and that 
her movements be directed by the Executive 
Council of this body. 



After some discussion on this motion the com- 
mittee adjourned until 8 o'clock P. M., at the 
Florence Hotel. 

The committee met at the appointed time, all 
the members of the committee being present. 

The resolution of Mr. Goldwater was first 
taken up and amended by substituting the word 
"organizer" for "lecturer," and in this form 
adopted. 

After a lengthy and full discussion of the 
subject submitted, the committee recommends 
the following resolutions:

WHBREAS, The laboring classes of this 
nation have been striving earnestly for a num- 
ber of years to establish an eight hour work 
day, and up to the present time but a small 
portion of the highest skilled mechanics have 
been able to secure it; 

RESOLVED, That it is the sense of this 
Conventioa that in all work of public improve- 
ment, contracted for by the United States 
Government, eight hours of labor shall con- 
stitute a day's work. 

Adopted. 

On Resolution No. 51, Committee recommend 
reference to Executive Coimcil. 
Reference agreed to. 

On the following resolution. No. 31, by dele- 
gates of I. T. U., committee report favorable: 

WHEREAS. In 1868, at the earnest solicita- 
tion of the organized workingmen of the 
country, a law was enacted, the intent and 
purpose of which was to reduce and limit the 
hours of labor to eight per day, and which law 
would in the judgment of this body so limit 
and regulate the hours of the employes of the 
government, if fairly interpreted and honestly 
executed: and 

WHEREAS, Said law has, from the dav of 
its enactment, met with bitter hostility from 
government oflBctals whose duty it has been to 
enforce it, and has operated spasmodicallv, 
briefly and within narrow limits, and that only 
when an impending election has afforded an 
op{>ortunity tor workingmen to give weight to 
their demands; and 

WHEREAS, It is evident that the executive 
branch of the government will not enforce the 



ei^ht hour law in accordance with its true 
spirit and intent unless compelled so to do by 
additional legislation; and 

WHEREAS. During the last session of Con- 
gress a bill (H. R. 9,791) was i>ending in the 
Senate, the enactment of which into law, with 
the amendments recommended by the Fed- 
erated Labor Unions of the District of Colum- 
bia and indorsed by the I. T. U., would compel 
the enforcement of the original eight hour 
law; therefore, 

RESOLVED. That the A. P. of L., in 
eleventh annual session, indorses said bill, with 
the proposed amendments, and respectfully but 
very earnestly request the Fifty-second Con- 
gress to consider and pass the same at ^ as 
earl^ a day as possible during the coming 
session ; 

RESOLVED, That the Secretary A. F. of L. 
is hereby directed to forward, under seal, a 
copy of the foregoing to the President of the 
Senate and Speaker of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, at Washington, on or before Janu- 
ary I, 1892. 

Adopted. 

Committee on High Dues, Convict Labor 
and K. of L. Propositions reported progress. 

Resolution No. 49 on motion was referred 
back to Committee on Organization.

On Resolution No. 93, by Delegate Fureseth, 
the committee reported favorably. 



WHEREAS, It is a notorious fact that ex- 
treme cruelty and inhuman brutality are by 
officers of our merchant marine continually 
perpetrated upon sailors and firemen under 
their command; and 

WHEREAS, The law as it stands has proven 
insufficient to remedy this evil; be it 

RESOLVED, That the American Federation 
of Labor in Convention assembled call upon 
Congress to amend the law so as to make the 
vessel liable in damages for any cruelty per- 
petrated by officers in comand; and be it fur- 
ther 

RESOLVED, That the Executive Council be 
instructed to use its best endeavors for the 
enactment of such le^slation as shall tend 
to improve the condition of the sailors and 
firemen in our merchant marine. 

Adopted. 

On Resolution No. 121, by Delegate Fure- 
seth, the committee reported favorably. 

WHEREAS, The Sailors' Union of the 
Pacifiic Coast have prepared a memorial to 
the Congress of the United States, setting forth 
the injury done to a very large number of 
seafaring men by the provisions of an act of 
Congress approved Oct. 19, 1890, and entitled 
"The Shipment of Crews in Coastwise and 
Other Trades:" and 

WHEREAS, The reasons stated therein for 
asking that the said act be repealed, or, at 
least, that its provisions be not made manda- 
tory, are so clearly and distinctly set forth 
that the merit of their request -is made mani- 
fest; therefore be it 

RESOLVED by the A. F. of L.. That the 
said memorial and orotest of the Sailors' Un- 
ion of the Pacific Coast be referred to the in- 
coming Executive Council with instructions to 
zealously watch national legislation on the 
points involved, and to use their utmost en- 
deavors to bring about the legislation desired. 

Adopted. 

On Resolution No. 92, by Delegate Fure- 
seth, the committee reported favorably: 

WHEREAS, The provisions of the "Marine 
Subsidy Bill," enacted by, the Fifty-first Con- 
gress, show that said Congress had two pur- 
poses in view, namely: First, to encourage 
shipbuilding within these United States; sec- 
ond, to foster the development of a body of 
native .American seamen; and 

WHEREAS, A subsidy has been granted to 
the Pacific Mail Steamship Compan3^ who on 
all of their vessels engaged in tne China and 
Japan trade employ Chinese and Japanese 
sailors and firemen exclusively; be it there- 
fore 

RESOLVED, That the American Federation 
of Labor in Convention assmbled emphatically 
protest against the payment of any subsidy to 
said company until it shall comply with the 
spirit of the law by discharging from their 
vessels said aliens; and be it further 

RESOLVED. That a copy of this resolu- 
tion be forwarded to the proper department in 
Washington, D. C. 

For the Council of Federated Trades of the 
P. C. 

Adopted. 

No. 88, in reference to importation of musi- 
cians. Committee reported that no legislation 
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was necessary, as the subject matter had been 
already covered. 

Report concurred in. 

No. 108. Committee reported favorable. 

By Delegate Thos. I. Kidd: 

WHEREAS, The union workingmen of this 
country are making strenuous efforts to se- 
sure the release of Oscar Neebe, who was so 
unjustly sentenced to fifteen (15) years im- 
prisonment for an alleged participation in the 
so-called riot of 1886; and 

WHEREAS, The gr^t majority of the 
wage-workers of the United States recognize 
that the liberty of the said Oscar Neebe was 
sacrificed to mtimidate the trade unionists, 
whose object was to secure the amelioration of 
the condition of the industrial classes; there- 
fore, 

RESOLVED, That the incoming Executive 
Council be instructed to petition Gov. Fifer, of 
the State of Illinois, in the name of the A. P. 
of L., asking for the pardon of the afore- 
mentioned Oscar Neebe. 

Moved to amend that the names of Sam 
Fielding and Jacob Schwab be added to the re- 
port. 

Delegates Harding and Kidd expressed them- 
selves that they thought it would be best to 
leave said names out in the interest of Mr. 
Oscar Neebe, and asked that the resolution 
stand as it was reported. 

On a vote being taken 22 voted for and 28 
against, and report was adopted. 

Delegates Goldwater and Dold expressed a 
desire to be recorded in favor of amendment 

No. 99. Committee reported that the subject 
had been already covered by previous legisla- 
tion, and deemed it inexpedient to legislate. 

Report of committee concurred in. 

No. 97 and 103, being covered by the same 

subject, committee presented the following in 

place of both resolutions: 

The committee has received a number of 
resolutions in the shape of documents bearing 
, upon the organizing of political clubs, the 
land, single tax, government control of rail- 
roads and postal savings banks, and other ques- 
tions, all of which your committee recognize as 
being of great importance to the people as a 
whole, as well as working people in particular, 
but in view of the great amount of legitimate 
trade union measures to be passed upon by 
this convention, the time of which is limited, 
we recommend that the convention deem it in- 
expedient to legislate upon them. 

Unanimously adopted. 

On resolution No. 118, by Delegate Delabar. 
Committee report favorable by adding Ham- 
burg, Germany. 

Report concurred in and adopted, as follows: 

RESOLVED, That we the Delegates of the 
nth Annual Convention of the A. F. of L. in- 
dorse the action of the journeymen bakers and 
confectioners of this country and Europe in 
calling an International Congress to be held 
about May, 1892, at Hamburg, Germany. 

RESOLVED, That the officers of the A. F. 
of L. be requested to do all in their power to 



make the above Congress a success and extend 
to the same the co-operation of the A. F. of L. 

No. 89. Committee reported, on examining 
its contents, that it refused to consider it fur- 
ther, owing to reflections cast upon delegates 
of this Convention, and recommended that it 
be returned to the author. Report concurred 
in. 

Introduced by committee: 

RESOLVED, That in view of many accidents 
being caused each year by defective and im- 
properly guarded machinery, the A. F. of L. 
favors the strict enforcement of factory laws, 
and recommends to the affiliated organizations 
the importance of insisting upon the enact- 
ment and proper enforcement of factory in- 
spection laws. 

Adopted. 

No. 99B. By committee: 

RESOLVED, That we call upon all affiliated 
unions to use every exertion in their power to 
secure in every State the repeal of such con- 
spiracy laws as are designed, or may be taken 
advantage of by employers, to oppress labor 
organizations. 

Adopted. 

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON PRESI- 
DENTS REPORT. 

Delegate Todtenhausen called to the chair. 

To the President, Officers and Members of 
American Federation of Labor: 

Delegates — Your Committee on President's 
Report organized by the choice of Martin Fox 
as Chairman, and H. J. Skeflfington as Secre- 
tary. Much of the subject matter of the 
President's report has been referred by us to 
the regular and special committees which have 
been appointed. 

Your committee, while rejoicing at the phe- 
nomenal growth in membership and the greatly 
extended power and influence for good, feel 
that they out voice the sentiment of the mem- 
bers of this Federation when they say that 
the magnificent results attained have been 
largely due to the ability, devotion and un- 
swerving fidelity of your President and Exe- 
cutive Council to the principles and objects of 
the American Federation of Labor. 

We have every reason to believe that the 
future progress of the trade union movement 
in America will continue, but your committee 
fully realize that the work of inducing other 
national and international trades unions to be- 
come affiliated with this Federation will require 
tact and experience, especially with the organ- 
izations of railroad employees and the Brick- 
layers* and Masons' International Union, while 
the efforts already made in that direction meet 
with our heartiest approval. 

Ypur committee regret that the several unions 
neglect to make the statistical reports on the 
blanks issued by the Executive Council, and 
sincerely hope that more attention will be paid 
to this feature in future. 

MACHINISTS UNIOW. 

Your President reports the organization of 
the International Machinists Union of America 
as he says, pursuant to the instructions of the 
last Convention. We find that a National 
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Union of Machinists was and had been in ex- 
istence for a number of vcars, but had refused 
membership to all but those of the Caucasian 
race. Upon their failure at their Pittsburg 
Convention to eliminate the color line» the Exe- 
cutive Council called a conference of unions 
of that trade to which the old organization sent 
no delesates, the result being the formation of 
a new National Union, which your Committee 
deplore, believing it to have been premature. 

We are assured that the best of feeling exists 
between the two unions, and that an amalgama- 
tion of both wrill be accomplished in the near 
future, and your Committee earnestly rec- 
ommend that the incoming Executive Council 
give special and particular attention to a con- 
summation of this end. 

INTERNATIONAL LABOB CONCRXSt. 

A former Convention of this Federation de- 
cided to hold an International Labor Congress 
at Chicago in 180^. At our last Convention 
the President, in his report, called attention to 
the absolute necessity of having a representa- 
tive at the Brussels Congress of Labor to ex- 
tend the invitation. The failure to act upon 
recommendation has resulted disastrously, tor, 
owing to the malicious misrepresentations of a 
person antagonistic to our Federation, the 
Brussels Congress failed to accept the invita- 
tion. Again your attention is called to this 
matter, and your committee, especially in view 
of the fact that the organized labor of the 
whole world is moving on the line of a re- 
duction of the hours of labor, most earnestly 
desire to impress upon you the importance of 
making the International Labor Congress of 
1893 the grandest success yet undertaken by 
organized labor on this Continent. 

In order to insure its complete success your 
Committee recommend that tne incoming Exe- 
cutive Council be empowered to select some 
person to make all the necessary arrangements 
and to conduct the corresponence subject to 
the direction of the Council. We further rec- 
ommend that the Executive Council select a 
suitable representative or representatives to 
visit the Labor Congresses ot Great Britian, 
France, Germany and other countries of Eur- 
ope and extend to them an invitation to send 
representatives to our Congress of 1893. 

Your committee deem it advisable to have 
the International Labor Congress of 1893 begin 
its session on Labor Day. 

POUTICAL CONPtKENCtS. 

Your committee commend the action of the 
Executive Council in their refusal to accept 
invitations to attend the political conferences 
at Washington, D. C, and Cincinnati, and we 
recommend that the Federation remain stead- 
fast to its avowed principle that this Federa- 
tion represents the Trade Union movement in 
the economic field of reform. 

CHILD LABO*. 

Your committee recommend that the incom- 
ing Executive Council take such measures as 
will most effectually press upon the attention 
of the United States Congress the importance 
of the passage of legislation that will tend to 
prohibit the eraplo3rmcnt of children of tender 
age in any occupation. 

PKRMANKNT CENSUS. 

Your committee have examined the corre- 
spondence between the Superintendnet of the 



United States Census Bureau and vour Presi- 
dent, and we heartily approve of the position 
taken. We recommend that no modification be 
made, and that the incoming Executive Council 
use their efforts to a successful conclusion. 

BUREAUS OP LABOR STATISTICS. 
LABOR DAY. 

Your committee approve the subject matter 
under both the above Headings, and recommend, 
that the Committee on Resolutions draft res- 
olutions expressive of the sentiment of the 
American Federation of Labor, and that mea- 
sures be taken by the incoming Executive 
Council to press them on the attention of 
Congress. 

J EPPERSON BORDEN. 

Your committee approve the work done on 
behalf of Geo. Miller and E. W. Clark, known 
as Jefferson Borden mutineers, on whose be- 
half the President of the United States has 
been asked to exercise executive clemency. 
Your committee recommend that the incoming 
Executive Council go again to the President 
of the United States if necessary.

Delegate Jones moved to amend by giving 
the present Convention power to select repre- 
sentatives to the Labor Congress of foreign 
countries, instead of placing it in the hands of 
the Executive Council. 

The previous question being called a vote 
was taken on it, and the report was adopted 
unanimously. 

A TELEGRAM FROM IOWA. 

Des Moines, la., Dec. 17, 1891. 

Samuel Gompers, President : 

The American Sabbath Union in Convention 
assembled in this capital city of Iowa send most 
cordial greetings to the American Federation 
of Labor in Convention assembled at Birming- 
ham, Ala. We earnestly ask for your co- 
operation in securing the gates of the Colum- 
bia Exhibition in 1893 to be kept closed on 
Sundays, so that God may be honored and the 
workingmen employed on the fair grounds 
and by the railroads running thereto may have 
their rest day, and thus also help to give suc- 
cess to the efforts of laboring men for secur- 
ing themselves the blessings of rest one day in 
seven throughout the whole country. We also 
earnestly ask for your co-operation in securing 
the appropriation by the fair authorities of 
each Wednesday during the continuance of the 
fair as workingmen's day, when the whole ex- 
hibition, including the operation of the machin- 
ery, the picture galleries and every part and 
parcel of the fair may be visited by working- 
men and their families at reduced rates, and 
that all employers shall arran^ with the var- 
ious railroads for transportation of working- 
men at wholesale commutation rates to and 
from Chicago, so as to give them that Wed- 
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nesday at the fair. If the American Federa- 
tion of l4abor shall pass resolutions favoring 
these two proposition we will be glad to be 
informed thereof here to-morrow.

That one day of rest in seven is a moral, 
physical and economic necessity. 

That wages are lower in those vocations and 
in those countries where the seven days' labor 
sjrstcm prevails. 

That one day of rest in seven is an increase 
of wages. 

That the causes that operate to make one dav 
of rest in seven an increase of wages will 
and do operate to make eight hour work day 
wages higher than ten hour work day wages. 

RESOLVED, That while we agree that the 
opening of the Columbia Exhibition on Sun- 
day is contrary to the spirit of the short 
hour movement, we are forced to protest that 
the existing environment of the wage class 



compels us tt) use the Rest da^ for the pur- 
poses of entertainment and enlightment along 
the lines open to the possessors of wealth on 
all days of the year. 

That in the opinion of the delegates of labor 
tmions here assembled the Rest day should 
be zealously guarded against the encroachment 
of those who live upon the labor of others. 

That as the masses of mankind are dis- 
possessed of wealth and opportunity, it is the 
duty of all who seek the best interest of 
humanity to unite upon those measures that 
will secure an equitable distribution of wealth 
in the processes of its production, so that the 
treasures of art, music, science and mechanics, 
and the opportunities of travel shall be the 
inheritance of all, and the Rest day of human- 
ity be devoted to its highest possible use. 

RESOLVED, That a copy of these resolu- 
tions be forwarded to the Siaibbath Union.

Sec. I of Art. 8 in constitution: as follows —

FIFTH DAY— Afternoon Session. 



^ Friday, Dec. 18, 1891. 

Convention called to order, with President 
Gompers in the chair. 

On roll call all members were present. 

Delegate Dold asked unanimous consent to 
make a motion. Request granted. 

Moved that an evening session be held in 
order that delegates may visit the mines. 

Delegate Owen Miller raised the point of 
order that it was necesary to suspend the 
rules. 

Chair decided the point of order not well 
taken. 

Delegate Lennon raised a point of order 
that Dold's motion was not sufficiently de- 
finite to act upon.

In her remarks she made a stirring appeal 
in behalf of the organization of working 
women. 

The report of Committee on Laws was thco 
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taken up and the disctission continued on Sec- 
tion 6, Article X., of the Constitution. 

Delegate Harding moved the previous ques- 
tion, and on a vote being taken the amend- 
ment was lost. 

To amend Article V., Section 2, to make 
it read as follows: 

Section 2. Should a vacancy in the office 
of President occur between the annual meet- 
ings of the Federation, such vacancy shall 
be filed by election bv the Executive Council, 
such person so elected to be a member of said 
Executive Council. 

Adopted. 

To amend by striking out Section 3, Article 
VI., and insert the following: 

Section 2. In case of a vacancy in the of- 
fice of President by death, resignation or other 
cause, the Secretary shall perform the duties 
of the President until his successor is elected. 
In the event of such a vacancy in said office, 
it shall be the duty of the Secretary to issue 
within six days from the date of such vacancy 
a call for a meeting of the Executive Coun- 
cil at the Headquarters of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor for the purpose of electing a 
President to fill said vacancy. 

Adopted. 

To amend Sec. 5, Article IV., by adding 

the following: 

It is the duty of Local Unions of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor to organize Central 
Labor Organizations in the localities where 
none exist, or to join those already existing; 
to secure the affiliation of the same with the 
American Federation of Labor, that there may 
be. unity of action for the purpose of advanc- 
ing the interests of each other, and estab- 
lishing the principles of this Federation. 

Adopted. 

To amend by striking out Sec. 4, Article 

III, and insert the following: 

Sec. 4, Art. III. — The Executive Council 
shall direct the Presidents or Chief Executive 
Officer of three National or International 
Unions, at least ten days previous to the hold- 
ing of the Annual Convention, to appoint one 
delegate each from their respective delegation- 
elect, who shall compose an Auditing Com- 
mittee, and this committee shall meet at the 
place for holding the Convention three days 
prior to the Convention, and they shall audit 
the accounts of the Federation for the preced- 
ing twelve months. The expenses of said 
committee shall be paid out of the ftmds of 
the Federation. 

Adopted. 

No. 8, in regard to publishing an official 
Journal. Committee reported unfavorable. 

Moved to non-concur in committee's report. 

Delegate Skeffington moved that the matter 
be referred back to committee. Motion lost. 
A -motion was then made to concur in com- 
mittee's report, and Delegate McBride asked 
for a call of the roll.

A communication (without signature) read 
l>y committee on defining plan of organiza- 
tion. Committee reported deemed it inexpe- 
dient to act upon. As it contained some val- 
uable ideas it was on motion referred to the 
Executive Council. 

No. 88, committee recommended reference 
to Committee on Labels and Boycotts. Ref- 
erence agreed to.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON HIGH 

DUES. 

Mr. President and Gentlemen of the Conven- 
tion: 

Your committee, to whom was referred that 
part of the President's address relating to 
higher dues," desire to say that we are re- 
strained from going further than making a 
recommendation upon this subject, as it is not 
within the province of this federal body to 
determine the tax to be paid by the members 



of affiliated unions in the form of membership 
fees and dues; that while this is true, we can- 
not but condemn the parsimonious policy that 
has so forcibly presented itself in a financial 
way during trade contests, where owing to their 
lack of making proper provisions financially, 
much of the good work accomplished has been 
neutralized, and in all cases made impossible 
that degree of progress which should result 
from the united efforts of organized crafts- 
men. 

The strongest argument that can be made, 
in our judgment, on this important point, and 
one which should most strongly appeal to the 
judgment of workingmen, is the universal 
experience that the trades and crafts whose 
organizations exert the greatest influence are 
those that have departed from the practice 
of which we complain, and who have made 
such intelligent provision as to place them 
above the necessity of soliciting charitable con- 
tributions from their fellow-toilers to aid them 
in their difficulties. 

Your committee, in view of the necessity for 
wise and speedy action upon this matter, would 
urge upon the members of affiliated unions to 
raise this question in their locals, and most 
earnestly recommend a substantial increase in 
membership fees and per capita tax. 

Wie further recommend that the incoming 
Executive Council prepare, or cause to be pre- 
pared, and issue, a circular ui>on the necessity 
for and the benefits to be derived from larger 
membership fees and dues.

December 19, 1891. 

Convention called to order at 9 A. M., with 

President Gompers in the chair. 

Roll called and absentees noted: Skeffing- 
ton, Kliver^ McGuire. Dold, Robertson, Mc- 
Neill, Toppin, Regan, McGill, O. A. Williams, 
Boyer, Frank A. Kidd, Lennon, Norton, Fos- 
ter. Owen Miller, Strigel, Applehagen, Speycr, 
Fancy. 

Minutes of previous afternoon session read 
and approved as corrected. 

Secretary Evans made a statement in refer- 
ence to vote cast for Second Vice-President 
the previous evening. On looking over the 
vote cast he discovered that an error had been 
made in counting up the vote, owing to a blur 
on the poll list, and for the purpose of correct- 
ing the same suggested that a committee rep- 



resenting the respective candidates should be 
appointed to recount the votes and report 
accordingly. 

Delegate McNeill wished the minutes to show 
that he nominated Owen Miller for Second 
Vice-President, and it was also asked that the 
minutes show that Delegate Lennon declined 
the nomination, after which the nominations 
were reopened, when Delegate Lennon became 
a candiate. The correct vote was then called 
for and was announced as follows. 

Carney, 940; Cogan, 905; Miller, 188. 

Delegate Cogan desired not to question the 
vote for Vice-President and asquiesced in the 
same. 

Delegate Valentine raised the point of order 
that he thought the election was not fair. 
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The Chair decided that the question of Dele- 
gate Carney's election could not be re-opened 
as his election had been made unanimous. 

Delegate Carney then tendered his resigna- 
tion, and on motion the same was accepted. 

Nomination for Second Vice-President was 
then declared in order. 

Delegate Burtt nominated Delegate Carney 
and Delegate Lanagan nominated Delegate 
Cogan. 

Cogan declined, and on motion of McNeill 
the Secretary cast the vote for Delegate Car- 
ney for Second Vice-President, and he was 
unanimously elected. 

COMMUNICATIONS. 

No. 125, asking the consent of the Conven- 
tion to lift the boycott off Milwaukee beer. 

Delegate Bechtold moved that the boycott 
be declared off. Adopted. 

Delegate Campbell, called to the chair. 

No. 126, Telegram from Troy, N. Y., as fol- 
lows: 

Miller, Hall & Hartwell have rejected citi- 
zens* proposition. 

DORA SULLIVAN. 

Delegate D. Harris rose to explain, and 
moved that the actipn of the cuff and collar 
girls be endorsed. 

Delegate Kretlow moved that the Conven- 
tion indorse the action of the Executive Coun- 
cil in declaring a boycott on the above firm. 
Adopted. 

Delegate D. Harris moved that the Secre- 
tary send a communication to the New York 
State ranch of this action. Adopted. 

President Gompers resumed the chair. 

No. 127, on Retail Clerks' National Union. 
Noted and filed. 

Delegate Coughlin asked unanimous consent 
to introduce a resolution to refer the question 
of boycott on the Fuller-Warren Stove Co., of 
Milwaukee, Wis., to officers of Iron Moulders' 
Union, said officers to notify the Executive 
Council of the American Federation of Labor 
whether it should continue or not. Resolu- 
tion adopted and reference agreed to. 

The boycott on Todd, Sullivan & Baldwin 
was reported as having been successful and 
declared off. 

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON EIGHT 

HOURS. 

MAJOKITV REPORT. 

Mr. I President and Delegates: 

Your committee to whom was referred that 
part of the President's report referring to the 
eight hour movement and the action of the 
United Mine W^orkers, together with the res- 
olutions from the International Typographical 
Union and the Bakers' and Confectioners' In- 



ternational Union, each asking that that parti- 
cular trade be selected to receive the moral 
and financial support of the Federation upon 
eight hour lines, report as follows: 

We are fully agreed as to the validity of 
the general short hour policy of the Federa- 
tion and the recommendations of the President 
pertaining thereto. 

Principles are eternal and in nowise depend 
for their merit upon the degree of successful 
adoption they may obtain. 

The fict that the demand for shorter hours 
is economically just and morally defensible is 
a more powerful argument in its behalf than 
even the assurance of its present expediency 
and ultimate trimuph. 

That in seeking to achieve for the wage- 
earn in|{ class a larger share of that liberty 
of action which only is possible to those who 
have leisure at their control, we are advanc- 
ing upon scientific lines of progress, is striking- 
ly shown by the strenuous opposition to the 
movement by those buyers of labor who seek 
to make the wage-earner but a mobile instru- 
ment in their schemes for the exploitations 
of industry. 

The taste for freedom grows from that upon 
which it feeds, and would-be oppressors of labor 
well know that if the wage-earner is once 
given the time and opportunity to learn his 
own strength, to husband his own resources, 
to organize his own faculties, and to widen 
his own horizons, he is thereby furnished with 
the weapons which shall secure for him in- 
dustrial emancipation. 

We thus see in the short hour movement the 
germ of a higher civilization, when the world's 
workers shall be more than beasts of bur- 
den, when men, women and little children 
shall not be bent and broken under the loads 
imposed by task-masters more merciless than 
those of Pharaoh of old; when the tragedy of 
toil now dailv enacted in factory, mine and 
workshop shall be but a tradition the past — 
a civilizatibn when equality of opportunity shall 
be the natural and malienable heritage of all 
the sons of men. 

But between this promised land and the 
industrial s^tem of to-day, with its long hours 
of labor, lies the deep sea of bitterness and 
the wilderness of doubt. 

Upon our great organization devolves the 
mighty work of perfecting the practical de- 
tails by which the hosts of labor shall free 
themselves from bondage. 

Drawing inspiration from the successes of 
the past and profiting from its defeats, we 
should so mass our forces for the next on- 
ward movement that all the power of capi- 
talism shall be futile to arrest the triumphant 
progress of the craft selected to lead the trade 
unions of America towards the ei^ht hour goal. 

From the unfortunate experience of the 
Miners' Organization the past year we draw 
several important lessons. 

We have listened carefully to statements 
made before the committee bv representatives 
of the Executive Council and of the United 
Mine Workers. 

From this evidence we draw the conclusion 
that it is roost unwise to forewarn and con- 
sequently forearm those against whom the 
movement is directed. 

No competent strategist in military science 
would so prejudice any plan of operations. 

We are also of opinion that in all future 
movements we should rely for counsel, S3rm- 
pathy and support only upon those who arc

identified with the trade \inion cause, and to 
whom the success of the trade union and short 
hour movement is a matter of honest and vital 
concern. 

For the reasons above stated we report fav- 
orably upon neither of the resolutions pre* 
sented bv the International Typograohical Un- 
ion or the Bakers' and Confections National 
Union, but we submit the following recom* 
mendation for ycAir approval: 

1. That, as according to a request made be- 
fore our committee, the delegates of the Uni- 
ted Mine Workers be given an opportunity by 
the Convention to explain the position of their 
organization as to the eight-hour movement of 

1891. 

2. That the action of President Gompers and 
the Executive Council in relation to the Uni- 
ted Mine Workers be indorsed. 

3. That the American Federation of Labor 
renew its pledges of fealty to the short hour 
movement, and that some affiliated body be 
chosen to make the advance in 1892. 

4. That the selection of this craft and the 
time at which the demand shall be made be 
left to the discretion of the incoming Execu- 
tive Council, to be determined by ,it upon 
those considerations which shall most make to- 
ward the success of this particular effort and 
the welfare of the genera) trade union move- 
ment. «

To the Officers and Delegates of the Eleventh 
Annual Convention of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, at Birmingham, Ala.:

Labor names the Journeymen Bakers' and 
Confectioners' International Union of Amer- 
ica as the trade to be selected to inaugurate the 
ten-hour work day on May, i, 1892, and that 
we pledge them our moral and financial aid to 
the full extent of the ability of the American 
Federation of Labor. 

I fully agree with the balance of your com- 
mittee's report on the shorter hour question. 
Respectfully submitted. 

AUGUST DELABAR. 

Committee. 

Moved that the minority report be adopted. 
On a vote being taken 19 voted for 26 against, 
and the minority report was lost. Another 
vote was taken on the majority report and it 
was adopted. 

Delegate Foster was called to the chair, and 
a little pleasantry that amused the delegates 
very much was indulged in. The delegates hav- 
ing learned that it was the birthday of Dele- 
gate Foster, President Gompers presented him 
with a beautiful pipe in an alligator case as a 
token of the esteem in which he was held by 



the delegates for valuable services rendered in 
the work of the Convention. 

Mr. Foster very gracefully acknowledged the 
testimonial given and accepted it with thanks, 
and left his position as chairman amid great 
applause. 

President Gompers resumed the chair. 

Delegate McGuire moved the Executive 
Council be authorized to prepare suitable res- 
olutions attesting the services of Delegate Mc- 
Neill in the labor movement. 

Agreed to. 

By M. H. De Vore: 

WHEREAS, It is well known that there ex- 
ists on the statute books of the Untied States 
a law prescribing that eight hours shall con- 
stitute a legal day's work for government em- 
ployees; and 

WHEREAS. Under cover and claim that 
they arc under sub-contractors for the govern- 
ment, many trades unionists and other laborers 
are required to work more than eight hours 
per day, contrary to the laws of the Federal 
Government; and especially is this the case 
with the erection of government buildings and 
river and harbor improvements of the South; 
therefore be it 

RESOLVED, That the American Federation 
of Labor take such steps as are necessary to 
learn to what extent this iniquity is carried 
on, how far the eight hour law is being abused, 
and take such steps as may seem best to correct 
such abuses. 

Adopted. 

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON LABELS 
AND BOYCOTTS. 

Committee report favorably on Exhibit 101, 
in relation to the boycott on F. Schoble, hat- 
ters, in Philadelphia, for employing non-union 
labor. 

Also 102, boycotting the firm of Crawford, 
shoe firm in Brockton. Favorably. 

Exhibit 9, publishing the labels of organiza- 
tions affiliatea with the A. F. of L. Referred 
to Executive Board. 

Resolution of Brewers' No. 12, we report 
favorablv that the use of the seal of the 
A..F. ot L. be permitted, at the request of the 
Executive Board of the National Brewers' 
Union. 

On the resolution originated by the commit- 
tee, relating to the boycott on George Ludlow, 
of Elgin, 111., at the request of the Secretary 
of the International Boot and Shoe Workers, 
mann's yeast, wc report favorably. 

Exhibit 104, relating to boycott on Fleisch- 
mann's yeast, we report favorable. 

On the question of bovcotts, your committee 
condemn the levying of boycotts indiscrimin- 
ately bv organizations without all efforts be- 
ing made to effect an honorable settlement be- 
tween employer and employed. 

We therefore recommend that no boycott 
shall be recognized by the A. F. of L. or its 
affiliated bodies unless the Executive Council 
shall have investigated said -boycott and have 
determined upon the justice of said boycott 
in conjunction with the heads of the national 
and international unions interested; and local 
unions having no national union must refer 
boycotts to the Executive Council of the A. 
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P. of h. for investigation and abide bj its 
decision. And we submit this to the Conven- 
tion for their endorsement. 

Your Committee on Labels and Boycotts, 
to whom was referred that portion of the Pre- 
sident's report referring to the label of the 
A. F. of C recommend that this Convention 
do most emphatically indorse the sentiment 
expressed on the unexampled travesty of jus- 
tice perpetrated by Judge Williams of Penn- 
sylvania in his decision on trade labels; and 
further recommend the publishing by the Exe- 
cutive Coimcil of a lithosraph of the labels of 
the A. P. of L. and amliated unions having 
labels, the cost of publishing and distributing 
the same throughout the country to be paid 
by the organizations in their proportion. And 
we further recommend that organizations not 
having a label of their own, and whose pro- 
ducts require a label, shall adopt the label of 
the A. P. of L.

RESOLVED, That the boots and shoes man- 
ufactured bv the firm of Geo. D. Ludlow & 
Co., formerly of Chicago, and now of Elgin, 
HI., are unfair, scab goods, and should be boy- 
cotted by the American Federation of Labor 
and its affiliated bodies. 

Adopted.

WHEREAS, The firm of Bouve, Crawford 
ft Co., Shoe Manufacturers, of the City of 
Brockton, Mass., has recently locked out all of 
the lasters (union men) in their employ, be- 
cause these lasters refuse prices and terms of 
agreement which said firm has attempted to 
force upon them: and 

WHEREAS, Said firm has not only refused 
all offers of a peaceful settlement of the lock- 
out by the Lasters' Protective Union in which 
the locked out men are members; therefore 
be it 

RESOLVED, That the A. P. of L. rec- 
ommend to all its affiliated bodies, and all 
friends of organized labor, to withhold their 
patronage from the goods made by this firm un- 
til such time as they settle the existing lock- 
out on terms satisfactory to the trade union 
involved.

WHEREAS, Pleischmann & Co. has been

NATIONAL BREWERS' UNION. A. P. OP 
L. OP THE U. S. 

To Affiliated Unions of the A. P. of L.: 

For the following reasons we feel justified in 
sending your organization with same mail 
some circulars for distribution amongst your 
members. 

Five weeks of untiring effort to unionize the 
breweries of Cincinnati and vicinity, aided by 
the Wire Drawers* and Die Makers' Union of 
Cleveland, Ohio— that union sending a dele- 
gate to Cincinnati for that purpose, and all the 
larger brewers being conferred with, especially 
the Windisch-Muhlhauser Brewing Co., were in 
vain. 

As a last resort a meeting of the Brewers* 
Association was called to which the demands 
of the Brewers' Union were presented for 
action. At a subseouent meeting of the Asso- 
ciation, the demands of the Brewers' Union 
were rejected and resolved to leave things as 
they are, as everything is working satisfactory 
to them, and they see no cause why they should 
enter into any a^eement with the Brewers* 
Union, as they think they have buried Union- 
ism at the lockout in April, 1888. 

These are the jwrticulars. 

Now, Brothers, in the name of the A. F. 
of L. we ask your moral support by indorsing 
our circular and act in accordance with such 
indorsement. 

Circular indorsed. 

The following are the 

K. OF L. PROPOSITIONS. 

For the purpose of terminating the unfor- 
tunate and regretable difference and disagree- 
ments which nave at times arisen in various 
localities, between Assemblies of the Knights of 
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Labor and Unions of various trades, and be- 
tween members of such Assemblies and Un- 
ions, and with a view to avoiding such differ- 
ences and securing harmonious action in future, 
the General Assembly submits to the American 
Federation of Labor and all other bodies who 
may become parties to the agreement, and de- 
Clares the* following proj^sitions : 

I St. — In future, all Knights of Labor work- 
ing at a trade or calling shall recognize and 
respect the working cards of all Unions of the 
same trade or calling attached to or affiliated 
with the American Federation of Labor, or 
connected with any labor organization who are 
parties to the agreement^ when such Unions 
and their members shall in like manner rec- 
ognize and respect the working cards of such 
Knights of Labor. 

20. — ^All labels the property of the Federa- 
tion or of any bod^ attached to it, or of any 
of the labor orsanizations who are parties to 
the agreement, shall be recognized ana officiallv 
endorsed by the Knights of Labor; and all 
Knights of Labor labels shall be recognized 
and officially endorsed by the Federation and 
the other parties to this agreement. 

3d. — No person who is a suspended or ex- 
pelled member of any Union in affiliation ii^ith 
the Federation, or any other body a party 
to this agreement, or who is in arrears for 
dues or assessments, or in any other way in- 
debted to such Union or organization, ^all 
be admitted to membership in any Assembly 
of the Knights of Labor without the consent 
of such Union of organization in writing; and 
in like manner, no person who has been ex- 
pelled or suspended by an Assembly of the 
Knights of Labor, or who is indebted or in 
arrears for dues and assessments to such As- 
sembly, shall be admitted to membership in any 
Union affiliated with the Federation, or in any 
of the organizations who are parties to this 
ag^reement. 

4th. — The provisions herein made shall be 
promulgated as soon as practicable, and go into 
effect on and after January i, 1892, and be it 
RESOLVED (ist). That no Local or other 
Assembly of Knights of Labor shall form an 
alliance or affiliation with any body or organ- 
ization that shall refuse to enter into an agree- 
ment as above with this order; and be it 
further 

RESOLVED, (ad,) That should the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor at its coming annual 
session refuse to enter into the agreement as 
outlined above, it shall be the duty of the gen- 
eral officers of the Knights of Labor to issue 
an address to the workingmen of America, set- 
ting forth all the facts. 

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON K. OF L. 
PROPOSITION. 

Birmingham, Ala., Dec. 19, 1891. 

To the Eleventh Annual Convention of the 
American Federation of Labor: 

Fellow Delegates — The special committee ap- 
pointed to consider the communication sud- 
mitted bv the K. of L., report having carefullv 
' examinea the propositions therein contained, 
and beg l^ave to report the following: 

The records show that much time and energy 
have been spent in efforts to secure a peace- 
ful settlement of difficulties between the Am- 
erican Federation of Labor and the K. of L. 
Since 1886 conferences have been held at in- 
tervals, and the American Federation of Labor 



has used every effort to end a useless and 
wasteful struggle. It has submitted, proposi- 
tions for settling all real or alleged differences; 
but these were at all times rejected by the 
K. of L* The trade union movement of Amer- 
ica has neither time nor inclination to deviate 
from its mission by seeking quarrels with other 
or^nizations. 

Experience proves that the wag<i-eamer is 
the natural and proper guardian of his in- 
herent rights; hence the trade union becomes 
a necessary outgrowth of existing conditions 
in the industrial world. History justifies the 
trade union movement in its present form, and 
teaches that permanent industrial progress can 
only be acl^eved by organization on craft 
lines. It thus becomes imperative that the 
autonomy of the trade union be carefully 
guarded and defended. 

The American Federation of Labor is or- 
ganized to maintain and strengthen the pres- 
tige, authority and autonomy of its affiliated 
bodies. Any proposition from an organization 
conducted upon an entirely different plan must 
be carefully considered as to its beanngs upon 
the component part of the American Federation 
of Labor. Each organization attached to the 
American Federation of Labor is jg^uaranteed 
freedom from dictation or interference in 
managing its own affairs. Hence any agree- 
ment with another organization, even if satis- 
factory to the American Federation of Labor, 
can only come as a recommendation to its 
affiliated bodies. They are entirely free to 
adopt or reject it. As a proof of the in- 
dependence and freedom of action obtaining 
among its affiliated bodies, the American Fed- 
eration of Labor has never denied their right 
to recognize such cards and labels as they 
may deem proper. Nor can it under any cir- 
cumstances deviate from this policy of allow- 
ing self-government to its federated bodies. 

The platform of the K. or L. shows clearly 
that it was. never intended to be other than an 
educational organization. Thus it can have 
no legitimate place in the field occupied by 
trade unions. Wishing, however, to bring to 
an end any cause for division or discord in 
the ranks of organized labor, we submit the 
the following basis for an amicable adjustment 
of differences between the American Federa- 
tion of Labor and the K. of L. 

1. That the K. of L. shall revoke and issue 
no more charters to local trade assemblies or 
national trade assemblies. 

2. In return the A F. of L. shall revoke and 
issue no more charters to mixed Federal Un- 
ions. 

3. The A. F. of L. will recommend to 
affiliated unions that they urge their members 
to become members of mixed assemblies of 
K. of L. 

The acceptance of these conditions will ne- 
cessarily obviate any future conflict regarding 
the recognition of labels or the relations of 
expelled or suspended members.

Regarding the grievance of Musicians* Un- 
ion No. 5,454, your committee have investi- 
gated and verified the statements made in the 
communication, and recommend that the A. F. 
of L. extend its sympathies to Union No. 
54^4, and that the Chicago unions be asked to 
aid to wipe out the unfair union. 

Recommendation adopted. 

Delegate Daley moved to suspend the rules 
and continue in session until i P. M. Agreed 
to. 

On resolution by Delegate Shields, of Wash- 
ington, on international unions granting local 
charters, the Committee on Law reported un- 
favorably, and the report was concurred in. 

The resolution is as follows: 

RESOLVED, That before charters are 
granted by international unions to local unions 
they shall first consult the trade organizations 
affiliated with the A. P. of L. in the cities 
where such locals are to be organized and find 
out if it is in the interest of organized labor 
to charter such unions. Also, that the Presi- 
dent of the A. P. of L. shall correspond with 
all the trade organizations affiliating with the 
A. P. of L. in a citv in which he contemplates 
issuing a charter for a central body before 
granting same, and shall instruct organizers 
to place themselves in communication with and 
unaer the supervision of central or local 
federations affiliating with the A. P. of L. 

Delegate Shields, of Washington, asked to 
be recorded as voting in the negative. Agreed 
to. 

REPORT OP COMMITTEE ON 
GRIEVANCES. 

Birmingham, Ala., Dec. i6, 1891. 

Committee met at Room 21, Opera House 
Hotel. They unanimously report adversely 
on the resolutions referred to them from the 
Garment Cutters of America. And in the mat- 
ter of the case of Hughes vs. White, which 
was referred to this committee in connection 
with the above named resolutions, the com- 
mittee, after careful consideration, recom- 
mend a strict non-interference bv the affiliated 
associations of the American rederation of 
I^bor in the matter of the lockout instituted 
by the combined Rochester tailoring manu- 
facturers against the K. of L., for the follow- 
ing reasons: First, this committee believes 
it to be a combination of organized capital 
agaftist one wing of organized labor, which, 
if unsuccessful, will but strengthen the hands 
of organized labor against the encroachments 
of organized capital. Second, this committee 
further believes that this procedure will be a 
step in the direction of reciprocity and a final 
unification of labor interests.

WHEREAS, More than a million men are 
vainly seeking employment at the hands of 
those who control the industries and enter- 
prises in these United States, while thousands 
and thousands of others can find but partial 
employment: and 

WHERAS, Through the low wages of the 
whole body of laborers, women are forced from 
their homes, and children from the school 
house and playgrounds, to compete in the sur- 
feited markets of laborers with vigorous youth 
and stalwart manhood, thus destroying home 
influences, womanly virtue and childhood's in- 
nocence; and 

WHEREAS, The demand for cheap man- 
hood, servile womanhood and degraded child- 
hood has been increased and intensified by 
the greed of our capitalistic masters, and 
has led to the importation under contract and 
by the system of assisted immigration of hund- 
reds of thousands of cheaper men and women, 
thus continually holding down the upward 
and onward progress of civilization, aggregat- 
ing wealth and power in the hands of the 
few and congregating poverty into the nar- 
rowest space of unhealthy ana immoral envir- 
onment: and 

WHEREAS, The A. F. of L., the Congress 
of the economic Government of the poor, is 
pledged to protect and increase the wages of 
Its citizen members from the combined forces , 
of capitalistic competitive control whether from 
the heartless inroads into the homes or by a 
forced immigration to our shores of those our 
brothers and sisters, who by their necessities 
are made to bear upon us; and 

WHEREAS, The Political Government has 
by its legislation placed a tariff upon things 
that are the product of cheap laborers, and 
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has permitted and encouraged the importation 
of the cheap laborers of other countries; there- 
fore 

RESOLVED, That the Executive Council be 
instructed and directed to use ever^ effort in 
their power to secure such legrislation as will 
restrain and restrict all artificially stimulated 
immigration, and that absolute prohibition of 
the landing of all contract and assisted emi- 
grants, whether from Europe. Asia or the 
Canadian Provinces, to the ena that the level 
of our civilization shall not be lowered; 

RESOLVED, That we protest that this at- 
tempt to shut out from our shores the poor 
of other races and nationalities is caused by 
the laws of necessity and self protection con- 
sequent upon our existing industrial system, 
and we pledge ourselves and the A. F. of L. 
to renewed efforts toward the abolition of the 
wage competitive system through the historical 
and scientific metnods of the trades unions, 
and to so spread the f'edeeming gospel of short 
hours and higher wages that all lands shall 
bloom in beauty and plenty, and all humanity 
be equal partakers of the commonwealth. 



REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON CONVICT 

LABOR- 

To the OfHcera and Members of the A. F. 
of L. : 

Gentlemen — Your special committee on con- 
vict labor submit the following as their re- 
port: 

The committee, acting on the suggestion in 
the President's report, and in accordance with 
Document No. 3, had Messrs. Peter Findlay 
and W. E. Russell appear before the committee 
and received from these gentlemen valuable 
information and suggestions. 

Document No. 13, referred to incoming Exe- 
cutive Council. 

Documents Nos. 14 and 21, approved and 
referred to Executive Council. 

Document No. 98, by Delegate A. Harris, 
committee reports favorably. 

RESOLVED, That all members of the A. F. 
of L. do, wherever possible, refrain from the 
use of any brick, stone or other material pro- 
duced by convict labor. 

We have availed ourselves of all informa- 
tion obtainable from persons who have given 
the convict labor question careful study. The 
more closely the question is studied, the more 
apparent become the difficulties connected 
therewith. We arc unable, as all students of 
this complicated question have been, to sug- 
gest a solution tnat would not be liable to 
serious objection, and feel that the American 
Federation of Labor cannot commit itself to 
any method that has been suggested, only 
in so far as said method may tend to lessen the 
evils now existing. As a result of our inves- 
tigation we submit the following suggestions: 

First. That the number of our criminals is 
ver^ largely increased as a result of present 
social and industrial conditions. Overwork 
on the one hand, with inadequate recompense 
to meet human needs, and enforced idleness, 
on the other, and the fact that in many in- 
stances trickery and corruption are applauded 
because successful, have a baneful impression 
on the minds of the young of the great army 
of the disinherited. No one can doubt that 



the better solution is to prevent crime, rather 
than to dispose of or reform criminals, and we 
recommend that this phase of the question be 
specially considered. 

Second. We condemn in unmeasured terms 
any system of leasing convicts as a means of 
profit to either private individuals, companies 
or corporations, that tends to crowd large num- 
bers into a single trade, as is now the case in 
the mines of Alabama and Tennessee, and 
that results in forcing large numbers of the 
criminal and immoral classes on single com- 
munities and single trades. As these evils are 
inseparable parts of any lease system, we de- 
mand that it be abolished. 

Third. We believe that the real ends that 
should be aimed at in all penal institutions — 
namely, chastisement and reformation — are en- 
tirely lost sight of in the effort to make money 
out of the labor of the convict in all the States. 
By reason of this, convicts are brutalized and 
penal institutions vitiated. We therefore de- 
mand immedia^ reform. 

Fourth. We suggest as methods that would 
tend to lesson present evils — 

The employment of convicts on such public 
works as the Nicaragua Canal, the improve- 
ment of our water ways, the reclaiming of 
waste lands, or any other public improvements 
— county. State or National; work that would 
not be done by free labor — and especially rec- 
ommend that our btate and National Legisla- 
tures be required to devise such reform as 
will place convict labor in such relation to free 
labor as wil release it from the competition and 
degradation that now prevail.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON LOCAL 
AND FEDERATED BODIES. 

Fellow Delegates: Your committee to 
whom was referred Document No. 94, by 
Delegate Fureseth, advocating an amendment 
to the constitution, giving Local Federation the 
right of repreaentattion m this body, pending 
an investigation by it, report unfavorably upon 
the subject-matter contained therein. 

Realizing that the verv central structural 
principle of the A. F. of L. is the government 
of craftsmen by organization of their own 
trade, we find ourselves unable to recommend 
interference with the discipline which any na- 
tional or international union may impose. 

We do recommend, however, that whenever 
a Local Federation and National or Interna- 
tional Union are in conflict as to the right of a 
Local Union to be represented in Local Fed- 
erations, that both parties to the issue submit 
the case to the arbitration of the Executive 
Council. This recommendation not to be man- 
datory. 

We also recommend that Local Federations 
use all possible means to secure the affiliation 
of all Local Unions to the National or Inter- 
national Union of their trade, and that when 
new unions are formed with the aid of Local 
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Federation they should be immediately attached 
to national union, if one exists.

Organize National Unions. 



It is now generally admitted by all really 
educated and honest men that a thorough or- 
ganization of the entire working class, to 
render employment and the means of subsis- 
tence less precarious by securing an equitable 
share of the fruits of their toil, is the most 
vital necessity of the present day. 

To meet this urgent necessity, and to achieve 
this most desirable result, efforts have been 
made, too numerous to specify, and too diver- 
gent to admit of more than the most general 
classification. Suffice it to say, that those at- 
tempts at organization which admitted to mem- 
bership the largest proportion of others than 
wag^- workers were those which went the most 
speedily to the limbo of movements that won't 
move; while, of the surviving experiments, 
those which started with the most elaborate 
and exhaustive platforms of abstract principles 



were those which got the soonest into fatal 
complications, and soonest became exhausted. 

In the face of so many disastrous failures to 
supply the undoubtedly existing popular de- 
mand for a practical means of solving the great 
problem, the query naturally suggests itself to 
many: "Which is the best form of organiza- 
tion for the people, the workers?" 

We unhesitatingly answer: "The organiza- 
tion of the working people, by the working 
people, for the working people, that is. the 
Trades Union." 

The Trades Unions are the natural growth 
of natural laws, and from the very nature of 
their being have stood the test of time and ex- 
perience. The development of the Trade Un- 
ions, regarded both from the standpoint of 
numerical expansion and that of practical 
working, has been marvelously rapid. The 
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Trade Unions have demonstrated their ability 
to cope with every emergency— economic or 
political — as it arises. 

It is true that single Trade Unions have 
been often beaten in pitched battles against 
superior forces of united capital, but such de- 
feats are by no means disastrous; on the. con- 
trary, they are useful in calling the attention 
of the workers to the necessity of thorough or- 
ganization, of the inevitable obligation of bring- 
ing the yet xmorganized workers into the Un- 
ion, of uniting the hitherto disconnected Local 
Unions into National Unions, and of effecting 
a yet higher unity by the affiliation of all 
National and International Unions in one 
grand federation, in which each and all trade 
organizations would be as distinct as the 
billows, yet one as the sea. 

We assert that it is the duty, as it is also 
the plain interest, of all working people to 
organize as such, meet in coimcil. and take 
practical steps to effect the unity of the work- 
ing class, as an indispensable preliminary to 
any successful attempt to eliminate the evils of 
which we, as a class, so bitterly and justly 
complain. That this much desired unity has 
never been achieved is owing in a great mea- 
sure to the non-recognition of the autonomy, 
or the right of self-government, of the sev- 
eral trades. The American Federation of 
Labor, however, avoids the fatal rock on 
which previous organizations, having similar 
aims, have split, by simply keeping in view 
this fundamental principle as a landmark, which 
none but the most infatuated would have ever 
lost sight of. 

The rapid and steady growth of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, arising from the 
affiliation of previously isolated, together with 
newly- formed. National Unions; the estab- 
lishment of local unions of various trades and 
callings where none before existed; the spon- 



taneous formation of Federal Labor Unions, 
composed of wage-workers following various 
trades in places where there are too few 
persons employed at any particular one to 
allow the formation of Local Unions of those 
trades, thus furnishing valuable bodies of aux- 
iliaries and recruits to existing unions upon 
change of abode, this steady growth is gratify- 
ing evidence of the appreciation of the toilers 
of this broad land of a form of general or- 
ganization in harmony with their most cher- 
ished traditions, and in which each trade en- 
joys the most perfect liberty while securing 
the fullest advantages of united action. 

And now, in conclusion, you will permit us 
to express our acknowledgment of the very 
moderate amount of governing which has fallen 
- to the lot of those who have the honor to 
address you. While much of this good for- 
tune must be attributed to the nature of the 
federal form of our organization, our task has 
been immeasurably lightened by the assistance 
of a body of organizers, who, without hope 
of reward, except the consciousness of per- 
forming a sacred duty to their fellow work- 
men, have carried the propaganda of trade 
unionism into the remotest parts of the Con- 
tinent. Much of our burden has been also 
eased by the generous co-operation of the 
Executives of National and International Un- 
ions, both affiliated and unaffiliated, the latter 
of whom have doubtless so acted from a con- 
viction that within the lines of the Federa- 
tion will be fought to the bitter end the fast- 
coming grand struggle between Capital and 
Labor, involving the perpetuation of the civil- 
ization yre have so laboriously evolved. Deeply 
grateful as we are for your fraternal support, 
we should be negligent of the duty we owe 
to each and all did we not urge the Local, 
National and International Union who have 
not yet joined the American Federation of 
Labor, to do so without further delay. 
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How to Form a Trade Union or a Federal Labor Union. 



First — Unions may be formed of persons 
working at any trade or calling, or they may 
be composed of persons working at different or 
varied callings. The latter are called "Fed- 
eral I^abor Unions/' and are of infinite value 
in such places where there are too few per- 
sons employed to form separate unions of each 
trade. 

Second — Any person who desires to organize 
a Union of any trade will, by application to 
this office, be informed of the address of the 
chief officer of that trade; but should there 
be no General Union of that trade or calling, 
or should it be the intention to form a Federal 
Labor Union, he will be furnished with all 
necessary documents and information free of 
charge. 

Third — Any number of wage-workers, not 
less than seven, of either sex, can obtain a 
Certificate of Affiliation (charter.) 

Fourth — To organize: Call a meeting and 
read the printed appeal (furnished on applica- 



tion), also these instructions. Proceed at once 
to elect officers. Apply to the President of 
the American Federation of Labor, at this 
office, for a Certificate of Affiliation, and en- 
close $5.00 for the necessary fee, which will 
be returned, in full, if the application be re- 
fused. Send the fee by Post Office Money 
Order. Send also a list of names and resi- 
dences of the seven Charter Members of your 
Union. 

Fifth— With the Certificate of Affiliation a 
full working outfit for the New Union will be 
furnished, entitling its members to all the 
rights and privileges, and the Union to a 
voice and vote in the Annual Conventions of 
the American Federation of Labor. 

Sixth — Every Union has full charge of its 
own funds, and is only required to pay to the 
Secretary of the American Federation of Labor 
a per capita tax of one cent per month per 
member in good standing. 
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PREAMBLE. 

WHEREAS, A stru^le is ffoing on in all 
the nations of the civilized world, between the 
oppressors and the oppressed of all countries, 
a struggle between the Capiulist and Laborer, 
which grows in intensity from year to ^ear, and 
willl work disastrous results to the toilins mil- 
lions if they are not combined for mutuiu pro- 
tection and benefit; 

It therefore behooves the Representatives of 
the Trades and Labor Unions of America, in 
Convention assembled, to adopt such measures 
and disseminate such principles among the 
mechanics and laborers of our country as will 
permanently unite them to secure the recogni- 
tion of the rights to which they are justly 
entitled. 

We therefore declare ourselves in favor of 
a thorough Federation, embracing every Trade 
and Labor Organization in America, organized 
under the trade imion system. 

coNSTrrirnoN. 

AsTicut I. — Nams. 

This association shall be known as "The 
American Federation of Labor,*' and shall 
consist of such Trade and Labor Unions as 
shall conform to its rules and regulations. 

Abticu II. — Obj«cT8. 

Section i. The objects of this Federation 
shall be the encouragement and formation of 
Local Trade and Labor Unions, and the closer 
federation of such societies through the or- 
^nization of Central Trade and Labor Unions 
in every city, and the further combination of 
such bodies into State, Territorial or Provin- 
cial organizations, to secure legislation in the 
interest of the working masses. 

Sec. 2. The establishment of National and 
International Trade Unions, based upon a 
strict recognition of the autonomy ot each 
trade, and the promotion and advancement of 
such bodies. 

Sec. 3. An American Federation of all Na- 
tional and International Trade Unions, to aid 
and assist each other; and, furthermore, to 
secure National Legislation in the interest of 
the working people, and influence public opin- 
ion, by |>eaceful and legal methods, in favor 
of Organized Labor. 

Sec. 4. To aid and encourage the labor 
press of America. 

AaTICLS III. — COHVINTION. 

Section i. The Convention of the Federa- 
tion shall meet annually at 10 A. M., on the 
second Monday in December, at such place 



as the dele^tes have selected at the preced- 
ing convention. 

Sec. 2. (At the opening of the Convention, 
the President shall take the chair and call the 
Convention to order, and preside during its 
sessions. 

Sec. 3. The following committees, consist- 
ing of nve members eacn, shall be appointed 
by the President: ist. Credentials; 2± 
Rules and Order of Business; 3d, Report of 
President: 4th, Report of Secretary; «th. Reso- 
lutions; 6th, Laws; 7th. Organization; 8th, 
Labels and Boycotts: oth. Grievances; loth. 
Local or Federated bodies. 

Sec. 4. The Executive Council shall direct 
the Presidents or Chief Executive Officers of 
three National or International Unions at 
least ten dasrs previous to the holding of the 
Annual Convention to appoint one delegate 
each from their respective delegations elect 
who shall compose an auditing committee, and 
this committee shall meet at the place for 
holding the convention three da/s prior to the 
convention, and they shall audit tne accounts 
of the Federation tor the preceeding twelve 
months. The expenses of said committee 
shall be paid out of the funds of the Federa- 
tion. 

Sec. 5. All resolutions of a general char- 
acter, or proposition for changes in this Con- 
stitution, shall be sent by delegates elect or 
the officers of affiliated organizations to the 
Secretary of the A. F. of L. at least two 
weeks previous to the assembling of conven- 
tions; the Secretary shall have the same com- 
piled and printed as a programme of business 
and mailed to each delegate elect; but this 
shall not preclude the. introduction of new 
matter by the consent of two-thirds of the 
delegates. 

AbTICU IV. — RSPRSStNTATION. 

Section i. The basis of representation in 
the Convention shall be: From National or 
International Unions, for less than four thous- 
and members, one delejKate; four thousand or 
more, two delegates; eight thousand or more, 
three delegates; sixteen thousand or more, 
four delegates; thirty-two thousand or more. 
Ave delegates, and so on; and from each Local 
or District Trade organization or federated 
body, not connected with, or having a Na- 
tional or International head, affiliated with 
this Federation, one delegate. The Delegates 
shall be elected at least two weeks previous to 
the Annual Convention of the A. F. of L., 
and the names of such delegates shall be for- 
warded to the Secretary of this body imme- 
diately after their election. 

Sec. 2. Questions may be decided by divi- 
sion or a show of hands, but if a call of the 
roll is demanded by one-tenth of the delegates 
present each delegate shall cast one vote for 
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every one hundred members, or major frac- 
tion thereof, he represents; btxt no City or 
State Federation shall be allowed more than 
one vote. The Secretary shall prei>are for use 
of the Convention printed poll lists, contain- 
ing the number of votes the delegates from 
National and International Unions are en- 
titled to, based upon the last reports made to 
the office of the Federation. 

Sec. 3. No organisation which has seceded 
or has been suspended or exoelled from, or 
refuses to affiliate with, any National or In- 
ternational organization connected with the 
Federation^ shall be allowed a representation 
or recognition in this Federation. 

Sec. 4. No organization shall be entitled 
to representation unless such organization has 
applied for and obtained a certificate of affilia- 
tion at least one month prior to the Conven- 
tion, from the President of the Federation. 

Sec. 5. No Central Labor Union or City 
or State Federation of Labor or any other 
central bodv of delegates, shall admit to their 
councils delegates from any local organization 
that owes its allegiance to any other body. 
National or International, not connected with 
this Federation, or hostile to any affiliated or* 
ganization, or that has been suspended or ex- 
pelled by a National or International or- 
ganization of their trade, under penalty of 
being denied representation in ^neral conven- 
tions of this Federation. It is the duty of 
local unions of the American Federation of 
Labor to or^nize Central Labor Organizations 
in the localities where none exist, or to join 
those already existing, to secure the affiliation 
of the same with the American Federation of 
Labor, that there majr be unity of action for 
the purpose of advancing the interests of each 
other and establishing the principles of this 
Federation. 

Sec. 6. When a Local. National or Inter- 
national Trade Union shall send to a conven- 
tion a delegate who is not a bona-fide crafts- 
man of the trade he represents on the face of 
his credential, said Union shall also send a 
statement to that effect to the convention stat- 
ing the fact and giving reasons therefor. 

Abticls V. — O^ricEas. 

Section i. The Officers of the Federation 
shall consist of a President, two Vice-Presi- 
dents, a Secretary, and a Treasurer, to be 
elected by the Convention, who shall consti- 
tute an Executive Council. 

Sec. 2. Should a vacancy in the office of 
President occur between the annual meetings 
of the Federation, such vacancy shall be filled 
by election by the Executive Council; such 
person so elected to be a member of said 
Executive Council. 

Sec. 3. The President and Secretary shall 
be mcmoers of the succeeding Convention in 
case they are not delegates, but without vote. 

Sec. 4. All elective officers shall be mem- 
bers of a local organization connected with 
the American Federation of Labor. 

Sec. 5. The terms of the officers of the 
American Federation of Labor shall expire 
on the first day of January succeeding the con- 
vention. 

Article VI. — Duties or Orrioias. 

Section i. It shall be the dutv of the Presi- 
dent to preside at all general Conventions; to 
take general supervision of the Federation 
throughout its jurisdiction; to publish a quar- 
terly circular on January 31st, April 30th, 
July 31st and October 31st, of eacli year; to 



sign all official documents; to travel, with the 
consent of the Executive Council, whenever 
required, in the interests of the Federation; to 
submit to the Secretary, at the end of each 
month, an itemized account of all moneyn, 
traveling and incidental, expended by him in 
the interest of the Federation; and at the end 
of his term of office he shall report his acts 
and doings to the annual Convention of the 
Federation. The President, if not a delegate, 
shall have a casting vote in case of a tie, but 
shall not vote at other times. He shall be re- 
quired to devote all his time to the interests 
of the Federation. He shall call meetings of 
the Executive Council, when necessary, and 
shall preside over all their deliberations, and 
he shall receive for his services such turn as 
the annual conventions may determine, pay- 
able weekly. 

Sec. 2. In case of a vacancy in the office 
of President by death, resignation or other 
cause, the Secretary shall perform the duties 
of the President until his successor is elected. 
In the event of such a vacancy in said office, 
it shall be the duty of the Secretary to issue 
within six days from the date of sucn vacancy 
a call for a meeting of the Executive Council 
at the headquarters of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor for the purpose of electing a 
President to (ill said vacancv. 

Sec. %. The duties of the Secretary shall 
be to take charge of all books, papers and ef- 
fects of the general office; to conduct the cor- 
respondence pertaining to his office; to furnish 
the elective officers with the necessary station- 
ery; to convene and act as secretary of the 
annual Convention, and furnish to the com- 
mittee on credentials at each convention a 
statement of the financial standing of each af- 
filiated body with the Federation; to keep all 
letters, documents, accounts, etc., in such a 
manner as the annual convention may direct; 
to receive and collect all moneys due the Fed- 
eration, and to pay them to the Treasurer, 
taking his recei])t therefor; Provided, that he 
may retain in his hands a sum not exceeding 
$2<o, for current expenses, which money shafl 
only be paid out on the approval of the Presi- 
dent; to submit to the Finance Committee, for 
their inspection, vouchers for all monejrs ex- 
pended; to close all accounts of the Federation 
on October 31st of each year, and all moneys 
received or disbursed after said date shall not 
be reported in the general balance account of 
the ensuing convention; to publish a financial 
report in the quarterly circular, and send ten 
copies to each affiliated body, and such addi- 
tional number "of copies as may be ordered and 
paid for by any organization connected with 
the Federation. His office shall be located in 
the same office with that of the President. He 
shall give a bond of $1,000 for the faithful 

Eerformance of his duties, and for his services 
e shall receive such sum as the annual con- 
ventions may determine, payable weekly. 

Sec. 4. The Treasurer shall receive and 
take charge of all moneys, property and se- 
curity of the Federation delivered to him by 
the Secretary. He shall deposit all monejrs 
belonginff to the Federation in bank, in his 
name as Treasurer of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, and before any moneys thus 
deposited can be drawn, each check shall be 
signed by him as Treasurer. He shall pay 
through the Secretary, all warrants regularly 
drawn on him, signed by the President and 
countersigned by the Secretary, as required 
bv this Constitution, and none others. He 
shall submit to the annual Convention a com- 
plete statement of all receipts and disburse-

ments durinc his term of office, and at the 
expiration of his term of office he shall de- 
liver Mip to his succesor all moneys, securities, 
books and papers of the Federation under his 
control, and for the faithful performance of 
his duties he shall give a bond in such sum 
as the Executive Council may determine. The 
annual salary of the Treasurer shall be |ioo. 

Sec. 5. All books and financial accounts 
shall, at all times, be open to the inspection of 
the President and Executive Council. 

Abticlb VII. — ExtcuTivs Council. 

Section i. It shall be the duty of the 
Executive Council to watch legislative meas- 
ures directlv affecting the interests of working 
people, and to initiate, whenever necessary, 
such legislative action as the Convention may 
direct. 

Sec. 2. The Executive Council shall use 
every possible means to organize new Na- 
tional or International Trade and Labor 
Unions, and to organize local Trade and Labor 
Unions and connect them with the Federation 
until such time as there are a sufficient num- 
ber to form a National or International Union, 
when it shall be the duty of the President ox 
the Federation to see that such organization is 
formed. 

Sec. 3. While we recognize the right of 
each trade to manage its own affairs, it shall 
be the duty of the Executive Council to se- 
cure the unification of all labor organizations, 
so far as to assist each other in any trade 
dispute. 



Abtici.8 VIII. — Stbikes and Lockouts. 

Section i. In case any National or Inter- 
national or Local body affiliated with this 
Federation shall order a strike, or are locked 
out, and by reason of financial distress it shall 
be necessary for it to call upon the Federation 
for aid, the Executive Council, if they deem 
that such organization is entitled to receive 
such assistance, shall make an assessment, not 
exceeding 2 cents per member per week, upon 
every other National, International and Local 
body so affiliated with the Federation. Such 
assessment shall remain in force for a period 
not exceeding five continuous weeks, unless 
otherwise ordered by a general vbte of all 
National and International Unions affiliated. 

Sec. 2. Any National or International or- 

?inization, or other body connected with this 
ederation, failing to comi>ly with the re- 
quirements of Sec. I of this Article, within 
a period of 30 days, shall be suspended, and 
shall not be reinstated until all arrearages are 
paid in full. Provided, however, that organi- 
zations represented in this Convention wnose 
dele^tes nave been instructed to oppose the 
levying of an assessment shall not be liable 
to suspension until the matter is acted on at 
their next National or International conven- 
tion. 

Sec. 3. Accompanying a call for an assess- 
ment shall be a circular from the president of 
the Federation, giving a detailed account of 
the strike or lockout. 

Sec. 4. No affiliated body of the American 
Federation of Labor shall be entitled to bene- 
fit from the strike fund of the Federation un- 
til the/ have been six months affiliated, have 
paid six months per capita tax to the Federa- 
tion, and are in good standing. 



Abticu IX. — RIVSNUS. 

Section i. The revenu% of the Federation 
shall be derived as follows: From Interna- 
tional and National Trade Unions a per cap- 
ita tax of one-fourth of one cent per member 
per month; from Local Trade Unions and 
Federal Unions, one cent per member per 
month; and from Central Labor Unions of 
City and State Federated bodies, $25 per an- 
num. All moneys shall be payable to the Sec- 
retary of the Federation. 

Sec. 2. Delegates shall not be entitled to 
a seat in this Federation unless the tax of 
their organization, as provided for in Section 
I of this Article, has bieen paid in full. 

Sec. 3. Any organization, affiliated with 
this Federation, not paying its per capita tax 
on or before the 15th of each month, shall be 
notified of the fact bv the Secretary of the 
Federation, and if at the end of three months 
it is still in arrears, it shall become suspended 
from membership in the Federation, and can 
only be reinstated by vote of the Convention, 
when such arrearages are paid in full. 

Sec. 4. Whenever the revenue of the Fed- 
eration shall warrant such action, the Execu- 
tive Council shall authorize the sending out 
of Trade Union speakers, from place to place, 
in the interests ot the Federation. 

Sec. 5. The remuneration for loss of time 
by members of the Executive Council or 
speakers engaged by them shall be $3.50 per 
day and traveling and hotel expenses. 

AbTICU X. — MiSCStXANSOUS. 

Section i. The Executive Council shall 
have power to make rules to fl[ovem matters 
not in conflict with this Constitution or the 
Constitution of affiliated Unions, and shall re- 
port accordingly to the Federation. 

Sec. 2. Certificates of affiliation shall be 
granted by the President of the Federation, by 
and with the consent of the Executive Coun- 
cil, to all National and International Unions 
and local bodies affiliated with this Federa- 
tion. 

Sec. 3. Anv seven wage- workers of one 
trade of good coaracter, and favorable to Trade 
Unions, and not members of any body af- 
filiated with this Federation, who will sub- 
scribe to this Constitution, shall have the 
power to form a local body, to be known as a 
''Federal Labor Union/* and thev shall hold 
regular meetings for tne purpose of strength- 
ening and advancing the Trades Union move- 
ment, and shall have the power to make their 
own rules in conformity with this Constitu- 
tion, and shall be granted a local certificate 
by the President of this Federation, provided 
the request for a certificate be endorsed by 
the nearest Local or National Trades Union 
officials connected with this Federation. 

Sec. A. The certificate fee for affiliated 
bodies snail be |s. payable to the Secretary 
of the Federation, and which shall accompany 
the application. 

Sec. 5. Where there are one or more Local 
Unions in any citr. belonging to the National 
or International Union, affiliated with this 
Federation, they may organize a Trades As- 
sembly or Central Labor Union, or join such 
body, if already in existence. 

Abticls XI. — Amsndmsnts. 

This Constitution can be amended 'or altered 
onlv at a re^lar session of the Convention, 
and to do so it shall require a two-thirds vote.

Report of Proceedings. 



FIRST DAY— Morning Session. 



Independence Hall, 
Philadelphia, Pa., Dec. la, 1892. 

At 10 A. M. sharp President Samuel Com- 
pers called the 12th Annual Convention of 
the American Federation of Labor to order. 

Mr. Minds, Secretary of the United Labor 
League, in a few remarks introduced Mr. 
George Chance, who on behalf of the United 
Labor League welcomed the delegates of the 
A. P. of L. to the city of Philadelphia. He 
depicted the poor conditions prevailing in 
many places throughout Pennsylvania, and at- 
tributed this condition of affairs to evil legis- 
lation, and stated that trusts had been fostered 
and legalized, and speaking of the bench said: 

"A judge becomes virtually the attorney of a 
giant corporation and a common prosecutor of 
striking workmen. According to a judge of 
the Supreme Court, trades unions are tyran- 
nies, while the treasonable act of the Carnegie 
corporation in making war upon our State was 
perfectly justifiable. 

"Another judge, who could see nothing rood 
in a trade tmion, and who desired to hold 
them up to contempt, declared that they were 
rapidly getting under control of men who were 
unacquainted with our tongue and antagonistic 
to our institutions. I am charitable enough to 
believe that he was ignorant of what he was 
talking about, rather than that he made a de- 
liberate misstatement The laws in relation 
to the employment of child labor have been 
treated with contempt by what is termed the 
minor judiciarv. 

"It is said tnat 'the blood of the martyrs was 
the seed of the church.' It is possible that 
through the blood of the men who died on 
the tmnks of the Monongahela last July mav 
come a realization of the true condition of af- 
fairs, and that the legislation of the future 
will be in favor of the masses rather than 
for the aggrandizement of the few.*' 



He called upon those present as representa- 
tives of organized labor to point out the way 
to better this condition of affairs in Pennsyl- 
vania^ and closed by quoting the preamble to 
the United States Constitution. 

PRSSIDSNT COMPSRS' RSPLY. 

In response to the address of welcome 
President Gompers, after a few words of 
thanks, said: 

"I desire to express my appreciation of the 
warning note sounded from Pennsylvania. 
The admonition is well timed. The events 
that have transpired call for the best thoughts 
of the worker. It is time that the workers, 
who are the producers, should formulate their 
demands and in no uncertain tones present 
them to those who would seek the destruction 
of that spirit of independence which the work- 
ers, the wealth-producers of our country, in- 
herited from those brave men who sacrificed 
their lives and their all upon the altar of 
liberty more than a century ago. 

"It is lamentable that judges will stoop so 
.low as to aim at an end so despicable as has 
been recently witnessed in Pennsylvania." 

He attributed the status of labor in this 
State to two causes: "First, the comparative 
lack of organization; and, second, that wage- 
workers have been owing allegiance to political 
parties first and to themselves, as a class, last" 

"If," said he, "or^nized workmen were to 
hold in check the political powers of this State 
and make their rule, 'workers first, party last,' 
then the Legislature would soon make laws and 
judges would construe them in the interest of 
the worldngman." He concluded his response 
with this statement: "It is our duty by means 
of evolutionary methods to raise the standard 
of all labor, and to extend a fraternal hand to 
the downtrodden of all nations. To unify and 
solidify in the bonds of or^ianization the work- 
ers of all lands is the mission of trades organ- 
izations." 
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The President then declared the Conven* 
tion open for the regular order of business. 

A congratulatory cablegram was received 
from Mr. Dehli, from Christiana, Norway. 
Ordered to be noted and filed. 

The following delegates were appointed by 



the President as the Committee on Creden- 
tials: 

J. J. Linehan, A. Todtenhausen, Cbas. 
Reichers, P. J. Mclntyre, A. L. Nathan. 

Upon motion the Convention adjourned un- 
til a P. M. 



FIRST DAY— Afternoon 



Convention called to order at 2 P. M., with 
President Gompers in the chair. 

Minutes of morning session read and ap- 
proved. 

Committee on Credentials being called upon 
were not ready to report, and President Gom- 
pers suggested that since Mr. John Swinton 
was here for the purpose of addressing the 
meeting, that advantage be taken of the time 
for that purpose. The suggestion was agreed 
to. 

President Gompers introduced with warm 
words of commendation John Swinton, of 
New York, as a devoted advocate of organ- 
ized labor. Mr. Swinton highly complimented 
organized labor, and said that the effect 
of the great strikes of the year was bene- 
ficial. 

Mr. Swinton's remarks were enthusiastically 
received. It was subsequently resolved that 
a vote of thanks be, and they were, tendered 
to Mr. Swinton for his able and instructive 
address, and the paper referred to the Execu- 
tive Council with power to publish it. 

The Committee on Credentials then sub- 
mitted its report.

, PRESIDENT GOMPERS' REPORT. 

To the Officers and Delegates to the Twelfth Annual Convention of the American Federation of 
Labor: 

Representatives of the Wealth Producers of America: I greet you to this the Twelfth An- 
nual Convention of the American Federation of Labor. 

Meeting as we do under the dome which sheltered the men who, a little more than a hun- 
dred vears ago, proclaimed to the world the new doctrine that all men were bom free and equal, 
and that there were certain inalienable righta to which mankind was entitled, "Life, Liberty and 
the pursuit of Happiness." Meeting in this hall where the old bell which first rang out the 
welcome peal of the people's liberty should awaken in our hearts and minds the loftiest feelings 
of human sympathy ana the noblest thoughta to unconquerably carry on the struggle for the 
natural and legal righta of which the toilers of our country should be in full possession. 

That we are as far from the goal for which the human family have been for ages struggling 
is due to our own shortcomings. There is no reason why we should not realize the highest noocs 
of an ideal life, where man's worth shall be measured by his real utility to his fellows, where his 
generosity and svmpathy, rather than his cupidity and rapacity, will receive the encomiums and 
rewards of a nobler manhood, a more beautiful womanhood and a happier childhood. Where 
justice and fair dealing will redound to the advantage and ennobling of all. To the attainment 
of that end we should oend our every energy, subordinate our every other aspiration. 

A RKVIBW OP RXCSNT SVENTS. 

Eventa have transpired on the field of labor within the past six months which have aroused 
public attention, because the incidente connected with them have been more or less of an unusual 
character. In each of these labor struggles the emplovers, the corporations, have simply made a 
request and the armed forces of the States and the United States were at their bidding. 

In the coal mines of Tennessee, where the miners were being gradually but surely sup- 
planted by the labor of convicts, let out by contract or lease, where the opportunities tor an 
honest livelihood were being stolen from them under the garb of a public benefaction and econ- 
omy^ the miners pleaded and begged in vain to the legislature of the State to stop this nefarious 
traffic. 

Instead of having their grievances and wrongs they so bitterly and justly complained of re- 
dressed, they were scorned at, defied. When the public opinion was so stunted that they could 
not induce the law-making power to save the lives of men, women and children, is it any wonder 
that when all legal means failed them to obtain relief, as a last resort, they determined that the 
only way by which the public conscience could be touched was to shock it. 

At Homestead, where the iron and steel workers were offered a wholesale reduction in their 
wages, an armed band of marauders, sailing under no flag, owing allegiance to no state or coun- 
try, (and consequently by the law of all nations considered pirates) was brought by the corpora- 
tions to invade that peaceful town, to overawe and intimioate ita citizens and workers, to aid 
in the effort to supplant their labor by a poorer and demoralized set of human beinss. The men 
of Homestead seemg their liberties endangered, their lives, their homes, and families menaced, 
took up arms against the invaders and repelled them. 

There are now nearly aoo men who have been engaged in the strike at Homestead, who 
are either in prison or out on bail, charged with every conceivable offense and crime, from con- 
spiracy and not to murder and treason. The calling out the entire militia of Pennsylvania to 
Homestead is fresh in the minds of all. The action of a judge acting in the capacity of a com- 
mitting magistrate as well as the higher office of a Supreme Court Justice, the contortion of the 
law to make the men amenable to the charges of murder and treason. The fact that there are 
indictmenta against the company's officials as well as the men, yet the men are incarcerated in 
jail, while the corporate plutocrats are enjoying their liberties and the luxury that their wealth 
gives. The contrast of the situation and the treatment afforded is food for fruitful thought and 
cannot but impress itself deeply upon the people who have been taught that "all men are equal 
before the law." 

At Buffalo about 4^0 switchmen used all the peaceful persuasive powers men were capable 
of for the purpose of inducing the Railroad Corporations to cease working their employes, at 
their responsible and often dangerous occupations, a longer period than the Taws of the State of 
New York provides — ten hours. They were treated contemptuously by the company, and as a 
last resort struck work for the enforcement of the law. 

Because some irresponsible persons (certainly not the men on strike whose interesta were 
jeopordized thereby) destroyed a number of railroad cars, which had been designated by the 
company as out of use and worthless, the militia of the State of New York was called out and 
concentrated at Buffalo, doing Switchmen's work and even forcing men to work against their 
will. The men on strike were not even permitted to speak to those who proposed to take or 
took their, the strikers, places, thus depriving them of their legal righta as specially provided 
and expressed in the laws governing disputes between employed and employer. 
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At Coeur D*Alene, where the miners had been suffering intense deprivations during six long 
winter months, the men who extracted the great wealth from the bowels of the earth were sub- 
jected to reductions in their wages, or the alternative of seeing their work passing from their 
hands to the gangs and hordes of people brought over to this country under contract 

The citizen miners were organized and believed that rather than antagonize, the better 
course would be to organize and fraternize with the non-imion men. They were ordered off bv 
the deputies, and while retreating shot at and many maimed and killed. It was then in self- 
defense that they returned the fire. At the bidding of the mine owners the United States troops 
were brought to Coeur D*Alene and the men overawed and subdued, the commanding General 
of the United States forces issuing an order that any employer who would operate his mines 
with Union men would not be allowed to continue work. . A United States judge issued an order 
prohibiting the Union miners from holding a meeting. In other words, the constitutional right 
of free assemblage had been violated by a United States Judge, and a General of our army 
declaring and enforcing an edict that the emplover shall not carry on his business because he 
dare employ Union men. The Judge further bela that everv member of the Union was respons- 
ible for any overt act of any member of the Union. WJietner such members were coffnizant of 
the overt act being committed or not was immaterial. Thus practically outlawing the Union. 

The action of both judges and officers of the United States has been so flagrantly in viola- 
tion of law, that I believe it our duty to demand of the Congress of the United States to insti- 
tute an investigation into all matters connected with the judicial and military conduct of the 
affairs in the mining regions of Coeur D'AIcne. 

These cases certainly call for the serious consideration of the delegates to this convention. 
They are fraught with pregnant and burning questions of the hour. We have a duty to perform, 
and we should not shrink from doing it. 

The efforts of the toiling masses of our country to carry on the struggles for improved 
conditions have been met in the spirit of the bitterest antagonism. Our metnods to gradually 
improve the condition of the masses have been regarded and treated as if we were the enemies 
rather than the friends of the human family. War has practically been declared against the 
labor organizations, and war measures resorted to in the effort to crush them. 

But will they be crushed? We answer No. A thousand times No.. The labor movement 
is the manifestation of that unrest bom of the conviction that injustice prevails which needs 
remedying and supplanting by justice and right. The labor movement voices the aspirations of 
the toiling masses as well as lays bare their wrongs. It is the means through which tyranny 
is held in check; it lives in their minds and hearts, and will not and cannot be crushed. 

It is scarcely possible that the instances mentioned could have been treated in a manner so 
similar without some tacit understanding on the part of the monopolistic class of our country. 
There is every reason to believe that an arrangement of some character to this end existed and 
still exists. Circulars issued and evidence given by the Pinkertons give further proof to this 
belief. 

There are matters connected with these struggles to which your attention should be called. 

MIUTIA. 

It is plainly evident that the militia of our several States are now never utilized except for 
purposes of ostentatious show or as an element in labor struggles. There is not even a pretense 
that they should be what they were originally designed for ^n arming of the people, a citizen 
soldiery, a National Guard." Instead of being the popular organization in defense of homes 
and firesides, it has drifted into a machine of monopolistic oppression a^inst labor. But one 
of two courses are open to the trade unionists of our country upon the militia question. 

We must endeavor to bring back the militia of our several States to again become the popular 
military organization of the masses, with the election of the officers by the men, or, failing in 
that, our organizations will be compelled to declare that membership in a labor organization and 
the militia at one and the same time is inconsistent and incompatible. 

Our members are law-abiding and liberty-loving citizens. They appreciate how essential 
peace and tranquility are to the development of our industries. They value the rights that tiiey 
are entitled to even under present laws, and hope to aid in attaining the great future awaiting 
the American people. America's toilers' love ox country and its institutions is as genuine and 
fervent to-day as in the days when they left the forge and anvil to take up arms and shed their 
life's blood to save the Union and strike the shackles off the limbs of human chattel slavery. 
But, despite their patriotism, thev do not fail to see and protest against the tendency of ava- 
ricious corporations, fastening yokes upon their necks, miracles upon their bodies. 

SHALL we CHANGS OUR MKTHODS? 

Many of our earnest friends in the labor movement, having witnessed the brutal outrages 
of the monopolistic class and their hirelings upon the toiling masses within the past few months 
have had their innermost feelings stirred, and impatiently di^lare that a new path must be struck 
by the working people in order to overcome defeats and achieve victories. Tney look upon come 
of the recent defeats and predict the annihilation of the economic effort of organized laboi^— or 
the impotency of the economic organizations, the trade unions — to cope with the great power of 
concentrated wealth. There are few, if any, who have given our movement any thought, but 
who have shared the intensity of feeling caused by the brutal exhibitions referred to, but feel- 
ings often prompt action which good judgment forbids. 

It is not true that the economic effort has been a failure, nor that the usefulness of the 
economic organizations is at an end. It is true that in several instances they have been de- 
feated; but, though defeated, they arc not conquered; the very fact that the monopolistic and 
capiUlist class bavins assumed the aggressive, and after defeating the toilers in several contests, 
the wage workers of our country have maintained their organizations is the best proof of the 
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power, influence and permanency of the trade unions. They have not been routed, they have 
merely retreated, and await a better opportunity to obtain the improved conditions which for 
the time they were deprived of. 

Upon the field of labor, like every other contest in human life, it is a matter principally of 
intelligence, judgment and foresight 

ORGANIZATION NXCXtSAKY. 

What the toilers need at this time is to aniwer the bitterness and vindictiveness of the 
oppressors with — Organization. 

The tendency and results of corporate power is force; brutal and debasing. The tendency 
of the organization of the workers is also force, but it is the force of reason, generous and 
humanizing. Before the force of reason the force of brutality must make way. 

We are frequently urged to strike out for another path, to take some radical action and to 
make greater progress. In answer to this stands the unalterable fact that the representatives of 
the to-ade unions coming from direct daily contact with the toilers of our country are best 
qualified to voice their sentiments, formulate their demands and declare their hopes. That it 
would be an injury to their interests if we who are at the head of the affairs of their organiza- 
tion, were we to drift it too far ahead and thus create a yawning gap between us and the rank 
and file, none will deny. It is one thing to declare for a principle, it is another to achieve it; 
and after all we must admit that our efforts will assuredly prove futile without the cooperation 
and ffood will of the masses of labor. 

We can make of the trade unions exactly what the intelliffence and progress of our members 
will permit These organizations are of the most elastic character, and whatever action is 
agreed upon by the organized wage-earning masses can be formulated and achieved by and 
through the trade unions. It is expected that the leaders of the movement must exercise their' 
best judgment. To artificially and prematurely expand the scope of the organizations is to 
encounter the danger that the whole fabric may be rent asunder and thus leave all in a plight 
of misery and despair, helpless victims to the avarice of the employing classes. 

If my last thought upon this great labor problem could find articulation, it would contain 
but two words, namely, toilers organize. I have no fear that our fellow workers will fail to find 
the means to ameliorate their condition, overcome and subject monopolistic brutality and injus- 
tice and secure the emancipation of the wealth-producing classes, thus placing the human family 
upon the highest pedestal of an ideal life, providing the one essential to the achievements of 
its aims is adoptea— organization. 

Much of the success attending all movements, and the labor movement in particular, de- 
pends upon the spirit with which its participants are permeated, the energy and courage and 
persistency with which their demands are pressed. I am fully persuaded that if the delegates 
to this convention wei^ to recommend to the toiling masses of the country a concentration of 
effort for the attainment of a given purpose a large amount of good will be the result 

HOMESTSAO DAY. 

Believing that the people of our country recognize the grave situation, as well as the gross 
injustice practiced by the money power upon the men at Homestead in charging them with 
heinous crimes, the Executive Council issued an appeal to the American public asking for its 
financial aid, so that the men would not lack the means to have the best counsel obtainable, and 
that the opportunities for proper defense may be at their demand. 

With that object in view, December i3tn of this year has been designated as "Homestead 
Day," and all requested to contribute a portion of their earnings of that day for the purpose 
stated. Since Homestead Day will occur while we are in session, I suggest that we, too, comply 
with the request. 

POLITICAL ACTION. 

It will not be denied by anyone who has given the labor movement much thought but what 
the toiling masses can exercise great influence to secure legislation in their interest by the 
intelligent use of their franchise. What the first essential is in regard to this as well as every 
other effort in the labor movement is organization. We should endeavor to wean the workers 
from being political followers of any party by whatever name known. 

The conventions of the organized toilers should declare for certain political as well as 
economic demands, and require of, and they will certainly receive, the support and co-operation 
of organized labor at the rallot box as well as in the factory, field and mine. We should rather 
be a unit in our demands than a political party. 

EIGHT-HOUR MOWMCNT. 

The resolutions of the Federation in '84 to enforce the eight-hour work day. May ist, 
1886, had the effect of not only achieving that obiect for thousands of our fellow workers and a 
reduction in the hours of labor of hundreds of tnousands, but it also brought about a wave of 
organization among the toilers unparalleled in the history of our cotmtry. 

The resolutions of the St. Louis convention in tne same nature secured the eight-hour 
work day, and a diminution of the hours of toil of numberless thousands, and at the same time 
it completely changed the positions of the contendhig forces of the employed and employing 
classes. From the defensive attitude, we assumed the aggressive and obtained an advantage which 
secured concessions and improved conditions. I am strongly convinced that an action of a 
similar character by this convention would be productive of as good, if not better, results. 

It is idle to say that because we were not entirely successful in the enforcement of the 
eight-hour movement for all workers in the past, for that reason it is useless for us to again 
make the effort to establish that limitation of the daily hours of labor. To admit it is to 
declare the past struggles what they certainly were not — failures. 
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It becomes our duty to struggle on and on until we have achieved such a substantial reduc- 
tion in the hours of the daily labor of the masses as shall provide remunerative employment for 
all who desire and can earn an honest livelihood. Economv as well as humanity demand it, 
and I know of no movement or demand in the interest of the toilers ufxon which the effort qt 
all can be so thoroughly united and concentrated and upon which there is such a unanimity of 
thought. To reduce the hours of labor makes the workers more independent politically as well 
as economically and gives encouragement and hope for the attainment of other reforms upon 
both fields of action. 

BIGHT-HOUR LAW. 

The last session of Congress passed a much better Eight-Hour Law than any heretofore 
upon the Statute books upon that subject. It provides that eight hours shall constitute a day's 
work in all mechanical labor by, for or on behalf of the general Government; whether workers 
are employed by the Government direct or by contractors. The law also has a penal provision 
for its violators. The law had scarcely been passed a few days before an attempt was^ made 
by interested parties to secure its nullification. 

Too often have laws been passed designed and framed in the interest of the workers and 
the plain provision perverted by department officers and peculiarly construed, yes, even declared 
unconstitutional. There is not an mstance on record, however, where constructions or declara- 
tions of such laws were made against the interests of the wealth possessing class, when these 
interests clashed with the interests of the masses of the country. The laws themselves were 
innovations on old standing laws and customs; and were construed by those whose study and 
profession are antiquated customs and mildewed precedent. 

The Nebraska night-Hour Law has been violated by several employers, and in the prosecu- 
tion of them before the courts the financial assistance of the A. P. of L. was applied for and 
tendered, an appropriation having been granted for that purpose. The cases have not yet been 
fully decided. I take this opportunity of commending the address of the Attorney in this case 
to the consideration of organized labor. It would be found a text for the basis tor arguments 
in favor of legislation in the interest of the wage-workers of our several states and country. 

The Eight-Hour Law of Indiana had been violated by a large employer of labor and the 
Council were appealed to to financially aid the organized workmen of that State in the prosecu- 
tion of the case. The application was approved and a tender of financial assistance for le^al 
counsel offered, but before the case had gone to trial the employer pleaded guilty of violation 
of the law, paying the penalty therefor. 

SRMI-MOMTHLY PAYMBNTS. 

A number of Unions in Pennsylvania sought our aid for the enforcement of the semi- 
monthlv payment law of that State, but before any tangible result had been arrived at upon 
the subject correspondence ceased on their part, notwitnstanding that the Executive Council 
had approved the movement to enforce the law. The E. C should be directed to select a test 
case and bring it before courts. Wages should be paid weekly, but this poor boon of semi- 
monthly payments the workers should not be deprived of. 



ALIEN CONTRACT LABOR. 

There has been an evident fairer disposition manifested on the part of the Commissioners 
of Immigration to prevent a violation of the Alien Contract Labor Law, but it is evident that 
the law IS defective in many respects, since the employers who contemplate violating the law 
usually have the laborers who come here fully primed to answer the questions propounded to 
them, and it is only casually that the contract laborers are conscientious or forgetful enough to 
tell the truth, and often in these instances it is exceedinglv difficult to secure a conviction of the 
law-breakin|r employer, for the very reason that the only evidence upon which he could be 
convicted is ab«ent, the contract laborer having been returned from whence he came. 
It is, as one of the Commissioners states to me in a correspondence, therefore exceedingly 
"difficult of obtaining even presumptive evidence." 

If immigration is continued at least the law should be amended. Two of the features that I 
would recommend are that all the immigrants should be subject to return until two vears after 
their arrival in this countrv, and that the employing contractor should be held liable for five 
years after the arrival of tne contract laborer. Toe law could also be improved in many other 
respects. 

IMMIGRATION. 

There can be no question but unrestricted immigration is working a ^eat injury to the 
people of our country. Organizations supposed to be beneficial and charitable in their nature and 
supposed philanthropists simply gather hordes of people, pack them in vessels worse than cattle, 
with no room or ventilation, where even the decencies of life cannot be observed, and in that 
frightful condition thrust upon our shores, there to be forced into the mines, railroads and 
sweat shops of our country. 

In my report to the Birmingham convention I expressed mv opinion fully upon this subject 
and I reiterate and emphasize here what I then expressed. We do not wish to join in the general 
cry of completely shutting out all, but that some regulation and restriction is necessary is too 
plain a duty to be shirked. The total disregard of the shipping companies either for the material 
welfare or the general health of the people of our country was manifested a few months ago when 
ship loads of immigrants with typhus and cholera were brought to our very portals, endangering 
the health and lives of our people. This convention with a due regard of^ the rights of man as 
well as the^ interests we represent should formulate and demand such legislation as will best pro- 
tect our people and yet not be at variance with human instincts. 
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W0KU>'8 PAIR. 

In our efforts to carry out the instruction of the last convention i>etttion8 signed by more 
than 300f000 organized workingmen were forwarded to Congress requesting that body to refrain 
from acting upon the question of opening or closing the World's Fair on Sundays. Nothwith* 
standing the petition and our protest Congress practically closed the Fair upon the day most 
readily at the disposition of the workers. 

As a matter of fact the days the wage-earners will have the best opportunity to visit the 
World's Fair will be on Sundays. *A visit to it, an examination of the product of the genius 
of man, cannot tend to demoralize or deprave. A visit to the Exposition and a view of the 
arts and handicrafts of the peoples of all nations can only tend to ennoble the visitor, enlarge 
the sphere of his intelligence and broaden his sympathetic nature. There is no idea nor thought 
for tne desecration of the Sabbath, but we insist tnat Congress should have refrained from legis- 
lating upon a subject entirely foreign to its sphere. 

The Board of Directors of the Fair have pledged themselves that no employee shall be 
allowed to work more than six days of the week it Consress will repeal the Sunday closing clause. 

In mv judgment we should urge Congress to repeal the clause and delegate the matter where 
it rightfully belongs— to the Board of Directors. 

LOAN ASSI8TANC8. 

By a reference to the financial reports you will observe that from time to time sums of 
money have been loaned to the various affiliated unions which have been engaged in contests 
with their emoloyers. These loans have been of great benefit to the Unions. I would suggest 
to your consideration the advisability of raising a lar^e fund by a series of small assessments 
upon the affiliated orgfanizations to be placed at the disposition of the Executive Council to be 
loaned from time to time to organizations engaged in labor disputes and requiring such financial 
aid. 

This system of loaning money to organizations would be far more beneficial to all than 
donations or appropriations, and at the same time the same money could be utilized over and 
over again. 

An organization not engasred in a great strike or lockout is in a position to financially care 
for itself, and in ordinary circumstances repay any loan of money contracted during periods of 
dispute, hence the adoption of such a system of lending money to organizations could only be 
fraught with substantial advantage to all. 

HIGH Dues. 

In previous reports I called attention to the important question of the Trade Unions in- 
creasing the dues of members. There is possibly no matter which was so* likely to call forth 
opposition some years a^o, but I am pleased to state that nearly all the Unions of our country 
have seen the necessity in order to be of greater benefit and protection to their members and at 
the same time infusing the essential feature of permanency into the Unions. While the ad- 
vances made in this direction are satisfactory there is certainly room and opportunities for 
greater improvement 

OPPICIAL JOURNAL. 

I am more than ever impressed with the necessity of the A. F. of L. having an official 
journal where its objects and aims can be set forth and its claims to the respect and confidence 
of the wage-earning masses defended. 

In the correspondence coming to this office from all over the country continuous questions 
are asked as to our official journal and where it can be obtained. It is immaterial who snail edit 
or control the journal suggested so long as one is established authorized to speak in the name 
and on behalf of the Trade Union Movement as understood and advocated by the A. F. of L. 
I am also of the opinion that the paper could be made self-sustaining, all the expense necessary 
being the start with a small appropriation . 

printkr's injunction procsedincs. 

In compliance with the instructions of the last convention, the Executive Council entered 
into a correspondence and held conferences with the attorneys selected by Typographical Union 
No. 7, of Pittsburg, in the injunction cases of Murdock & Kerr vs. Eugene Wilson et al: 

At first the request came to the Cotmcil that the $3,000.00 be turned over in bulk to Union 
No. 7. This was in violation of the expressed provision of the resolutions upon the subject, and 
denied. The final arrangements made were tnat the attorneys for the Union should receive 
from the A. F. of L. a retainer of $650.00 and the balance of the fifteen hundred dollars fee 
($850.00) when the Supreme Court of tne State of Pennsylvania shall render a decision in these 
cases. Up to this writing no decision has been rendered by that Court upon these cases. 

LABOR CONGRSSSES. 

Pursuant to your instructions invitations were forwarded to the Labor Congresses held in 
Europe to attend the International Labor Congress authorized and called by the A. F. of L. 
For reasons that will be explained we were unable to send representatives to the European 
Congresses referred to. 

Arrangements have been made with the World's Columbian Exposition Congress Auxiliary 
Committee by which the large hall, a grand structure erected for the purpose of congresses, is 
secured for the latter part of August for our Congress and ending on I^bor Day, 1893. 

The Trade Union Congress of Great Britian accepted our invitation and adopted a recom- 
mendation to all the Trade unions of England to send representatives. A recent letter received 
from Mr. Chas. Fen wick. Secretary of the Parliamentary Committee, was received asking infor- 
mation as to the extent of our arrangements. 

11— 
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Up to this writing no favorable responses were received from the Labor Congresses of any 
other country. 

There is no time for further delay in this matter. If you believe that the idea of holding 
an International Labor Congress should be abandoned, you should so declare. If, on the other 
hand, you still adhere to the holding of such a Con^ss, it will be essential to state it in 
emphatic terms and adopt such measures at this convention which will insure its success. 

I would recommend that this convention elect one or two representatives to visit the Trade 
Unions of Europe for the purpose of urging their representation at our Congress; and further, 
that this convention also elect some person to transact the business of making the necessary 
further arrangements for the holdins of the Congress, each of the persons elected to perform the 
work herein referred to, to act under the advice of the Executive Council of the A. F. of L. 

I would also recommend that (he constitution be so changed as to temporarily change the 
date of holding the convention of the A. F. of L. of 1893 to about the time that the International 
Labor Congress is to be held. 

In my juds^ent this entire matter ought to be placed in the hands of a special committee 
appointed early in the convention, to give this subject its entire and exclusive attention. 

INTERNATIONAL LABOR MOVSllENT. 

It has ever been the purpose, as well as the mission, of the A. F. of L. to not only cultivate 
the most fraternal relations with the organized wage-workers of all countries, but also to take 
advantage of every^ opportunity to make these purposes and relations an actuality. During the 
year an opportunity was presented for a tangible application of our declarations upon this 
subject. The org^tzed printers of Germany were engaged in a movement to inaugurate the nine 
hour workday, xhe employing printers ot Germany and Austria combined and locked out all 
their men. The government, alter the second month of the strike^ placed an injunction upon the 
Union's funds, and the Union was practically helpless tmder the circumstances. Cablegrams werf 
exchanged between the officials of tne Union and the A. F. of L-t and as a result a representative 
of the Union came to the United States. Clothed with credentials from the Executive Council 
he visited many cities, occupying about five weeks. By direction of the Executive Council a 
circular was issued, appealing for financial assistance for them. Several thousand dollars were 
cabled to them, the A. F. of L. granting a loan of $500.00 to make up the amoimt cabled. 
The strike was not successful, though the information is at hand that the nine hour rule has 
been gained in many printing establishments, that the Union is stronger numerically than ever 
before, and that the prospects for the achievement in the near future of the object of the strike, 
the nine hour work day, are good. 

The trade union movement of Germany is extending and growing continually. There is 
increasing earnestness, intensity, energy and ability displayed in the defense of the trade unions, 
as well as a keener appreciation of their value and importance in the struggle for the economic, 
social and political uplifting of the masses. 

At the last British Trade Union Congress there were nearly 1,500,000 organized wage 
workers represented. It is gratifying to learn that among the wage earning masses the beneficent 
effect of the trade unions is being appreciated and taken advantage of. 

On the continent of Europe a slow but sure advance is being made on trade union lines, 
while in Australia they are, comparatively speaking, the most extensive, general and perfected. 

It should be the constant aim of our National and International Trade Unions to endeavor 
to brin^ about a mutual recog^nition, or, better still, an interchange of cards between them and 
the Unions of the same trade or calling in other countries. This principle is alreadv in vogue 
in several of our affiliated Unions, but I would recommend that it be adopted by all. Such a 
S]rstem once fully in operation, and its beneficial results will soon be manifest. 

It will pave the wav for the attainment of that end for which reformers struggle and of 
which poets sing; a federation of the people of the world. 

NATIONAL UNIONS. 

. By a perusal of the Secretary's report a detailed account of the growth and extension of 

our movement will be observed, ei^ht new National and International Unions having become 
affiliated within the past year, while one other National Union has been organized by the 
A. P. of L., but not yet a£Uiated with it. 

Where but a few years ago there were scarcely a score we have today seventh-seven National 
or International Unions. Thousands of local unions out of which the opportunities to organize 
National Unions are developing continually. 

It is our purpose and a large part of our work has been devoted to gathering and concen- 
trating the forces of labor into the compact National Unions, and that work has oeen crowned 
with a success never before equalled. The Trade Unions are realizing more clearly that the 
interests of all are best subserved by the underlying principles of the A. F. of L.^ and that 
their autonomy and independence is safe at the hands of and best promoted by affiliation with 
the A. P. of L. We want to make the trade union movement under the A. P. of L. as distinct 
as the billows, yet one as the sea. 

THE JEPPCRSON BOROEN MUTINY. 

I regret to be compelled to report that the two seamen E. W. Clark and Geo. Miller confined 
in prison at Thomaston, Me., on the charge of mutiny, are still incarcerated. It is nearly two 
years since the first effort to secure a pardon for these unfortunate men was inaugurated. Dele- 
gations have waited upon the President of the United States and petitions presented for the 
extension of executive clemency to them, but thus far no answer has been given to the appeal. 

The provocation given these men for their act amounted almost to self-defense. Certain 
it is that no good purpose can be served *by longer depriving them of their liberty, and I would 
urge a continuance of the effort to secure their release. 
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PACIFIC COAST. 



It affords me pleasure to be able to report to you that the agreement arrived at at the 
Birmingham convention between the Trade Unions on the Pacific Coast and those of the other 
portions of our country has averted the disaster to which your attention was called and has 
resulted^ in a unification where division, antagonism and disaster threatened. Not only have 
the Unions which were at variance with each other united, but others which were previously 
isolated on the Coast have now entered into fraternal bonds with those in the East

Acting upon the instructions of the last convention, the Executive Council appointed ^ 
woman organizer, who devoted her entire time for five months in the work of organizing our 
sisters of labor. The work accomplished was rather missionary in its character, the full fruits of 
which are but now being realized. It remains with you to say whether this work shall be 
further prosecuted. I take this opportunity of commending the fidelity and worth of the 
woman selected by the Council — Mary E. Kenny. 



LABOR DAY. 

I would again recommend the advisability of ur^ng our General Government to pass a law 
declaring the first Monday in September a legal holiday in the territories and districts under its 
jurisdiction, in order to be in harmony with the people of our several States. 

BOYCOTTS RAISSD. 

I am pleased to be able to inform you that we have succeeded in unionizing all the breweries 
of Milwaukee, Wis., and Cincinnati, O., and many other places. The Executive Council in 
compliance with the request of the Journeymen Brewery Workmen's National Union have declared 
the boycott off their product. The efforts of our fellow unionists to secure these victories 
for the brewers' union is worthy of commendation. Union men should patronize union em- 
ployers under all circumstances. 

CHINESe SAILORS. 

Congress some time, ago granted subsidies to the Pacific Mail Steamship Co., and incor- 
porated a provision that* the seamen employed by the company should be American citizens. 
The Company in question has since violated this provision of the law by employing 
Chinese sailors. 

I would recommend this convention would enter its most emphatic protest against the 
supplanting of our American sailors by the Chinese, and call upon the President of the United 
States, either to compel the Company in question to abide by the provisions of the law, or to 
withdraw the subsidy granted. 

rARM LABORKRS. 

It is with some degree of pride that I report to you the organization of a Farm Laborers' 
Union and its representation by a delegate at this convention. It has been the hope entertained 
by us that a movement to organize the wage-working farmers might be inaugurated to protect 
them from the evil conditions inseparable from their lack of organization. 

It would not be amiss for this convention to take some definite action with a view to 
extending the advantages of organization to this branch of labor. 

THB K. OP L. PROPOSITIONS. 

In obedience to the unanimously adopted instruction, the counter proposition to those sub- 
mitted by the K. of L. were transmitted to the General Officers of that Order, accompanied by 
a courteous note suggesting that a conference might be held to discuss their original and our 
counter propositions. 

The oflacers* answer was discourteous and insolent. Since then we have heard nothing in 
reference to the subject matter. 

It is not amiss to call your attention to the expressed desire contained in the K. of L. 
propositions to avoid and terminate the "unfortunate and regretable differences" existing between 
them and our unions and compare these expressions with their acts. Thev made propositions, 
and when we refused to adopte a code in which we had no voice or vote in framing, and adopted 
and submitted others for their consideration, they refused to consider the subject further, in 
the light and upon the basis of both propositions. Apart from the petty and great antagonism 
shown by the officers of that order (occurring so frequently that they cause comment* no longer), 
the chief officer recommended to its last convention that the coal miners sever their connection 
with their brother coal miners organized under the banner of the United Mine Workers of 
America. This officer assumes that because some miners are Knights of Labor and the other 
miners are organized in trade unions they roust therefore have different and diverse interests. 
Upon no other ground is his position tenable. 

We declare that the trade unions are the natural organizations of the wage workers; that, 
despite all antagonism, whether from capitalist foe or pseudo friend, they will continue to grow 
in strength and influence, and secure those improvements in the toilers* condition, and work 
out those reforms and changes in our present to a more humane industrial system it is their 
mission to fulfill. 

GENERAL ORGANIZERS. 

I have frequently called attention to the excellent services rendered to our movement by 
the General Organizers of the A. F. of L. and commend to your consideration that portion of 
the report of the Secretary upon that subject, since it embodies by views thereon. 
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CONCLUSION. 

In conclusion I take this opportunity of expressing my keen sense of obligation to my 
colleagues of the Executive Council for their valuable co-operation and advice. Through trying 
times and critical periods they have alwajrs performed their duties unflinchingly, their honesty 
and devotion never in question. 

For the uniform courtesy accorded me by officers and members of the trade unions of the 
country I have the highest appreciation and for w^ich I return my sincere gratitude. 

In the performance of my duties I have alwajrs endeavored to conscientiously carry out not 
only your expressed but also your implied wishes. That which has prompted my course has 
always been ttie hope of being of some use to my fellow man, to help them attain that end by 
which the^ could, help themselves. The horizon of labor may seem overcast but it is only the 
shadow of a cloud which will pass away and in the broad mia day of life the sun*8 full rays of 
hope shine radiantly forth on the brows of a people made nobler and greater and more humane 
by their energy, perseverence and self-sacrifice. 



The reading of the report was attentively 
listened to and heartily applauded. 

Upon motion it was referred to the appro- 
priate committee. 

The time for the special order having ar- 
rived the following was read: 

WHEREAS, It having come to our knowl- 
edge that the Directors of the World's Col- 
umbian Exposition are about to let the con- 
tract for tne larse and important work of 
printing the Catalogue for said Exposition; 
and 

WHEREAS, We are led to believe from pub- 
lished accounts in the daily press that it is 
contemplated to let the said contract to a 
non-union Chicago firm; and 

WHEREAS. The Chicago T3rpographical Un- 
ion has displayed the most friendly spirit to- 
ward the World's Columbian Exposition, and 



was the first body of organized labor to pur- 
chase stock in the World's Pair Company; 
therefore be it 

RESOLVED, That the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, also friendly to the Fair, earn- 
estly protest against the awarding of the above 
contract tq any but a recognized imion office. 

Delegate Morgan moved to strike out "union" 
and insert "fair." 

Lost. 

The original resolution was then adopted. 

The Secretary was instructed to immediately 
send a dispatch to Chicago on the action 
taken. 

Secretary Evans then read his Report, which 
was warmly received, and on motion referred 
to the proper committee. 



SECRETARY'S REPORT. 

To the Officers and Delegates of the Twelfth Annual Convention of the American Federation of 
Labor: 

Fellow-Workmen. — As representatives of the Trade Union movement you are called together 
again for the purpose of exchanging views, and by concentration of thought try to improve the 
condition of the wage-workers, in whose interest the American Federation of Labor was organized. 

The duties devolving upon you are of great importance to the constituents you represent, 
and let us hope that their confidence has not been misplaced. 

In presenting my annual report to you I do so with some degree of pride, as the work 
done during the past year has been very gratifying and will mark the pages of future history 
as a step forward and in the line of reform. In accordance with constitutional provisions, finan- 
cial detailed reports have been published every quarter, and sent to all unions aimliated. 

During the year commencing November i, 1891. and ending October 31, 1892, 277 charters 
have been issued, indudinjg Local Unions, Central Bodies and State Federations, in 32 States 
of the Union. The following table will show the number of charters granted in each Su 
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>tate:

In addition to the above 8 charters have been issued to National Unions, making a total 
of 285 for the year, the lar^t number of charters that have been issued durins any one year 
since the American Federation of Labor has been organized. The National Unions affiliated 
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have also received through the office of the American Federation of Labor 37 charter applica- 
tions, an item well wortny of consideration, since it demonstrates the interest that has been 
manifested by our organizers in the various cities of the cotmtry, and the value of their aid 
to National Unions, in organizing locals that the officers themselves are unable to reach. 

Another important feature is that this work has not been confined to National Unions 
affiliated, as many letters have been received from our organizers informinjs us that they have 
organized local unions and sent the applications for charters direct to the officers of the National 
Union of their respective trades, showing conclusively; that the advancement of trade unionism 
has been the only object our ornmizers have had in view. 

Great credit is due them for their self sacrificing efforts in trjring to build up the Trade 
Union movement regardless of time and monejr, which must necessarily have been required with- 
out any prospect of return, other than the satisfaction of their loyalty to the cause they are so 
deeply interested in. 

I call your attention to this feature of t^e work in order that all National Unions may take 
advantage of it, as it has rendered very valuable aid in the past, and the general movement will 
be greatly benefited if it is enlarged upon in the future.

On Nov. I, 1891, $4,328.30 was in the treasury from assessments, and $3,828.06 in the gen- 
eral fund. 
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During the vear $72.00 have been received from donations and $70.00 for assessments, mak- 
ing a total for donations and assessments received of $^470.30. Out of this amount $22.00 has 
been donated to the Cotton Mule Spinners' Association, $1,500.00 has been loaned to the 
International Furniture Workers' Union, $500.00 to the Tanners and Curriers' International 
Union, $500.00 to the Furrier's International Union, S500.00 to the Quarrymen's National 
Union, $500.00 to the German American Tjrpographia, leaving a balance in the treasury of 
$948.30 from donations and assessments and $0,717.88 in the general fund, an increase over that 
of last year of $2,889.82. 

On March 30,1892, General Secretary P. J. McGuire, of the United Brotherhood of Car- 
penters and Joiners of America, *made application to the Executive Council for a loan of 
$2,500.00 for the purpose of assisting the members on strike in several cities of the cotmtry 
where the Brotherhood was trying to prevent a reduction being made in the hours of labor, 
with the understanding that the loan would be returned in sixty days. The Executive Council 
granted the loan and at the expiration of the time the money was refunded as per agreement. 

In the Pittsburg Printers' injunction cases there is an outstanding liability of $8§o.oo to the 
attorneys, the same being the balancq of their fee of $1,500.00 from the A. P. of L<. 

In accordance with this agreement $650.00 has been paid to attorneys Patterson & Still- 
wagon, and the balance $850.00, still due them, will be paia when the case has been decided by 
the courts. 

I beg to call the attention of the delegates to the first four lines of Section III, Article X, 
of the Constitution, which reads as follows: 

"Sec. 3. Any seven wage-workers of one trade of good character, and favorable to Trade 
Unions, and not members of any body affiliated with this Federation, who will subscribe to this 
Constitution, shall have the power to form a local body, to be Imown as a 'Federal Labor 
Union.' " 

I would recommend the striking out of the words "of one" in the first line after the word 
"workers" and insert the words "foUowing any," so that Federal Labor Unions may be organized 
in accordance with the original idea which called them into existence. 

In looking over the work of the past year we find that several of the National and Local 
Unions affiliated have had a very dimcult task to surmount through the obstacles that have 
been placed in their wav. In several instances tmscrupulous employers aided by uniust laws 
have taken advantage ot the situation, and no time has been lost by them to use the imem- 
ployed workingmen who are so numerous in almost everv trade to carry out their will. I hope 
some move will be made at this convention to reduce the number of unemployed men by still 
agitating a reduction in the hours of labor in all trades where it is possible to do so, and remove 
this standing menance to workingmen and the trade union movement. 

The work of the future is by no means easy for men who are bent upon reform. It is 
not sufficient for us to say that we have done our part towards bringing about a better order 
of things for the wage-earner. Every friend of labor who, has increasea his knowledge by ex- 
perience should make further research, and when a wrong is imposed fight it down with all 
the legal forces at command. 

Reforms will come when the battle for Justice is fought on equitable grounds between the 
employer and the employed, and every effort should be put forth to prove to the world that the 
day laborer is entitled to a resonable share of the good things this world affords, and a better 
share than he who is not willing to either toil or spin. He is a very large producer, but his 
profits are small and his company in society is souf^ht for less. 

Make him what he is entitled to be; place him on a loftier plane among m^; let him 
think and act for himself and then he will be respected by others.

RULES. 
To the Officers and Delegates of the Twelfth 
Annual Convention: 

We, your Committee on Rules, beg leave to 
submit for your consideration the following 
rules trf govern this Convention: 

1. The convention shall be called to order 
at 9 A. M. Adjourn at 12:45 P. M. to re- 
assemble at 2 P. M., and to contmue m ses- 
sion until 5 o'clock, P. M. 

2. Every delegate when he rises to speak 
shall respectfully address the Chair. While 
speaking he shall confine himself to the ques- 
tion. 

3. Should two or more rise to speak at the 
same time, the Chair shall decide who is en- 
titled to the floor. 

4. No delegate shall interrupt another m 
his remarks unless it be to call him to order. 

5. If a delegate while speaking be called 
to order he shall, at the request of the Chair, 
take his seat until the question of order is de- 
termined, when, if permitted, he may proceed 
again. 

6. A delegate shall not speak more than 
once on the same subject or question, until all 
who wish to speak shall have had an opportu- 
nity to do so; nor more than twice without 
permission from the house; nor any longer 
than five minutes at one time, without permis- 
sion. 

7. A question shall not be subject to de- 
bate until it has been seconded and stated from 
the Chair, and it shall be reduced to writing 
at the request of any member. 

8. When a question is before the house no 
motion shall be in order, except to adjourn, 
to refer, for the previous question, to postpone 
indefinitely, to postpone for a certain time, to 
divide, or to amend, which motions shall 
severally have precedence in the order herein 
named. 

9. A motion to lay on the table shall be 
put without debate. 

10. A motion for a reconsideration shall 
not be received unless made by a delegate who 
voted in the majority, and sliall require a ma- 
jority vote. 

IT. Any delegate who roav not be present 
to answer his name at roll call shall be marked 
ab^nt by the Secretary. But in the event of 
being unavoidably absent, shall have the priv- 
ilege of reporting to the Secretary.

was made unanimous. 

It was then moved that $500.00 be donated 
to the Coeur D'Alene Coal Miners from the 
A. F. of L.

Delegate Todtenhausen moved the sum of 
$500.00 be' donated to Tennessee Miners to- 
wards their defence fund.

A communication from Mrs. Sarah T. R.

Society, tendering good* wishes fdr the suc- 
cess of our movement and urging that labor 
disputes be adjusted by arbitration was read, 
noted and filed. 

The Committee on Secretary's Report sub- 
mitted the following: 

To the Officers and Delegates of the American 
Federation of Labor: 

Gentlemen — Your committee to whom was 
referred the Secretary's Report, have carefully 
r«id and discussed the same and unite with the 
Secretary in congratulating the Federation on 
the work accomplished dunng the past year in 
the idle of organization, education and reform. 
We unanimously recommend the adoption of 
the report. 

In former years complaint has been made 
that the Secretary's Report did not make rec- 
ommendation to this body, but the work of the 
Secretary during the past year has been more 
in the way of practical endeavor to carry out 
the expressed wishes of the Executive Council 
and his endeavors have been so successful as 
to meet the approbation of this committee, and 
we believe of the American Federation olf La- 
bor. 

The Secretary's recommendation that the 
first line of Sec. 3, Art. 10, of the Constitu- 
tion should be changed, has been reformulated 
by the committee and is presented to your con- 
sideration as follows: 

"Any seven wage-workers of good character, 
following any trade," etc., and we recommend 
its adoption as amended. 

To this committee have been referred the 
resolutions of three affiliated bodies, those of 
the International Furniture Workers' Union of 



America, Quarrymen's National Union and the 
Tanners and Curriers' Union of America. 

These resolutions are similar in character 
and ask for the cancellation of loans made to 
these organizations in their recent times of 
trouble. The amounts involved are $1,500.00, 
$500.00 and $500.00 respectively, and your 
committee, after a careful hearing of the cir- 
cumstances surrouftding their struggles, recom- 
mended favorably the applications of these af- 
filiated bodies. 

Your committee, howcv^, believe that some 
definite law and limitation should be placed 
upon the subject of loans to affiliated bodies, 
and recommend that the Committee on Laws be 
instructed to formulate a law governing the ac- 
tion of the Executive Council in reference to 
the matter of loans and donations to unions in 
times of strikes.

Tden, Murrav, 
Pritchctt, T. A. Campbell, Callahan, Schmid, 
Johnson, Vaughn, Jessup, Tanner, Robinson, 
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Clancey, Jennings, Jeffreys, Cessna, represent- 
ing 1,112 votes. 

The Committee on Secretarjr's Report stated 
that they did not intend to recommend the 
cancellation of the loans, but "that their can- 
cellation be favorably recoramenaed to the 
Executive Council." 

The Chair decided that the report as made 
by the committee was before the house, and 
not anything they intended but omitted. 

Delegate Prescott moved as an amendment 
that the matter of the loans to the Interna- 
tional Furniture Workers* Union be referred 
to the incoming Executive Council. 

Lrost by a vote of yeas 21, nays 26. 

Moved that the vote on cancelling loan of 
International Furniture Workers' Union be 
reconsidered. • 

Motion agreed to. 

Moved that the entire matter of the can- 
cellation of loans be favorably recommended to 
the consideration of the incoming Executive 
Council. 

On a call of the roll being made the rec- 
ommendation was agreed to by a vote of 
yeas 1,105, nays 1,089. 

Report of committee continued. 

On tne question of future loans as recom- 
mended by the committee, it was on motion 
referred to the Committee on Laws. 

The report of the committee as amended 
was then adopted as a whole. 

It was moved that after the reading of the 
minutes of the morning session fifteen min- 
utes be allowed for the introduction of reso- 
lutions, and that no further resolutions be in- 
troduced witt.out unanimous consent. 

Agreed to. 

Communication 66, which was a comnlaint. 
from Carpenters* Union No. 50, of Portland, 
Oregon, and handed in by Dclef^ate John 
O'Brien, by request, charged President Gom- 
pcrs with improperly deciding a matter be- 
tween the union carpenters employed upon the 
buildings of the World's Fair and the World's 
Fair Directory. The document urged that 
President Gompers be not re-elected, in the 
interest of harmony with the K. of L. ; and 
also complained that in consequence of Presi- 
dent Gompers' actions the relations between 
the United Brotherhood of Carpenters of 
America and the A. F. of L. were strained. 
It further demanded that a man be re-elected 
President who did not reside further East than 
Cincinnati, Ohio. 

The above document had been referred by a 
vote of the Convention to the dclrgates to the 
Convention of the United Brotherhood of Car- 
oenters and Joiners, who submitted the fol- 
lowing report: 

Philadelphia, Dec. !«• 1892. 

To the Convention of the A. F. of L. : 

Fellow Workers: The Carpenters' delega- 
tion in this Convention, to which you have re- 
ferred a document from Carpenters' Union 
No. 50, of Portland, Oregon, beg leave to re- 
port as follows: 



The above document contains two points 
worthy of our notice and bearing on the Cai- 
penters' organization. 

First, the statement that the Brotherhood of 
Carpenters and Joiners were discontented with 
the past progress or the present standing of 
the Amencan Federation of Labor. 

We most emphatically deny that any such 
sentiment exists, and do not consider it neces- 
sary to prove such to this Convention. 

In regard to President Gompers' visit to the 
World's Fair grounds at Chicago and his sub- 
sequent action in the matter pertaining to the 
carpenters working thereon; 

We beg leave to state that from an intimate 
knowledge of the facts in the case the decision 
of President Gompers was entirely ' satisfac- 
tory to the carpenters of the city of Chicago, 
so much so that when within the last few 
months some of the carpenters working in the 
World's Fair grounds desired to go on strike 
the Carpenters' Council, acting as executive 
head of the carpenters of that city, most em- 
phatically refused to support any such strike, 
they considering that there was not suflkient 
grievance. 

In the face of these facts we can only report 
that, in our opinion, Union No. 50 has been 
misinformed in regard to the action of the 
President and working of the A. F. of L. 
JAMES J. LINEMAN,

U. B. Carpenters and Joiners' Delegates. 

REPORT OF GRIEVANCE COMMITTEE. 

On admitting W. E. Wilkes to a seat in this 
Convention, representing I. B. of Machinery 
Molders. After a thorough investigation we 
find that the organization which W. E. Wilkes 
represents was a seceding one from the parent 
body, and that the Executive Council had re- 
fused to recognize them according to their by- 
laws, etc., of the A. F. of L., and that they 
still stand in the same liffht and are not af- 
filiated with the A. F. of L. 

And we learn trom the officers of the Iron 
Molders of N. A. that they have made every 
concession to the other body, even allowing 
that all shall come under one banner and elect 
now officers and bury all past differences. « 

Therefore, we recommend that W. E. 
Wilkes* credentials be rejected, believing it det- 
rimental to the labor movement as represented 
by the A. F. of L. to divide the forces of 
labor as in this case.

Committee on President's Report then sub- 
mitted the following report: 

To the Officers and Delegates: 

Your Committee on President's Report beg 
leave to report the organization of Utt com- 
mittee by the selection of Martin Pox as 
Chairman, and H. J. Skeffington, as Secretary. 

We heartily endorse and approve the senti- 
ments expressed in the President's Re|>ort as 
contained under the heading: "A Review of 
Recent Events." Also the resolution of Rep- 
resentative John O'Brien, and recommend 
that the incoming Executive Council use every 
effort to have the Congress of the United 
States make a special investigation into the 
causes which led up to these strikes and the 
action and attitude of the judiciarjr in the 
same. That portion of the report which deals 



Mrith the use of the militia in these troubles 
has been referred to the Special Committee of 
Nine. 

"Shall we change our methods?*' We fully 
agree with the President that no great change 
of method on the part of this Federation of 
Labor is necessary to meet the new weapons 
of capital; but, that greater effort in the direc- 
tion of the improvement of the trades unions 
on financial lines and a more vigorous concen- 
tration of our moral force in the use of the 
Trades Labels of the various trades should be 
made. Special efforts should also be made to 
centralize the many divisions of the several 
trades into campact unions. The use of the 
franchise as suggested receives our approba- 
tion; but, as many documents bearing on this 
point have been submitted and referred to the 
Committee on Resolutions, we leave the more 
elaborate details to them to report. 

KICHT-HOUR LAW. 

Your committee are indebted to Brother 
George E. McNeill for this portion of their 
report. 

We believe with the President in an aggres- 
sive movement for the eight-hour day. 

The concentration of power in the hands of 
the employing classes, consequent upon the co- 
operation of the capitalists for the reduction of 
the cost of manufacture and management and 
for an increase of profit, must be met by the 
wage- workers with a concentration of energies 
and the direction of efforts against the most 
vulnerable place in their citadel of power. 

Capital is intrenched in the habits, customs 
and prejudices of society as well as in statute 
law. 

Under the persistent attacks of organized 
labor, it has retreated backward and backward 
until it has reached its last line of fortifica- 
tions. 

Through its massive walls we see the ter- 
rible engines of its destructive power. 

Before it stands the army of lat>or. As the 
Haytian black chief sf^nding on the moun- 
tain side was looking down on the flower of 
the army of France he was asked by his fol- 
lowers, "Where are our arms?" "There, in 
the hands of your enemies?" be answered. 
Then down the mountain side rushed the bare- 
breasted hosts of black men, on and on, reck- 
less of the leaden storm that cut them down 
in death; over prostrate forms, securing the 
arms of their routed enemies. The black 
chief was justified, for it was his only course 
of action: but the man who would seek to 
lead Labor's hosts to such unnecessary and 
unprofitable sacrifice is worthy only of con- 
tempt. 

Labor, armed with patient nersistence, can 
overcome all hostile forces in the future as in 
the past. The feudal baron is no more. Step 
by step we have moved onward to victory, 
rescuing the child from the mill and the mine, 
securing to ourselves more of the hours of 
sunshine, more and more of the wealth we pro- 
duce. 

The eight-hour movement means cutting off 
the supplies of the enemy and the increase of 
our own. The clouds of superstition that 
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blinded our eyes are passing away in the dawn- 
inff lififht of improved opportunity. 

Habits of thought that cast a halo about cap- 
ital are changed into a realization of the fact 
that the seeming effulgence was the malarial 
mists of our vision. 

We stand face to face with the present, look- 
ing forward, not backward. W^ recommend 
an aggressive agitation of the eight-hour move- 
ment oy the sending forth of men competent 
to proclaim the philosophy of the movement 
and feel the inspiration of its holy purpose, and 
by the circulation of tracts and papers upon 
the (luestion. That we recommend an ag- 
gressive organization of the forces ot union 
men, the special equipping and drilling of 
some one or more trade unions to lead in the 
next eight-hour battle, and that the affiliated 
bodies be requested to begin to set aside for 
this purpose such a sum of money per capita 
as the incoming Executive Council may deem 
practicable, to the end that when an opportune 
time shall come the Executive Council shall be 
ready for action. 

SEMI-MONTHLY PAYMENTS. 

We concur in the recommendation of the 
President that the incoming Executive Cotfn- 
cil should be directed to make a test case of 
this matter, and recommend that the Coim- 
cil be so instructed. 

AUEN CONTRACT LABOR. 

Your committee are painfully aware that the 
present *'Alien Contract Law" is deficient and 
constantly evaded, and we therefore heartily 
concur in the amendments offered by the 
President, and recommend that the incoming 
Executive Council pay special and particular 
attention to this matter and, if their duties 
prevent, we also recommend that some proper 
person be selected by them to give the needed 
attention to it. 

IMMIGRATION. 

Your committee have carefully considered 
this question, and find that the Birmingham 
Convention appointed a special committee to 
consider it. and we can only reiterate the con- 
clusions ox said committee as follows: 

We know this question requires considerable 
thought and study, as it is of ^eat importance 
to the working people of this country* we 
heartily indorse the recomiQendation of Presi- 
dent Gompers in the matter of having one of- 
ficer of the General Government whose duty 
it will be to control all immigration, and see 
that the laws are more earnestly carried out. 

RESOLVED, That the Executive Council be 
instructed and directed to use every effort in 
their power to secure such legislation as will 
restrain and restrict all artificially stimulated 
immigration, and that absolute prohibition of 
the landing of all contract and assisted emi- 
grants, whether from Europe, Asia or the 
Canadian Provinces, to the end that the level 
of our civilization shall not be lowered. 

world's Fair closing. 

We regret that Congress closed the World's 
Fair on Sunday in the face of the protest of 
the working people of the country and heartily 
indotse the position of our President on this 
subject. We recommend that the bill now be- 
fore Congress known as the "Dusborrow Bill," 
being House Resolution No. i68, be indorsed 
by this Convention, and that the incoming 
Executive Council be instructed to use every 



effort to have said bill passed. We also rec- 
ommend that the President be directed to im- 
mediately communicate the action of this Con- 
vention on this matter to Congress. 

LOAN ASSISTANCE. 

Your Committee deem it inexpedient to 
create a loan system in connection with the 
A. F. of L. 

OPPICIAL JOURNAL. 

Recent events in the industrial world proves 
the great necessity of an Official Toumal, and 
we heartily indorse the recommendation of the 
President, and we recommend that the incom- 
ing Executive Council be and are hereby em- 
powered to make all necessary arrangements 
and to advance such funds to this object aa 
their judgment may dictate. 

printers' injunction proceedings. 

We indorse the action of the Executive 
Council on this matter. 

LABOR congresses. 

No sperial committee having been appointed 
as suggested, your committee have given the 
matter careful consideration and are of the 
opinion that this Federation has gone too far 
now to recede, and any retrograde steo at 
this time would prove disastrous. We there- 
fore recommend that the Constitution be so 
changed as to admit of the holding of the next 
Convention of the A. F. of L. during the last 
week in August, 1893, the exact date to be 
selected by the Executive Council. We also 
recommend that two representatives be se- 
lected by the Executive Council to visit the 
trades unions of Europe, and that a suitable 
person be employed by them to make the 
further necessary arrangements for the hold- 
ing of the Congress, all of whom shall be un- 
der the direction ot the Executive Council. 

THE JEFFERSON BORDEN MUTINY. 

Wc regret that the voice of labor has not 
been heeded in this matter, and we recom- 
mend that the Executive Council exert re- 
newed efforts in their behalf. 

WOMAN ORGANIZER. 

Your committee ag^ree that the work of the 
woman organized has proven beneficial, and 
we recommend that the racoming Executive 
Council be empowered to continue the same 
whenever they deem it necessary. 

LABOR DAY. 

We recommend that the incoming President 
issue an address to all affiliated tmions and 
urge upon them to petition their Congress- 
men, ^ a day to be designated, to make Labor 
Day a legal holiday in the Territories and Dis- 
trict. 

CHINESE SAILORS. 

Your committee concur in the recommenda- 
tion of our President, and we recommend that 
the Secretary immediately notify the Presi- 
dent of the United States of the action of this 
Convention on this matter. 

FARM LABORERS. 

We feel pleased that our Executive Coun- 
cil have given such careful consideration to 
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the farm laborers with such good results, and 
we recommed that their efforts in this line be 
continued. 

THB KNIGHTS OP LABOR PROPOSITIONS. 

Your committee indorse the action of the 
Executive Couficil in regard to a conference 
with the general officers of the Knights of 
Labor on the proposition and counter proposi- 
tion as considered and adopted by the last 
Convention of this Federation. 

We declare it to be the highest dutv of all 
our affiliated unions to concentrate tneir ef- 
forts in defense of those unions in affiliation 
with us which may be selected as victims of 
attacks at the hands of the Knights of Labor, 
and we recommend that the incoming Execu- 
tive Coimcil be instructed to make such ar- 
rangements on this line as may be necessary. 

CONCLUSION. 

Your committee recognize that each suc- 
ceeding year the work imposed on the Execu- 
tive Council becomes ereater and the bur- 
dens harder to bear. It is, therefore, with 
much gratification that we, recomnvmd that a 
unanimous rising vote of thanks be extended 
to them for their tmswerving fidelity to the 
trust reposed in them.

Conclusion: — On thanks to and appreciation 
of President's work, concurred in by a rising 
vote.

REPORT OF SPECIAL COMMITTEE OF 
NINE ON MILITIA. 
The special committee of nine on militia 
then reported as follows: 

Mr. President and Delegates: 

The special committee of nine, to whom was 
referred the several resolutions bearing upon 
the employment of the militia and irregular 
armed bodies, and also the standing army 
of the United States, in the recent labor 
troubles, beg leave to re{x>rt that the said com- 
mittee have had the subject matter in connec- 
tion with the several resolutions referred to it 
under careful consideration, and find that the 
power designed to rest with the masses of 
the people, as expressed in the Constitutions of 
the National and Stat^ Governments and the 
statute laws for the protection of life and 

firoperty and to carefully guard the rights and 
iberties of th^ people, has been diverted from 
the purposes ot tneir authors, and that the 
masses have lost the powers guaranteed to them, 
and that those powers have been usurped by 



larse corporations. The calling out of State 
and National troops as well as irregular armed 
bodies has been done on the solicitation and 
instigation of corporations. The power that 
has departed from the masses has been ab- 
sorbed by the corporation, and unless a halt is 
called it will not be long before Liberty gives 
place to despotism. Since the recent uses to 
which troops have been subject have been 
brought about by allowing the people unchal- 
lenged to surrender their power, we therefore 
believe that herein lies the vital point of our 
grievances; and in order to keep, maintain and 
perpetuate our rights we recommend in ac- 
cordance with the demands of the numerous 
resolutions upon the subject, the following 
propositions for your consideration: 

That the A. F. of L. and its affiliated bodies 
demand of their Respective Legislatures the 
enactment of laws embracing one of the fol- 
lowing propositions which in their judgment 
may seem the most advantageous. First, they 
shall create a Board of Commissioners (to be 
elected by the people.) consisting of as many 
members as there are Congressional districts in 
the State. Each member shall be elected by 
the Congressional district in which he resides. 
The said Board of Commissioners, after in- 
vesti^tion of the difficulties, shall in con- 
junction with the Governor have sole power to 
call out the milita in cases of labor troubles or 
strifes. Or second, that in cases of labor diffi- 
culties it shall be unlawful for the Governor 
to call out the militia for the su(>pression of 
the same, except upon a petition signed by at 
least one-fourth of the qualified voters of the 
country wherein the trouble may exist. 

We further recommend as a remedy for the 
emplojrment of Pinkerton or other armed forces, 
that we demand the enactment of laws by the 
several States of the Union prohibiting non- 
residents from serving as peace officers. 

Mr. President, your committee recommends 
the following upon membership in the different 
militia compaines in the country, that the A. 
F. of L. and its affiliated bodies should refuse 
under any circumstances to permit any mem- 
ber to enlist in the National Guard of any 
State, and that the members now enlisted be 
reouested to withdraw as soon as they can law- 
•* fully do so, unless one or the other of the 
propositions herein proposed are embodied in 
the State laws.

Tendered by the American Federation of 
Labor to one whose heart and brain are woven 
in the warp and woof of the cause of labor 
for all time to come. In need of faithful ser- 
vice freely given as a pioneer in the rugg^ 
pathway of labor reform; in gratitude to him 
who stood in the very vanguard for the eight- 
hour day; in recollection of wise counsel 
given in the hour of storm and stress; in 
honor of courage shown in the days when to 
be a labor reformer was to dare all social 
ban and public sneer; in memory of buffets 
borne ana privations endured for humanity's 
sake — this tribute is affectionately dedicated, 
joined with the earnest wish that he who 
stood for the truth under starless skies may 
be spared to see the full dawn of the day 
whicn shall usher in the emancipation of 
labor. 

Presented at Independence Hall, Philadel- 
phia, Pa., on the occasion of the Twelfth An-' 
nual Convention of the American Federation 
of Labor at Philadelphia, Pa., December 12, 
1892. 

Per order of the Eleventh Annual Conven- 
tion of A. F. of L. 

In connection with the presentation, the 
President expressed the good will of the dele- 
gates to Brother McNeiH in a few well-chosen 
remarks. 

In acknowledging the token of regard. Bro- 
ther McNeill's feelings were so full of emo- 
tion that he was unable to express himself as 
he desired. After recovering somewhat he spoke 
of the great work the Federation had done and 
was performing for the amelioration and eman- 
cipation of labor. He called attention to ex- 
isting constitutional and statutary laws which 
should be taken advantage of in the near 
future in the interest of the people. He then 
eloquently and feelingly expressed his gratitude 
to the A. F. of L. for their fraternal and 
cordial act. He accepted the testimonial in 
the name of the unnamed, unknown and un- 



honored dead who stood and fell for the cause 
of labor. 

The incident throughout was intensely inter- 
esting and impressive. 

The regular order was resumed on report ol 
special committee of nine of Militia. 

Delegate Morgan amended committee's re- 
port as follows: 

That the force necessary to the proper con- 
stitutional use of the Militia lies in labor r^- 
resentation in the legislative and administra- 
tive departments of the respective States, 
hence, we urge the working classes, to see to it 
that members and friends of the working 
classes and not the agents of monopoly shall 
command the military and other departments 
of our State and National Governments. 

Amendment agreed to. 

The entire subject matter was discussed on 
its merit at great length. 

Report as amended was then agreed to 
unanimously. 

Delegate Ed. L. Daily moved to suspend 
rules and elect officers at 4:50 this P. M. 
and remain in session until the election is 
over. 

The motion was tabled. 

Moved to suspend rule and delegates shall 
speak no longer than three minutes. 

Upon roll call the motion was lost. ' 

The Special Committee to recommend a 
Sinking Fund reported as follows: 

To the Delegates of the A. F. of L.: 

Fellow Deleprate^ — We, your committee, have 
carefully considered the question submitted to 
us, and have agreed unanimously that some 
steps tending to the establishment of a finan- 
cial system enabling the A. F. of L. to assist 
in a substantial manner such affiliated body or 
bodies as are contending for the principle of 
trades unions and against the ravages of capi- 
tal. 

We, the committee, therefore recommend the 
following proposition, hoping that the same 
will be carefully considered, and that this body 
will adopt if not this some other plan tending 
to bring about this result. 

1. That a sinking Fund to the amount of 
$500,000 be established, the same to be used in 
strikes and lockouts of organizations affiliated 
with the A. F. of L.. subject to such laws and 
regulations as may be enacted by the A. F. 
of L. 

2. The creation of such sinking Fund shall 
be accomplished by assessments levied upon 
all affiliated organizations of the A. F. of L. in 
equal proportion to their membership. 

3. The Executive Council shall, upon the ist 
day of August, 1893, issue to all affiliated 
bodies a circular letter (embodying their laws) 
and notifying the various organizations of the 
amounts that they are entitled to pay under 
these laws. 
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4. The Executive Couhcil shall base the es- 
timate of the various amounts upon the mem- 
bership as reported in the July report. 

K. All affiliated bodies shall deposit on or 
before January i, 1894, <^d subject to the order 
of the Federation or such persons as may be 
hereafter named, the amounts determined upon 
by the Executive Council, and any affiliated 
bo^ or bodies failing to comply with this 
section shall stand suspended. 

6. All affiliated organizations who have com- 
plied with the requirements of the A. F. of L. 
ana these laws, majr, in case of strikes or 
lockouts enter mto, in conformity with their 
laws, and after their treasury has been ex- 
hausted, make application for benefits, and 
the same shall receive for each member so 
on strike the sura of five dollars per week. 

7. Each affiliated bodjr shall deposit the va- 
rious amounts as determined upon b^ the exec- 
utive Council in some State or National bank 
subject to the order of three officers of the 
Federation and three officers of such affiliated 
body. 

8. In case of strikes or lockouts, and after 
due application has been made and all laws 
as herein prescribed have been complied with, 
the Executive Council shall then at once draw 
upon the nearest affiliated body or bodies for 
such amount as may be necessary for the herein 
stipulated benefits and forward the same to 
the officers in charge of such strikes and lock- 
outs. 

?}. This Sinking Fund shall at no time fall 
ow the sum of $300,000, and to maintain 
this standard, the Executive Council shall levy 
an assessment sufficient to maintain the stipu- 
lated standard of the Sinking Fun^, and any 
affiliated body failing to deposit the amount of 
such assessment within eight weeks from the 
time such assessment circular is issued, shall 
stand suspended. 

10. After a strike cr lockout shall have con- 
tinued for four weeks, the Executive Council 
of A. F. of L. shall submit a complete state- 
ment to all affiliated unions of the status of 
strike and requesting them to vote upon the 
continuance or abrogation of the same, and 
such vote shall be taken every four weeks 
thereafter until such strike shall be declared 
off. 

11. In the event of an negative vote upon 
the continuance of the strike, the Executive 
Council shall at once notify the organization on 
strike, also notifving them that the benefits 
heretofore allowea will cease within four weeks 
after the date of the announcement of such 
vote.

Delegate McCarthy amended to strike out 
Executive Council and refer back to Com- 



mittee to perfect details and report back to 
this Convention. 

Previous question ordered. 

Amendment lost and motion to refer to the 
Executive Council adopted. 

The rule providing for hour or adjournment 
was suspended, and it was agreed to continue 
in session during the will of the Convention. 

Brother Iden was excused from attending 
future meetings. 

The Grievance Committee reported as fol- 
lows: 

REPORT OF GRIEVANCE COMMITTEE. 

Philadelphia, Dec. 16, 189a. 

To the Officers and Members of the A. F. of 
L. in Convention Assembled: 

Your Grievance Committee in continuing 
their report are pleased to state that the griev- 
ance or protest of the Amalgamated Society 
of Carpenters against the Brotherhood of Car- 
penter and J^oiners has been withdrawn owing 
to an investigation which at present is being 
made by the officers of the Brotherhood. 

Inasmuch as the report of Committee on 
President's report has covered the ground 
referred to in protests of both the United 
Garment Workers and Amalgamated Society of 
Carpenters and Joiners against the Knights of 
Labor, and that report having[ been adopted by 
this Convention, your Committee deems it in- 
expedient to furtner legislate. 

In the matter of the grievances and charges 
made by the Furniture Workers against the 
Brotherhood of Carpenters and Joiners, your 
Committee recommend that the two bodies come 
together and try to form a plan by which they 
can work in harmony. 

Your Committee do not believe it lies within 
their province to take any other action, as 
the constitution gives to each body the right 
to control its own affairs. 

In conclusion, we would respectfully recom- 
mend that in the future any charges or protests 
to be made by one body against another should 
be made to the President of the A. P. of L. 
at least two weeks before the Convention meet, 
and notify the body charged, and thus enable 
all sides to present their evidence to Commit- 
tee at Convention.

GRIEVANCE COMMITTEE. 

The Grievance Committee reported that the 
Amalgamated Society of Carpenters had with- 
drawn its complaint against the Brotherhood 
of Carpenters and Joiners. Withdrawal al- 
lowed. 

The Committee recommended that the com- 
plaint of the United Garment Workers mgainst 
the Coat Contractors of Baltimore, acting in 
league with D. A. 41 K. of L., be referred 
to the Committee on Labels and Boycotts. Con- 
curred in. 

Upon the following request of Delegate

That this Convention request the Executive 
Officers of the United Brotherhood of Car- 
penters and Joiners to use their power and 
compel members of the'r local tinions to wcrfc 
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in harmony and recosnize the working and 
contribution cards of the Amalgamated a^iet^ 
of Carpenters and Joiners throughout the Uni- 
ted States and Canada — 

the Committee reported action had already 

been taken. 

On Furniture Workers* complaint, the Com- 
mittee recommended that it be referred to the 
Brotherhood of Carpenters and Joiners of 
America. Agreed. 

Moved that the report be adopted as a 
whole. Agreed to. 

The Committee on Laws submitted the fol- 
lowing report: 

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON 

LAWS. 

Philadelphia, Dec. 15, 189a. 

To the Officers and Representatives of the 
A. F. of L.: 

Your Committee on Laws begs leave to re- 
port as follows upon the resolutions sub- 
mitted to it: 

No. 39, by Delegate Goldwater, relating to 
qualifications of representatives. Unfavorably. 

No. 46, by Delegate Bandlow, of Central 
Labor Union. Cleveland, Ohio, relating to the 
compulsory xormation of national or interna- 
tional txKues, and referred to the Committee 
on Laws from the Organization Committee, 
together with amendments. Unfavorably, but 
the committee recommends in lieu thereof the 
insertion of the words "or refuses to affiliate 
witn" after the word "frofn" in the second 
line of Section 3, Article 4. 

No. 80, by Delegate C. W. Rhoades, limiting 
each delegate to the Convention to one vote 
and forbidding proxies. Unfavorably. 

No. 86, by Delegate Geo. M. Gunter, limit- 
ing the class of speakers who may address 
future Conventions. The committee recom- 
mends the following substitute: 

"At all future Conventions of the A. F. of 
L. no one shall be invited to make an address 
unless he is actively identified with, or has 
evidenced his friendship for, the labor move- 
ment" 

No. 89, by Delegate Carney, calling for the 

submission of general resolutions and proposed 

changes in the laws of the A. F. of L. to 

the General Secretary at least a month previous 

,to the assembling of the Convention. Favor- 

'ably. 

No. 85. by Delegate Geo. M. Guntner, relat- 
ing to duties of unions in case of strikes. 
Your committee finds the subject already cov- 
ered by Sections i and 2, Article 8. but calls 
attention to a typographical error in the second 
line of Section 2, which should read "t*' 
instead of "2." 

No. JKt by Delegate Joseph A. Hopp. and 
No. 16, by Delegate A. Todtenhausen, relating 
to organizers; are considered sufficiently cov- 
ered by Section 4, Article 9. 

No. 41, by Delegate John D. Clancy, amend 
Section 2, Article 7, by inserting after the 
word "trade," appearing twice in line 2, the 
words "and labor;" also amends Section i, 
Article 8, by inserting after the word "inter- 
national," in lines i and 6, the words "or 
local." Favorably. 

No. 42, bv Delegate John D. Oancy, and 
Nob. 14 and 15, by Delegate A. Todtenhau- 
sen, relating to increase in revenue. Unfavor- 



ably, believing the prevent revenue sufficient 
unless new expenditures are decided upon.

RESOLVED, That whenever there is a 
Central Labor Union or Federation in any citj 
or town represented in this Federation, it shall 
be the duty of all locals of any national or 
international unions to become affiliated there- 
with. Be it further 

RESOLV ED, That the American Federation 
shall recognize only one federation or central 
body in any city or town. 

The committee recommended the adoption 
of the above as a resolution. 

Agreed to. 

The following were the amendments referred 
to the committee and reported on by them: 

By Delegate Goldwater — 

RESOLVED, That with the exception of 
officers of organizations affiliated with the A. 
F. of L.. no person can be a delegate to the 
succeeding Conventions of the A. F. of L. un- 
less such delegate be actively employed at the 
trade or occupation represented. 

By Delegate Cl^arles Dold: 

WHEREAS. At the present time various 
trades in different sections of the United States 
and Canada are chartered by the American 
Federation of Labor as local unions; and 

WHEREAS, The efforts of such unions to 
organize National or International bodies has 
been greatl;^ retarded because of their inability 
to communicate and correspond with one an- 
other by reason of their being unacquainted 
with the existence of similar tmions of the 
same craft; therefore be it 

RESOLVED, by the delegates of the 
Twelfth Annual Convention of the A. F. of 
L. that the Executive Council be instructed to 
issue a circular letter to all unions of any one 
particular craft, as soon as seven local unions 
of any one kindred craft have been given a 
charter, with view of fixing a date or making 
such arrangements as may be necessary to 
facilitate the formation of such National or 
International bodies. 

By Delegate Guntner: 

WHEREAS, It has become customary for 
representatives of a class other than labor to 
address the Convention of the A F. of L.. and 

WHEREAS, It has been demonstrated that 
no other class can have any interest in labor, 
which must emancipate itself: 

RESOLVED, That this Convention will not 
permit any representative of the capitalist class 
to deliver orations at all future Conventions 
of the American Federation of Labor. 

By Delegate Guntner: 

WHEREAS, The (>ast has shown that the 
affiliated unions, herein represented have not 
fulfilled the solidaric demand in cases of strike 
when such demand became a necessity, be it 

RESOLVED. That this Convention specify 
the obligations and duties devolving on each 
union in case of a strike, and making respon- 
sible every affiliated union for a violation of 
solidaric action. 

By Delegate Hopp: 

Knowing that there are throughout the 
length and breadth of the land • at least as 
many unorganized toilers as there are organ- 
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ized toilers, and believing that many trades 
that are unorganized can be organized, and 
that a practical effort should be made to more 
thorougnly organize the unskilled laborers of 
the country, and further believing that a gen- 
eral organizer should be elected oy this Con- 
vention who shall appoint for each State an 
orgaifizer, who in turn shall select their local 
deputy organizers, and also that they shall re- 
ceive compensation for their labors; 

I move you that the Committee on Laws 
be instructed to submit to this Convention a 
plan in harmony with above. 

The A. F. of L. should ^ther within its 
folds as far as possible the toilers of the land, 
and with a competent and active army of or- 
ganizers, who are to be compensated according 
to labor performed in securing charters from 
the A. F. of L. for various locals. I believe 
that within the coming year we could rally 
thousands of toilers under our banner who 
may never reach that desirable plan. 

By Delegate Todtenhausen : 

Section i. The Executive Council shall 
employ not less than three organizers, whose 
duties it shall be to devote their whole organiz- 
ing unions all over the coimtry, and connect 
them with their National or International Un- 
ions, or to the A. F. of L. They shall, if 
possible, visit all the cities and towns, make 
speeches and keep up a thorough system of 
agitation in the interest of organized labor. 
They shall advise with unions on strikes or 
lockouts, and shall do all in their power to ex- 
tend the influence and enlarge the sphere of 
the American Federation of Labor. 

They shall receive for their services the 
sum of five dollars ($5.00) per day and travel- 
ing expenses. 

Section 2. The Executive Council shall 
have the power to recall and remove from of- 
fice any organizer that in their opinion has 
not done his duty and appoint another in his 
place. 

By Delegate John Qancey: 

Section 2, Art. 7. — The Executive Council 
shall use every possible means to organize new 
national or international trade and labor im- 
ions, and to organize local trade and labor 
unions and connect them with the Federation, 
until such time as there are sufficient numbers 
to form a national or international union, when 
it shall be the duty of the President of the 
Federation to see that such organization is 
formed. 

Section 3. — ^While we recognize the right of 
each trade and labor union to manage its own 
affairs, it shall be the dutv of the Executive 
Council to secure the unification of all labor 
organizations, so far as to assist each other in 
any trade or labor dispute. 

Immediate adoption of the foregoing amend- 
ments is requested as an emergency exists. 

By Delegate John Clancey: 

Article 9. Sec. i. — The revenue of the Fed- 
eration shall be derived as follows: From in- 
ternational and national trade unions, a per 
capita tax of one-half cent per member per 
month; from local trades, federal and laoor 
unions, two cents per member per month, and 
from central labor unions of city and state 
federated bodies, twenty-five dollars per annum. 
All moneys shall be payable to the Secretary 
of the Federation. 

Section 2. — Delegate shall not be entitled to 
a seat in this Federation unless the tax of 



their organization, as provided for in Section 
I of this article, has been paid in full. 

The passage of the foregomg amendments is 
required as an emergency exists. 

By Delegate J. Clancey: 

Section i. Art. 8. — In case any national or 
international body affiliated with this Federa- 
tion shall order a strike or are locked out, and 
by reason of financial distress it shall be nec^ 
essary to call upon the Federation for aid, the 
Executive Council, if they deem that such or- 
ganization is entitled to receive such assistance, 
shall make an assessment, not exceeding five 
cents per member per week, upon every other 
national or international body so affiliated with 
the Federation. Such assessments shall remain 
in force for a period not exceeding ten con- 
tinuous weeks, unless otherwise ordered by 
a general vote of all national and international 
unions affiliated. 

By Delegate Todtenhausen: 

Section i, Art. 9. — The revenue of the Fed- 
eration shall be derived as follows: From in- 
ternational and national trade unions, a per 
capita tax of one cent per member per month; 
from local trade unions and federal unions, 
five cents per member per month, and from 
central labor unions of city and state federa- 
ted bodies, twenty-five dollars per annum. All 
moneys shall be payable to the Secretary of 
the Federation. 

By Delegate C. W. Rhoades (by instruction): 

That Section 2, Article 4 of the constitution 
be amended by striking out all the words after 
the word "vote" in the third line and in- 
serting the words "and no proxies shall be 
allowed." 

By Delegate Carney: 

That all resolutions of a general character 
or propositions for changes in our constitution 
shall be sent by delegates-elect to our General 
Secretary at least one month previous to the 
assembling of Conventions, who shall have the 
same compiled and printed as a programme of 
business and mailed to each delegate-elect, but 
this shall not preclude the introduction of new 
hiatter by the consent of two-thirds of the 
delegates. 

The report of the Committee on Laws was 
taken up seriatim. 

On Delegate Goldwater's amendment. Com- 
mittee's report concurred in. 

On Delegate Dold's amendment, moved to 
concur in report of Committee. Delegate 
Dold moved to substitute by adding to report 
of Committee as follows: 

No delegate to the Convention of the A. F. 
of L. shall be entitled to a seat unless he is a 
member of the organization he represents. 

Amendment lost and motion adoptcTd. 

Delegate Morgan proposed as an amendment 

to the Committee's report: 

That hereafter all charters^ issued to local 
unions shall contain the provision that within 
one year of the issuance of seven charters to 
locals of any one trade or occupation it shall 
be obligatory on the part of sucn seven locals 
to form a national organization, under penalty 
of the forfeiture of the charter of the local 
or locals refusing; to act in accordance with this 
particular provision of their charter. 

Lost 
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Delegate Bandlow ofTered the following 
amendment to the Committee's report: 

When ten local unions of anv trade are 
affiliated with the A. P. of h. the President 
shall notify them of the fact, and within six 
months shall call a Convention. 

Lost. 

On No. 80, Delegate Rhoade's amendment, 
the unfavorable report of the Committee was 
concurred in. 

On recommendation of Committee, to add 
the words "or refuses to affiliate with," in Sec. 
3, Art. 4. Adopted. 

On the tm favorable report on Delegate Band- 
low's proposition (No. 46.) Concurred in. 

On Section 2 and 3, Art. 7. By Delegate 
Clancey, adding the words "and labor" after 
the word "trade" in these sections. Concurred 
in. 

On proposition, by Delegate Clancey, to in- 
sert the words "or local" in section i of Arti- 
cle 8, after the word "international,'* where it 
appears in said section. Concurred in. 

No. 75. By Delegate Hopp. On Sec. 5, 
Art. 9, and on Nos. 16, to amend Sections i 
and 2, relating to organizers. Committee report 
that the subjects matter are already covered 
by Sec. 4, Art. 9 of the constitution, and there- 
fore report unfavorably. Concurred in. 



No. 4a, by Delegate Clancey, and Nos. 14 
and 15, by Delegate Todtenhausen, relating to 
increase of revenue. Committee reports un- 
favorably, believing the present revenue suffi- 
cient. Moved to concur. Agreed to. 

No. 86, by Delegate Guntner, relating to 
duties of unions in case of strikes. Committee 
reports matter already covered by Sections 
I and 2 of Art. 8, but calls attention to typo- 
graphical error. Report concurred in. 

No. 89, amendment by Delegate Carney, 
Committee reports favorably. 

Moved to add the words "or officers of affi- 
liated organizations." Amendment agreed to. 

Amended further by Delegate Byron, to 
strike out "one month" and insert "two weeks." 
Agreed to. 

Amended further by Delegate McGuire, "that 
new matter may be introduced by a two-thirds 
vote of the delegates." Agreed to. 

The proposition of Delegate Carney as 
amended, was then agreed to. 

Upon motion, the word "nine" was stricken 
out of the rule for commencing the morning 
session and "eight" substituted. 

The Convention then at 6:55 adjourned un- 
til 8 A. M. Dec. 16. 1892.

WHEREAS, The American Federation of 
Labor in annual session has heard with indig- 
nation of the action of the officials of Chicago, 
Rock Island and Pacific Railway in demand- 
ing the withdrawal of the operators from their 
organization or their resignations as employees 
from said Company; therefore 

RESOLVED, That the Convention condemns 
the action of said railroad officials, and sends 
greeting to the men on strike that their wishes 



may be granted and union men and union 
principles finally trimuph. 
Agreed to. 

On privilege being granted, Delegate Mc- 
Guire read communication on Civil Service 
Reform. 

On motion it was referred to Committee on 
Resolutions. 

Fraternal communications from J. A* Fcmly, 
N. E. Badgley, Randolph and August Dela- 
bar, were read, noted and filed. 

The following telegram was read and ordered 
placed on record: 

Rathdrum, Idaho, December 16, 1892. 

"In behalf of organized labor and the per- 
secuted miners of the Coeur D'Alene, I thank 
yourself and collea^es for your prompt action 
in defence of justice and outraged humanity.

COMMITTEE ON RESOLUTIONS. 

The United Garment Workers of Americm 
having adopted the following at their late an- 
nual Convention at Philadelphia, respectfully 
submit the same to the Twelfth Annual Con- 
vention of the American Federation of Labor 
for its adoption: 

WHEREAS, An organization known as the 
United Hebrew Charites of . New York, sup- 
ported partly by certain wealthy people, and 
assisted by the Baron Hirsh Fund, are import- 
inff large numbers of poor, persecuted and de- 
ceived working people from Europe; and 

WlHEREAS, Upon their arrival here these 
poor people, mstead of being assisted to be 
directly self-supporting through proper coloniz- 
ing plans or otner means, are placed by the 
agents of the aforesaid United Hebrew Chari- 
ties in the dens of Sweaters and so-called trade 
schools, and taught the rudiments of various 
sub-branches of the tailoring trade, and then 
cast upon the already demoralized and over- 
stocked labor market; and 

WHEREAS, The garment workers of this 
country are already engagea In a severe strug- 

Sle for a living amid almost unbearable con- 
itions, and fierce competition against each 
other, to the advancement of unscruplous 
sweat masters: therefore

RESOLVED, That when in the face of 
such results, the above named charities con- 
tinuing their demoralizing work, thev raise 
grave (loubts of their sincerity and honesty 
of purpose; and we recommencl this matter to 
the consideration of the Congress of the United 
Stales. 

Concurred in. 

On Resolution No. 9, the committee offered 
the following substitute: 

"RESOLVED, That is it the sense of this 
Convention that all contract work for the gen- 
eral government should cease, and 

RESOLVED. That we recommend that Con- 
gress enact a law providing for dav work in 
all Government shops and factories. 

Adopted. 

Substitute for Resolution No. 37, as fol- 
lows, by committee: 

"RESOLVED, That this Convention joins 
with the Amnestv Association of Chicago, in 
the plea for paraon of Oscar Necbe, Samuel

RESOLVED, That we ask of Congress the 
amendment of the j>atent laws so that a direct 
reward shall be paid to inventors of boieficial 
inventions, and that the right to manufacture 
be giiaranteed to all who desire to engage 
therein." 

Concurred in. 

Resolution No. 7, as follows: 

"WHEREAS, The seamen of the United 
States are now, and have been for vears en- 
gaged in a manly effort to free themselves from 
the thievish and degrading influence of the 
"Crimping" system, and, 

WHEREAS, The Crimps have so far, sue- 
ceeded in evading the purpose of all laws en- 
acted for their suppression, owing to the law 
legalizing the pa)[ment of Allotment to Orig- 
inal Creditor, which is simply advance under 
another name, and the mainstay of the Crimps 
nefarious traffic and the parent of nearly all 
the evils that befall the seamen, therefore, be 
it 

RESOLVED, That the A. F. of L. in 
convention assembled, hereby protest against 
the enactment of any laws to further legalize 
the payment of advance wages, and 

RESOLVED, That A. F. of L- will do all 
in its power to abolish the payment of ad- 
vance wages in American vessels in any shape 
or form.* 

Concurred in. 
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On resolution No. x the committee offers the 
following substitute : 

WHEREAS, In some sections of the country 
saloon keepers organise employment offices for 
waiters * and 

WHEREAS, Such esUblishments encourage 
intemperance, gambling and Idndered vices, 
and it follows naturally that those who spend 
the most in saloons are given the preference 
in finding employment; therefore be it 

RESOLVED. That the A. F. of U urge aU 
affiliated organizations to use all means in 
their power to aid the hotel and restaurant 
waiters, bartenders and cooks in suppressing 
this pernicious practice. 

Adopted.

RESOLVED, That the A. F. of L. hereby 
reaffirm its, position in favor of the govern- 
ment ownership of telegraph and telephone 
systems.

WHEREAS, The never-ceasing conflict be- 
tween capital and la Dor has at last assumed 
such proportions as to endanger the well-being 
of society, and threatens, to prevent the per- 
petuation of our popular' form of government 
with its free institutions; and 

WHEREAS, The great body of our people 
are justice loving, peace desiring citizens who 
have too often sunered inconveniences, jeop- 
ardized their lives and property through in- 
cendiarism and mobs caused and created by 
reason of fierce wage conflicts for which they 
were in no way responsible; and 

WHEREAS, The interest of the whole is 
greater than any part of our social, industrial 
and commercial interests, and our aim should 
be to so change, our social, industrial and com- 
mercial customs as to enable us to do justice 
to all such interests without granting special 
rights or privileges other than tiiat which all 
interested parties may enjoy; and 

WHEREAS, It has been repeatedly demon- 
strated and almost universally admitted that 
arbitration is the only panacea for overcoming 
warped minds and biased judgment, the only 
method by which justice niay be applied to 
every interest involved in disputes between em- 
ployer and employed, without a recourse to 
the co-operative and numerical strength of the 
one and the money power of the other; and 

WHEREAS, Neitner individual nor prop- 
erty rights should be allowed to interfere with 
the peace of society, the happiness of our peo- 
ple or the perpetuation of our Government 
upon the lines of justice to all and special 
privileges to none, 

RESOLVED, That we, the representatives 
of the American Federation of Labor in Con- 
vention assembled, declare in favor of the 
enactment of a compulsory arbitration law by 
the Congress of the United States, and so 
worded as to make it apply to every phase of 
industrial disputes between employers and em-

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON LABELS 
AND BOYCOTTS. 

To the Delegates of the A. F. of L. Conven- 
tion: 

In making our final report your committee 
desire to call the attention of^ the American 
Federation of Labor to the fact that the power 
of the boycott is greatly lessened by the in- 
discriminate use of it; and also to the fact 
that sufficient interest is not taken to make 
effective those levied. We recommend that 
the attention of affiliated bodies be directed, 
through the financial reports sent out by the 
Secretary of the A. F. of L. (quarterly) and 
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on all official documents whenever feasible, to 
the boycotts levied by the A F. of L., v with 
the hope that they be made more effective; and 
we further recommend that the future sessions 
of the A. F. of L. refuse to consider a re- 
quest for a boycott unless requested by an 
affiliated body under its seal. 

In the matter of union labels, your commit- 
tee cannot urge too stronsly the need of prompt 
and decisive action in ordier to secure to unions 
the rights now accorded to private individ- 
uals and corporations, and we further urge the 
members of affiliated bodies to oromote by all 
possible means the goods which Dear the labels 
that have received the approval of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor^ and the committee 
further recommend that, m view of the bitter 
attacks made upon the United Garment Work- 
ers and the blue label of the Boot and Shoe 
Makers of America, goods bearing these labels 
be especially recommended to the patronage 
of all fair-minded men.

On resolution i8, as follows, the committee 
reported favorably: 

WHEREAS, The products of overall manu- 
facturers of this country is almost entirely pa- 
tronized by the well organized trades; tnere- 
fore 

RESOLVED, That this Convention recom- 
mend to organized labor to refuse to buy over- 
alls or clothing that does not bear the white 
label of the United Garment Workers of 
America. 

Adopted. 

The committee reported favorably on resolu- 
tion 23, as follows: 

WHEREAS, The firm of Schneider & 
Treukamp, of Cleveland, O., manu^cturers of 
the Reliable Gas and Vapor Stoves, by their 
recent act of locking out their emplovees, who 
had made the cause of some aggrieved brothers 
the common cause of organized labor; and 

WHEREAS, All attempu to amicably settle 
the difficulty were refused with contempt by 
the said firm of Schneider & Treukamp; there- 
fore, be it 

RESOLVED, That the product of the above 
firm, the Reliable Gas and Vapor Stove, be de- 
clared unfair and unworthly of the patronage 
of ornnized labor and its friends. 

RESOLVED, That the Executive Board of 
the American Federation of Labor issue a cir- 
cular letter to all bodies of organized labor 
affiliated, advising them of the necessity of 
assisting the locked-out workmen by not pa- 
tronizing the Reliable Gas and Vapor Stove. 

Adopted. 

The committee reported favorably on resolu- 
tion 24t as follows: 

WHEREAS, The American Federation of 
Labor, in previous conventions, has given its 
endorsement to the request of the German- 
American Typographia to place the stigma of 
unfairness upon the publishing house of the 
Evangelical Association, the Baptist Publica- 
tion Society and the publishing house of the 
Reformed Church of Cleveland; 

WHEREAS, No change in the working 
rules of the above unfair printing houses 
have been made, and union printers are still 



debarred from said establishments; therefore, 
be it 

RESOLVED, That the American Federation 
of Labor reaffirm the boycott on the publishers 
of the publishing house of the Evangelical As- 
sociation, the Baptist Publication Societv and 
the publishing house of the Reformed Church. 

RESOLVED, That a circular letter be issued 
by the American Federation of Labor, through 
the Executive Council, asiclng affiliated unions 
to not patronize any of the above publishing 
houses. 

Adopted. 

On resolution 26 the committee reported fa- 
vorably: 

WHEREAS, The Aldrich & Bremmer Bak- 
ing Company of Chicago, being a branch of 
the American Biscuit Company, have refused 
to reco^ize organized labor b^ locking out 
their union employees and replacing them with 
scabs* 

wAeREAS, They still persistently refuse 
to make their peace with the organized bakers 
of Chicago by employing non-union men: 

WHEREAS. This is the only one of the 
larger baking firms of Chicago bidding defiance 
to the organization, an example that invites 
imitation on the part of the other employers, 
if the obstinate nrm is not forced to appre- 
ciate the justice of the union's demand, and 

WHEREAS. The International Journeymen 
Bakers* and Confectioners' Union of America 
has, in consideration of the facts above set 
forth, levied a boycott upon said American 
Biscuit Company; DC it therefore, 

RESOLVED, That the American Federation 
of Labor, in convention assembled, endorses 
the action of the Bakers, and recommends to its 
affiliated members throughout the countrv to 
abstain from in anjr way aiding the sale of the 
goods of the Biscuit Company in question un- 
til such time as the Chicago branch, Aldrich 
& Bremmer, see fit to recognize the rights of 
organized labor. 

Adopted. 

On resolution 71 the committee reported 
favorably: 

WHEREAS. The members of Local No. 13 
of the International Brotherhood of Brass 
Workers in the employ of the Ette & Heneer 
Manufacturing Company, of St. Louis, Mo., 
were locked out for refusing to leave their or- 
g;anization; and 

WHEREAS. All attempts at conciMation 
have proved fruitless, from the fact that no 
attention was paid committees from the I. B. 
of B. W. or the Trades and Labor Union of St. 
Louis, a boycott was placed upon this firm 
which was endorsed by the Trades and Labor 
' Union of St. Louis ana the State Federation of 
Labor of Missouri; be it 

RESOLVED, That this boycott be endorsed 
by the A. P. of L.. and that the Secretary 
be instructed to notify all affiliated unions of 
the fact.

The committee reported favorably on resolu- 
tion 30: 

WHEREAS. The wholesale clothing manu- 
facturers, M. Oppenheimcr & Co., of Pittsburg, 
Pa., have made themselves conspicuous in their 
eflforts at reducing the wages of their em- 
ployees, and victimizing members of Local 
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Union No. 32 of the United Garment Workers 
of America; and 

WHEREAS. All the efforts of the United 
Garment Workers of America and the Trades 
Assembly of Western Pennsylvania to arbi- 
trate the difl&cultv and obtain recognition hav> 
ing failed: therefore, 

RESOLVED. That we. the Twelfth Annual 
Convention of the American Federation of La- 
bor hereby request all friends of labor and fair 
pla^ to refuse their patronage to this firm or 
their retail dealers until they abide by just 
union conditions. 

Adopted. 

The committee reported favorably on reso- 
lution 58 : 

WHEREAS. The value of trades labels as 
a factor in the industrial struggle has been 
fully demonstrated, many of tne foremost 
unions in this country owing much to their 
presenting standing and influence to the in- 
troduction by them of labels; and 

WHEREAS. These unions have been ham- 
pered in their work by the interprepation of 
the laws relating to trade labels and copyrights 
by the courts of the various States; and 

WHEREAS, It has been clearly proven 
that inasmuch as the present laws have been 
constructed so as to give no protection to trade 
organizations, and it has been found necessary 
to agitate for laws protecting and recognizing 
trade labels in various State Legislattires ; and 

WHEREAS, The passage by Congress of a 
law giving to trade organizations the same 
protection now accorded to corporations, manu- 
facturers and individuals would obviate this 
difficulty and greatly strengthen our unions; 
therefore, 

RESOLVED. That the President of this 
body be instructed to take proper action 
towards having a law presented to the present 
session of Congress that will give C^ganized 
Labor the same protection to their trade marks 
and labels that it now does to corporations, 
manufacturers and individuals. 

Delegate Lennon moved to add to the reso- 
lution "that, if necessary, Congress is hereby 
urged to adopt an amendment to the Consti- 
tution in order to insure proper security to 
trade labels.'* 

Amendment adopted. 

The 'resolution, as amended, was then con- 
curred in. 

Resolution 81, on the opposition to organ- 
ized labor of the Lyceum Opera House, New 
York City; 104, on boycotting the Drummond 
Tobacco Company of St Louis; 105, on pa- 
tronizing Rochester-made clothing, on condi- 
tion that it bears the white Union Label of 
the United Garment Workers of America; 106, 
on boycotting firm of Smith, Gray & Co. for 
discriminating against members of the United 
Garment Workers of America; 112, on ratify- 
ing the boycott of Polishers* Union 5,908 of 
Boston on the pianos manufactured by Ives & 
Pond, were also indorsed by the Committee, 
and concurred in by the Convention. 

Resolution 115. on boycotting Pleischmann*s 
yeast, and to call upon organized workers and 



labor papers to assist the bakers in their strug- 
gle for justice. 
Agreed to. 

Resolution 121, on special efforts to in- 
crease the sale of goods bearing the blue label 
of the United Boot and Shoe Workers of 
America. 

Adopted. 

Resolution 120, on placing boycott on the 
provisions contained in convict-made barrels 
(and all second-hand barrels) produced in the 
state prisons of Indiana, Illinois and Ne- 
braska. 

Moved to amend, to add to states named 
"all penal institutions." 

Adopted as amended. 

Resolution 122, on refusing to purchase 
goods from Aaron Smith & Co., manufac- 
turers of boots and shoes, Lynn, Mkss. 

Adopted. 

Resolution 123. on renewing the bojrcott on 
the firm of Bouve, Crawford & Co. 
Adopted. 

125 (a), on urging local unions of New 
York City to shun all places where Ehret*s 
beer is sold. 

Resolution 125 (b). on boycotting the Na- 
tional Brewery Company and the Jackson 
Brewery, and urging assistance to the brewery 
workers of the Pacific Coast in their fight 
for organized labor. 

126, on renewing the boycott on Ehret's 
beer, the Committee recommends reference to 
the Executive Council. 

Agreed to. 

Moved that report of Committee on Labels 
and Boycotts be adopted as amended. 

Agreed to. 

Moved that we proceed to nominate places 
for holding the next convention. 

Agreed to. 

Delegate Dold nominated Chicago. 

Delegate Rhoades nominated Denver. 

Delegate Coughlin nominated Milwaukee. 

Delegate McGuire nominated Indianapolis. 

Milwaukee and Indianapolis being with- 
drawn, the roll was called on Chicago and 
Denver, with the following result: 

Chicago, 1,273; Denver, 973. 

Chicago having received a majority of all 
votes cast was selected as the next place to 
hold the American Federation of Labor Con- 
vention, December, 1893. 

Moved to suspend rules and remain in ses- 
sion until the business of the Convention is 
ended. 

Agreed to. 

Delegate Rhoades moved to make the vote 
of selection of Chicago unanimous. 

Agreed to. 
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Upon the following resolution, 54, Commit* 
tee report favorably: 

WHEREAS. We believe that the very best 
interests of skilled labor require that superin* 
tendents and others in charge of mechanical 
work of all kinds should be practical men in 
the class of work they are called upon to 
supervise: therefore 

RESOLVED, That the American Federation 
of Labor in convention assembled, recommend 
to the executive officers of the General Govern- 
ment that, in the selection or Superintendents 
of Chiefs of Bureaus in which skilled labor 
is emploved, appointments be made from among 
those who are practical men, skilled in the 
art or trade over which their duty will call 
them to preside. 

Upon motion the word "Union" was added 
to the second resolution after the word "prac- 
tical," and as amended adopted. 

The Committee report the following sub- 
stitute for resolution 166, as follows: 

RESOLVED, That the A. F. of L. declares 
in favor of free and compulsory education, and 
recommend that the incoming Executive Coun- 
cil be authorized to correspond with affiliated 
bodies, asking tiiem to forward to the A. F. 
of L. copies of law relating to compulsory 
education. The Executive Council will then 
formulate a draft of a compulsory education 
bill which may serve as a guide to those 
desiring the passage of such laws. 

Concurred in. 

On resolution 1x7, Committee report fav- 
orably. 

WHEREAS, A majority of large cigar man- 
ufacturers of' Philadelphia have annexes in the 
surrounding towns and townships within the 
borders of the first Revenue District of Penn- 
sylvania, where the cheapest labor is secured; 

WHEREAS. Said manufacturers represent 
to the public their wares as Philadelphia made 
and fairly paid. The contrarjr being the facts 
is to the detriment of the cigarmaking craft 
in general, and the Philadelphums in particu- 
lar, also to the disadvantage of the fair Phil- 
adelphia manufacturer. 

Therefore, we, the American Federation of 
Labor in convention assembled, respectfully re- 

auest and earnestly urge the President of 
lese United States, to exercise his executive 
power to the end that the First Revenue Dis- 
trict of Pennsylvania shall embrace Philadel- 
phia City and County only. 
Concurred in. 

Committee reported favorably on resolution 
124, as follows: 

In several cities where the Brotherhood of 
Painters and Decorators have local unions, the 
independent unions, or locals connected with 
rival organizations to the A. P. of L. are 
warring arainst the brotherhood; and 

WHEREAS, Their Board of Delegates re- 
fuse to recognize brotherhood delegates or 
their cards; but call out building trades that 
are affiliated with the A. F. of Lm thereby 
doing an injury to the painters; Therefore, 
be it 

RESOLVED, By this Federation in conven- 
tion assembled, that whenever such conditions 
exist the Executive Council be requested to 
co-operate with the general officers of the 
trades involved, affiliated with the A. F. of 



L., with a view to securing justifiable assis- 
tance to the Painters' Union. 
Adopted. 

The Committee report that it is inexpedient 
to legislate upon the following: 

On Resolution 90, calling upon the United 
States Senate to prohibit trusts and to punish 
members of trusts. 

On Resolution 77, to make occupation of 
land the only title to its claim. 

On Resolution 44, for the abolition of the 
United States Circuit Courts. 

On Resolution 78, demanding free coinage 
of silver. 

On Resolution ^, to form a labor party, and 
taking independent political action. 

On Resolution on Temperance question. 

The recommendations of the committee upon 
these matters were concurred in. 

Communication 100 from H. J. Schulties on 
Immigration. Committee report that the mat- 
ter had already been covered by report on 
officers report. 

Resolution 97 on making scrip or metal 
tokens of denominations less than $5.00 in 
payment for labor, and 13 on right of im- 
partial trial by Jury. Inexpedient to legislate 
on. 

Agreed to. 

Resolution on asking the ruling of Treas- 
ury Department and on Japanese and Chin- 
ese Immigration, Committee recommend its 
reference 'to Executive Council. 

Agreed to. 

Committee recommend the following resol- 
ution on the subject of Civil Service Reform. 

RESOLVED, That we declare in favor of 
municipal state and national civil servica re- 
form. 

Adopted.

WHEREAS, That wholesale clothing man- 
ufacturers of Baltimore have repeatedly taken 
issue with Coat Contractors* Local Assembly 
No. 244, Knights of Labor of District Assem- 
bly 41 > against the local unions of the United 
Garment Workers of America, which has 
caused great widespread misery among the 
thousands of working people of the trade 
through the late prolonged strikes and lock- 
outs; therefore 

RESOLVED. That this Convention recom- 
mends to the trade unions of the country to 
grant the Garment Workers' Unions of Balti- 
more their moral support against any clothing 
manufacturer of that city who should repeat 
their former conduct. 

Considerable discussion ensued upon the 
resolution. During the debate Delegate White 
read a letter issued by J. G. Schonfarber, Dis- 
trict Master Workman of D. A. 41, K. of L. 
and addressed to the clothing manufacturers 
of Baltimore. 

It was resolved to adopt the report of the 
Committee. 

Carried.

Gentlemen: — Your business is about to be 
subjected to the same inconvenience it was dur-

ing^ the summer months occasioned by the 
strike of Garment Makers, and their attempt 
to force the Knights of Labor tailors into 
their Union. You are aware of the conditions 
that exist in the trade. You are also aware 
that the National Union, in its book issued 
some time ago, said clothing manufactured 
here. New York and elsewhere, was manu- 
factured under the sweating system, with the 
sole exception of Rochester. The K. of L. 
contractors and tailors have adopted a lo- 
hour day law, which, if carried out and made 
known, would be a big advertisement for 
Baltimore-made clothing. 

Unfortunately the Union has resorted to the 
same tactics they used during the summer, 
viz.: Refusing to work with Knights of 
Labor, and compelling contractors to sign an 
agreement to only employ Union hands. They 
also refuse in some cases to work only 10 
hours a day. 

These things will shortly result in more 
trouble, possibly a stoppage of work, and bring 
odium on the manufacturers of our city, un- 
less prompt measures be taken to check them. 
With this end in view I earnestly request 
you to hold a private meeting, at which you 
allow a committee of our organization to be 
present, to take such steps as will prevent 
either a recurrence of the summer troubles 
or worse.

Communications and greetings from Amer- 
ican Sabbath Union of Chicago. Philadelphia. 
Branch International Wood Carvers' Associa- 
tion, together with that from the Sabbath Asso- 
ciation of Philadelphia and Chicago were read, 
noted and filed. 

The work of the Convention having been 
concluded, President Gompers suggested that 
a few remarks from first Vice-President P. J. 
McGuire would be appropriate at this time. 
He referred to Brother McGuire as one of the 
few men who took the initiatory steps in the 
formation of the Federation in 1881, and its 
reorganization in 1886, and who has aided and 
watched its course during all these years. He 
then called upon Delegate McGuire to address 
the convention. 

Mr. McGuire responded in a well timed 
speech, briefly reviewing the different phases 
of the labor movement in the past twenty 
years. He referred to the struggles made and 
sacrifices borne to place the movement upon a 
higher plane. The advances secured were not 
brought about by phrases and resolves, but by 
perseverance, and the determination of the ac- 
tive men to help the workers organize and 
through their organization the toilers had 
helped and would continue to help themselves. 
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Mr. McGuire was interrupted frequently with 
applause, and at the conclusion of his re- 
marks was enthusiastically cheered. 

President Gompers then made a few appro- 
priate remarks, wishing the delegates a safe 
and pleasant journey homeward, expressing 
the hope that upon their return, with re- 
newed energy, courage and persistency, the 
work of organization will be taken up, and 
the minds of the workers be made clearer 
as to their rights, and particularly of their 
duties to themselves and to each other. 



The President's remarks were received with 
hearty applause. 

Upon motion of Delegate Daley the Con- 
vention adjourned sine die, to meet at Chicago, 
lil., Monday, Dec. ii, 1893. after which the 
delegates in full chorus joined in singing 
"Auld Lang Syne."

Organize National Unions. 



It is now generally admitted by all really 
educated and honest men that a thorough or- 
ganization of the entire working class, to 
render employment and the means of subsis- 
tence less precarious by securing an equitable 
share of the fruits of their toil, is the most 
vital necessity of the present day. 

To meet this urgent necessity, and to achieve 
this most desirable result, efforts have been 
made, too numerous to specify, and too diver- 
gent to admit of more than the most general 
classification. Suffice it to say, that those at- 
tempts at organization which admitted to mem- 
bership the largest proportion of others than 
wage-workers were those which went the most 
speedily to the limbo of movements that won't 
move; while, of the surviving experiments, 
those which started with the most elaborate 
and exhaustive platforms of abstract principles 
were those which got the soonest into fatal 
complications, and soonest became exhausted. 

In the face of so many disastrous failures 
to supply the undoubtedly existing popular 
demand for a practical means of solving the 
great problem, the query naturally suggests 
itself to many: "Which is the best form of 
organization for the people, the workers?** 

We unhesitatingly answer: "The organiza- 
tion of the working people, by the working 
people, for the working people, that is, the 
Trades Union.** 

The Trade Unions are the natural growth 
of natural laws, and from the very nature of 
their being have stood the test of time and 
experience. The development of the Trade 
Unions, regarded both from the standpoint 
of numerical expansion and that of practical 
working, has been marvelously rapid. The 
Trg^e Ufijons have demonstrated their ability 



to cope with every emergency — economic or 
political — as it arises. 

It is true that single Trade Unions have 
been often beaten in pitched battles against 
superior forces of united capital, but such de- 
feats are by no means disastrous; on the 
contrary, they are useful in calling the atten- 
tion of the workers to the necessity of thorough 
organization, of the inevitable obligation of 
bringing the yet unorganized workers into 
the Union, of uniting the hitherto disconnected 
Local Unions into National Unions, and of 
effecting a yet higher unity by the affiliation of 
all National and International Unions is one 
grand federation, in which each and all trade 
organizations would be as distinct as the 
billows, yet one as the sea. ' 

We assert that it is the duty, as it is also 
the plain interest, of all working people to 
organize as such, meet in council, and take 
practical steps to effect the unity of the 
working class, as an indispensable preliminary 
to any successful attempt to eliminate the evils 
of which we, as a class, so bitterly and justly 
complain. That this much desired unity has 
never been achieved is owing in a great mea- 
sure to the non-recognition of the autonomy 
or the right of self-government of the several 
trades. The American Federation of Labor, 
however, avoids the fatal rock on which pre- 
vious organizations, having similar aims, have 
split, by simply keeping in view this funda- 
mental principle as a landmark, which none 
but the most infatuated would have ever lost 
sight of. 

The rapid and steady growth of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, arising from the 
affiliation of previously isolated, together with 
newly formed. National Unions; the cstab- 
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Hshment of local unions of various trades 
and callings where none before existed; the 
spontaneous formation of Federal I^abor Un> 
ions, composed of wage-workers following va- 
rious trades in places where there are too few 
persons employed at any particular one to 
allow the formation of Local Uuions of those 
trades, thus furnishing valuable bodies of 
auxiliaries and recruits to existing unions upon 
change of abode, this steady growth is grati* 
fying evidence of the appreciation of the toilers 
of this broad land of a form of general or- 
ganiration in harmony with their most cher- 
ished traditions, and in which each trade enjoys 
the most perfect liberty while securing the 
fullest advantages of united action. 

And now, in conclusion, you will permit us 
to express our acknowledgment of the very 
moderate amotmt of governing which has fallen 
to the lot of those who have the honor to 
address you. While much of this good for- 
tune must be attributed to the nature of the 
federal form of our organization, our task has 



been immeasurably lightened by the assistance 
of a body of organizers, who, without hope 
of reward, except the consciousness of per- 
forming a sacred duty to their fellow work- 
men, have carried the propaganda of trade 
unionism into the remotest parts of the Con- 
tinent. Much of our burden hae been also 
eased by the generous co-operation of the 
Executives of National and International Un- 
ions, both affiliated and unaffiliated, the latter 
of whom have doubtless so acted from a con- 
viction that within the lines of the Federation 
will be fought to the bitter end the fast com- 
ing grand struggle between Capital and Labor, 
involving the perpetuation of the civilization 
we have so laboriously evolved. Deeply grate- 
ful as we are for your fraternal support, we 
should be negligent of the duty we owe to 
each and all did we not urge the Local, Na- 
tional and International Unions who have not 
yet joined the American Federation of Labor, 
to do so without further delay. 



How to Form a Trade Union or a Federal Labor Union. 



First — Unions may be formed of persons 
working at any trade or calling, or they may 
-be composed of persons working at different or 
varied callings. The latter are called "Federal 
Labor Unions,'* and are of infinite value in 
such places where there are too few persons 
employed to form separate unions of each 
trade. 

Second — Any persons who desires to organize 
a Union of any trade will, by application to 
this office, be informed of the address of the 
chief officer of that trade; but should there 
be no General Union of that trade or calling, 
or should it be the intention to form a Fed- 
eral Labor Union, he will be furnished with 
all necessary documents and information free 
of charge. 

Third — Any number of wage workers, not 
less than seven, of either sex, can obtain a 
Certificate of affiliation (charter.)

American Federation of Labor, at his office, 
for a Certificate of Affiliation, and enclose $5.00 
for the necessary fee, which will be returned 
in full if the application be refused. Send the 
fee by Post Office Money Order. Send also a 
list of names and residences of the seven 
Charter Members of your Union. 

Fifth — With the Certificate of Affilation a 
full working outfit for the new Union will be 
furnished, entitling its members to al^ the 
rights and privileges, and the Union to a voice 
in the Annual Conventions of the American 
Federation of Labor. 

Sixth — Every Union has full charge of its 
own funds, and is only required to pay to the 
Secretary of the American Federation of Labor 
a per capita tax of one cent per month per 
member in good standing. 

Seventh — If you require documents to aid in 
organizing a Union, or an application blank to 
became affiliated with the American Federation 
of Labor, write a postal card to No. 14 Clinton 
Place, New York City, and they will be 
promptly forwarded.
